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TheParentage, Birth, and firft Fortunes 

of the Princeffe 

MARY. 

The Eldeft Daughter of K. Henry the Eighth , 

before her comming to the CROWN. 
With a brief Narrative of her Mothers Misfortunes , from 

the firft Agitating of the Divorce ^ till the time of ber Death $ 
and that which followed thereupon. 



A R 7", the eldeft Daughter of Kin» Henry the Eighth , 
and of Katherine his hrft wife , daughter of Ferdinand An. I 
and Iffabella Kings of Spain, was born ac Greenwich on 
the 1 8 th day of February , Anna 1516*. Her Mother had 
before been married to Arthttr Prince of Walts , the el- 
der Brother of King Henry ; but whether bedded by him 
or aot , ( more than as to fome old Formalities of 
Court, on the like occafions ) was not commonly 
known : But he dying within few months after, King Henry the Seventh, the 
father of the deceafedPrince , was fecretly dealt with by the Agents of the 
faid Ferdinand ind I fabtlla, to proceed untoa fecond Marriage between Hen. 
ry Duke of T*rk_ t his now onely fon, and their daughter Katherine. To which 
King Henry readily condefcendeth, upon divers reafons ; partly to be allured 
of the afliltance of the Kings of Spain, againft all pra&ifes of the French; and 
partly that fo great aTreafure,as the Rents and Profits of the PrmcefiVs Joyn* 
cure might not be carried one of the Kingdom , as needs muft be, if (he mould 
be married to a Prince of another Nation. This being agreed on by the Pa- 
rents of either fide, Pope Jnlint the 1 d» is folltcired for a Difpenfation: to the 
Grant whereof be willingly yielded * knowing how neceffary it was to the 
Peace of Chriftendom , tnat thofe Kings mould be united in the ftrifteft 
Leagues of Love and Amity. Which comming to the knowledge of the Prin- 
ce(Tc Katharine % who underftood her own condition better than her father ot 
mother, (he caufed thofe words , velhrfan c^nltam , to be inferred into the 
Ball or Difpenfation; and this (he did for the preventing of all fuch difpntes as 
might arife aBout the validity of the Marriage, in cafe the confummation of ic 
mould be openly known; though afterwards thofe words were ufedasthe 
mrewdeft Argument for the invalidating of the Marriage, when it came in 
qaeftion. And fome fuch thing was thought to have prevailed with King Hen- 
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rj the Seventh, for deferring the advancement of Hemy his fecond fori to the 
Style, Tule, and Dignity of Prince of Wales, that he might Hr(t be well affn- 
ed, that no child was likely to be born of the former Marriage, to whom 
that Title might more properly and of right belong. 

The Difpenfation being thus granted , Prince Henry , being then eleven 
years of age, or thereabouts, is folemnly contracted to the Princeffe Kaiberine, 
who mult needs have a very great ftock, as well of Chrillian- Prudence, as of 
Virgin-Modclty,to wait the growing up of a Husband being then a child, and 
one of whofe affection to her , when he fhould come to Man's eltate, fhe had 
no aflu ranee; and fo it proved in the event : For Henry had no fooner fi nifhed 
the fourteenth year of his age, wben,either by the compunction of confidence, 
the perfwafion of fome chat wifh*d him well, or upon conlideration of the dis- 
proportion of age which was then between them , ( the Princeffe being eight 
years the elder) he refolved upon the breaking and annulling of the faid Con- 
tract, in which his Parents had engaged him. To which end , making his ad- 
dreffe to Doctor Rtcbard Fox> then Bifhop of tVmchefler , he openly renoun- 
ceththe faid Contract , not by wordonely , but by the fubfeription of bis 
nametoaLegall Inftrument, concainingthe effect of that Renunciation , his 
Resolution never to proceed anyfnrther in it, and his Reafons for it. Which 
Inftrument be publifhed in the prefence of John Redd, a publick Notary, (the 
Bifhop fitting then at Richmond, as in Court c* Confiftory ) and witneffed un- 
to by Miles Danbeney y Lord Chamberlain to King Henry the feventb , and fa- 
ther of Henry Earl of Bridgwater ; Sir Cb*rlt Sommcrfet Banneret , created af- 
terwards Earl of Worcester ; Dr. Ntcolns Weft, after Bifhop of £/» ; Dr. Thomas 
Mewtball, after Bifhop of Dnrbam; and Sir Henry MaJnie. The Inftrument it 
felf, extant in the Hiftory of Jebn Speed, may be there confulred. And in 
purfnance of this Act , be waived the Confummation of the Marriage from 
one timetoanotber , till the death of his father , which happened on the aa of 
Afrit, An. 1)09. he being then within two months of the age of eighteen 
years. But being now come unto the Crown by the death of his father, Reafon 
of State prevailed fo far beyond that of Conference , that he confented to the 
confummation of the Marriage, which before be had folemnly renounced, and 
did accordingly celebrate tnofe unhappy Nuptialls ( the caufe of fo much 
trouble both to him and others ) on the fecond of June , and caufed her to be 
Crown'd with him on the 14 th. of the fame month. This Marriage wa< bleft 



within the year by the birth of a fon , whom the King caufed to be Chriftned 
by the name of Henry ; and five years after with another , who lived not long 
enough to receive his Baptifm. 

But Henry, the fuft-born, not living to be two months old , the King re- 
mained childleffe till the birth of this daughter Mary , the preemptive Heir 
of his Dominions j committed in ber Infancy to the care and charge of the 
Lady Marraret y daughter of Cnrge Duke oiClarence y and by the King ( inre- 
, , - ference tober difcent from the honfe of the Montacntes ) advanced unto the 
I > 1 °* Style and Title of Count effe of Sarisknry , An. 151$. And herein it was 
thought , that the Queen had a particular aim beyond that of the King , and 
tiiat fhe rather chofe to commit her daughter to the care of that Lady, than of 
any other in the Kingdom j to the end, that fome affection growing to her by 
any of the Counter's fons, her daughter's Titleto the Crown might be cor- 
roborated by the lntereffe of the Honfe of Clarence. And fo far her defign Suc- 
ceeded, rhat the Princefle Mary always carried fuch a dear affection to Reei- 
nald PtJe , her fecond fon, ( beft known by the name of Cardinal Pole in the 
following times ) that when fhe came nnto the Crown , (he would have made 
choice of him for her husband before any other , if the ncceffii y of her affairs, 
and fome artifices nfed to illnde that purpofe, had not changed her mind. She 
had fcarce liv'd to the third year of her age,when fhe was promifed in marriage 
jc jo l ° * De Dan/fbtne of France , with a Portion of 5 5)000 Crowns, ro be paid by 
* y * ber Father , and as great a Joynture to be made by the French King Francis , 
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as ever had been made by any Kingofthat Country. And fo far did (be bufi- 
neflc feem to be a&ed in carneH,that it was publickly agreed upon in the trea- 
ty for the Town of Tonrnay, that the Efpoufals ihould be made within four 
months, by the faidewo Kings, in the name of their children ; in purfuance 
whereof, as the French King fenc many rich gifts to fome leading men of the 
Court of England, to gain their good liking to this League, fo hefent many 
coftly Prefcnts to the Princefle Mary, the defigned wife (if Princes could be 
bound by fnch designations) of the heir of France. 

But war beginning to break out between the French and the Spaniards, it was 1512* 
thought fit by Charles the fifch,bcing then Emperour of Germany, and King of 
Spain, to court tbe favour of the Englifh ; for the obtaining whereof, his necr- 
neffe to Queen Katherine, being fitter to the Queen, his Mother, gave 
him no fmall hopes. Upon this ground he makes a voyage into England, is 
royally feafted by the King inltalled folemnly Knight of the Order of the Gar- 
ter, in the Callle of JPfarfr, and there capitulates with the King amongft 
other thingvo take to wife his daughter M*ry,t$ foon as (he fhould come to 
the years of marriage ; it was alfo then and there agreed, that afloon as (lie was 
twelve yean old, the Emperour fhould fend a proxie to make good the con- 
trad & efpoufe her ftr verba de frafemi in the nfual form ; thar in the mean time 
tbe King of England fhonld not give her in marriage onto any other,that a dif- 
penfation mould be procured from the Pope, at the charge of both Princes,in 
regard that the parties were within tbe fecond degree of confanguinity ; that 
within four months after the contract, the Princefle (hould be fent to the Em- 
perour's Conrt,whether it were in Spain or Flanders, at the fole charge of the 
King of E»gl**d, and married within fonr dayes after her commlng thither , in 
the face of the Church ; her portion limited to 400000 crowns, if the King 
fhould have no iflue male, but to be inlarged to 600000 crowns more, if the 
King fhould have any fuch iflue male to fucceed in theKingdom. A jointure of 
50000 crowns per annum, to be made by the Emperour, the one part there- 
of to be laid in Flanders, and tbe other in Sfain • and finally , that if either of the 
faid two Princes fhould break off this marriage, he fhonld forfeit 400000 
crowns to the party injured. 

And now who could have thought but that the Princefle Mary, mad have 1 S* 5* 
been this Emperour's wife, or the wife rather of any Prince> then one that was 
to be begotten by this Emperour, on another woman, though in conclusion 
fo it banned. As long as Charles had any need of the afliftance and friendship 
of England, fo long he feemed to go on really in tbe promifed marriage, and 
by all means muft have the Princefle fent over prefently to be declared Em* 
prelfe, and made Regent of Flanders. But when be nad taken the French 
King at the battel of Pavia, fackt Rome, and made the Pope his prifoner, he 
then conceived himfelfe in a condition of feeking for a wife elfewhere, which 
mi°ht be prefently ripe for marriage, without fuch a tedious expectation, 
as his tarrying for the Princefle Mary muft needs have brought him- And 
(hereupon he fhurs up a marriage with the Lady Iffatell, Infanta oiPelmgnll, 
and daughter to another of his Mother's fifters.For which being queftioned by 
the King,he layes the blame upon the importunity of his Council, who could 
not patiently permit him to remain unmarried, till tbe Princefle Mary came 
(o ag* ; and wno befides had caufed afcruple to be ftarted, touching her Hie* 
gitimation, as being born by one that had been wife to his elder brother. 
King Henry thereupon proceeds to a new treaty with tbe French, to whom his 
friendship at tbe time of their King's captivity had been very ufeful ; which 
is by them as cheerfully excepted, as by him it bad been franckly offered. She 
had before been promifed to the Daulphin of Pr4wv,bnt now me is defign'd for 
the fecond fan, then Dnksof Orleance, who afterwards, by the death of his el- 
der brother.fucceeded his father in the Crown.But whilft they were upon this 
r reat y,the former qoeftioo touching her legitimation, was again revived by the 
Bi(hopof74rto/, one of the Cornmiflioners for the French, which though ic 
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fcem'd not ftrong enough to diffolvc the treaty which the tr e »ib were willing 
to conclude (as their affairs then Hood) uponany conditions; yet it occasi- 
oned many troubles in the Court of £ng and, and almoftall Chrilkndome 
befides. 

1 5 26. For now the doubc being ftarted a fecond time, and ftarted now by fuch, ' 
who could not well fubfill without his friendfhip, began to make a deep im- 
preffion in the mind of the King, and to call back fuch pailagcs to his remem- 
brance, as otherwife would have been forgotten.He now bethinks himfelfe of 
the Protection which he had made in the prefence of Biiliop tcx before re- 
membred, never to take the Lady Katherine for his wifc;looks on the death of 
histwo fons, as a pa ni foment on him for proceeding in the martiagejand calls 
afear of many inconveniences, or mifchiefs rather, which mull inevitably be- 
fall this Kingdome,if he (hould dye, and leave no lawful ilTue to enjoy the 
Crown. Hopeofmore children there was none, and little pleafuretobe 
taken in a converfation;which the difproportion of their years,and a greater in- 
equality in their difpofitions,muft render Ufle agreeable everyday then other. 
In this perplexity of mind, heconfults his Confejfor, by whom he was advi- 
fed to make known his griefs to Cardinal iVolfie, on whofe judgement he 
relied in moft other marters ; which hapned fo directly to the Cardinal's 
mind, as if he had contrived the project. The Emperour had lately crofs'd 
himinhisfuit for the Popcdome, and fince denied him the Archbiflnprick 
oilhledo, with the promife whereof he had before bound him to his fide. And 
now the Cardinal refolves to take the opportuniry of the King's detractions, 
for perfecting his revenge againft him. In order whereunro, as he had drawn 
the King to makepeace with France,*™! to conclude a marriage for his daugh- 
ter with the Duke of Orleance ; fo now he hopes to feparate him from the bed 
of K*thtrine % the Emperonr's Annt, and marry him to Madam Rhinee ) the 
French Queens fifter,wno afterwards was wife to the Duke of Ferrari, About 
which time the picture of Madam Margaret, the fifter of King Francis, firft 
married to the Duke of Alan^n, was brought amongft others into EngUnJ, 
by Thomas Belen, Vifcount Rochford, at his return from the French Court, 
where he had been Ambaflador for tbeKingof England: which firft occafioned 
areport inthe common people, and afterwa ds a miltake in our common 
Chronicles, touching this Ladie's being defigned bytvolfic for a wife to his 
Mafter ; whereas fhe was at that time actually married to the Count of Aikrct, 
King of Navarre in title, and in title only. 

j -j- But Rochford brought with him out of France another Piece, which more 
' '* excelled the picture of the Dutcheffe of Alanxjen, then that DutcheiTe did the 
ordinary beauties in the Court of France* that is to fay, his daughter Anne, 
whom he had bred up for a time in the houfc of rhc DutcheiTe, which render'd 
her an exact miftrefle of the gaities and garb of the great French Ladies. Ap- 
pearing in the Court of £*g/*»a>fhe (hewed her felfe with fo many advantages 
above all other Ladies about the Queen, that the Kingeafily took notice of 
her. Whether more captivated by the Allurements of her beauty, or the face- 
tioufneffe of her behaviour, it is hard to fay ; certain it is* that he fuffered 
bimfelfetobe fo far tranfpotted in affection towards her, that he could think 
of nothing elfe, buc what might tend to the accomplifhment of his defirei; 
fo that the reparation from the bed of jtV£m'»«,which was but coldly follow- 
ed upon cafe of Cenfcience 9 \s now more hotly profecured in the heat of Concm- 
fifcence. In the mean time the King advifetn with the Cardinal, and the Car- 
dinal with the moft learned men in the Realm of England, By whom it was 
modeftly rcfolved, that the King had a very juft ground to confnlt the Pope, 
and to ufe all lawful means for extricating himfelfe out of thofe perplexities, 
in which this marriage had involved him. The Pope had been beholden to the 
King, for procuring his liberty, when the Jmterialifts held him prifoner in the 
Fort of St Angela and was in reafon bound to gratifie him for fo great abe- 
ncfic. But then withall,he neither was to provoke the Emperour, nor hazard 
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the Authority and Reputation of the See ApoHolick, by running on the 
King's errand with more halte then fpecd. He therefore goes to work like a 
Popeof^owf, and entertains the King with hopes; without giving the Em- 
perourand his adherents, any caui'c of defpair. ACommiflion is therefore 
granted to two Cardinals, that is to fay, Cardinal 7£<>«^f*';>//^,Archbifhop of 
Tork^ zndLnnrene Competing, whom Henry fome few years before, had made 
Bifhop of Sariiburj • both beneficiaries to the King, and therefore like enough 
to confult more his intereft,then the Queen's contentment. 

Of the erecting of a Court Leganune'va the Convent of the Blacky friers in 1 528. 
London, the citing of the King and Queen to appear before them, the Kings pa- 
theticall Oration in the bemoaning of his own misfortunes, and the Queen's 
Appeal from the two Cardinals to the Pope, I (hallfjow fay nothing ; leaving 
the Reader for thofe paflages to our common Annds. Suffice in this place to 
note, that while the DufinetTe went on favourable in the K'ne's behalfe,0Wyfe 
was given to underftand of his defperate loves to Millriffe BtUen, which repre- 
fencedtohim twoenfuingmifchiefs, not to be otherwife avoided, then by 
flackning the courfe of tbcfe proceedings. Forfirtt, hefawthat if the King 
fhould be divore'd definitively from his prefent wife, he fliould not be able to 
draw him to accept of Madam Rbeneeiht French Queens filter, which was the 
mark he chiefly aimed at. And fecondly, he feared that Miftrifle Anne had • , 
brought fomuch of ibe Lntber*n with her, as might in time become deftrudive . - 
to the Church of Rome. Of this he certifies the Pope, the Pope recals Cam- "9* 
fegiw y and revokes his Ccmmiflion ; leaving the Kine to call about to fome 
new wayes to effect hispurpofe. And at this time it hapned, that Dr Thorn* 
Crsmner (who afterwards obtained to the See of Canter bnry) difcourfing with 
fome of the Kings Miniftcrs, about the intricatenelte and perplexity of this 
great affair ; declared, for his opinion in it, that it were better for the King to 
govern himfclfe therein? by the judgement and determination of the Univer- 
fities beyond the feas, then to depend upon the ftvifts and Artifices of the 
Court of Rome. Which being told unto the King, he difpatcheth Cramner 
onto Rome, in the company of Rocbford, now made Earl oimltfhire, to main- 
tain the King's caufe by difputation ; and at the fame time employs his agents 
to the Univerfities of Trance and h*lj, who being under tne command of 
the French King, or the power of the Pope, gave fentence in behalfe of ffpnjp, 
condemning his marriage with the Lady Katberiiu, the Relict of his brother, 
to be Amply unlawful in it felfe, and therefore not to be made valid by a di- 
fpenfation from the Popes of Rome, 

The putting the King upon this courfe,proved the fall oiWolfie ; who grow- 
ing every day leffe then other in the King's eftecm, was brought within the 
compatTeof a Pramnnire, and thereby fiript of all bis goods to an infinite va- 
lue ; removed not long after unto Tork., and there arretted of High Treafon 
by the Earl of Northnmberlnnd, and committed to the cuftody of Sir William 
Kmgfion, being then Lievtenant of the Tower. By whom conducted to- i<)o, 
wards London, he departed this life in the Abby of Leiceflcr : his great heart • 
not being able to endure fo many indignities, as had been lately put upon him, 
and having canfe to fear much worfe then his former furTerin°s. But the re- 
moving of this Rub, did not much fmooth the way to the King s defires. The 
Queen's appeal unto the Pope, was the greatclt difficulty, from which fince 
fhe could not be removed, it muft be made unprofitable and ineffectual, for 
the time to come. And thereupon a Proclamation is fet forth on the 19 of 
September , 1530. in thefe following words, viz* « c The King's High neffe 
•« ftrcightly chargeth and commandeth, That no manner of perfon, of what e- 
" ftate, degree or condition, he or they be of, do purchafe, or attempt to pir- 
«< chafe, from the Court of &Mw*,or elfewhere> nor ufe, nor put in execution, 
•/divulge or pnblifh, any thing heretofore within this year paffed, purchased, 
<( orto be purchased hereafter; containing matter prejudicial to the High 
* Authority, Jurisdiction, and prerogative Royal of this bis fald Realm, or to

During the fitting of which Parliament 
it is declared by Proclamation , that Queen Kotherine (hould no longer be 
called Queen , but Princeffe Dowager , asbeing the Widow of Prince Arthur , 
not the Wife of King Henri. 

War bam Archbifhop olC**terburj t in the mean time dying, Crammer is de- 
fined for his SucceUor in that eminent dignity ; which he unwillingly ac- 
cepts of, partly in regard that he was married at that time , and partly in refe- 
rence to an Oath which he was to take nnto the Pope at his Confecration. But 
the King was willing, for his own ends, to wink at the one , and the Pope was 
not in a condition (as the cafe then flood) to be too peremptory in the other. 
So that a Proteftaiipn being admitted , of not being otherwife bound to the 
Pope, than fhould be found agreeable to the Word of God , and the Laws and 
Statu cs of the Realm, he takes his Oath , and receives the Epifcopall Confe- 
cration, the 30th. of March, 1533. the Parliament ftill fitting which before 
wefpakeof. At his firft entrance into the Houfe of Convocation , he pro- 
pounds two Quettions to be confidered and difputed by the Bifhops and Cler- 
gy; the firft was , Whether the marrying of a Brother's wife, carnally known, 
though without any iffueby him , be fo prohibited by the Will and Word of 
God , as not to be difpencM withall by the Pope of Rome. The fecond was , 
Whether it did appear , upon the Evidence given in before the Cardinalls, 
that Kotherine had been carnally known by Prince Arth*r % or not. Both Qae- 
ftions being carried in the Affirmative, though not without fome Opposition 
in either Houfe, in the firft efpecially ; it was concluded thereupon in the 
Convocation, and not long afrer in the Parliament alfo, That the King might 
lawfully proceed to another Marriage. 

Thcfe preparations being made , the Marriage precondemned by Convoca- 
tion, and all Appeals to Rome made ineffeftuall by Aft of Parliament, the 
newArchbifhop(upon his own defire & motion,contain'd in hisLetters of the 
nth of April) is au'horifcdby the King, under his Sign Mauitalt, to proceed 
definitively in theCaufe. Who thereupon, accompanied with the Bifhops of 
London, winchefier, Wells , and Lincoln , and divers other perfons to ferve as 
Officers in that Court , repaired to Dunflnble in the begining of May • and 
having a convenient place prepared in the form of a Conhttory^they fent aCi- 
tation to the Princeffe Dowager, who was then at Amptill, ( a Mannor houfe 
of the King's about fix miles off ) requiring her to appear before them at the 
day appointed ; which day being come , and no appearance by her made , 
eitner in Perfon, or by Proxie, (as they knew there wonld not fhe is called 
peremptorily every day , fifteen days together ; andeveryday there was great 
poafting betwixt them and the Court , to certifie the King and Cromwell ( a 
principall ftickler in this bufineffc ) how all matters went. In one of which , 
from the new Archbifhop, extant in the Cowman Library, a Resolution is fig- 
nificd to Cromwell for comming to a finall Sentence on Friday the 18 th. of 
chat Month, but with a vehement conjuration both to him and the King, not 
to divulge fo great a fecrec , for fear the Princeffe Dowager on the hearing of 
it, either before, or on the day of parting Sentence, fhouldmake her appearance 
in the Court : «• For ( faith he ) if the noble Lady Katherine fhould , upon 
"the bruit of this matter , eitner in themouthesof the Inhabitants of the 
** Country, or by her Friends , or Counfell, hearing of this bruite, be moved, 
* ftirred, counted, or perfwaded to appear before me, in the time, or afore 
*' the time o* Sentence , I fhould be thereby greatly ftaid and let in the Pro* 
ceffe, and the King's Grace's Councell here prefent fhall be much uncertain 
■ what fhall be then further done therein. For a great bruite and voice of the 
•« people in this behal f , might perchance move her to do the thing, which per- 
"adveotnre fhe would not if fhe hear little of it. And therefore I pray you 
"tofpeakas little of this matter as you may, and to move the King's Higb- 
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* c ncffefo to do , for coniideration above recited. But Co it hipped to their 
wiSh , that the Queen, perfiSting conl'tant in her Resolution of landing to 
the Judgment of no other Court than the Court of Rome , vouchfafcd not to 
tike any notice of their proceeding in the Caufe. And thereupon, at the day 
and time before defigncd, fhe was pronounced to be Comumax for defe&of 
Appearance ; and by the generall confent ot all the Learned men then prefent, 
the Sentence of the Divorce was pafled > and her Marriage with the King de- 
clared void, and of none effect. 

Of all thefe doings, as the Divorced Queen would take no notice, fo by her 
Officers and Attendants fhe was ferved as in her former capacity. Which 
comming to the King's knowledge , he fends the Duke oi Suffolk, and fpme 
others in the month of Jnly » with certain Inft ru&ions given in Writing , to 
perfwade he,r , to Submit to the Determinations of the King and State , to lay 
afide the Title of Queen, to content her felf with that of the Prince (fe Dowager- t 
and to remove her from the Bifhop of Lincoln's houfe at Bsjden, where fhe 
then remained, to a place called Some'fbnm , belonging to the Bifhop and 
Church of £//". To none of which when fhe would hearken>an Oath is tendred 
to her Officers and the reft of her Houfhold, to Cerye her oncly in the capacity 
ofPrinceffe Dowager , and not as formerly in the notion of a Queen of£*j- 
Und. Which at the fir ft was generally refufed amongli them, upon a Resoluti- 
on which had been made in the Cafe by Abel and Berber, her two Chaplains ; 
that is to fay , Thatjiaving already took an Oath to fetve her as Queen , they 
could not with a good confciencc take any other. But in the end , a fear of 
lofing their Said places , but more of falling into the King's difpleafure , fo 
prevailed upon them , that the Oath was taken by moft of them ; not Suffered 
from thenceforth to come into the Queen's prefence , ( who looked upon 
them as the betrayers of her Caufe ) or to perform any fervice about her Pcr- 
fon. Some Motives, to induce her to a better conformity , were ordered to be 
laid before her ; none like to be more prevalent , than that which might con- 
cern the Intereft of her daughter M*rj. And therefore it was offered to her 
confederation , " That chiefly, and above all things, fhe fhould have regard to 
•'the Honourable , and her molt dear Daughter, the Lady Princeffcj from 
" whom , in cafe the Kino's Highnefle ( being thus enforced, exagitated, and 
" moved by the unkindneffe of the Dowager) might alfo withdraw his Princely 
<c estimation , goodneSfe, zeal, and affection ; it would be to her no little rc- 
44 grer , forrow^and cxtream calamity. But thewiSe Queen knew well enough, 
that if She Stood, her Daughrer could not do amiSfe ; whereas there could be 
no:hing gained by Such Submissions, butthcdifhonouroftheone* theBaftar- 
diting of the other, andthe excluding of themboth from all poffibility oi being 
reftored in time to come to their firSt condition. 

Finding Small hopes of any juiiice to be done her in the Realm of England, 
and nor well able to endure fo many indignities as had been daily put upon 
her, fhe makes her complaint unto the Pop?, whom She found willing to Show 
his teeth, though he could not bite. For prefently heteupon a Bull is iflued, 
foraccuriing both the King and the Realm ; the Bearer hereof not daring to 
proclaim the fame in England , cauSed it to be Set upin Some publick places in 
the Town of Dunkirk^ (one of the Haven Towns of Flanders') that fo the roar- 
ing of it might be hea-d on this fide of the Sea , to which it was not fafe to 
bring it. But neither the Pope nor the Queen Dowager got any thing by this 
rafh adventure, which onely ferved to cxafperate the King againft them , as al- 
fo againSt all which adheared unto them. For in the following Parliament, 
which began on the 25 th. of J*nu*rj y and ended on the 30th. of March*, an 
A&waspafs'd , inhibiting the payment of Firft-fruits to the Bifhop of Reme ) 
and for the Electing, Confecrating, and Confirming of the Archbifhops and 
Bifhops in the Realm of England, without recourfeunto the Pope, caf.io* 
Another Aft for the Attaindure of Elizabeth Barton, commonly called the fa?? 
MmidofKntymthmmy other her adhcarcnts, for (tickling in the caufe of 
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the Princeffe Dowager, cap. 1 2. and finally, oiEftablifhtng the Snccej/idm j n inc 
Crown Impcriall of this Realm,c*p. 12. In which latt Act, the Sirn-encc ofthc 
Divorce was confirmed and ratified , the Princeffe Mary declared to be illegl* 
timate, the Succeffion of the Crown entailed on the King's Iflue by Qnecn 
<Anme BoJ/en , an Oath prefcribed for all the Subjects in maintenance of the 
faid Statute of SuccefTipn, and taken by the Lords and Commons at the end of 
that Parliament , as generally by all the Subjects of the Kingdom within few 
months after. For the rcfufall whereof, as alio for denying the King's Supre- 
macy , and fome fnfpition of confederacy with Elizabeth Barren , Doctor 
Joh*Fi(ber Buhop ot Rochrfter , not many days before created Cardinall by 
Pope /Wihe 3d.' was on the 22 of J me beheaded publickly on the lower- 
bUl, and his head molt difgracefully fixed upon a Pole , and let on the top of 
the Gate on London-Bridge. Andonthe 6 th. of Ju'y then next following, 
Sit I bontai Moor, who had fucceeded Wolfe in the place of Lord Chancellor , 
was beheaded for the famccau'.e alfo. But I find him not accufed, as I do the 
other, for having any hand in the Confpiracy oCEltabetb B^ton. 

The Execution of which great perfons, andoffomany others whowifh'd 
well unto her, added To much affliction to the defolate and difconfolace 
Queen, that not being able longer to bear the burden of fo many miferies, fhe 
fellinioalanguifhingfickneife; which more and moreencreafing on her, and 
finding the near approach of death, ( the onely remedy now left for alt her for- 
rows ) (he dictated this enfuing Letter , which fhe caufed to be delivered to 
the King by one of her Women , wherein fhe laid before him thefe her laft re* 
qnefts, w*. 

My mofi dear Lord, King and Husband 
(Tor fo (he called him.) 

I^Hebour of my death now approaching,! cannot chute but, out of the lovt ! bear 
jou, aivtfe you of your fouls health, which you ought to prtfer before all configu- 
rations of thewor[d,or flejh, wharfotvtr : For which yet you have cafy me into many 
calamities, and your felf into many tron bUs. But I forgive you all , and pray Gcd tJ 
do ftUkpoife. For the refi t I commend unto you Mary our daughter, b.- fetching you 
to It a good Father unto her , as I have heretofort dt fired. I muji enreat you alfo 
to refpeFt m< Afa-eis , and give them in Marriage, which is not much, they being 
bat three. Ad to all my ottjer i ervants a yews pay, bt fides thtir d<*e % left othtrw'f* 
they fbould be unprovided for. Laflty, I ma\e this Vow , That mine Eyes have dt* 
fired you abbve a// things. i 

Farewell. 



Within few days after the writing of which Letter , that is to fay , on rh6 
8 th. o£Ja»uaty then next following , fhe yielded her pious Soul to God at 
the King's Mannor-houfe of Kimbolton , in the County of H#*tivgron , and 
was folemnly interred not long after in the Abbey of Peterborough, The rea- 
ding of her Letter drew fome tears from the King , which could not but be 
much encreafed by the news of her death. Moved by them both to fuch a 
meafure of commiferation of her fad condition , that hecaufed the grcateft 
part of her goods (amounting to 5000 Marks) to be expended on her Funerall, 
and in the rccompencingof fuch of her fervantsas had belt deferved it. Never 
fokind to her in the time of her life , as when he had rendrcd her incapable of 
receiving a kindneffe. 

The Princefle Mary is now left wholly to her felf, declared illegitimate 
by her Father, deprived of the comfort of net Mother , and in a manner forfa-

ken by all her friends, whom the feverc proceedings againlt M> or and F>\h:r 
had fo deterred , that few durft pay tier any offices of Love or Duty. Of any 
proceedings inrheMarch with c he Duke of Orlca*ce, we hear no more news, 
all further profecution of it being at a (land by the misfortunes of her Morher ; 
nor was five fought in Marriageby any othcrPrince in the life of hcrl : ather,bur 
onely by fames the 5 th. of Scotland ; but tindinghimfclf deluded in it by King 
f/<»r ; , he thought it belt toRrengthen himfelfby a Match with France, where 
he was tint mariied to Madam AiafdaUene, the firlt daughter of K ./■>.:*<-/ r , 
and afterwards to Alary daughter of Claude of L>rra» , Duke of (7 / fc , by 
whom he had one onely daughter called Alary alfo. In wrjiJi condition , t lie 
poor Primeffe had no g-eater comfort than what (lie could gar her from he: 
Books-jin which fhe hid been carefully inilrutted by Dodor j hn Fo:f:e, alii* 
Ha)m*>., ;ippoiiued her Turor by the King ; and, for his good performance in 
that pbrcof truft, advanced by him to the Seaof£.v^, An. \ ^29. and after - 
wards made Lord P;cfident ofW'.t'f ; which fell out better for the Tutor, 
than it did for the Pupill ; Who being lefr dcliiture of t he courfell of fo 
grave a Man, begin to give way more and more to her g r i A and palTions, which 
brought her at the bit tofmhan averfenefle from the King , anc fu h a ma- 
nifest difafteclion to his Perfon and (government , thar he was once upin rhe 
p,)int offending her prifoner to the Toner; and had fo done, if Crar.tr.e \\y± not 
inrerpofed fome powerfull reafoiij to cliflwadc h'm iro n ir. 

During which time of heraverfenctt'e, the King fenc certain of the Lor< ] s ro 
remove her ro Jla'fuld ; who having no authority totreat her by the rune of 
P.inccflc, but onely to execute the King's commands, g.jve heroicafion thus 
to iignifie her difconrentments , * 6 My Lords ( fa:d fhe ) as touching my rc- 
u moving to Hatfield , I will obey his Grace , as my duty is , or to any other 
" place that his Grace ^ilf -ai^biiVc me* But I ^oteft before you , and all 
" other that be here prefer^ ffiafc my confetonce will in no wife fuffer me to 
u take any other than my felf for Princerte , or tor the king's Daughter, born 
" in hwfull Matrimony ; ,and that I will never wittingly or willingly fay or 
"do, whereby any perfon might taVe occafton to trunk , that I agree to the 
t{ contrary. Nor (ay I this out of any ambition or proud mind , as God is my 
"Judge* butthatiflfhotilcldootherwife,lfhouldinmy confeience (lander 
u the Deed of our Mother,the holy Church ,and the Pope , whoisthe Judse 
** in this matter, and none other ; and alfo fhould difhonour the Kins my Fa- 
<l ther, the Queen my Mother, andfalfly confeflemyfelf a Baltarcf, which 
<r God defend that I fhould do , fi nee the Pope hath not fo declared it by his 
" Sentence definitive , to whofe finall Judgment I fubmit my felf. In pur- 
fuanceof which claim to the Title of Princcffe, together with the Privilcdges 
and Preheminenccs thereunto belonging , (he writes this following Letter to 
the King her Father, on a like occafion. 

IyV humble wife I befeech your Grace of jour daily bUffinn. Pleafetb it the 
fame to be adverttfed, that this morning my Chamberlain came and fhewed me iy 
that he hud received a Letter from Sir "William Paulet , Controller of your Houff. 
the ejfcR thereof was , that ('(kould'wilh all diligence remove unto the Caffle of 
Hertford. Whereupon I de fired him to fee the fame Letter , which he (hewed me ; 
wherein was written 1 That 'tht Lady Mary, the King's Daughter , jhott/d remive 
f the place before-faid, leaving out in the fame the name o/Pnnceffe. Which when 
I heard, I could not a little makyail , trufiing verity , ihdt jour Grace was net frivy 
to the fame Letter^ as conce ruing the leavingout of the nanie ofVnnct((t;forafmt'ch 
as I doubt not in jotir.goodneffe,but that your Grace doth take me for your tawfull 
Daughter, born in true Matrimony . Wherefore if I fhould agree to the contrary , / 
fhould in my confeience run into the difpleafureof Qod, vchith I hope affuredly, that 
your. Grace would not that I fo fhould, And in all other things, your Grace fhallhave 
me always as humble an obedient Daughter and Handmaid , as ever was child to 
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the father, which my duty bindeth me to; at Itnoweth b ur L 0 rd,tVho have your Grace 
in hit moft holy tuition, with much honor and long life, to his pleafure.

And on thefe tearms flic Hood , from the Divorce of her Mother till the At- 
raindure of Qpcen Anne Bollen , againft whom fhe thought it did concern her 
to bear up to the higheft, as fhe did accordingly. 

But growing into better hopes by the death of the laid Queen Anne , the 
Annulling of the Marriage alfo , and the Baftardifing of the Princelfe Elfaebcth 
her onely daughter, flic began to caft about again , writes her fubmilfive Let- 
ters tothe King her father, and humbly craves fometeltimonies of his love 
and goodneffe : Which fo prevailed, that the Duke of Ntrrfotkjs fent to treat 
with her upon certain Inftru&ions ; fo necelfary to the knowledge ofheraf- 
fairs, in this Con juncture, that the ydeferve a place here, and arc thefe that 
follow. 

Certain Articles and Injunctions , given by the King's Highnefs 
to his right Trufty and right entirely beloved Coufen and 
Counfcllor, the Duke ot Norfolk', whom, with certain others 
in his company , His Majcfty fendeth to the Lady Mary his 
Daughter, for the Purpofcscnfuing. 

F\Jrft , whereat the (aid Lady Mary hath fund' y ways , with long continuance, 
jbewed her felf "fi> ob ft mate towards the King's Majefty , her Soveraign Lord 
and Father, and fo djfbedient to hit Laws, conceived and made upon moft jnft t ver- 
tuous, and godly grounds , that at the wilfull difobedience thereof feemeth 4 monfter 
in Nature • fo, unfejfe the mercy of his Highneffe had been moft abundtntly exten- 
ded unto her, by the conrfe of his Grace's Lawt , and the force of hit fufttce, fht en- 
dangered her felf Jo far , t n at it was greatly to hit Highneffe' t regret and hearty 
forrow , to fee and per ceive how little \rc efteemeth the fame ; extending tothclojfe 
of hit favour , the iojpr of her honour, the loffe of her tfe , and undoubtedly to the 
indication of Aln.igh:y God. For that jhe neither obeyeth her Father and Sove- 
raign, nor his juft and vertuout Lawt afore f aid. And that of late neven heleffe cat- 
Lng to remembrance her tranfereffions and offences in this fart towards God, her Fa- 
ther and Sever aign Lord the Ktttg'e HighKcffc ; (he hath written to the fame three 
penary Letters , containing a declaration of her repentance conceived for the Prcmi- 
fes, with fmcb an humble and fimple fubmiffvn , at (he appear eth not onely tofnbmit 
her felf who'll, and without exception, ( efpecially by the loft Letter ) to the Laws , 
but a fofor her ft ate and couditiju, to put her felf onely to hit Grace t mercy ; nothing 
defiring bm mtrcy and forgiveneffe for htr offencet , with a reconciliation to hit 
Grace's favour. 

Albeit his Majefty hash been fo ingrate/y handled and u fed by her, as it afore 
declared, that the like would enforce any private perfou to abandon for ever fuch 
anunlthtd andinobedient child from their grace and favour ; yet, fuch it hit Ma\e- 
jhetgracioma and divate nature , fnch it hit clemency and pitty , fuch hit mercifnU 
incTtmatiou and Princely hewt , that, as he hath been ever ready to take pitty and 
compfffiin of all offendert, repentantly calling and crying for the fame; So, in cafe 
he may throughly perceive the fame to be in the faid Lady Mary'* heart , which (he 
hath put i» .pen and rvritiuf , hit Htghueffe confidering the imbecility of her fex ^ 
being the fame it frail, inconftattt , andeafteta he perfwadedby fimple counfell , can 
herght wall contented i o remit ttnte her part of hit faid difploafmre. A nd therefore 
h uh at this time, {or the certain lenowledge of her heart aud ftomack., font unto her 
h t faid C<oufen, with others , to demand and enquire of her certain Queftions. Her 
Anf tre j wberemmo his pie a jure it they jhall require , and note in writing, which 
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fit all throughly decipher , whether {he be indeed the per J on fhe prcicnacth, or for any 
rcfpcft hath with general words laboured to cloakjhe Jpectall matter . which is re- 
pugnant andcontrary to that, which bis Majefty hath gathered and conceived of 
the fame. 

l. And fir ft, after their Accejfe and Declaration of the Premifes , they fhalt for 
■ , their fir ft Queftion demand of her , whether fine doth recogmfe ana knowledge the 
' King's Highnefe for her Saveraign Lord and King , in the Emperiall Cnmt of 
this^ReaJmofEn^ZTtd , and will and doth fubm.t her felf umthis H'ghneffe, and 
to all and fmgu/ar the Laws and Statutes of this Realm , as becommeth eve y true 
ana faith full Subjelt to do. 

_, Alfo, whether fhe will with all her power and qualities , that God hath endu'd 
her withal/) not ontly obey, keep, and cbferve all and fingu/ar Laws and Statutes of 
this Realm ; but alfo fet forth, advance, and maintain the fame , to the utmoft of 
her power , according to her bounden duty. 

3. Alfo, whether fhe will recognife, accept, take , and repute the King's Higb- 
uejje 10 be fupream Head in Earth, under thrift , of the Church of England , and 
utterly refuje the Bfhop of Rome'* pretended Power and furifdttlion , heretofore 
ufnrped in this Realm, according to the Laws and Statutes of the fame , made and 
ordained in the behalf of all the King's true Si'bjeiis , humbly rei e ived, admitted , 
obeyed, kept, and obferved : And alfo will and do renoun ce , and utterly for fake , all

To ihcfc fix Articles, fhe was required to give a plain and pofitive anfwer : 
Which plainly fla.ws thedoubtfulncfle and uncertainty of her prefene condi- 
tion, in being either forced to confeffe her felfe to be illegitimate, or running 
on ihelallbazzardof the Kings difplcafure, if fhe fhould do otherwife. Buc 
wifely confidcring in her felfe, whom fhe had to deal with, fhe thought it fa- 
feft to rtrikc fale, and to fubmit her felfe to him, with whom it was not law- 
full fot her to difpute that point, if fhe had been able. She therefore makes a 
deer acknowledgement ot the four firft Articles, by the fubferibing of her 
name; but craved leave to demur on the two laft, becaufc fome perfons were 
concern*d in them, whom fhe was not willing todifcover. And by this means 
fhe gain'd fo far upon the King,that from that time forwardsjhe held ber in the 
fame ranck with the reft of his children ; gave ber her turn in the fucceffion of 
the Kingdome; afligned her portioo of ten thoufand pounds, to be paid at her 
marriage, and in the interim, three thr.nfand pounds per annum, for her perfo- 
nal maintenance. And more then this he did not do for his daughter Eliza- 
beth ; notwithstanding the efteem and afFe£Hon which he bare to her mother ; 
for bringing whom into his bed, he had cancelled all the bonds of his former 
marriage. Little or nothing more occurreth of her in the time of King Hen. 
ry, becaufe there was little o; nothing altered in the face of Religion, which 
might^ive her any caufe ofpublickor perfonall diflike. But when the great 
alterations hapned in thetime of King Edward flit then declared herfclfc more 
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openly (as fhe might more iafely) in oppolition to the fame : concerning 
which fhe thus declares her feifein a Letter to the Lord Protc&or,and tnereit 
of the Council, dated ac Kennwgball, June 2 An. 15^9. 

My Lord, 

IFercetve by the Letters which I late received from yon, and other of she Kings 
Majefties Councel, that yon be all fiorry to find fa Utile conformity in me, touching 
the observation of his Majeftie's Laws • who am weUafured I have of ended no law, 
mnltffe it be a late law of your own making, which in my confeience u not worthy the 
nam* of Law, both for the King's boners Jake, and the wealth of the Realm, and 
giving theoccafionofan evil bruit throughout aUChriftendome, be fides thepartia- 
litymjed in the fame, and {as my confeience is very well perfi wot Jed) the offending 
Cody which faff etb all the rej). Bat I am well affured, that the King his Fa, 
tbers Lowes , were all allowed and confiented to, without compulfiton, by tb% whole 
Realm, both fprritual and temporal, and all the Executors fworn upon a bookjo ful- 
fil the fame, fio that it wot an authorised Law. And~ that I have obeyed, and will 
do with the grace of God, till the Kino's Majeftj my brother, (kail have fuffiaent 
years to be a judge in this matter himfielf. Whereto (my Lord) I was p.'om wnhyoi* 
at my lafl being in the Court, declaring unto you at that time, whereunto 1 wou d 
ft and; and now do ajfureyou all, that the only occafionof my fay from a terinvof 
mine opinion, is for two caufes. One principally for my confidence ; the other, that 
the King my brother fhall not hereafter charge me to be one cfthofe that were agree- 
able tojucb alterations in his tender years. And what fruits dayly grow by finch 
changes, fince the death of the King my Father, to every indifferent perfon, it well 
mppeareth, both to the difpleafure of God, and nnauietneffe of the Realm. 

Nutwtlbfiahding, I affure you all, 1 would be at loath to fee his Higbneffe take 
hurt, or that any evil \hould come to this his Realm, as the befi of you all • and 
none of you have the like can ft, confidering how I am compelled by nature, being his 
Majefties poor and humble fi filer, moft tenderly to love and pray for him, and unto 
this his Realm {being born within the fame) wjjjft all weaLh and profipenty to God's 
honour. And ifi any judge of me the contrary for mine opinions fake, asltruft 
none doth, I doubt not in the end, with Gods help, to prove my felfe as true a natural 
and bumble Sifter, at they of the contrary opinion with all their devices, and altering 
of fawesflall prove themfielves true Subje&s j / tray you my Lords, and the reft of the 
Councel, no more to unquiet and trouble me with matters touching my confidence, 
wherein I am at a full point with Gods help, whatfioever fhall happen to me, intending 
with ha grace, to trouble you little with any worldly funs, but to btftorv the fhrt 
time I thtnkjo live, in auietneffe ; and I pray for the King's Majtfty, and all you, 
heartily wifhing, that your proceedings may be to God's honour % the fiafieguard ofithe 
King* 1 perfitn, and quietnefe of the whole Realm. And thus, my Lord^ I vijh unto 
you, and all the reft, as well to do, as my fielfie. 

Upon fnch paflages of this Letter, which feemed moft to pinch upon them, 
the Lords returned their Gloile or Comment, but fuchas had more in it of 
an Animadver fion-, then an Explication. They fignified withall,how well they 
underttood their own Authority ; how fenfible they were of thofe inconve- 
niences, which the example of bet inconformity to the lawes eftabiifhed, was 
likely to produce amongtt the reft of the fubje&s. No favour being otherwife 
to be hoped for from them,the Emperour is moved to intercede in her behalfe 
by his Ambaffador, then refiding about the Court. Upon whofe earned foli- 
c u at ion, it was declared by tbe King, with the confent of his Councel (as * 5 5°» 
appeareth by their letters to her, of the a of December) « That for his fake, 
•* andherownalfo, it fhould be fuffcred and winked at, if fhe had tbe private 
«« Maffe ufed in ber own dofet for a feafon,untill (he might be better informed} 
" but fo that none but fome few of her own chamber fhould be prefent with 
" her, and that to all the reft of ber boufhold,the Service of theCrrarch fhould 
,c be only ufed. For the abufc of which indulgence, in firying MafTe promif- 
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cuoufly (in bee abfence) co her houfhold fervants, Mallet and Barkjay two of 
her Chaplains, are feized on, and committed prifoners, which firft occasio- 
ned an exchange of Letters betwixt her and the King,and afterwards more fre- 
quently between her and the Councel ; for which,confult the Ads and Mon- 
fo/. 1219- 1114. Apropofition had been made about the furrendry of Bnl- 
Uigne, for a marriage betwixt her and the Prince of Portugall • and the like 
motion made in favour of the Dnke of Brunfmcl^, whiltt the other treaty was 
depending. But neither of the two fucceeding tothc wifh of the party, a plot 
was laid to patfe her over into Ft aiders \ (hipping provided to transport her, 
fomeof her fervants fenc before, and a commotion pracxifed in the County of 

difcovery. 
Jotu 

one ot tne captains ot tne uents or armes ^tnen lately rangea under the 
command of the Marquefs of Northampton jfhe was by him conducted much a- 
gainlt ber will, to t be Lord Chancellors houfe at Lccidi, from thence to HunU 
<fcw,and at laft to Wejrminftcr.M\xch troubled at her comming thither upon the 
apprehenfion of Sir Robert Roc befier, Sir Walgrave, and Sir Francis 

Ingle field, fervants of fpecial truft about her, and all fufpe&ed to be privy to 
the defign, for conveying her over into Flanders. 

Much care was taken, and many endeavors ufed by the King and Councel, 
to win her to a good con:eit of the Reformation. But her interert was lo 
bound up with that of the Pope, that no perfwalions could prevaile with her 
to defert that caufe, on which her own legitimation, and the validity of her 
mothers marriage, didfo much depend. As much unprofitable pains was ta- 
ken by the Emperours Agents, in labouring to p-ocure for her, the exercife 
of her own Religion; mingling fome threats with their intreaties, in cafe fo 
great a Prince fhould be refufedin fo fmall a fuit. Which when it could not 
be obtained from the King, by the Lords of the Councel, nor by the media- 
tion of the Archbifhop of Canterbury, and the Bifhop of London, (whom the 
Lords imployed to move him in it)) the Emperour laid afide the profecution 
of a caufe, which he perceived he could not carry. And the King flackned by 
degrees, bis accuilomed diligencd in labouring by perfwaftons to work on 
one. who was refolved before hand not to be perfwaded. So that being weary 
of the Court, and the Court of her, fhe was permitted for a time to remain at 
Hnmfdon, in the County of Hartford. To which place (being in the Dioccffe 
of London) Bifhop Ridley had recourfe unto her, and at nrft was kindly enter- 
1 5 5 tained. But having Maid dinner at her reqneft, he made an offer of his fervice, 
to preach before her on the Sunday following ; to which fhe anfwered, That 
the doors of the Parifh Church adjoining, fhoutd be tpen for him ^ that he might 
preach there if he lijlcd ; but that neither fhe nor any of her fervants, would be were 
to hear him. Madam, faid he, / hope you will not refufe to hear Gods word. To 
which fhe anfwered, That (he could net tell what they called Cods word 5 that which 
was now ca' led the word ej God, not having been accounted fucb in the dayer of her 
father. Afrer which, falling into many different expreffions aeainft the Reli- 
gion then eftablifhed, fhe difmiifed him thus. My Lord, bid foe. For your 
gcntleneffe to come and fee me, I tbanl^you ; but foryenr offer to preach befire me, 
Ithankjjou not. Which faid, he was conducted by Sir Thomut Wharton^ one of 
htr principall Officers, to the place where they dined, by whom he was pre- 
fented with a cup of wine ; which having drank, and looking very fadly on it, 
Surely, faid he, / have done ami fa in drinking in that place, where Gods word offe- 
red was refnfed. Whereat if I bad done my duty, I ought to have departed imme- 
diately, and to have (haltenthe dufi from off - my fret, in tefiimony againfl thu houf> % 
in which the word of God comd not find admittance. Which words he fpake with 
fuch a vehemenry of fpiric, as made the hair of fome of thofc which were pre- 
fent, to Hand an end, as themfel ves afterwards confeffed. 
1553. Of this behaviour of the Princeffe, as the Bifhop much comphined in other 
places, fo moft efpecially in a Sermon preached at St Paul's Crofle, on the 
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fixtecnthof j*tj ; in which he was appointed by the Lords of the Council, to An. Reg. 
fet forth the title of Queen June, to whom the fucceilion of the Crown had t 
b^en transferred by King Ed»*rd, at the iolicitation and procurement ofthe t**i" 
Duke of Ni.rihmmbt /<i*U)Who ferved himfelf of nothing more, than of her ob- , _J^^ 
ftinate averfneffe from the reformed Religion, then by law eliablifhed. The" 
cunning contrivance of which plot, and all that had been done in purfuanceof 
it, hath been laid down at la r ge in the Appendix to the former book. Suffice in 
this place to know, that being fecretly advertiledof her brothers death, fhe 
difparched her letters of the ninth of J*//, to the Lords ofthe Council, re- 
quiring them not only to acknowledge her jult title to the Crown of this 
Realm, but to caufe proclamation of it to be made in the ufual form j which 
though it was denied by them, as the cafe then Hood, yet fhe was gratified 
therein by the Mayor of Norwich, who fir! 1 proclaimed her Queen, on the 
fourt h day after ; as afterwards was done in fome other places, by thofe who 
did prefer the intercll of King Henry's children, before that of the Dudtfi, 
But bearing of the great preparations which were made againft her, and find- 
ing her condition in a manner defperatc, whenfhe firft put her felf into frr*- 
m nghsm Cattle, fhe faithfully affored theGcntry, and other Inhabitants of 
thcCounty of S»ff«lk.> that fhe would not alter the Religion which hadbeen 
fetled and confirmed in the Reign of her brother. On which afTurance, there 
was fuch a confluence to her from thofe parts of the Kingdom, that in fhort 
fpacefhehad an army of fourteen thoufand fighting men to maintain her 
quarrel. The newes whereof, together with the tilings of the people in other 
places on the fameaccouot, wrought fuch an alteration in the Lords of the 
Council, whom fhe had before folicited in vain to allow her title, that on 
the nineteenth of J*h, (he was folemnly proclaimed Queen at Cheapfide 
Crofle ; not only by their general and joint confent but by the joyful accla- 
mations of all forts of people. But as Mariners feldome pay thofe vows 
which they make in atempeft, when once they are delivered from the danger 
of it ; fo M*ry once eftablifhed in the Royal Throne, forgot the fervices 
which fhe received from thofeof Snfef^ together with the promifes which fhe 
made unto them in the cafe of Religion. Infomuch, that afterwards being 
petitioned by them in that behalf, it was anfwered with more churlifhncfle 
than could be rationally expected in a green Eltate, Tku members mnfi obey 
their Ffed, and not iool^tor ale it. A not hat fhe might no more be troubled 
with th; like Petitions, (he caufed one Vobb. a Gentleman on Windham fide, 
who had prefumed to put ber in remembrance of her former promife, to be 
pnnifhed by (landing in the Pillory three dayes together, to be a gazing dock 
to all men. But fuch is the condition of our humane nature, that we are far 
more ready to require a favour,when we (land in need of it,than willing to ac- 
knowledge or requite it , when our turn is ferved- Of which we cannot eafily 
meet with a deerer evidence, than the example of this Queen; who was fo 
far from gratifying thofe who had been moft aiding to her in the time of her 
trouble, that fhe perfecuted them, and all others of the fame perfwalions, with 
fire and faggot, as by the fequel of ber dory will ac large appear.

He innrpofings in behalf of the Lady Jane being difrelifh- 
cd generally in moft parts of the Kingdomc, M*rj the 
eldelt fitter of King Edward the fixt is proclaimed Queen 
by the Lords of the Council, afTilted by the Lord Mayor 
of London, andfuchof the Nobility as were then refidenc 
about that City, on (Vednefdajr the nineteenth day of J*lr» 
A >>™ 1 553. The Proclamation publifhed at the Croflc 
in Chrxp, with all folemnities accuftomcd on the likcoc- 
caiions ; and cmaraincd with joyfull acclamations by all forts of peoplc,\vho 
feared not h;nL; more, thin the pride and tyranny of the Duke of Nwihumbtr- 
Un-X.'Xo < a;ry w' i h news to the Queen at Framingbam, the Earl of-drtitutet, 
and the Lord Paget) are difpatched immediately by the reft of the Council,and 
Letters are fpeedily potted by fome private friends to the Duke at Cambridge. 
Whoundsrltanding how things went, without expecting any order from the 
Lords at London, diimift the remnant of his Army , and prefently repairing 
into the Marketplace, proclaimed the Queen, crying, God fave Quttn Mary, 
as loud as any, and flinging up his cap for joy, as the others did. Which fcr- 
*vice he had fcarce performed, when Rofe a Pourfui vant of Arms comes to him 
with inftruftions from the Lords of the Council , fubferibed bytheArch- 
bifhop oiCantcrbury, the Lord Chancellor Goodrich the Lord Treafurer Pau- 
let, the Duke*of5«(fo/^ s the- Earl of Bedford, Shrewsbury , and Ptmbrook^, 
the Lord Darfie, Sir Ribert Cotton, Sir William Peter, and Sir William Cecil, 
the two principall Secretaries, Sir John Cheeck. t Tutor to the laftKing, Sir 
John Bakjr, Chancellor of the tenths and firft fruits, Sir John Mafon, Mafler 
of the Requefts, R. Bowes t Mailer of theRolls. Moft of which had formerly 
fubferibed the anfwer to a Letter which came to them from the Princefle Ma- 
rr, ofithc ninth of July, and were all pardoned for fo doing, except Cranmtr 
btly. Now the Tenor of the faid InjltmHUm, was as followetb.

The Purfuivant having communicated bis InArn&ions, found none more 
ready co obey them, then the Duke himfelfe, who bad before difmilt bis forces 
and now prepared for his departure from that place, though to what he lenevy 
not. But as he was polling on his boots, he was firft ftatd by fome of the 
Penlioners, who being drawn into tbe action againft their wils, refolved to 
have him in a rcadinelfe to bear witnetfe to it ; and after taken into cuftody by 
Slegg % a Serjeant. Tbe bufineffe being in difpute, another Packet comes from 
the Lords of the Council, by which all parties were required to depart to thejj 
feverall dwellings ; the benefit whereof tbe Duke laid claim tofor bimfclf.and 
was accordingly left by them at his own difpofal. And fo he paned that night 
in fome good a(furance, that he fhould fare no worfe than tbe reft of the 
Council, who had engaged him in the fame caufe, and by whofe order be bad 
undertaken the command of that Army. In tbe meantime, the Earl of Arun. 
deU had done bis errand to the Queen, to fo good a purpofc, that he was pre- 
fently difpatched with Order to let xe upon- him. Who coming to Cambridge 
the next morning, found bun preparing for his journy, laid bold upon him, 
and committed him to the charge of fome of the Guard. It is reported, that 
tbe Duke bad no fooner feen the carle o(A r undell t but befell down upon his 
knees, and befought him to be good unto him, bumbling himfelfe bc£ore htm 
with more abjc&ednefle, than formerly he had infultedover htm with pride 
and infolence. By fafe, but eafte journies, he is brought unto the Tower on 
the a 5 day of July, together with tbe Earl of fVarwtcl^ the Earlc of Hunting- 
ton, the Lord Haftmgs; the Lord Ambrofe, and the Lord Henry J)*Mey, two of 
North umber lands younger fons; Sir Andrew DuMy, the Duke's brother, Sir 
Jehu Gates, and Henry Gates his brother, Sir Thomas Palmer (who formerly had 
fcrvedhis turn in the dertru&ion of the Duke of Sommerfit), and Dr Sandys 
Vice Chancelor of the Univerfi t y of Cambridge, Followed the next day aftei 
by theMarqueOe of Northampton, Dr Nicholas BiQiop of Louden, tbe 

Lord Robert Dndley % another of Northumberland fops, and Sir Robert Corbet j 
who having made their Applications to the Queen tt frammgham, found 
there no better entertainment, than if they had been taken in fome?^ of,Ho ( >* 
ftility. The %-y daybrings in Sir Roger ChomUy, Chief Jufticc of the Kings 
Bench, and Sir Eward Mount ague, Chief Tultice of the Common Pleas ; this 
Dttkcoi Suffolk^* and Sir John Cheel^,on the morrow after (hutting up the 
Arrear. But the Duke oiSufell^ ftayed not long: foe being qontfdered in 
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himfelf as an eafie pcrfon, of whom they were to fear no danger, and other- 
wife no more in fault than the reft of the Council, be was releafcd again 
within three dayes after, to the great comfort of his daughter, the late Queen 
Jane, who would have died dayly for her Father, though but once for her 
fclf. 

Butfo it fared not with the Duke of Northumberland^ a more dangerous 
psrfon ; wbo,togcther with John Earl of Warwick^, his eldcft fon,and Wi&iam 
Marqueffe of Northampton^ was brought to their tryal on the eighth of Au^uft t 
before Thomas Duke of Norfolk^, then fitting as Lord High Steward in Wejt- 
minfter Hall. The Duke being brought unto the bar, humbled himfelf wiih 
great reverence before his Peers, profeffing his faith and allegiance to the 
Queen ; againttwhom heconfeifed he had fogrievoufly offended, that he in- 
tended not to fpeak any thing in his own defence. But having been trained 
up to the ftudyof the Laws in his younger dayes,hedefired the judgement of 
the Court in thefe two points. Firlt, whether any man doing any ad by Autho- 
rity of the Princes Councel, and by warrant of the Great Seal o/England, and do- 
ing nothing without the fame t might be charged with treafon,for any thing which 
he might do by warrant thereof" And fecondly , (which pinched then his 
Judges to fome purpofe) Whether auyfucb ferfons as were equally culpable in the 
crime, and theft by whofe Letter/ and Commandments he wot dire fled in ail hit 
doings, might fit at Judges, and paffe noon his trial as his Peers. WhereuntO 
it was anfwered by the Court, with advice of the Judges. Firft, that the 
Greao Seal which he pre: ended for his warrant, was not the Seal of the lawful Queen 
of the Realm, but tb: Sea of an U fur per, who had no authority, and therefore could 
be no warrant to him. And fccondly, That if any were at deeply to be touched in 
the cafe as himfe!f • yet fo long as no attainder was upon Record agaiujt them, they 
were looked upon by the Law, as ferfons capable of P*jftug upoi any tryal, and not to 
be challenged by any in that refpetl t but only at the Prince's pleafnre. Which 
being delivered by the Courr in point of Law, the Duke conceived that ic 
would be to no purpofe for bim to plead Not Guilty , and thereupon confeffcd 
trie Indictment, as the other two pufoners alfodid ; they all received judge- 
ment in the ufual form. On the pronouncing whereof, he befought the 
Lord* to move the Queen, that (he would be grations to his fons, who might 
be able to do good fervice in the time to come j confidering that they 
went not with him of their own free will, but only in obedience to his 
commands, who was their Father ; in which as his defires were granted by 
the Lords, fo the Lords were gratified in tbem by the Queen ; none of his fons 
being executed (thonghall condemned) except Guilford only, whofe cafe was 
different from the othcrs.Tbe like judgement alfopafs'd on the morrow after, 
on Sir John Gates*, Sir Henry Gates, Sir Andrew Dudley, and Sir Thomas Palmer, 
who confeffing the Indictment alfo,fubmittcd tbemfelves to the Queens mer- 
cy, without further tryal. 

In that fhort interval, which paft between the fentence, and the execution, 
the Duke was frequently vifited by Dr Nicholas ffeatb,thtn newly reftored un- 
to the See of Worcefter, It was another of therequefls which he made to the 
Lords, that fome godly and learned man, might be licenced by the Queen, to 
repair unto htm, for the quiet and fatisfacVion of bis confeience ; and fhe refol- 
ded to fend him none (as fhe did to others, in like cafe) but one of her own, 
under a pretence of doing good onto their fouls, by gaining them to a right 
undemanding of the faith in Chrift. According to which purpofe, Heath 
beltirs himfelf with fuch dexterity, that the Duke,either out ofweakneffe, or 
hope of life, or that it was indifferent to htm in what Faith he died, who had 
fhewn fo little while he lived , retracted that Religion which he had adorned 
in the time of King Edward, and outwardly profefTed for fome years in the 
Reign of King Henry. And hereof he gave public k notice when he was on the 
fcaffold, on the i 1 of that month. In the way towards which, there paffed fome 
words betwixt h\m mi Gates, each laying the blame of the late action on the 
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other ; bat afterwards mutually forgiving, and being forgiven, they died in An, 



and gboftlj father, tbeUrdB'jhopofWotCclicn and finally, that being blinded 
with ambition , be bad item contented to make rack^of bit conscience ; by temper ifing, 
for which be pi ofejfed himfelf fmcerely repentant, and fo acknowledged the juft.ee of 
his death* A declaration very unfeafonablc, whether true or falfe ; as that 
which rendered him lefs pitied by the one fide, and more fcorned by the other. 
With him died alfo Gates and Palmes the relt of the condemned pnfoners be- 
ing full reprieved,and afterwards abfolucely pardoned. 

Such was the end of this great oerfon,the hrft Earl of Warwick. , and the lall 
Duke of Northumberland, of this Name and Family. By birth he was the el- 
deli fon of Sir Edmond Sutton, alias Dudley, who together with Sir Richard 
EmpfoH, were the chief inftruments and promoters under Henry the 7th. for 
putting the penal lawes in execution, to the great grievance and oppreflion 
of all forts of fubjefts. For which, and other offences of a higher nature,tbey 
were both facrificed to the fury of the common people, by King Henryihc 8th. 
which poflible might make him carry a vindicative mind towards that King's 
children, and prompt him to the dif-inheriting of all his Progeny. Firft 
trained up (as his Father had alfo been before him) in the ftudy of the Com- 
mon Laws, which made him cunning enough to pick holes in any mans citatc, 
and to find waves by which to bring their lives in danger. But finding that 
the long fword was of more eAimation than the iongRobe,in the time of that 
King, he put himfelf forwards on all actions, wherein honour was to be ac- 
quired. In which he gave fucb reftimony of his judgement and valour, that 
he gained much on the affections of his Prince. By whom he was created Vif- 
count LijUy on the 15th. of March, An. 1 541. wftalled Knight of the Gar- 
ter, 1 543. and made Lord Admiral of England, lmployed in many actions a- 
gainli the£nt',he came off alwaycswith fucceffe and victory; and having faid 
this, we have faid all, that was accounted good or commendable in the whole 
courfe of his life. Being advanced unto the Title of Earl of Warwick^ King 
Edward the 6th,he thought himfelf in a capacity of making Queens, as well as 
Richard Nevil (one of his Predeceffors in that Title) had been of fctting np 
and depoflng Kings; and they both perifhed under the ambition of thofe proud 
attempts.Pnnifhed as Nevil alfo was,in having no iffue male remaining to t>re- 
ferve his name.For though he bad fix fons,all of them living to be men, ana all 
of them to be married men,yet they went all childlefTe to the grave, I mean as 
to the having of lawful iffue,as if the curfe of Jeconi\ah had been laid upon them. 
With him died alio the proud Title of Dnke of Northumberland, never afpired 
to by the Fercies, though men of eminent Nobility , and ever fince the time of 
King Henry the firft, of the Race of Emperours 1 Which Family, as well in re- 
ference to trie merit of their Noble Ancestors, as the inter ceflion of fome pow- 
erful friendstwere afterwards reitored to all the Titles and Honours, which be- 
longed to that Houfe,incheperfons of Thomas and Henry, Grand children 
to Henry the 5 th. Earl thereof, An. 1557. 

The matters being thus laid together, we mnft next look back upon the 
Queen. Who feeing all obftades removed betwixt her and the Crown, dif- 
folved her Camp at fromiughom, confuting of fourteen thoufand men ; and 
prepared for her journey towards Loudon. Met on the way by tbePrincefle 
MltxuAttb he: fitter, attended with no fewer than looohorfe, She made her 
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JC^f, entrance into London, on the child of Auguft, no lefle magnificent for the 
* j Pomp and bravery of-it, than that of any of her predeccttors. Taking poftctfi- 
" * on ot the Tower, fhc was firft welcomed thither, by l hemas t the old Duke of 
* 553r . Norfolk., Anne Dutchefle of Somnterfet^ Edward Lord Courtney, eldeti foo CO 
the late Marquette ofExcefter, and Dr Stephen Gar diner , Bifhop of Wwchefter t 
all which fhe lifted from the ground, called them her priioners, gracioufly luf- 
fed them, and reftored them fhortly after to their former liberty. Taking the 
Great Seal from Dr Goodrich Bifhop of Ely t within two dayes after, fhe 
gave it for the prefent, to the cuftody of Sir Nicholas Hare, whom fhe made 
Matter of the Rolls, and afterwards committed it, on the 33d. of the fame 
month, together with the Title of Lord Chancellor, on the faid Dr Gardiner, 
then actually reftored to the Sec ofw.ocheften Having performed the obfe- 
quies of her brother, on the 9th. and loth, fhe removes her Court unro 
Whitehall, and there continues, till it was within two or three dayes of her 
Coronation. Which time now drawing neer at hand, fhe patted by water to 
the Tower, on the 271b. of September, accompanied by her SifterjthePrincefle 
EL^beth, and a great train of Noble Ladies ; made her return through the 
principal ftreetsofthe City, on the laft of the fame month, in moft (lately 
manner} and the next day proceeded with the like magnificence, to the Abby 
Church ; where fhe was met by three lilvcrCrofles, and eighty fingingmen, 
all in rich and gorgeous Coaps,(fo fuddim a recruit was made of tbcfc facred 
Vettmems) ; amongft whom went the new Dean of Weftminflcr, Dr #v/?*",and 
divers Chaplains of her own, each of r hem bearing in their hands fome Enfign 
or other. After them marched ten Bifhops (which were as many as remained 
of her perfwafion) witruhcir Miters, rich Coaps, and Crofier Itavcs. The Ser- 
mon was preach:d by Dr Day, whom fhe had reftored to the See of Chicbefier, 
and the folemnity of the Coronation,celebrated by the new Lord Chancellor: 
Cramner, Archbifhop of Canterbury % bc\ng then commitcd,and otherwifc con- 
ceived unworthy of fo great an honour. Till this time, none more dear to her 
then her Sitter £/i*«M*,wnom fhe alwayes took with her by the hand, where* 
foever fhe wenr, and feldome dined or fupped without her. But this folem- 
nity being paifed over (as if fhe were now freed from all the fears of a compe- 
tition) fhc cftranged her felf from her in fuch a manner, as fhewed that fhe 
had formerly defired her company for fome by-refpe&s, and not one of natu- 
ral affection. More grateful unro other pexfons, who deferred well of her- fhe 
preferred Henry Ratcl.ff, Earle oiSufex (Commander G enerall of her Armv^ 
to the Society of the Garter, which Honour fhe conferred on his fon 76mm, 
aftec his deccafe, and to be covered in her Prefencc, at all times and places 
tending to the cuftome of the Grandees in the Realm o{ Spain. Which privi' 
ledge not being very frequent in the Politie of the Realm o( England, I find to 
be recorded in tbefc following words, W*. 

Mary by the Grace »f God 9 Queen of England, France, *»af Ireland, Defender 
tfihe Faith-, and »f tin Chart h *f England and Ireland, in earth the Suprearn 
Head ;To all, to whom this prefent writing jhoUcomo, femieth Greeting in Mr Lord 
ever lofting. Know ye 9 that We do give and par doit to Our wet-beloved and trufly 
C ofen, mnd one of Our Privy Council, Henry Earl of Suflex, and Vtfcouut Firti- 
watcr, *WEgremond *M Burnel, Liberty^ Licence and Pardon, to wear hit 
Cap,C oyfe, or Night-cap, or two of them at hit pltafure, at well m Our pre fence, MS 
intheprefenceofanyotherperfonyor per font within this Our Realm, or Amy other 
place of Our Dominions whatfoever, during his lift • mid theft Our Letters (hail bo 
bisfumciont Warrant in this behalf. Given under Our Sion MouuaU* at Our Pal. 
'4^/Wcftmiarter,i.Oaob. i.Regni. 9 

With the like Royal gratitude, (he advanced the Earl of Arundel, who had 
deferred as well of her in the Conncil, as the Earl of Suffete in the Camp.to the 
Placeor Office of Lotd^r^i inverting him with til thole powers andpS 

wiledgc* 
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Knight of the Garter, and»afterwards Lord Chamberlain of the Houfhold, and '553* 
Lord Hajhngsoi Umhbarough. Sir John Williams, who had done her very 



good fervice in Buckingham and Oxford (hires, fhe honoured with the Title of* 
.Lord Williams of Tame ; of which more hereafter. Sir Henry Jerninqhamju ho 
firft appeared in Norfckjoi her, (he preferred to be Captain of her Guard, at- 
foonasfhe came unto the Crown ; and toward the latter end of hcrRei<m, 
Sir Thorn is Threjham was created Lord Prior of the Order of Sr Johns of Jeru I 
fsfam, and confequcntly according to the old prctenfion, the full Baron of 
England. And as for her domellique fervants who had /* fiend with her, fh c 
thought it no unfit decorum, that ihcy fhould in part Reign with her alfo. To 
which end fhe preferred llofton her old Chaplain, to the See of N^>n> t eh y Rj. 
chejler to be Comptroller of her Houfhold, Inglefidd to be Mallet of the 
Wards, and Walgrave to be MaRer of the Wardrobe, which is furficicnt to 
declare, that fhe was willing to comply withallobjigation^andnotto be too 
long in debt to hergreatelt fubjccts,but much lelfe to her menial fervants. But 
in regard that all thefc were conftdered for their perfonal merits, not in refe- 
rence only to their zeal for the Catholick Caufc, fhe was to fhew fomeact of 
favour unto thofe of that party, which might create a confidence in them of 
her good affections. To which end fhe made choice of SirJ«/j*c7*i^(arnan 
molt zealoufly addicted to the Churchof Rome) to be Lord Chamberlain of 
her Houfhold, when fhe came firft to the Tower, to the great fatisfaction of 
allthofcofthat Religion. And that fhe might in fomemeafurcalfo oblige the 
rertofhcrfifbje.$s> and make the entrance of her Reign the more pleafingto 
them, her Coronation was accompanied with a general patdon, at thclcatlin 
fhew. Out of which all prifoners in the Tower, fuch as remained in the 
Fleet, together with fixty others, being excepted, and the reftriftions and pro- 
vifo's (with which it was in all parts clogged) being well obferved, there 
were not many,efpecially of thofe whom it moll concerned, that could create 
untothemfelves any benefit by ir. 

Thus was the Civil State eftabliflied on a right foundation, and the fncceffi- 
on fetledmoft agreeably to the Laws of Nature, according to thclafl Will 
and Teftament of King Henry the 8th. and the Laws made in that bchalfe. But 
we fhall fee the pillars of the Church removed, rhe very foundation of it 
fhaken,and the whole fabrick of Religion fo demolifhed, that fcarce one Hone 
thereof did fecm to Hand upon the other ; without regard unto the Laws, and 
contrary to the will and purpofe of King Edward the 6 th. At the Queens firft 
entrance into London, on the third of fhe difcharged Gardiner of the 
Tower, as fhe did Bonner of the Marfhalfey, and Bifhop T»r.Jlall from the 
Kings Bench within two dayes after. To make way to whofe refutation to 
their former Sees, Bifhop Ridley is removed from London^ Bifhop Po'mS from 
Wine hefter y and an Act of Parliament procured for the refloring of the Church 
oi Durham, to all its Lands, Preheminences, and Jurisdictions, of which ic 
ll ood diverted by the late Act of DifTolution, made in the laft year of the King 
doceafed. By the like power, was Covtrdale dif placed from the See o(Exon t 
Scory from that of C.htchejler, and Hooper difporTened of that Jurisdiction, 
whi h he held as the 'Commendatory of the See of Worcefter ; to which See; 
l r ojfte,Dajy and Heath, were again reftored. The like courfe alfo followed, 
for the depriving of all Deans, Dignitaries, and Parochial Miniflers, who had 
fucceeded into any of thofe preferments, during the Reign of the two laft 
Kings, the oldtncumbents whereof were then found living,and able to fupply 
their places. Which though it could not be objected agauill Dr Cox y either in 
reference to his Deanry of Chriji Church, or that of vprflmmftcr, (both which 
he held at the lame time) yet being brought unto the Mirfhalfey, on the fth. 
oiA»g*fl> he was unjuftly fpoiled «f both, tp make room for Dr Richard 
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An Ret M*rfb»ll in the one, and Dr Hngh rVefton in the other. And all this done 
M ' f' without fo mnchas any (hew of legal procefle, or the conventing of the per- 
* fons whom it did concern or any fatisfa&ion given unto the Laws, (which in 
x 553^ fome cafes favour pofleffion more than right ) lo rtrangcly violated. 
"""" ^ But greater was the havock which was made amonglt them, when there was 
any colour or pretence of Law, as in the cafe of having wives, .or not confor- 
ming to the Queens pleafure in alt points of Religion ; conlidering how for- 
ward andpragmatical too many were, to run before the Laws in the like par- 
ticular. The Qaecn was zealous in her way, and by her interefle, llrongly by- 
affedtothe Church of fame. But it concerned her to be wary, and not to 
prefle too muc h at once upon the people, which generally were well affected 
to the Reformation. Of this (he had altout experiment, within very few 
dayes after her firlt entrance into London. For lb it hapned, thatDr2fo«r», 
Arch-Deacon of London, and one of the Prebends of St Pint's, preaching a Ser- 
mon at the Crone, on the 13th. of AngnJ}, inveighed in favour of Bifhop 
B»nner % who was prefent at ir, againtt fome proceedings in the time of the late 
King Ed»*rd. Which fo incenfed the people, that iuddenly a grear'tumulc 
arofeuponic; fome pelting him with ftone<, others crying out aloud, pull 
him down, pull him down, and one (who never could be known) flmginga 
dagger at his head, which after was found flicking in a poit of the Pulpit. And 
greater had the mifchief been upon this occafion, if Mr Bradford and Mr 
gen, two eminent Preachers in the time of King Edward, and of great credit 
and efteem with the common people, had not endeavoured to appeafe the 
enraged multitude,and with great difficulty fecured the Preacher in the School 
adjoining. By reafon of which tumult, an Order was taken by the Lords of the 
Council, with the Mayor and Aldermen of London, that they calling the next 
day following a Common Council of the City, fhould thereby charge every 
houfholder, to caufe their children and Apprentices, to keep their own Pa- 
rifh Churches, upon the Holy dayes, and not to futfer them to attempt any 
thine to the violating of the common peace. Willing them alfo to fignifie 
to the faid Affembly, the Queens dete-mi nation utrered to them by her 
Highnefle, the 12th. of in the Tower. Which was. That albeit her 

Grace's confeience was ftaid in matters of Religion ; yet fhegratioufly meant 
not to compel or (train other mens,otherwife than God fhould(as fhe truiled) 
put into their hearts a perfwafion of that truth which (he was in, through the 
openingof his word unto them, by godly, vert sous, and learned Preachers ; 
that it to fay, fuch Preachers only, as were to be hereafter licenced by the 
Quecn'sauthority. 

But yet for fear that thefe initrudVtons might not edtfie with the common 
people, Order was taken for preventing, the like tumulr on the Sunday fol- 
lowing. At what time the Sermon was preached by Dr tVatfon (who after- 
wards was Bifhop of Lincoln, but Chaplain only at that time to the Bifhop of 
Wmchtfter). For whofe fecurity, not only many of the Lords of the Council, 
that is to fay, the Lord Treafurer, the Lord Privy Seal , the Earl of Bedford, the 
Earl of fembroolu the Lords, Wenmortb and Rich % were feverally defired to be 
there prefent ; but Ctrnlngbnm, Captain of the Guard, was appointed with 
two hundred of his ftoureft Yeomen, to Hand round about him with their 
Halberts. The Mayor had alfo taken Order, that all the Companies in their 
Liveries fhould be prefent at it, which was well taken by the Queen. And 
becaufethe comminoof theGuard on the one fide affrighted fome, and the 
Order of the Lords above menrioncd had retrained others from comming to 
thole publick Sermons ; it was commanded by the Lord Mayor, that the An- 
cients of all Companies fhould give attendance at thofe Sermons for the 
time tocome, left otherwife the Preachers might be difcouraged at the fight 
of fo thin an Auditory. The fafety of thofe publick Preachers being thus pro- 
vided for by the Lords of the Council, there next care was, thac nothing 
fhould be preached in private Churches, contrary to the Doarine which was, 
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and fhould be taught at the Crofs by them which were appointed to it. An. Reg, 
Whereupon it was further Ordered, that every Alderman in his Ward,(hould Mar. I. 
forthwith fend for the Curates of every Church within their Liberties, and \**% 
warn them not only to forbear preaching themfelves; but alfo not to fuffer } ' 
any other to preach, or make any open or folemn reading of Scripture in their 
Churches, unlefs the faid Preachers were feverally licenfed by the Queen. To 
which purpofe Letters were directed alfe to the Bifhop of Norwich, and pofli- 
bly to all other Bifhops in their feveral Diocclfes. But nothing more difco- 
vers the true itate and temper of theprefene time, than a Proclamation pub- 
lifhed by the Queen, on the 1 8th. of Auguft. The Tenor of which is as fol- 
lowcth. 

7 be Qutens Highnejfe well remembring what great inconvenience and dangers, 
h*ve grown to this her Rea m in times paft t through the diver fttiet of opinions in 

Ouejtims of Religion -And hearing alfo that now of late, ftthence the beginning of 
her moft gratioui ReigHy the fame contentions he again much revived through cer- 
tain falfe and untrue reports, and rumours f pre ad by feme evil-dijpofed per fons, bash 
thcu^ht good to give to under (I and to all Her Highne(fe*s moft loving fubjetls % her 
moft gratioui pie a fare in manner following. 

" fir/?, Her Alajefty being pre fently by the only goodnefsofGod, felled in her juft 
poffejjion of the fmpe, ial Crown of this Realm, and other Dominions thereunto be ton* 
ging, cannot now hide that Religion, which God mud the world kjtowctb fhe hath ever 
profejfed from her infancy hitherto. Which its her Majefty is minded to obferve and 
maintain for her j "elf by God's grace, during her time j fo doth her Highnefs much 
mejire, and would be glad the fame were of all her fubjetts quietly and charitably en- 
tertained. 

Andyctfhedeth ftgnifieunto all her Afajeftie's loving fubjefts t that of Her moft 

indeth not to 



gratiomsdiffofttion and clemency, Her Highnefs mindeth not to compel any Her 
faid fubjetls thereunto,until fuch time a* further Order by common affent may be to- 
ken therein : Forbidding never ihelefs all her fubjetls, of all degrees, at their perils, to 
move {editions, or fttr unqmetnefs in her people, by interpreting the Laws of this 
Realm, after their brains and fantafieSy but quietly to continue for the time, till {at 
before is faid) further Order may be taken, and therefor* willeth, and ftreightly 
char get b and commandeth, all her good loving fubje&s, to live together in qniet 
forty and Chrtftian Charity, leaving thofe newfound devilifh terms, of Papift and 
llcrttickj and fuch like ; and *ffljMg their whole care, ftmdy and travail, to live

An Re? forth,to preacher by way of redding in Churches, or other pnblick or private placet, 
* °* except in Schools of the Umvtrfity, to interpret or teach amy Scriptures, or any mau- 
™ ar ' • ntr of points of Dt&rne concerning Religion. Neither alfo to Print any Bocl^ 
l Ji}^ Mutter, Ballad, Rime, Enter lude,Proce{[eor Ireatife, nor to play any Entering 
; exee p t t hey h*ve her Graces fpecUl Licence in writing for the fame 9 upon pain to 
incur her Highueffe ind'gnation anddifpleafure. 

It cannot be denied, bnt that this Proclamation was very cautioufly and 
cunningly panned ; giving encouragement enough tothofe which had a mind 
to outrun the Law> or oihemife to conform themfelves to the Queen's Reli- 
gion, to follow their own conrfe therein, without dread or danger ; and yet 
commanding nothing contrary to the Lawes eftablifhed, which might give 
trouble or offence to the other party. For hereupon many of the people (hew- 
ed themfelves fo ready for receiving their old Religion, that in many places of 
the Realm, before any Law was made for the fame, they erected again their 
Altars,and ufed the MaiTe, and Latin Service, in fuchfoit as \+*s wont to be 
in King Henrfs time. Which was To well taken by the Queen, that all fuch as 
Mood upon the I-awcs which were made to the contrary before, had a mafic of 
difpleafure fet upon them. Which being obferved by fome of the Clergy, ihey 
were as forward as the reft, in fetting up the Pageants of St Catherine, and Sc 
Nicholas, formerly erected in the Chancels, and to fet forth their Proceflion?, 
(which they celebrated in the Latin lounge) with their old folemnities, con- 
trary to the Lawes and Ordinances oi King Edward's time. All which irregu- 
lar activities in the Prielt and People, were fheltrcd under the name of fetting 
forward the Queens proceed ngs. And by that name the official of the Arch- 
Deacon of Ely, gave it in charge amongft the Articles of his vifitation, that the 
Church Wardens fhould prefent all fuch as did difturb the Queer?* proceedings, 
in letting the Latin Service, fetting up of Altars, faying ofMafs, 8cc Buc 
more particularly at Cambridge, the Vicechancellor, challenged one Pierfin,on 
the 3d. of OHeber, for officiating the communion in his own Parifh Church,in 
the BngUfh tounge; and on the %6* dtfplaced Dr Mudew,\)/iz[\txoi Clare HaS t 
for being maried, though they had both as much authority on their fide, as the 
' Lawes could give them. *Inlike manner fome of thePopifh party in King's 
CoUtdge (not tarrying the making of any Law) on the 28th. of the fame,officia- 
ted the Divine Service in the Latin tounge 5 and on the 6th. of November then 
next following, a Sermon is preached openly at St Mtchaels % contrary to the 
Lawes in that behalf, not as then repealed. Not altogether fo eager on the 
. fcent at Oxon, as chey were at Cambridge, though with more difficulty brought 
at firtt to the Reformation. Only ic pleafed Dr Trefnam, one of the Canons of 
Cbrifi Church, of the laft foundation, to raufe the great bell there to be new 
caff, and chriftnedby the name of Mary ; much comforting himfelf with the 
melodious found thereof, when it toll'd to Mafs j which Marjhal the nevg 
Dean,by his help and counfel, had again reftored. 

But thefe were only the Effays of tbofe alterations, which generally were 
intended in all parts of the Church, alfoon as the times were ripe for them, 
and the people fitted to receive them ; in order whercunto,it was not thought 
fnfficient to difplacetbe Bifhopf,and filence the Old Protettant Preachers al- 
fo, unlefs they brought them under fome exemplary punifhmenr, that others 
might be terrified from the outward profeffion of that truth,out of which they 
could not be difputed. Of Ridley's being brought prifoner to the Tower, and 
of Coxe*s committing to t he Marjhal jey, we have fpoke before. On the 2 id. 
of Augufl Letters are feot from the Lords of the Council, commanding Bifhop 
Cover dale, and Bifhop Hooper, to appear before them. By whom (after two 
or three appearances) committed to their ftveral Prifons; the one referved for 
theftake, the other fent upon requeft to the King of Denmark^. On the 5th. of 
September, the like Letters are difpatched to old Bifhop Latimer, committed 
clofc prifoner to the Tower, on tin 8tb. day after} followed the next morning 

■t by 
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by Anhbilhop Cranme>, whofe Story dotfr require a more pa tkular account, Ah % Reg- t 
ot which more anon. Hat ley of Hertford (10 which he had been coniec rated ^ar. I. 
in M*y foregoing) and lay lor of Lincoln, another of the I alt ot King Edw *ra*s |-»«" 
Bifliops, were prcfent ac the opening of the Parliament on the i oth of Olhber, 
But nofooner was the Mafsbe^an (though not then rcfto r ed by any Law) than 
they left the Cbnrch. For which trw? Biihop of Lmcoln being firlt examined, 
and making profeflion of his Faith, prevented the malice of his enemies by a 
timely death. And Harlty upon iniormation of his maniage, was prefently 
excluded from the Parliament Houfe, andnoc long after from hi* B Oiopiick 
alfo. Which being obfervecf by BUhop Barlow oi Mil,, and Story oiLhxch*fl<r, 
they withdrew themfclves beyond the Seas ; followed not long after by Bilhop 
Poind of Wwchtfltr. But Barlow made not fo muc h haftc, as not to be com- 
mitted to the F/m, by the Lords of the Council, from whence upon Tome 
fatisfacYion given to the Lord Chancellor Gardiner^ by hisdifcrcet and mo- 
derate Anlwers, he was not long after fet at liberty, and fo crofled the feas; 
refclvcd to trait himfelf no moreioa fecond hazard, having with fomuchdiffi' 
cultyefc aped the firlt. How it fuccceded with the rert,we (hall fee hereafter. 
Upon which fmttingof the Shephrrds, it is not to be wondred at,i( their flock* 
were flattered. 

Now as concerning the Archbilhop, the fubftanre of his ftory is briefly 
this. He had been a thief inltrument in King Henry's time, of fet ring forward 
the divorce t and in King Edward's, of advancing the Reformation. The Queen 
conceived hdrepon fuch a high difpleafure (it had been malice in another) 
againll the man, that nothing but his death could appeafe the fame. His death 
Is therefore fully refolved upon, by Gardiner, Banner, and the reft of the Popilh 
Prelates. Of which the firlt had p oiccuted the Divorce as far as any ; and the 
fecond was as forward as the belt in the Reformation, as long as Crom w el lived 
to perfer and countenance him. But their ftandings our, and fuffcrings for it in 
King E^wartTs ti ne- wercthonght lufficient expiations for their former errors, 
wheo the good Offices which (ranmer had done forher in her Fathers tine, 
were worn out of memory. Die then he mult j but by what law he was to 
die, proved a knot more difficult, than could be fpeedily untied. Ic was ad- 
vifed to charge him with High Treafon, as being privy to the plot of the Dake 
of Northumberland, for excluding the Queen fro n the fucceflion. But againft 
this it was objected,' hat he was thelaft of the Council who fuhf> ribed unto it; 
and that the Council would be wary of making tnat a Capital offence in him, 
of which they wetc all equally guilty. In the next place it was propounded, to' 
proceed »p,ainll him in cafe of Heretic, thit being the moll likely way to i on- 
tent thcP pe, whofe favour was to be procured by all means imivgiriable-. 
But the worft was, thit the Statutes made in the time of King Richer J 2 d. 
and King Henry 4 th. for putting Heretickuo death, had been abrogared in the 
time of King Henry ihh. as that ofthe fix Articles, more terrible than either 
of the other two hid been, repealed by the late King Edwari the ©"th.No bitter 
courfe therefore, than to find fome occaftonfor laying him up in fome fafepri- 
fon ; and when t hey had him there, to proceed againft him as time and oppor- 
tunity fhould adminilter fojee fir matter for it. 

About this time a bruit was rat fed, that Cranmer to ingratiate himfelf with 
the Queen, had promifed to celebrate the Exequies ofthe deceafed King, ac- 
cording to the Rim,(h manner. To clear himfelf or which reproach, he drew 
up a Manifeli, declaring in the fame, that he was ready to maintain the Arti* 
cles of Religion, fet forth by his procurement in the time of King Edwa> d y to 
beconfonamtdthewordofGod, the Doctrine ofthe A pottles, and the pra- 
ctice ofthe beft and pureft times. Thefe papers lying in the window in his pri- 
vatefthamcv.rj were feen and liked by BifnopScw; , by whom they weretran- 
fiTribed and communicated to many others. Coming at laft unfb theknow- 
ledgeof the Council, the Archbifhop is commanded to appear before them. 
Interrogated about the pipers, and prompted by Bifhop MfA,who was then

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An. Rev. amongit them, to let them know whether be were not forry for it. To which 
M " j the Arthbifhop made reply* that as be did not deny himfelf to be thcarithot 
A ' ' of thofe papers, fohe muli needs confeffe himfelf to be forry that they went 
1 5 * 3« from him in fuch fort as they did. . For 1 had purpofed, faith be, to fee out the 
< f ms ^ Mnnifeft in a more large and ample manner ; and to have it fet upon St Paul's 
door, and the doors of all the Churches in London t m\\k my own Seal affix- 
ed unto it. Upon which Itont and honclt anfwer, they thought fit to difmifs 
him for the prefent : it being conceived by f >me of the more moderate fpirits, 
that it would be punifhment enough to deprive him only of his Bilhoprick, 
and to aflign him a fufficient maintenance upon the exhibiting of a true Inven- 
tory of his whole eltate, with a commandment to keep his houfe without 
mealing in matters of Religion. But thofe who better underliood the mind 
of the Queen>fo ordered it, that on the 14th. of Seftember^ be was fern to the 
Tower* wherehe remained prifoner till the 3d. of November. At what time 
he was arraigned in the Guild Hall of Louden, together with the Lord Guilford 
D*d(ej, the late Queen Jmnehis wife, and others ; all of them being attainted 
and condemned of Treafon, as before was faid. And he lay under this at tain - 
ture till the year next following > wh:ntheoId Statutes for putting Heteticks 
to death, were revived in Parliament. Which having furnifhed his adverfaries 
with a better ground to proceed upon, to the contentment of the Pope and 
the Queen together, they waved the profecuting of that Attaindore, to an 
Execution, and wholly fixed themfclvcs on the point of Here fie. At the 
hearing whereof, he was right well pleafed, becaufe the cafe was not now his 
own, but Chrills ; not the Queens, but the Chut ches. 

The feverity of this beginning againtf the Natives, gave a fufficient warning 
to all fuch ftrangcrs.who had took fanctaary herein thetimeof KingE4i*«r</,to 
provide betimes for their departure. AmOngrt whom, none more openly aimed 
at than Peter >l/4r»;r,becaufe none of them Tiad given wider wounds than he to 
the Catholick Caufe* Tre(hsm t tfemior Canon oiCbrtft Church, had held fome 
points againft him at his firft coming thither ; and now he took the benefit of 
the times, in caufingbotb that houfe, and many others in the Univerfiry, to 
put fome publick fcorn upon him. Not finding any fafety there, he retires to 
Lambeth, where he wis fure of as much fafety as that place could give him. A 
confutation had been held by fome of the more fiery fpirits., for his com- 
mitment unto prifon. But h? came hither (as it was well known) on the pub- 
lick Faith, which was not to be violated for the fatisfactton of fome private 
perfons. It was thought fit therefore to difebatge him of all further imploy- 
ment, and to licence him to depart in pea' e,none being more forward to fur* 
niQi him with all things neceflary for his going hence, than the new Lord 
Chancellor ; whether in honour to his Learning,or out of adefire to fend him 
packing, (hall not now be queftioned. But left humanity was fbewed unto 
him in nis wife, whofe body having been buried in the Church of St Fridtfwide, 
was afterwards by publick order taken out of the grave, and buried inacom- 
mon dunghil. About the fame time alfo fuch Grangers as were gathered toge- 
ther into the Church of John AUfco y not only were neceffitated to forbear 
their meetings, but todiffolve their Congregation, and to quit the Countrey. 
Such a'difpleafure was conceived againft them, by thofe which governed the 
affairs, that it was nq fmall difficulty for them to get leave for their departure ; 
and glad they were to take the opportunity of two Dauijk fhifh and to put 
themfelves to fea in the beginningof winter, fearing more ftorms in Eng/snd, 
than upon the Ocean. And fofarwel to John jittfee. It was an ill wind 
which brought bim hither, andworfebe could not have for his g<ing back. 
The like baftc made the French ? weft tut t alfo. And that they might have no 
pretence for a long ftay*comrnand was fent unto the Mayor of Rie and Dower, 
on t be 1 6th. of Stf umber 9 to* fuffer all French Prottftuntt to crofs the feas, ex- 
cept fuch only, whofe names fhoold be fignified unto them by the French Am- 
baffadors. But nocwithfl aoding tbcfe removes, many, both Dutch and French, 
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remained Hill in the Kingdom, fome of which being atter found tn/*Ws An /w 
Army, octaiioned the banifhing of all the relt, except Denizens and Mer- M " , 
chants only, bya publick Edict. At which lime many of the £*gitjh depar- * r ' ' 
ted alto, as well Students as others, to the number of 300. or thereabouts; t 
hoping to find that freedome and protection in a forein Country, whLb was ' 
denied them in their own. Thcprincipal of thofe which put themfclves into 
th s voluntary exile, were, Kaiherine, the lalt wife of Cbarlt Brandon Duke 
oSSuffo Robtrt Berne, Efquirc, husband to the Dutchefs ; the Bifhops of 
Wiacbejttr and Wefo^W Richard Monfo^,S\: Anthony C<ufc.,and Sir JoknCheeJ^, 
Dr Cox, Dr Sanaji, and Dr Grmdail, and divers others, of whom we fhall hear 
more hereafter on another occafion. 

Of all t bete things, they neither were,nor could be ignorant in the Conrc 
of Rome, to which the death of Edward had been fwiftly polled on the wings 
of fame. The newes of the fuccemon of Queen Mary, itaid not 1 >ng behind, 
fo much more welcome to Pope Julmi 3d. who then held that See, becaufeit 
cave himfome aflu ranee ofhis re-admiihon into the power and juril'dtition of 
his prcdecelfofs in the Realm of England.. For what lefs was tobeexpe&ed, 
coohdering that line was brought up in the Catholick Religion, imereffed in 
the refpe&s of her mother,and Cofen in the firlt degree unto ( harhi the Em- 
perour ? In the purfuance of which hopes, it was refolved that Cardinal Po.'e 
flionld be fern Legate into England, who being of the Royal blood, a man of 
eminent learning, and exemplary life, was looked on as the fitted inilrument 
to reduce that Kingdome. The Cardinal well knowing that he flood attainted 
bythcLawesof the Land, and that the name of Hemj was ftill preferved in 
eltimation among ! the people ; thought it not fafe to venture thither, before 
he fully underHood the (late of things. He therefore fecretly difpatcbeth Com* 
mendonuis, a tight trulty Minitler, by whom he writes a privare Lertcrtothe 
Queen. In whiihcommmendingfirlt her perfeverance in Religion in the time 
of her troubles, he exhorteth her to a continuance in it in the days of her 
happinefs.He recommended alfo to her.the falvation of the fouls of her people, 
aod the reltitution of the true worfhip of God. Commendonimt, having diligent- 
ly inform'd himfelf of all particulars,found means of f peaking with theQueen. 
By whom he underltood not only her own good affections to the See Apofto- 
lick ;but that fhe was refolved to ufe her beft endeavours for re-ellablilhing 
the Religion of the Church of R>me in all her Kingdomes. Which being made 
known unto the Cardinal, he puts himfelf into the voyage. The newes where- 
of being brought toCA4r/i(who had his own defign apart from that of the 
Pope) he fignitied by D And.no, the Pope's Nando with him ; that an A polio- 
lick Legate could not be fene into England as affairs then flood, either with 
fafety to himfelf, or honour to the Church nf Ro*».e; and therefore that he 
might do well to defer the journy,till the Englifh might be brought to a better 
temper. 

But the Qjieen knowing nothing of t his ftop, andbetngfull of expectation 
of the Cardinals coming, had called a Parliament to begin on the roth, of 
OAobtr, In which fhe made it ber firft AS, to take away all Statutes pafTed by 
the two laft King*, wherein certain offences had been made High Trcafon, and 
others brought within t he compafs of a Premamre. And this die did,efpecially 
for /Wsfecmity, that neither he by exercifing his Authority, nor the Clergy 
by fubmitting to it, might be intangled in the like fnares, in which Cardinal 
*ro//ie,tnd the whole Clergy ofhis time had before been caught .It was defigned 
alfo to refcind all former Statutes which had been made by the faid two Kings 
againft the jurifdicVion of the Pope, the Doarineand Religion of the Church 
of Rom, and to reduce all matters Ecclefiaflical to the fame ellate, in which 
they ftood in the beginning of the Reign of the King her Father. But this wjs 
looked upon by others as too great an enterprife to be attempted by a wo- 
man, efpeciallv in a green crtatc,and amongrt people fenfibleof thofe many be- 
DeBts, which they enjoyed byfhakingorf their former vaffaUge to a forein 
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An. Ret- ? 0WCr - * c was *dvifcd therefore to proceed no fun be r at the prciert, than to 
./ j repeal all Afts and Statutes which had been made in derogation to the Doctrine 
' 1 of the Church of Romt'wi the time of her brother ; which being patted in his 
. minority,when all affairs were carried by faftion and (Ironghand, contrary to 
^ the judgement of the belt and founded pa rt of the Clergy and Laity, nnghe 
give a jult pretence for their abrogation, till all particulars might be conside- 
red and debated in a lawful Synod. According to which temperament, the 
point was carried, and the Aft pafs'd no higher than for Refeamjr etrtmw Stm- 
tmttt of the time of King Edwaro ; by which one blow fhe felled down all which 
had been done in the Reformation in feven years before. 

For by this Aft, they took away all former Statures for Adminillring the 
Communion in both kinds \ for cliablifhin'th,: lull andfecond Liturgie; for 
confirming thi new Ordinal^ ox form of confecrating Archbifhops and Bi- 
fhops, &c. for abrogating certain Falls and Fealtivals which had been for- 
merly obferved ; for aathotuing the marriage of Priells, and Legitimation of 
their children ; nor to fay any thing of rhar Statute (as not worth the naming) 
for making Bifhops by t he King's Letters Patents, and exercifing their Epifco- 
pal jurifdiftion in the King's name only. So that upon the matter, not only 
all things were reduced tothefameeflatein which i hey Hood gc Edward s com- 
ing co the Crown, but all chcfeBifhop? and Piiells which had maiied by au- 
thority of the former Statures, wercmade uncanonical,and confequenilyob' 
noxious to a deprivation. So that for want of Canonical Ordination on the 
one fide, and under colour of uncanonical Manages on the other, we (ball 
prefently rind fuch a general remove amongft the Bifhops and Clergy , as is not 
any where to be paiallel'd in fo fhort a time. And becaufe fome affronts had 
been lately offered to fuch Prieiis as had been forward in ferting uptheMafs 
in their feveral Churches, and chat no fmall d anger was incurred by Dr Bourn 
above mentioned, for a Sermon preached at St Paul's Crofs ; an Aft was gaf- 
fed for the preventing of the like for the time to come, Entituled An A& 
*%*i*ft off ender' of Preaebert, And other Mint fter s , iu the Church. Which two 
Afts were no fooncr paffed, but they were feconded by the Queen with two 
Proclamations on the 5th. of December. By one of which it was declared, 
That all Statutes made in the time of the late King Edwurd, which concerned 
Religion, were repealed by Parliament ; and therefore that the Mafs fhould 
be faid as formerly, to begin on the 20th of that month : And by the other it 
was commanded, that no manner of perfon from thenceforth, fhould dareto 
diflurb the Priells in faying Mafs, or executing any other divine Office, under 
the pains and penalties therein contained. According onto which appointment, 
the Mafs was publickly officiated in all parts of the Kingdome, and fo conti- 
nued during the Reign of this Queen, without interruption. 

There alfo pall another Aft, wherein it was Enaftea, That the manage be- 
tween King Henry the 8th. and Queen K other tne his firfl wife, fhould be defi- 
nitively, cleerly, and abfolutely declared, deemed, adjudged to b% and ftand 
with God's Laws, and his moft Holy word, and to be accepted, reputed and 
taken of good effeft and validity to all intents and purpofes whatfocver; 
rhat the Decree or Sentence of Divorce heretofore paffed between the faid 
King Hcnty the 8th, and the faid Queen, by Them** Qr**mer Archbifhop of 
Canterbury, fhould be deemed, taken, and reputed to be void and null ; w'uha 
repeal of all fuch Srarutesor Afts of Parliament,in which the Queen had been 
declared to be illegitimate. The making of which Aft, as it did much conduce 
to theertablifhmenr of the Queen's eflatc; fo did it tacitly and implicitly ac- 
knowlege the fupremacy to bs in the Pope of to**;, which could not be attain- 
ed explicitly and in rerms expreffe, as affairs then llood.For fince the mariage 
neither was nor could be reputed valid, bur by the difpenfation of Pope Jnliut 
the ad. rhe deda*ation of the goodnefs and validity of it, did consequently in- 
fer the Popes authority, from which that difpenfation if?ued.And therefore fc 
was well obferved by the Author of the Hifltrj Q f t hc Council oST>ent 9 that k 
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fcemcd ridiculous in the hnglifh Nobility, to oppofethe rellicution of the An Re? 
Popes fupremacy, when it was propounded to them by the Queen in the fol- ' J* 9 
lowing Seffion ; confidering that the yielding tothu demand wm vinuafy ct*. ar * ' 
tamed t» their affent to the Mortage. There alfo paft another Aa,in which there ii 5 JL 
was a daufe for the invalidating of all fuch Commiffions, as bad b:en granted 
in the time of the late Queen Jane ; and one in confirmation of the attainders 
of the late Duke of Northumberland, Thomae Archbifhop of Canterbury, &C 
Which fhews,that there was fomewhat in the faid proceedings not fo cleerin 
Law, but that there fcem'd a neceflity of calling in the Legiflative power ro 
confirm the fame, for the indempnity of thofe who had ac-ted in them. Toge* 
ther with this Parliamenr, the Queen was pleafed to fummon a Convocation, 
to the end that all matters of Religion might be firft debated and concluded in 
a Synodical way, before they were offered to the consideration of the other 
Aflembly. In the writs of which fummons, (he retained the Title of So pream 
Head on earth of the Church o( England, &c. the want where©f in thofe of 
the prefent Parliament, occafioneda difpnte amongft fomeof the members, 
Whether they might lawfully proceed or nof,in fuch public k bnfineffes as were 
to be propounded to them in that Seffion. Archbifhop Cranmer had been be- 
fore impriloned in the Tower of and was detained there all the time of 
this Convocation, fo that be could not do that fervtce to God and the 
Church, which his place required. This took for afufficient ground to trans- 
fer the Prefidsntfhip of the Convocation upon Bonner of Union, privileged in 
refpeft of his See, to prefide in all fuch Provincial Synods, which were either 
held during the vacancy of the See of Canterbury, or in the neceffary abfence 
of the Metffolitan. The lower houfeof the Clergy alfo, was fitted with a 
Prolocutor, of the fame affe&ions, Dr HughWeflon, then newly fubitituted 
Dean of Weftmrnfter in the place of Cox, being elefted to that Office. On 
Wednefiay the 1 8th. of Oclober, it was fignified by the Prolocutor, that it was 
the Queens pleafure, that they of the Houfe mould debate of matters ofReli- 
gion, and proceed to the making of fuch conftiimions as fhould be found ne- 
ceffary in that cafe. But thete was no equality in number between the par- 
ties, and reafon was of no authotity where the major part had formerly refol- 
ded upon the points. So partially had the elections been returned from the 
feveral Dioceffes, that we find none of Kin°£4iw4*s Clergy amonglt the 
Clerks ; and fuch an alteration had been made in the Deans and Dignicaries, 
that wc find but fix of that ranck neither to have fuffrage in it, that is to fay, 
James Madden Dean of Exeter, Walter Philivs Dean of Rocbefter, Jehu Phi/pot 
A ch Deacon of tVmchefier, Jihu Elmer Arch Deacon of Stovjn the Diocefs of 
Lincoln, Richard Chenj Arch Deacon o! Hereford. One more I find, but wit fl- 
out any name, in the Atts and Men. who joined himfelf to the other five in the 
diCputation. Nor would the Prolocutor admit of more, though earneffly 
defiredby Philpot, that fomeof the Divines which had thepaffing of the Book 
of Articles in King Edward's time, might be affociated withthem in the defence 

thereof. . . 

. Which motion he therather made,becaufe one of the points propofed by the 
Prolocutor, related to a Catechifm fct forth in the faid Kings time, intitu- 
led to the faid Convocation in the year i $52. Of which it was to be enqui- 
red, whether or no it was the work of that Convocation. But that matter be- 
*ngpaffed lightly over, the main point in debate concerned the manner of 
«.« Chritts prtfence in the blcffed Sacrament. It was not denied by Philpor, and 
<p the reft of the ProcelUnt party, that Chriftwas prefent in his Sacrament, 
«* rightly miniftred according to his inftitution, but only that he was not pre- 
m fenr. after the grofs and carnal manner, which they of the Popifh party had 
«• before fubferibed to. Six days the difputation lafted, but to little purpofe; 
for on the one fide it was faid by Wtfm and his aflociates, that their adverfa- 
ries were fufficiently confuted,and all their Arguments fully anfwered. And 
on the other fide it was affirmed by the Divines of King&W^s time, that 
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An Rev . neither any fat sfactton had been given to their Arguments, rfor that any right 
f' judgement could be made in the points difputed, where the adverfc parry late 
r * * as Judges in their own concernments. Many checks had been given by Wefton 
1 253^ , to the hx Divines, but especially to the Arch-Deacon of Mxthtjter - y andthere 
was much dit'order otherwife in the difputation (though certain great Lords 
were prefent at it) which hindered it from producing any good effect. So that 
being weary ac the laft of their own confulions, it was thought fit to put an 
end to the difpute. Which fVeJfon did accordingly in thefc following words. 
It is not (faith he) the Queens pleafure that we fhould fpend any longer time 
in thefe debates, andycarewell enough already, For you (faith he ) have the 
Word, and we have the Sword, So powerful is the truth,that many times it will 
find fome means to vent it felf,whcn we leaft intend it, and fomctimes alfo 
when we molt labour to fupprefs it. 

The Parliament and Convocation had thus concluded on the point, ind lit- 
tle quelHon would be made, but that fuch Bifhops as difliked the alterations 
in the time of King Edward } will be fufficiently active in advancing the re- 
fults of both. But Bonner mil not Hay fo long ; he is refolvedto go along 
wi r h the Parliament, if not before it. For after the ending of the Even fong 
on St Katherim's day, before the confutations of the Parliament had been 
corifirmed by the Royal aflent, he caufed the Quire of St /Wstogo about 
therteeple, Tinging with lights after the old cultome. And on St Andrew's 
day next following, he began the Proceflton in Latine, himfelf, with many 
Parfons and Curates, and the whole Quire, together with the Lord Mayor, 
and divers of the Aldermen, the Prebends of the Church attired in their old 
gray Amtfcs (as they ufed to call them) in which manner they continued it for 
three dayes after, lnfettingupthe Mafs, with all the Pomps and Rites there- 
of at the time appointed, it is not to be thought that he could be backward, 
who (hewed himfelf fo forward in the reft of his actings. And therefore it can 
be no news to hear that on the 14th. of January, be reftorcd the folemn Sun- 
d4p.Pr0c.jJiw about the Church, with the Mayor and Aldermen in their 
Clokes ; the Preacher taking his benediction in the midft of the Church, ac- 
cording to the ancient cuftome ; or that he fhould fend out his Mandates to 
all Parfons and Curates within his Diocefs, for taking the names of all fuch as 
would not come the Lent following to Auricular confeffion, and receive at 
EAfler ; orfinally, that he fhould i(fue out the like commands to all Priefts 
and Curares, which lived within the compafs of his jurifdiction, for the abo- 
lifhing of fuch Paintings and Sentences of holy Scripture, as had been penfi led 
on the Church walls, in King Edward's dayes. He knew full well, that as the 
actions of the Mother Church would carlly become exemplary to the reft of the 
City, fo the proceedings of that City, and theparts about it, would in time 
give the law to the reft of the Kingdom ; and that there was no fpeedier way 
to advance a general conformity over all the Kingdom, than to take begin- 
ning at the head, from whence both fence and motion is derived to the reft of 
the body. Wh'uh makes it feem the greater wonder, that he fhould be fo back- 
wardtn advancing Images (if at rhe leaft his actings in that kind have not been 
mifplaced) as not to go about it till the year next following ; unl'efs it were 
that be began to be fo wife as to (tay until the Queen's affairs were betterfet- 
led. But no fooner was her marriage paft, when we find him at it. For haying; 
by that time prepared a fair and large Image of our Saviour, which they called 
the Rooty he caufed it to belaid along upon the pavement of St Paul's Quire, 
and all the doors of the Church to bekept dofe fhur, whilft he together with 
the Prebends, fung and faid divers prayers by it. Which done, they anointed 
it with oyl in divers places, and after the anointing of it, crept unto it, and 
kiffed it, and after weighed it up, and fet it in itsaccuftomed place ; the whole 
quire in the mean time finging TeVeum % and the bels publifhing their joy at 
the end of the Pagcanr. Afrer which a command is given toDr Story (who 
was then Chancellor of his Diocefs, and afterwards a moft active inftrument in 
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all his butcheries) to viiit every Pariih Church in Lonaon and Middlel'ex, to An. Reg, 
fee their Rood lofts repaired, and the Images of the Crucifix wuh Afarjmd Mar, I. 
Jo/mto'bc placed on them, j ' ' 

But it is time that we return to the former Parliament ; during the fitting y^iXi^j 
whereof) the Queen had been de fired to mary, and three husbands had been 
nominated of feveral qualities, that (he might pleafe her felf in the choice of 
one. That is to fay, Edward Lord Courtney , whom Che had lately rertored to 
the Title of Earl of Devon. Reginald Pole, a Cardinal of the Church of Rome, . 
defcended from George Duke of Clarence ; and Philip the el deft fon of Charles 
t he Emperour. h is afrtrmed,that fhe had carried fome good affections to the 
Earl of Devonfrire, ever fince fhe firftfaw him in the Tower, as being of a 
lovely perfona»e and Royal extraction, the Grandfon of a Daughter of King 
Edward the Atn. But he being founded afar off,had declined the matter. Con- 
cerning which there goes a ftory, that the young Earl petitioning her for leave 
to travel, fhe advifed him to mary and (lay at home, affuring him that no Lady 
in the land how high foever, would refufe to accept him far an husband. By 
which words though (he pointed out her felf unto him, as plainly as might ei- 
ther Hand with the Modefty or Majefty of a Maiden Queen ; Yet the young 
Gentleman not daring to look fo high as a Crown , or being better affected to 
the perion of the Princefs Elizabeth, defired the Queen to give him leave to 
mary her filler. Which gave the Queen fo mnch difpleafure, that (he looked 
with an evil eye upon them both for ever after ; upon the Earl for not accept- 
ing that love which (he feemed to offer, and on her filler as her Rival in the 
Earls affections. It was fuppofedalfo,that (he might have fome inclinations 
to Cardinal Pole, as having been brought up with him in the houfe of his Mo- 
ther, the late Countefs oiSalifbmry. But againft him it was objected, that he 
began to grow in years, and was fo given unto his book, that he feemed fitter 
for a Coul than to wear a Crown ; that he had few dependances at home, and 
fewer alliances abroad ; and that the Queen's affairs did require a man both 
flout and active, well back*d with fricnds,and able at all points to carry on the 
great concernments of the Kingdom. And then what fitter husband could be 
found out for her, than Philip Prince of Spain f A Prince in the verdure of his 
years, and eldcft fon to the mod Mighty Emperour, Charles the 5th. by whom 
the Netherlands being laid to Engla»d 9 *rid both fecuredby the afliltance and 
power of Spam, this nation might be render 'd more confiderableboth by fea 
and land, than any people in the world. 

To this 1 alt Match the Queen was carefully follicited by theBifhopof 
Wittcbtfter, who neither loved the perfon of Pole y nor defired his company, for 
fear of growing lefs in power and reputation,by coming under the command of 
a Cardinal Legate. To which end he encouraged Charles the Emperour to go 
on with this manage for his fon ; not without fome fecret intimation of his 
Advice, for not fuffering Pole to come into England (if he were fuffercd to 
come at all) till the Treaty were concluded, and the Match agreed on. Ac- 
cording whereunto, the Lord Lamoralle Bn\o(Edgmond, Char/et Earl of La- 
lain, and John d* Mount Morency 9 Earl of Horn, arrived in England as Ambaffa- 
dors from the Emperour. In the beginning of January they began to treat 155^. 
upon the mariage, which they found fo well prepared before their coming, 
that in (horc time it was accorded upon thefe conditions. ,k 1. That it 
" (hould be lawful for Philfp to affume the Title of all the Kingdoms and Pro- 
" vinces belonging to his wife, and (hould be joint Governour with her over 
u thofe Kingdoms ; the Privileges and Cuftomes thereof alwayes preferved 
'< inviolate, and the full and free difiribution of Bifhopricks, Benefices, Fa- 
<f vours and Offices, alwayes remaining intire in the Queen, z. That the 
u Queen (hould alfo carry the Titles of all thofe Realms, into which Philip 
«< cither then was.or (hould be afterwards inverted. 3. That if the Queen fat- 
" vived Philip, tfothoufand pounds per annum (hould be affigned to net for 
* her joymure, as had been formerly affigned to the Lady Margaret, Sifter ro 
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An. Ret. " K '°§ E ^ wdr<i the 4th.and Wife to Charles Duke of Burgundy. 4«Thac the If- 
nf* i 1 * fuc begotten by this mariage,fhould fucceed id all the Queens Dominions,!* 
tr * " alfo in the Dukedom and County of 2Ur£**4/,andall thofe Provinces in the 
M5v «« Neatherlands,o( which the Emperour was poflefled. 5. That if none buc 
«* daughters fhould proceed from this manage, the eldeii fhould fucceed in 
** all the faid Provinces of the Netherlands, provided that by the Counfel and 
c - confent of Charles (the fon of Philips by Mary of Portugal his firrt wife) fhe 
11 fhould make choice of a husband out of England or the Neaiberlauds, or o- 
" therwife to be deprived of her right in the fucceflionin the faid eftatcs, and 
l * t^barlestobc invelied in them ; and in that cafe convenient portions to be 
u made for her and the reft of the daughters. 6. And finally, That if the faid 
** Charles fhould depart this life without lawful uTue, that then the Heir 
" furviving of this manage, though female only,{hould fucceed in all the King- 
4t doms of Spain, together with all the Dominions and Eftar.es of Italy there- 
" unto belonging. Conditions fair and large enough, and more to the advan- 
tage of the Realm o(E*gland\ than the Crown of Spasm. 

But fo it was not underltood by the generality of the people of Emglaua\ ma* 
nyof which out ofareltlefsdifpofitioo, or otherwise defirous toreftore the 
reformed Religion, had caufed it to be noifed abroad,that the Spamiards were by 
this accord, to become the abfolute Lords of all the Kingdom > that they were 
to have the managing of all affairs ; and that abolifhing all the ancient Laws 
of rhe Realm, they would impofe upon the land a molt intolerable yoke of 
fervirude,asaconaueredNation, Which either being certainly known, or 
probably fufpe&ea by the Queen and the Council, it was thought fit that the 
Lord Chancelor fhould make a true and perfect declaration of all the points of 
the Agreement, not only in the Prefence Chamber tofuch Lords and Gen- 
tlemen as were at that time about the Court and the City of Lonian $ but alfo 
to the Lord Mayor and Aldermen, and certain of the chief Commoners of that 
City, pu-pofely fenc for to the Court upon that occafion : Which Cervices he 
performed on the i^ch. and 1 5th. days of January. And having fummarily 
reported all the Articles of the capitulation, he {hewed unto them how much 
they were bound to thank God, Thatfuch a Noble ,Wertby % and Famous Prince, 
would vonebfafe fo to humble himfclf, at in this mortage to take upon him rather 
at a [ubjett than oth e noife. Conftdertng that the Queen and her Council were to 
Rule and Govern all things as they did before ; and 1 



that none of the Spaniards or 
other ftranger s t were to be of the Council, nor to have the exjiody of amy Cafiles, 
Forts, nor to have any office in the Quecn*s be* ft, er elfewhere throughout the 
Kingdom. In which refped it was the Queens requeft to the Lords and Gen- 
tleman, l hat for her f^e they would mo (I lovingly receive the faid Prince with joy 
and honour ; and to the Lord* Mayor and the Citizens, That they would behave 
themfelves to be good fubjetis with aB humility and refejeiag. 

Which declaration notwithltanding, the fubje&s were not eafily fatisfied 
in thofe fears and jealoufies, which cunningly had been infufed into them by 
fomc popular fpirits, who greedily affected a change of Government ; and to 
that end Cowed divers other dfconrems amongft the people. Tofomethcy 
fecretly complained, " Thar the Queen had broke her promife to the Suffolk 
'* men, in fupp:e(fing the Religion fctledby King Edward the 6"th. to others, 
u That the mariagc with the Prince of Spaiu t nas but the introduction to a fe- 
u cond vafTalage to the Pope* of Home; fometimes they pitied the calamityof 
M the Lady Jane, not only forcibly depofed, but ba baroufly condemned to a 
"cruel death ; and fometimes magnified the eminent vermes of the Princefs 
« Elizabeth, as the only bleflingof the Kingdom ; and by thofe Articles, pre- 
pared the people in molt places for the act of Rebellion. And that it might 
fucceed the better, norhingmuftbe pretended but the preservation and de- 
fence of their Civil Liberties, which they knew was generally like to take 
bo'h with Papifts and Proteftancs ; bat fo that they had many engines to draw 
fuch others to the fide, as tither were confiderablc for power or quality. The 
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Duke ofSujjoil^ was hooked in, upon the promifc of rc-eltablilfiing his daugh- An. Reg. 
ter in the Royal throne ; the Carews, and other Gentlemen of Dtvonfhre t upon Mar. g 
affuranceof maryingihe LordCW***/ tothc Princefs E/,x.abeih, and fee ting j A 
the Crown upon their heads ; and all they that wifhed well to the Reforma- 4 
tion, upon the like hopes of reltoring that Religion which had been fetlcd by 
the care and piety of the good King toward, but now fupprefled, contrary to 
all faith and promife, by the Queen and her Minifters. By means of which 
fuggeftions and fubtil practices, the contagion was fo generally diftufed over 
all the Kingdom, that if ic had not accidently broke out before the time ap- 
pointed by them, it was conceived by many wife and knowing men, that th; 
danger might have proved far greater, the difcafe incurable. 

For fo it hapncd,that the Larewt conceiving that the deferring of the exe- 
cution of the plot thus laid, might prove deltrucVive to that caufe, or other- 
wife fatally tbruft on by their own ill deftiny, began to leavy men in Cornvm' t 
which could not be fo dofcly carried, but that their purpofe was difcovered, 
and the chief of them forced to flye the Kingdom. The news whereof gave 
fuch an alia rum to the confederates, that they (Viewed themfelves in feveral 
places before the people were prepared and made ready for them. Infomuch, 
that the Duke of S*ffo>k.i together with the Lord Thomas Gray t and the Lord 
LemardGraj, having made Proclamation in divers places on the 15th. of that 
month, againrtthe Queens intended mariage with the Prince of Spain , and 
finding that the people came not in fo fail unto them as they did expect, were 
forced to difmils their (lender company,and fhift for themfelves, upon the fir(t 
news that the Eail of Huntington was coming toward them with 300 horfe. 
An action very unfortunate tohimfelfand to all his family. For full, The 
Queen finding that (be was to expect no peace or quiet as long as the Lady 
Jane was fuffered to remain alive,caufed her and the Lord Guilford Dudley ,to be 
openly executed on the 1 ath. of February then next following. His daughter 
K ai her mi formerly maried to Henry Lord Herbert, eldelt fon to the Earl of 
Tentbrook.1 (but the mariage by reafon of her tender years, not coming unto a 
confummation by carnal knowlege) was by him repudiated and cad off, and a 
mariage prefently made betwixt him and another Katberine t a daughter of 
George Earl of Sbrgjvjbxrj, His brothers, John and lhomat % committed prifo- 
ners to the Tower : of which two, Thomas fuffered death about two month* 
after. And for himfelf, being compelled to hide his head inthehoufe of one 
Underwood, whom he had preferred unto the keeping of oneof his Parks,hewas 
by him mo(t bafely and treacheroufly betrayed to the faid Earl of Huntington, 
on the 1 ith. of February. Arrained on the 1 7th. of the fame month, and be- 
headed on the 23d. 

Nor fared it better with the reft, though they of Kent, conduced by Sir 
7 homat wiat (rhe chief contriver of the plot) were fuddenly grown conitde- 
rable for their number, and quickly formidable for their power. The newes 
of whofe rifing being fwiftly ported to the Court, the Duke of Norfolk^ was 
appointed to g"> again!! him, attended with few more than the Queen's ordi- 
nary Guards, and followed by 500 Londoner t newly raifed, and fent by water to 
Gravet End, under the charge of Captain Alexander Bret. With which few 
forces he intended to affault the Rebels, who had pot themfelves into Roc be- 
JlerCzMe, and fortified the bridge with fome pieces of Canon. But bein«* 
rejdy to fall on, Bret with his Londoners off toJfW, and fo neceffitatcd 
the old Duke to return to London in great hafte, accompanied by the Earl of 
Arundel and Sir Henry Gtrningbam, with fome few of their horfe, leaving 
their foot,eigbr pieces of Canon,and all their ammunition belonging to them, 
in the power of the enemy. This brings the Queen to the Guild Hall in hen- 
don, on t he firft of February, where (he finds the Lord Mayor, the Aldermen, 
and many of the chief Citizens in their feveral Liveries.To whom flic fignified, 
** That fhe never did inrend to marry,but on fuch conditions, is in the judge- 
"ment of her Council fhould be found honourable to the Realm, and profita-

ji-< Res «* ble toherfubjcc-ts j that therefore they fhould give no credit to thofc many 
* *t calumnies, which Wtai and his accomplices, who according to theguifeof 

Mar. i . tt ^ CD -i s> | U( j purpofely difperfed to defame both her and her government; bnc 
'-rather that they fhould contribute their beft atiiftancc for the fuppreiling of 
t4 thofe, who contrary to their duty,werc in arms againft her. Andthoughfhe 
had as good as fhe brought, that is to fay, fair promifes for her gracious words; 
yet unJeriiandip" that many in the City held intelligence with the Kentifh 
Rebels, Ihe appointed the Lord miliam Howard (whom afterwards fhe crea- 
ted Lord Howardof tjfiwbaw*) to be Lieutenant of the City, and Pembro«k. 
General of t he field. The event fhewed that fhe followed that Counfel which 
proved belt for her prefervation. For had ihe trui'ted to the City,fhc had been 
betrayed. 

Incouraged with his fuccefs, and confident of a ftrong party amongftthe 
Loud *ers y on the 3d. day of February ^ he entreth Southward where he and his 
were finely feafted by the people. Bur. when he hoped to have found the way 
open tothe reft of the City, he found the draw- Bridge to be cut down, the 
bridge-Gate to be fhut,and the Ordinance of the Tower to be bent again It him, 
by the appointment and direction of the Lord Lieutenant. Twodayes he tri- 
fled out in Smtknark. to no purpofc at all, more than the facking of winchefter 
Houfe, and the defacing of the Bifhops Library there, unlefs it were to leave 
a document to poftericy.that God infatuates the Counfels of thofe wretched 
merbwhotraiccroutly rake up arms againft their Princes. And having liberally 
bellowed thefe two dayes upon the Queen, the better to enable her to provide 
for her fafety, he wheels about on Sunday the 6th. of the fame month to Ktng- 
fit» b.idge. And though the bridge was broken down before his coming, and 
that the oppofite fhore was guarded by 200. men,yet did he ufefuch diligence, 
that he removed away thofe forces, repaired the bridge, pall over both his men 
and Canon, and might in probability have futprlfed both the Court and City 
in the dead of the night,if the fame lpirit of infatuation had not relied on him. 
For having marched beyond Bradford in the way towards London^ without gi- 
ving or caking the allarum,it hapned that one of his great pieces was difmoun- 
tcd by ihe breach of its wheels. In the mending and mounting whereof, he 
obfiinately wafted To much time,notwithftanding all the perfwafions which his 
friends could make unto him, that many of his men flipped from him,and fome 
gave notice to the Courr,not only of his near approach, but alfo what his pur- 
pofe was,and what hrd hindred him from putting it in execution. On this Ad- 
vertilmcnt rheEarl of Pen.faook^ arms, and draws out his men to attend the mo- 
tion of thu Rebels,who about 10 of the clock came to C hear t»g Croft with- 
out falling on the Court, (which was then in a very great amazement) turn 
uptheS/r«w4to Itmp/e Bar } and fo toward Lttdgate, the Earl of PembrookJoX- 
lowing and cutting him off in the arreir upon every turn. Coming to London^ 
(when it was too late for his intcndments)he found the Gates f ill fhut againft 
him,and the Lord mUUmtioveard in as great a readinefs to oppofe him tberc,as 
when he was before in Somhwarl^. So that being hemmed in on both fides with- 
out hope of relief,he yields himfeli ro Sir Monts Berkjey 9 is carried prifoner to 
the Courr, from thence commit ted to the Tower, arraigned at Weftmimfier on 
the 1 5th. of Mttrchy and executed on the nth. ofApnY, having full heard, 
that no fewer than 50 of his accomplices were hanged in London^ and Bret, 
with 2 2 more in feveral places of Kent. 

It can not be denied but that the reftitution of the Reformed Religion, 
was the matter principally aimed at in this Rebellion, though nothing but the 
Match with Spain appeared on the outfide of ir. Which appears plainly by a 
Book writ by Chrijtopher Goodman aflociated with John A'wo.r, for fetting up 
Presbytery and Rebellion in the Kirk of Scotland") in which he takes upon him 
ro ihew how far Snprriomr Magi frr at es ought to be obeyed. For having filled al- 
moft every Chapter of it with railing fpeeches againft theQucen,and ftirringup 
the people to rebel againft ber, he falleth amongft the reft upon this expreflion, 
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Wyat i thou art now with (jod, and thofc worthy men that dyed in 
41 that happy enterprife. But this Book was written at Geneva, where CM tin 
reigned. To whom no pamphlet could be more agreeable, tjjan fuc h as did re- 
proach this Queen ; whom in his Comment upon Amoz., he entituleth by 
the name of ?o,fopi f .e, and faith, that Ok exceeded in her cruelties all the de- 
vils in hell. Much more it is to be admired, that Dr John Poyn/J, rhe late Bi- 
fhop oifVinchefter, fhould be of Counfel in the plot, or put himfelf into 
their Camp, and attend them onto the place where the carriage brake. Where 
when he could not work on trior to defiii from that unprofitable labourin re- 
mounting the Cannon, he counfel led 'fa i<w, Bret, and other.?, to fhift for 
therafelves, took leave of his more fee ret friends, told them that he would 
pray for their good fuccefs, and fo departed and took fliip for Germany, where 
he after died. 

Thcfortunate fuppreffmgof thefe infurre&ions, fecured the Queen from 
any fear of the like dangers for iheprefent. And thereupon it was advifed to 
make nfe of the opportunity for putting the Churchintoa polxurc, when the 
fpiritsof thcoppoitte party were fo crufh'd and broken, that no refinance 
could be looked for. Articles therefore are fent into every Diocefs, and let- 
ters writ unto the fcveral and Refpeftive Bifhops, on the 3d. of March, to 
fee them carefully and fpeedily put in execution. The Tenour of which Ar- 
ticles were as followcth.

I ion, Bene (ice, or Office, benga Sacrament try, infetlei or de fa- 
med with any notable kjnd of II 'ere fie, or other great enme • and that the j "aid Bishop 
dt jl*y, and caufe to be /laid, as much as lyeth tn him, that Bene fices and Ecclefiafti- 
calpr amotions, do not notably decay or takj hinder once, by pafftng or confirming of 
somreafenable Leafes. 

5. That ever y B'jbop, and all other per font afore f aiJ ', dodiligentiy travail for the 
repreffing of Herefies and notable crimes, efptcially in t*c Clergy, d«ely cerreQbg and 
punching the fame. 

6. Toot every Bi[hop,and all other per font of ore f aid, de likewife travail for the 
condemning and repr effing of corrupt andnaugbty opinions, unlawful Reokj, Ballads, 
amd other pernitieus and hurtful devices, engendring hatred and difcord amengfi the 
people. And that Scboolma fieri, Teachers, **d Preachers, de exercife and nfe their 
offices and duties, without Teaching, Preaching, or fetting forth any evil and corrupt 
do3i*e,and that doing the contrary, they may be by the Bijhop and his faid Officers, 
puuifbed andremoved. 

7. That every Bi(bop,a»d all other per font afore faid, proceeding fummarily, and 
with aU celerity and [peed, may, and (hall deprive, or declare deprived,and remove ac- ! 
cor^me to their learning and dlfcretion, aUfuch per Jons from their Benefices audi 
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An. Ret, P-cclefiafiical promotions, who contrary to the fiasco f their Order, And the laudable

yet remain al>ve. And likjwife fuch Prtefis at with the con f cm of their wives or 
women, of only in the pre fence of the Bifhop, do frofeffeto abflatn, to be u fed more fmm 
vourable. In which cafe, after the Penance cfcttudtly done, the Btfhop according to 
hit difcreiionand wifdome,may upon jufl con ftaeration,receive and admit them again 
to their former aimtuifrations,fo it be not in the fame place, appointing them fuch a 
portion to live upon, to be paid out of their Benefice, whereof they be deprived, by the 
difcretionof the faid Bifh p or bit Officer, at hejhall tbini^ may be fpared of the fame 
Beuifice, 

p. That every Bifhap and other pet fan afore fail, do fore fee that they fuffer not 
any r eligicut man, having folemly prefeffedchajhty, to continue with hie woman, or 
wife, but that all fuch perfons after deprivation of their Benefice, or Ecclefiafitcal 
promotion, be alfo divorced every one from bit faid woman, and due punifhment oibei- 
wife taken for the offence therein, 

10. Item, 7hM every Bifhop and all other perfns aferefaid, do take Order and 
direction with the Parishioners of every Benefice where Ptiefisdo want ,to repair to 
the next Parifh for divine Service jr to appoint for a convenient time, till other better 
provtfien may be made, one Curate to ferve alicnis vicibus, tn divers Parifhes, and to 
allot the faid Curate fur hit labour Jome part of the Benefice which he fo ferveth. 

11. 7 hat all, and all manner of PrccrfftOHS in the C hutch, be ufed frequently, and 
continued after the old Order of the Church, in the Latin tongue. 

12. That all fuch hoi j-dayes and fafiing-dayes be objerved and kept, at were 
obferved and kept in the latter time of King Henry the 8 b. 

13. That the laudable and henefk Ceremonies which were wont to be ufed, ft e- 
qnened and obferved m the Church, be hereafter frequented, ufed and obferved' 
and th*t children be Chrijlnedby the Priefi, and confirmed by the Bifhop, as beret*- 
fore hath been acc»{lomed and ufed. 

I tJ'aucbing f. cb Perfons at were heretofore promoted to any Orders, after the new 
fort and fd hon ofO> ders, considering they were not Ordered in very deed, the Bifhop 
of the Dioceffe finding otherwife fufjicient ability in theft men, may fupply that thing 
which wanted in them before, then according to hts d fretion admit them to mini- 
fier. 

1 5. That by the Bifhop of the Dioceffe, an uniform dollrine be fet forth by Ho. 
ml* j, or otherwife, for the good infl tuition and teaching of all people. And tout the 
faid Bifhop, and other perfons afore fail, do compel the parishioners to come to their fe- 
ver al Churches , and there devimly to bear divine Service , as of reafon they 
ought.

17. That the faid B (tops, and all ether the perfons aferefaid, have J neb regard, 
refpetl, and confideratiou of and for the fetttng forth of thepremifes,whh all kind of 
vertue, godly living, and good example, with repr effing alfo, or keeping under of 
vice and sentkriftine ffc,at they and every of them, may be feen to favour the reftituti- 
on of ti ue Religton, and alfo 10 malte an honefl account and reckoning of their office 
and cure, to the honour of God,Our good comentation, and profit of this Our Realm 
and the Dominion! of the fame. 

The geneiality of ihc people not being well pleafcd before with the Queers 
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proceedings, were ftartled more than ever at the noifc of thefe Articles j none An. Rea„ 
more exafpc rated than thofe whole either hands or hearts had beenjoyned jy^. j 
with tVtM. But not being able to prevail by open army, a new device is found * * 
ont to befool the people, and bring them to a mifconceit of the prefent go- . L£A2li 
vernmenr. A young maid called tli^abeth Crofts, about the age of eighteen 
years, was tutored to counterfeit certain fpeeches in the wall ofahoufenot 
far from Alderfgate, where (he was heard of many, but feen of none, and thac 
her voice might be conceived to have fomewhat in it more than ordinary, a 
ftrangc whittle was devifed for her, out of which her words proceeded in fuch 
a tone, as feemed to have nothing mortal in it. And thereupon it was affirmed 
by fome of the people (great multitudes whereof reforted dayly to the place) 
that it was an Angel,or at leaft a voice from Heaven, by others, that it could 
be nothing but the Holy Ghoft ; but generally (Tie pafs'd by the name of the 
Spirit m the waB. For the interpreting of whofe words, there wanted not fome 
of the confederates) who mingled themfelves by turns amongft the red of the 
people, and taking on them to expound what the Spirit faic£ delivered many 
dangerous and feoHtious words againft the Queen, her mariage with the Prince 
of Spain, the Mafs, Confeffion, and the like. The practice was fir ft fet on 
foot on the 14th. of March^hich was within ten days after the publithing 
of the Articles, and for a while it went on fortunately enough, according to 
the purpofe of the chief conrrivers. But the abufe being fearched into, and 
the plot difcovcrcd, the wench was ordered to ftand upon afcaffold neer Sc 
Paul's Crofs,onihe 15th. of J*'/, there to abide ^during the time of the Ser- 
mon, and that being done, to make a publick declaration of chat lewd impo- 
fture. Let not the Papifts be from henceforth charged with tlizj&eth Barton 
whom they called the Holy made of Kent ; hnce now the Znin$li*n G»fpeBers $ 
("for I cannot but confider this as a plot of theirs) have raifed up their £//*-«- 
h.h Crofts t whom they called the Spirit in the wall, to draw afidc the people 
from their due Allegiance. 

Mat's Rebellion being quenched, and the Realm in a condition capable of 
holding a Parliament, the Queen Convenes her Lords and Commons on the I 5S4« 
id. of A*r<7, in which Seffion the Queens mariage with the Prince of Spa t n, 
being offered unto confideration,was finally concluded and agreed unto upon 
thefe conditions, that is to fay, " That Philip fhould not advance any to any 
" publtck office or dignity in tnflandy but fuch as were Natives of the Realm, 
*• and the Queens fubjeft*. That he fhould admit of a fet number of Englifh 
** in his houfhold, whom he fhould ufe refpecYively, and not fuffer them to be 
"injured by forcings. That he fhould nor tranfport the Queen out of Eng. 
«« Und, but at her inrreaty, nor any of the ifTue begotten by her, who fhould 
4< have tfieir education in this Realm, and fhould not be fnttered but upon ne- 
* ceffity and good reafons, to go out of the fame,nor then neither bnt with the 
ft confenc of the Englifh. That the Queen deceafing without children, Pbtfip 
" fhould not make any claim to the Kingdom, but fhould leave it fteclyto 
•* him to whom of rignt it fhould belong. That he fhould not change any 
u thing in the Lawes, either publick or private, nor the immunities and cu- 
" Homes of the Realm, but fhould be bound by oath to confirm and keep 
"them. That he fhould not tranfport any Jewel?, nor any part of the War- 
'* drobe, nor alicnare any of the revenues of the Crown. That he fhould pre- 
** ferve our Shipping, Ordnance and Munition,and keep the Caftles,Forts, and 
" Block Houfes, in good repair, and well maned. Laftly, That this Match 
M fhould not anyway derogate from the League lately concluded between 
c< the Queen,and the King of Frsmeejbnt that the peace between the EwgAjfaod 
"the Frenchfaovftd remain firm and inviolate. 

For the clearer carrying on thisgreat buftnefs,and toencourage them for the 
performance of fuch further fervices as her occafions might require ; the 
Queen was pleafed to increafe the number of her Barons. In purfuance 
whereof, (he advanced the Lord fViUism Howard, Cofcn German toTW*

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An Rev Duke of Norfo.\ t to the Title of Lord Howard of Effingham, on the nth. of 
M * <s " Manh^nd ele&cd him into the Order of the Garter within few mon;hs after} 
M * r * ' whofc fon called Charity being Lord Admiral of Eng/and, and of no fmall re- 
M54- nown for his fuccefs at the lite of Gadei, was by Queen Elizabeth created Earl 
of Nottingham, Anno 1589. Next to him followed Sir John Williams , created 
Lord Williams of Tame on the 5th. of Afrit 1 who dying without Iffue Male, 
left his E late (though not his Honors ) betwixt two daughters ; the" eldeft of 
whom> called Margaret , was married to Sir Henry N^rrit, whom Queen 
Elizabeth created Lord JVorrts of Ricot , in reference perhaps to his fathers fuf- 
feringin the caufe of her mother; from whom defc ended /■><«•« Lord Norris % 
advanced by King J*mes to the Honors of Vifcount Tame , and Earl of Btiks 
jhire , by Letters Parens bearing date in January, Anno \6zo. After him on 
the 7th. of April comes Sir Edward Nonh, created Baron of Charleleg , in 
rhe County of Cambridge, who having been Chancellor of the Court of Aug- 
mentations in the time of King Henry , and raifed hihifelf a fair Eftate by the 
fall of Abbyes, was by the King made one of his Executors, and nominated to 
be one of the great Ccuncill of Eltate in hisSon*s Minority. Sir John Br* git 
brings up the rear, who being defcended from Sit John Ch .udois, a right noble 
Banneret, and from the Botie/ers Lords of Sudley , was made Lori Chandois of 
Sudleyon the 8th. of April, whLh goodly Mannor he had lately purchafed of 
theCrown, to which it was Efiheatcd on the dcathof Sir Thomas Seymour , 
Anno 1549. the Title ftill enjoyed, though but little elfe,by the feventh 
Lord of this Name and Family; mod of the Lands being difmcmbred from the 
Houfe by the unparallel'd Impudence { to give it no worfe name ) of his el- 
der brother. 

Some Bifhops I find confecrated about this time alfo, to make the ftronger 
party for theQucen in the Houfe of Pecrsjno more Sees aSually voided at that 
time to make Rome for others, though many in a fair way to it, of which more 
hzraitcT.Hooper oiGloceJter commanded to attend the Lords of the Council on 
the 21 of AMjrnfpitnd committed pri'foner not long after,wasoutedofhis Bi- 
fhoprick immediately on the ending of the Parliament > in which all Confe- 
crations were declared to be void and nnll , which had been made according 
to the Ordinall of King Edward the 6 th. Into whofe place fucceeded James 
Brookj Doftor in Divinity, fometimes Fellow of Corpus Cbrijti , and Matter of 
B tliol Collcdge in Oxon ; employed not long after as a Delegat from the Pope 
of Rome in the proceedings againft the Archbifliop of Canterbury , whom he 
condemned to the ftake. To / ay/or (of whofe death we have fpoken before ) 
fucceeded Doctor John white in the See of Lincoln , firft School-mafter, and 
after Warden of the Colledge near Winchefter, to the Epifcopall See whereof 
we fhall find him tranflitcd Anno 1556. The Church of Roche (let hid been 
void ever fi nee the removall of Doctor Story to the See of Chtchejter, notfuf- 
fered to return to his former Biflioorick, though difpoiled of the later : But it 
was now thought good to fill it, and ^Maurice Griffin , who for Come years had 
been the Archdeacon, is confecrated Biftiopofit on the firft of April. One 
Suffrage more was gained by the repealing of an Ad of Parliament , made in 
the laft Seffion of King Edward , for diUolving the Bifhoprickof Durham; 
till which time, Doctor Cuthbert Tu»Jlall t though reftorcd to his Liberty, and 
poflibly to a good I part alfo of his Churches Patrimony , had neither Suffrage 
as a Peer in the Houfe of Parliament , nor could aft any thing as a Bifhop in 
his own Jurifdiaion. And with thefe Confecration* and Creations I con- 
clude this year,

'jpHe next begins witlj rhe Arrivall of the Prince of Spain , wafted to 
.1. laud with a Fleet of one hundred and fixty fail of Ships , twenty of which 
were £»£/ijh, purpof:ly fenttobchis Convoy , in regard of the warrs , not 
then expired, betwixt the French and the Spaniard: Landing at Southampton 
on the 1 9 ;h. of J*y (on which day of the month in the year foregoing the 
Queen had b:en folemnly proclaimed in London ) he went to tV.nchejicr with 
his whole Retinue on the 24 th. where he was received by the Queen with a 
gallant Train of Lords and Ladies ; folemnly married the next day, being the 
Fetlival of St. James, ( the fuppofed Tutelary Saint of rhe Spawjh Nation ) 
by the Bifhop of rVtnchefter ;at what time the Queen had pafled the eight and 
thirtieth year of her age, and the Prince was but newly cnt red on his twenty 
feventh. As foon as the Marriage-Rites were celebrated , Hlfueroathc Em- 
perors Embaffador, prefented to the King a Donation of the Kingdoms of 
Naples and Cicily , which the E nperor his father had refigned unro him. 
Which prefently was fignified, andtheTulesof the King and queen pro- 
claimed, by found olTrumpet in this following Srylc. PHILIP and MARY, 
bp the cracc of God , AT/*f and Queen e/"England, France, Naples, Jerulalem , 
Ireland, Defenders oj r tbe Faith - Prinat ofSpain and Cicily , Arch-Dukes of 
Auilria, Dukes fl/Millain, Burgundy,"**^ Brabant , Counts of Aufperge, Flan- 
ders, and Tirroll, &c. At the proclaiming of which Style , ( which was per- 
formed in French, Latine, and En^lifh ) the King and Queen fhowed themfelves 
hand in hand, with two Swords born before them , for the greater flare , or in 
regard of their dtllinft Capacity in the publick Government. Frqm Wmche- 
fier they removed to Bafing . and fo to VV>ndfor , where Philip on the 5 th. of 
A*t*ft was Inftalled Knighcof the Garter , into the fcllowfhip whereof he 
had Wen chofenthe year before. From thence the Court removed to Richmond 
by land , and fo by water to Suffolk- place in the Bnrrou|h of South* ark, , and 
on the 1 2 th. of the fame month made a magnificent paftage thorow the prin- 
cipal flreetsofthe City of London , with all the Pomps accuHafccdat a Co- 
ronation. The Triumphs of which Entertainment had continuedlcngcr, if the 
Court had not put on mourning tor the death of the old Duke of Norfolk^, 
who lefc this life at tramwgbam Caflleinthe month of September, to the 
great forrow of the Qnecn, who entirely loved him. 

Phi/ipthus glortonfly received , endeavourcth to fhow his Grandure» to 
make the Englifh' fenhble of the benefits whichthey were to partake of by 
this Marriage , and to engratiate himfelf with the Nobility and People in all 
generous ways. To which end, hecaufed great quantity of Bullion to be 
brought into England, loaded in twenty Carts, carrying amongft them twenty 
feven Chefts? each Chelt containing a Yard and fome inches in length, con- 
ducted to the Tower on the fecond of Otteber , by certain Spaniards and 
Lfh-nun of his Ma jellies Guard. And on the 29 th. of January then next fol- 
lowing, ninety nine Horfes and two Carts , laden with Treafures of Gold 
and Silver, brought out of 6'/?<ii»,was conveyed through theCiry to the Tower 
of London, under the conduct of Sir Thomas Grtjhim the Queens Merchant , 
and others. He prevailed alfo with the Queen for dif charge offuch Prifoners 
as flood committed in xhclower, either for matter of Religion, or on the ac- 
count of Wjafs Rebellion , or for engaging in the practice of the Duke of 
Northumberland. And being gratified therein according unto his defire , the 
Lord Chancellor, the Bifhop of Ely, and certain others oftheConncill , were 
fent unto the 7ewr/-onrhei8th. of January , tofee the fame put in execu- 
tion ; which was accordingly performed, tothegreat joy of the PrifoneTs, 
amongft which were rhe Archbifhop of Tork\, 3 ten Knights, and many other per- 
fons of name and quality. But nothing did him greater honour amongft the 
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Eitglijk, than the great pains he took for procuring the enlargmenc of the Earl 
of Devonshire, and the j?rincetfc Elizabeth, committed formerly on a fufpition 
of having had a hand in Wj«\ Rebellion , though Wyat honettly difa vowed it 
at the time of his death. It was about the Fealtof that the Earl was 
brought unto the Court, where having obtained the leave to travcll, for which 
before he had petitioned in vain, he pafs'd the Seas , crofs'd Frante, and came 
into Italy ; but he found the air of Italy as much too hot for him, as that of 
England, was too cold , dying at Padua in the year i 556. the eleventh and lart 
Earl of Devonshire , of that noble Family. About ten days after his enlarge- 
ment, followed that of the Princeflc Elizabeth, whofc comming to thz Court, 
her entertainment with the Queen , and what clfc followed thereupon, we 
(hall fee hereafter. 

But we have run our felvescoo far upon tbefe occafions ( and therefore 
mult look back again on that which followed more immediately on the Kings 
reception ; the celebrating of wbofe Marriage opened a fair way for the Car- 
dinals comming, fo long expected by the Queen , and delayed by the Empe- 
rour, by whom retarded for a while when he was in Italy , and openly detained 
ac DiHin?^ a Town in Germany, as he was upon his way towards England. From 
thence he writes his Letters of Expoftulation , reprefenjing to the Emperor 
the great fcandal which mult needs be given to the Churches enemies, in 
detaining a Cardinal-Legat , Commiffioned by his HolinefTe for the peace of 
Chriltendom, and the regaining of a Kingdom. Which notwithstanding, there 
hertayeth, till the Articles of the Marriage were agreed on by the Queen's 
Commitfioners » and is then fuffered to advance as far as Brt* fells, upon con- 
dition , that he fhould notpajTe over into England till the confummation of 
the Marriage. The Interim he fpends in managing a Treaty of Peace betwixt 
the Entperenrtnd the French; which forted to no other effect, but onely to the 
fetting forth of his dexterity in all publicltbufinefles. And nowthe Marriage 
being pair, the Emperour is defued to give him leave to come for England- and 
Pole is called upon by Letters from the King and Queen to make haftetnto 
them, that they might have his prefence and affiftance in the following Par- 
liament ; and in the mean time, that they might advife upon fuch particulars 
as were to unagreed on, for the honour and advantage of the See Atoftolick. 
Upon the Emperor's difmiflion he repairs to Calais ,but was detained by crofs 
winds till the 24 th. of November ; at which time we fhall find the Parliament 
fitting, and much of the bufinefle difpatched to his hand in which he was to 
have been advifed with. 

The bufinefle then to be difpatched was of nofmall momenr,no leflc than 
the reftoring of the Popes to the Supremacy, of which they had been difpoflef- 
fed in the rime of King Henry _ For fmoothing the way to which great work , 
it was thought neceflary to fill up all Epifcopall Sees , which either Death or 
Deprivation had of late made vacant. JUlgate Archbifhop of Tork had been 
committed to the Tower on the 4 th. of Ottober, Anno 155;. from whence re- 
leafed upoti Philips intercclfion on the 18 th. ofjanmary: Martiage and Herefie 
arc his crimes , for which deprived during the time of his imprifottmenr. 
Doctor Nicolas Heath fucceeded. him in the See of Torl^, and leaves theBi- 
Jhoprick of Worcefterto Do&or Richard Pates , who had been nominated by 
King Henry the Eighth, Anno 1534. and having fpenc the intervening twenty 
years in the Court of Rome, returned a true fervant to the Pope t every way 
fitted and inftruaed to advance that See. Goodrich of Elie left his life on the 
loth, of April, leaving that Bifhoprickto Do&or Thomas Tbnrlby, Bifhop 
of Norwich, f one that knew how to Hand his ground in the ftrongeft tempeft ) 
and Do&or John Hopton, heretofore Chaplain and Cootrouler of Queen Ma- 
ry's Houfhold, when but Princefs onely, is made Bifhop of Norwich. Barlow 
? l!f h h * ving aban<,0Dcd th ac dignity which he could not hold , had for his 
I- U( 5 t r Doftor Cilb€Tt Arch-Deacon of London , and Brorher of 
Sir John Bomrn , principal Secreury of Eftate. Sufficiently recompenced by 

this 
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(his preferment, for the great danger which he had incurred the year before, 
when the Dagger was chrown at him, as he preached in St. Church- 
yard. H*rlty of Htreftrd ls facceeded by Purefcw ( otherwife called wh*r t o») 
o»' St. Aftph ; who had fo miferably walied the Patrimony of the Church in 
the rime of King Edw*rd% that it was hardly worth the keeping. For the fame 
fins of ProtcjUnttfm and M*ri*ge 9 o\& B» t h of Bri t iow t itidBira of Chefttr (the 
two aril Bifhops of tbofeSees ) were deprived alfo ; the firft fuccecded to by 
Holimnny once a Monckof Rejulimg • tbclaltby Co/et, fomctimes Fellow of 
MjgdMen, and afterwards Mailer of B*IU>1 College in Oxm. Finally, in the 
place of Doctor Rtchtrd S*mpf.tt Bifhop of Cat/* wrj and Licbjieh, who left 
this life on the 25 h. of September, Do&«r Radolph B*yne^ who had been Heb tr* 
Reader in/Wi/in the time of King Fnwrjs, was coni'ecrated Bifhop of that 
Church ; a man of better parts , but of a more inflexible temper than his Pre- 
decelTor. 

And now the Parliament begins, opened upon the 1 1 th. of November ,and 
dofed on the 16 th. of J****rj then next following. It had been offered to 
confideration in the former Selfion, That all A&s made againit the Pope in the 
Reign of King Henry mighr be declared null and void , for the berter encou- 
ragement of the Cardinal to come amongit us. Bat the Queen hadn:ither 
eloquence enough to perfwade, nor power enough to awe the Parliament , to 
that Conceffion : Nothing more hindred the dtffigne than general fear, that 
if the Popes were 06c reliorcdto their former power, the Church might 
challenge reftitutioir of her former pofTcffions ; Do but fecure them from 
that fear, then Pope and Cardinals mighc come and welcome. And to fecure 
them from that fear, they had not onely the promiieofthe King and Queen, 
but fome aflurance underhand from the Cardinal-Legat , who knew right 
well, that the Church Lands hid been fo chopped and changed by the two 
lad Kings, as not to bereftored without the manifeft mine of many of the No- 
bility, and mod of the Gentry, who were inverted in the fame. Secured on 
both fides, they proceed according to the King's defires , and parte a general 
Ac* for the repealing of all Statutes, which had been made againit the Power 
and JurifdicYion of the Popjs of Rome. But firft they are to be increated to ic 
by the Legate himfelf ; for the opening a wjy to whofe reception, they prepa- 
red a Bill, by which he wastobedifchargedofthc Attainture which had paf- 
f«d upon him in the year 1 539. reitored in Blood , and rendred capable of 
enjoying all thofe Rigntsand Privileges , which formerly he ftood poflened 
of in this Kingdom. For the palling of which Bill into Ad, the King and 
Queen touchfafed their prefence , as foon as it was fitted and prepared 
for them, not rtayingtill theendof the SelTion as at other times , becaufe the 
buuneffe might not mffer fuch a Ions delay. 

It was upon the 24 th. of November that the Cardinal came firft to London, 
and had bis Lodgings in or near the Court , till Ldmbetb-houfe could be made 
ready to receive him. Having repofed himfelf for a day or two, the Lords 
and Commons are required to attend their Majefties at the Court , where the 
Cardinal, in a very grave and eloquent fpeech, firft, gave them thanks for be- 
ing rcllored unro his Country ; in recompence whereof he told tbem, that he 
was come co reftore them to the Country and Court of Heaven, from which, 
by their departing from the Church , they bad been eftranged. He therefore 
earneltly exhorts them to acknowledge their errors, and checfully to receive 
that benefit which Chriftwas ready by his Vicar to extend unto tbem. His 
Speech is faid ro have been long and artificial y but it concluded to this pur- 
pofe, That he had the Keys to open them a way into the Church, which they 
had fhut againft themfelves, by making fo many Laws , to the dilhonour and 
reproach of the See Apoftolick: on the revoking of which Liws v they fhould 
find him ready to make ufeofhis Keys, in opening the doors of the Church 
onto them. Ir was concluded hereupon by both Houfes of Parliament, that 
a Petition (hould be made in the name of the Kingdom , wherein fhould be 
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An Rt£» ^* lnct * ** ow ^ orr y thc y werc » tbat tnc y n • d withdrawn their obedience from 
* ** the Apoilolick Scc> and confentingtothc Statues made againlt it ; promifing 
i ^ tfr * *' to do their belt endeavour hereafter , that the faiu Laws and Statutes fhould 
t be repealed; and befeeching the K-ng and c^ucen to intercede for them with 
' his Holinets, ihst th^y may be abiolvcd from the Crimes and Cenfures , and 
be received as penirent children into the bofom of the Church. 

Thele things being t has refolvcd upon , both Houfes are called again ro the 
Court on St. Andnwi day ; where feeing affembled in the p-efrncc of the 
Kingand Queen, they were asked by the Lord Chancellor tjMdh-.er^ whether 
they were pteafed, that Pardon fhould be demanded of theLegar , and whe- 
ther they would return to the Unity of the Church, and Obedience of the 
Pope , Supre.mi Head thereof. To which, when fome cryed Yea, and the reft 
faid nothing, rheir lilenicwas taken for content ; and to the Petition was 
prefented to their Majeliies in the name of the Parliament. WhLh being 
pubtirkly read, they arofe, with a purpofe to have moved the Cardinal in it; 
who meeting heir defires, declared his readinelTe in giving them that fatis- 
fa&ion which r hey would have craved- And having caufed the /uthoriry gi- 
ven him by the Popetobepublickly read, he fhowed how acceptable therc- 
pentanveofa finner was in the fignt of God, and that the very Angels in 
Heaven rejoyced at the convert on ofthis Kingdom. Which faid , they all 
kneeled upon rheir knees, and imploring the mercy of God , received abfolu- 
tion for themfelves and the rctt of the Kingdom ; which Abfolution was pro- 
nounced in thefe following words : 

Our LerdJefusChrifl , which with hit moft precious blood hath redeemed and 
wafh" d us from all our fins On ! iniquities t that he might pur chafe unto himfetfa 
glorious Spoufe , without fpot or wrmckje ; and whom the Father hath appointed 
Head over at hit Church , He by hts mercy ahfolve you. Andweby Apoftolicl^ 
Anther it j given un'out ( by the moft holy Lord Pope Julius the his Vicegerent 
here on earth!) do abfolve 9 *n,i deliver you, and every of you , with the nhole "Realm 
and the Dominions thereof 9 from all Herefie and Schifm , and from all and every 
Judgment ^Cenfures and Vaint y for that canfe incurred. And alfo we do re fl ore 
you again u*to the unity of our Mother t : he holy Church, as in our Letters m.re 
pi am, y it (haj appear; In th Name of the Father , the S'u, and the Holy Ghofl. 

Which words of his being feconded with a loud Amenby fuch as were pre- 
fect, he concluded the days work with a folemn Procelfion to the Chapel , 
for rendring Prayers and Thanks to Almighty God. And becaufe this great 
work was woughron St. Andrews 4*y , the Cardinal p'ocu red a Decree or 
Canon robe made in rhe Convocation of the Bifhcps and Clergy, that from 
thencefoth the Feaft of St. And ew fhould be kept in rhe Chur h of England 
for t Matus Duplex , as the Rituals call it , and celebrated with as much fo- 
lemnit y as any orher in the year. It was thought fit alfo, that the anions of 
the day mould be communi, ated on the Sunday following , being the fecond 
of December^ at st. Pa»fs C roffe> in the hearing of the Lord Mfyor, Aldermen, 
and the relt of rhe Ciry. According ro which appointment , the Cardinal 
wenr from Lambeth by water, *nd landing ar Sr aul's Wharf , from rhence 
proceeded ro rhe Church, with a C ofs, two Pillars, and two Pole-axes offil- 
verborn befo-e him. Received by the Lord Chancellor with a folemn Pro- 
ceflion, rhey rarried rill rh.* King came from Wellm^flf ; Immediately upon 
whofe comming. rhe l.rvd Ch im ellor went into the Pulpit, and preached up- 
on thofe words of Sr. P*<w,Rom i^. Fratres t fcientes qtiahora efijamuosdg 
fomnefureere, &c. In whi.b Sermon he declared whar had been done on the 
Friday before, in the fwb iffion which was made ro the Pope by the Lords and 
Commons, in the name of rhemfelves and the whole Kingdom; and the Ab- 
folution g'.in'Cd torhemby rhe Cardinal in rhe name of rhe Pope. Which 
done, and Pliers being made for the whole Eftate of the Catholic* Church, 
i the 
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the company was tor ctuc time dtfmilied. And on the Thurfday after, being An. Reg. 
the Fcalt of St. Nicbo di day , the Bifhops and Clergy then alTembledin their Mar. 2. 
Convocation, prefcmedthemfelves before the Cardinal at L.imbe\h , and 
kneeling reverently on their knees , they obtained pardon for all their Perju- 
ries, Schifms, and Hcrehcs : From which a formal Abfolution was pronoun- 
ced alfo , that fo all forts of people might partake of the Pope's Benediction , 
and thereby tetttrie their obedience and fubmilfioo to him. The news whereof 
being fpeedily polled over to the Pope, he caufednot oncly many folemn Pro- 
celfions to be made in Ror„e t tnd mod pares of Italy , but proclaimed a Jubilc 
to be held on the :41b. of December then next comming. For the antii ipating 
of which folemnity , he alleged this reafon, Thar it became him to imitate 
the father of the Prodigal child ; and having received his loft fon, not onely to 
exprefle a domeftical joy, but to invite all others to partake thereof. 

Daring this Parliament was held a Convocation alfo , as before was inti- 
mated , Bonner continuing Prefidcnt of it , and Henry Ce/e, Archdeacon of 
Ely, admitted to the office of Prolocutor. They knew well how the Cards 
were plaid, and that the Cardinal was to be entreated not to infill on the re- 
itoring ofCburch Lands, rather* to confirm the Lords and Gentry in their pre- 
fent poiTeiTions. And to that end, a Petition isp r epared to be prefented in the 
name of the Convocation, to both theit Majelties, that they would pleafc to 
intercede with the Cardinal in it. Which Petition being not eafte to be met 
withall, and never primed heretofore, is here fubjoyned, according co the 
tenour and effeft thereof in the LatineTougne. 

WE the Bijbyt and Clergy of the Province ^/Canterbury, afembledm Con- 
vocation during the fitting of this Parliament , according to the ant tent cm- 
ftom, with all dne reverence and humility do make known to your Maje flies , That 
though irf are appointed to take upon us the care and charge of all thofe Churches, 
in which we are pi ace d at B>[hops, Deans , Archdeacons, Parfons, or Vicars- as a/ft 
of the Soulsthcrein committed to us, together with all Goods, Rights and Privileges 
thereunto belonging , according to the true intent and meaning of the Canons made 
in that behalf- and that in this refpeOt we are bound toufeall law full means for tht 
recovery of thofe Goodt, Rights, Privileges, and Jurifdittions , which have been 
loft in the late defperate and pernicious Schifm % and to regain the fame unto t hi 
Church, as m her firft and right eflate ; Tet notwiib (landing, having tool^ mature 
deliberation of the whole matter among ft our felves, we cannot but ingenuoufly con- 
fejpf, that we know well how difficult a thing, if not impoffible , it is , to recover the 
faid Goods unto their Churches , in regard of the manifold unavoidable Contract, 
Sales, and Alienations, which have been made about the fame ; and that if any fucb 
thing thould be attempted , it would not onely redound to the di/furbance of the pub- 
lic^ peace, hut be a means, that the unity in the CatholickJZhnrch % which by the good- 
He jfe of jour Majeftics hadbten fo happily befmn 9 could not obtain its de fired effeil , 
without very great difficulty. hVljerefore preferring the public^ rood and quiet efthe 
Kingdom, before our own private commodities , and the falvatlen of fomany 
fouls , redeemed with the precious blood of Chr'tft , before amy earthly things wh.it- 
foever, and not Jeekjng our own, but the things ofjefus Cbrift t we do mofl earneftly 
and moft humbly befeech y ur Majefties , that you would gracioufly vouch fafe to 
intercede in our behalf witht^e moft reverend Father in God, the Lord Cardinal 
Pole, Legat a Latere, from his tlottneffe , our moftferene Lord, Pope Julius the 
third) as well to your moft excellent Mare flies , as to tht whole Realm of England , 
that he would pleafe to fettle and confirm the faid Goods of the Church , either in 
whole or tn part , as he tbmkj mifl fit, on the pre font occupants thereof t according 
to the towers and faculties committed to him, by the faid moft Jerene Lord the Pope 3 
thereby prefrring thepubhek^good before the private , the peace and tranquillity of 
the Reami before futes and troubles , and the falvation of Souls before earthly tre it- 
fur es. Arid for our parts, we do both now,- and for all times comming , givr confent 
to all and every thing, which by the faid Lord Legate [hall , in this cafe , be finally

' " courfe, that our Ecclefiaftical Rights , Liberties , 4^ Junfdiltions , w/ur A />*ve 

taken from us 9 by the iniquity of the former times* and without which we 
are not able to dif charge our common duties, either in the exercife of the pa/ford I 
Office, or the cure of fouls commuted to our trujt and care, may be again refiored un- 
to Hi, and he perpetually preftrved inviolable both to us and our Churches • and that 
all lames which have been made to the prejudice of this our jurifd:£tion 9 and other 
Ecclcftaftical libertie' 9 ir otherw'fe have proved to the hindrance of it, may be repea- 
led, to the honour of God,** alfo to the temporal andfpiritual profit , nat only of your 
[aid moft excellent Majefiy 9 b*t of all the Re.t'm ; giving our f elves atfured hope, 
that four mojl excellent Maje flits, according to your pngular pie y to Almighty God $ 
forfo many and great benefits received from him, will no: be wanting to the ntctfii- 
ttes of the King£m 9 and the occaftons of the Churches, having cure offou'.s,but that 
you would conpder and provide as necJjhall be, for the peace thereof. 

Which Petition being thus drawn op, was humbly offered to the Legate, in 
the name of the whole Convocation, by the Lord Chancellor, (who was pre- 
terit at the making of ic):he Prolocutor and fix others of the lower houfe.And 
it may very well be thought to be welcome to him, in regard it gave him fome 
good colour for not touching on fo harfh a thing, asthe reftoring of Church 
lands. Concerning which he was not ignorant that a mclfage had been fene 
to the Pope in the name of the Parliament, to defire a confirmation of the fale 
of the lands belonging to Abbies,Chanteries,&c. or otherwife to let him know 
that nothing could be granted in his behalf. And it is probablc,that they recei- 
ved fome fair promifesto that efuft, in regard that on the New years day 
j then next following, the Aft for reltoring the Pope's fupremacy, was parted in 

" * both honfes of Parliament, and conld not but be entertain'd for one of the \ 
moft welcome New years Gilts which ever had been gi en to a Pope of Rome. 
"What the Pope did in retribution. we arc told by Sleidan,va whom wc find rhac 
he confirmed all thofe Bifhops in their feveral Sees, which were of Catholick 
perfwafions.and had been confecrared in the time of the Sihifm,as alfo that he 
eftablifhed fuch new Bifhopricks which were erected in the time of K'ng Hen- 
ry the 8th. and made good all fuch manages, as otherwife might be fubjecfc nn- 
todifputc. He adds a confirmation alio, (which I fomewhat doubt) of the 
Abby lands, and tel!eth,rhat all this was ratified by the Bull of Pope Paul the 
4th. He difpenfed alfo by the hand ofrhe Cardinal, with irregularity in feve- 
ral perfons, confirmed the Ordination and Institution of Clergy men in their 
Callings and Benefices ; legitimated the children of forbidden manages, and 
ratifiedthe procefTes and fentcn^e« if natters Ecclefiaftical* Which general 
favours notwithfhndine, every Biftiopin particular, (except only the Bifhop 
of Landaff} mod humbly fougfic. and obtained pardon of the Pope for their 
former errour, not thinking themfclves to be fufficiently fecured by any gene- 
ral difpenfation, how large foever. And fo the whole matter being tranfa&ed 
to the content of all parties, (the poor Proteftants excepted only)on Friday the 
25th. of January, beingthc Fealt of the Conversion of Saint Paul, there was a 
general and folemn ProcefTion throughout London, to give God thanks for 
their convcrfion to the Catholick Church. Wherein (to fet out their glori- 
on j pomp) were ninety Croflcs,one hundred fixty Prietts and Clarks, each of 
them attired in his Cope ; and after them eight B (hops in their Po»tificatibus, 
followed by Bonner, carrying the Popifh P/aTunder a Canopy, and attended by 
the Lord Mayor and Companies in their feveral Liveries. Which folemn 
ProcefTion being ended,they all rernrncd inro the Church of St /W,where the 
Kins an< j Cardinal,together with all the reft, heard Mafs, and the next day the 
Parliament and Convocation weic dilfolved. 

Nothing 
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Nothing now retted, but the fending of a folemn Embafl'ery in the name of An 
tbc King and Kingdom, to t be Court of Rome 3 (n: reltifying thdr fubmillion to m 
his Holinefs,and receiving his Apoitolical benedi&ion.To which employment m 
were dehgned Sir A-tbonj 2fr«wr,who on the 2drof September had been crca- 
ted Vifcount Mvuutacute, in regard of his defcent from Sir John Nevil> whom 
King Edward tbc 4th. advanced unto the Title of Marqutffc Moumacare, as be- 
ing the lecond fon of Richard Nevil Earl of Sarifbur;, and Alice his wife, 
daughter and heir of t homos Mount acute, the laft and molt renowned Earl of 
Sdrisbnry t of that Name and Family. With whom was joined in Commiilion 
as another Ambaflador extraordinary, Dr Thomas Thurtby, Bifhop of £/;, to- 
gether with S'\t Edward Kam, appointed to recide as Ordinary in the Papal 
Court. On tbc x 8th day 6( February, they began their journy, but f ound fo 
great an alteration when they came to Rome, that Pope Ju'sus was not only 
dead, but that Marctllus, who fucceeced him, was deceafed alfo ; fo that the 
honour and felicity of this addrefs from the King of England, devolved on 
Cardinal Carafo, (no great friend of Poles) who took unto hirWelf thi name of. 
Paul the 4th. on the full day of whofe Papacy, it chanced that the three Am- 
batradors came firft to Rome. It was in the full Confiltory alfo, after his «m«- 
guraiion, that the Ambaffadors were brought before him : Where prortrating 
themfelves at the Pope's fect,they in the name of the Kingdom, acknowledged 
cjie faults committed, relating them all in particular, (forfo the Pope was 
pleas*d to have it) conferring that they had been ungrateful for fomany bene* 
ncs received from the Church, and humbly craving pardon for it. The pardon 
was not only granted, and the Ambafladors lovingly imbraced ;but as an over- 
plus, tbc Pope was pleas'd to honour their Majelties with the Title of Kings 
of Ireland. Which Title he conferred upon them, by the authority which the 
Popes pretend to have from God t in eretting and fubverting Kingdoms. He 
knew right weH that Irelaxi had been erected into a Kingdom by King Henry 
the 8th. and that both Edward the 6th. and the Queen now reigning, hadai- 
wayes uled the Title of Kings of Ireland in the ftyle Imperial : But he concei- 
ved himielf not bound to take notice of it, or to relinquifh any privilege 
which hid been exercifed in that kind by his predeceffors, And thereupon he 
found out this temperament, that is to fay, todiflemble his knowlege of that 
which had been done by ,and of himfelf to ere& the Ifland into a King- 
dom; that fo the world might be induced to believe, that the Queen rather 
nfed that Title as indulged by the Pope, than as affumed by her Father. And 
this he did according tot fecrec myftery of Government in the Church of 
Rbme,\T\ giving that which they could not take from the poffeflbr ; as on the 
other fide fomc Kings to avoid contentions, have received of them rhair own 
proper goods, as gifts ; and others have diffembled the knowledge of the Gift, 
and the pretence of the Giver. 

Thefe things being thus difpatched inpublick, the Pope had many private 
difconrfes with the Ambaffadors, in which he found fault that the Church 
goods were not wholly reftored ; faying, that by no means ic was to be role- 
rared>and thar it was ncceflary to render all, even to a farthing. He added, that 
the things which belong rt> God^ tould never be applied to humarte ufes, and 
that he who withholderh the leaft part of them, was in continual Hate of dam- 
nation ; that if he had power to grant tbem, he would do it molt readily , for 
the fatherly alkcYion which he bare unto them, and for the experience 
which he had of their filial obedience ; but that his authority was not fo large 
as to prophane things dedicated ro Almighty God ; and therefore he would . 
hate the people of England be allured, that thefc Church lands would bean 
Anathema,** an accurfed thing, which by the juft revenge of God would keep 
the Kingdom in perpetual infelicity. And of this he charged the AmbafTadors 
to write immed*mely,not fpeaking it once or twiceonly.but repeating it upon 
all occafions.Hc alfo told therrvthat the Peter-Penct ought to be paid afloon as 
might be, and that according to tht cuftome he wonldfendaCoileaor fot 
* & that 



\ 
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A Rea tbatpurpofe, lotting them know, that Imnich had exercifed that charge in 
*" Extend, for three years together ; and that he wis mmh edified by feeing the 
** ar ' 2 * lo.-wardnefs of the people" in that contribution, The difconrfc upon which 
T 5^5« particular he dofed with this, that they could not hope that St Prer would 
— ' n totnem t hi gates of Heaven, as long as they ufuiped his goods on earth. 
To all which talk the AmbalTadors could not chufe but give a hearing, and 
knew that they fhould get no more at their coming home. 

At their departure our of£»f""»^, they left the Queen in an opinion of 
her being with child, and doubted not but that they fhould congratulate net 
fafe delivery, when they came to render an account of their imployment ;but 
it proved the contrary. The Queen about three months after her mariagc, be- 
gan to find itrong hopes, not only that fhe had c onetived,but alfo that flbe was 
tar gone with child. Notice whereof was fent by Letters co Bonner, from the 
Lords of the Council, by which he was required 10 caufc /'* Demm to be fang 
in all the Churches of his Diocefs, with continual prayers to be made for the 
Queen's fafe d^wery. And for example to the rell, thefe commands were 
executed firll on the 18th. of November, DiChmdfcj one of the Prebends of 
Paul's preaching ar the Crofs,in the prefenceof the Bifhopof London y and nine 
other Bifhops, the Lord Mayor and Aldermen attending in their fcarlet Robes, 
and many of the p incipjl Ciuzens in their feveral Liveries. Which opinion 
gathering greater ftrengrhwith the Queen, and belief with the people, it was 
EnaftedDy the Lords and Commons then luting in Parliament, "Thatitit 
a fhould happen to the Queen oiherwifc than well in the time of her travel, 
«' that then the King fhould have the politick Government, Order and Admi- 
" nillration of this Realm, during the tender yeais of her Majeftie's iffue, toge- 
«ther with the Rule, Order, Education and Government of the faid iflue. 
«« Whkhthargeashe was pleafed to undergo at their bumble fute, fothey 
"were altogether as forward to confer it on him ; not doubting, but that du- 
" ringthe time of fnch Government, he would by all wayesand means, iludy, 
" travail, and imploy himfelf to advance the weal,both puWick and private, of 
« this Realm, and Dominions thereunto belonging, according to the truft re- 
«* pofed in him, with no lefs good will and affection, than if his Highnefs had 
«* been naturally born amonglt us. Set Forms of Prayers were alfo made for 




t up the trouble, might mth joj^ laud and praife y &c. Great preparations wete 
alfo made of all thirg< necelTary, againll the time of her delivery, which was 
fuppofed would fall our abour fvbufun tide, in t he month of even to the 
providing of Midwivcs, Nurfes, Rockers and the Cradle too. And fo far the 
hopes thereof were entertained, that on a fudden rumour of her being delive- 
red, the bels were rung,and bonfires made in tr.oft parts of London. The like fo- 
lemnities were ufed at Antwtrj>,by difchargins; all the Ordnance in the Eng- 
lish fhips ; for which the Mariners were gratified by the Queen Regent with 
ioo Pillolers. In which,as all of them fcem'd to haveafpice of madnefs in 
them, fo none was altogethei fo wild as theCnrate of St Anns ncer AU*rfr*u t 
whotook upon him after rhc end of the Proceflionjto defcribe rhe proportion 
of the child, how fair, how beautiful, and great a Prince it was,tbe like where- 
of had never been feen. 

But fo it hapned, that notwithftanding all thefe triumphs jt proved in fine, 
that the Queen neither was with child at the prefent, nor had any hopes ofbe- 
• ino fo for the time to come. By fome it was conceived, that this report was 
raifed upon policy only, to hold her up in the affection of her husband, and the 
love of her fubje&sby orhers, that fhe had been troubled with a Timpany, 
which not only made her belly fwell, but by the wirdinefsof rhedifeafe, pof- 
fefs'dhcr with a fancy of her being quick. And fomeagaim have left in writing, 
that having had the misfortune of a falfe conception; which bred in heni 

neihy 
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fiefh y and informed tubltancc, by the Pnyiicians called a AU , the continual R 
increafe whereof > and the agitation it made in her , occafioned her to believe jj' 
what fhe molt delired, and to report what (he believed. But this informed ar ' 2m 
lump being taken from her wirti no imall difruulry, did not onely turn her '£55 
fuppofed joy to fhame and forrow, but made mu h game araopgrt fome of the 
2m ttglism Gofpcllers , (for I cannoc think, that any true Englifh P.otdlant 
could make fport thereat) who w«re fo far from dehring that the Queen 
fhould have any Iflueto fucceed in the Throne, that they prayed God by 
. (hortning her days to deprive her of it. Infomuch that one R />, the Miniiter 
to a private Congregation in Bow Churchyard^ did ufetop ay , 7 k.v God would 
either turn her he<*rt from Idolatry, or el ft far ten her days. On whi h occaiion , 
and fome oth:ri of the like ill nature, an Act was made in the laid Patliamenr, 
forpunifhing of traiterous words againll the Queen ; in which it wasenaded, 
That ttje faid Praicrs, and all othersofthe like mitchievous quality, fhould be 
interpreted to be high trcafon againit the Queen. The like exhorbitances I 
find too frequent in this Queens Reign, to which fome men were fo tranf- 
ported by a furious zeal, that a Gun was ih ;t at one Do£tqr Pendleton , ashe 
preached at Si. Paul's Crofs onSun<Ltj the ioth. of June t Anna 1554. the 
Pellet whereof went very near him ; but the Gunner was not to be board of. 
Which occafioned the Queen to pubtifh a Proclamation wirhm few days af- 
ter, prohibiting the fhooting in Hand-guns, and the bearing of weapons. Be- 
fore which time , that is to fay, on the 8' h. of April, fome of them had caufed 
a Cat to be hanged up >n> a Gallows , near the Crofs in Chtayfide , withher 
head (horn, thelikenefs of a Veftment call upon her, and h.*r two fore- feec 
tied together, holding between »hem a piece of paper irrthe form of a Wafer, 
Which tending fo apparently to the difgrace of (he Religion then by Law 
cflablifhed , wasfhowed the fame day, being Sunday y zt St. P**.''t Crofle, by 
the faid Doctor Pendleton ; whkh pqlfibly might be the fole reafon of the mif- 
chief fo defperarely intended to him. 

Such were the madneffesof thofePeople; but the Orthodox and foberPro- 
teflant fhall be brought to a reckoning , and forced t o pay dearly for the fol- 
lies of thofe men > Which it was not in their powers to hinder. The Gover- 
nors of the Church exafperated by thefe provocations, and the Cyieen 
charging fVyat's Rebellion on the Proieftant party , (he both agreed on the re- 
viving of fome antient Statures made in the time of King Richard the ad. King 
Henry the 4rh. and King Henry the sth. for the fevere punifhment of obliinate 
Hereticks, even to death it felf. Whit h Aft being parted , t he r hree great Bi- 
fhops of the time were not alike minded for « he putting it in execm ion. The 
Lord Cardinal was clearly of opinion , that they fhould relt themfelves con- 
tented with the reflitotion of their own Religion ; that the faid three Sratu^es 
fhould be held forth for aterrouronely,but that no opsn perfe( ution fhould 
be raifed upon them; following therein, as he affirmed , the tounfdl fenr unto 
the Queen by CLarls the Emperour, at her firllcomrningro the Crown , by 
whom fhe was ^dvifed to create no troubble unto any man for matter of con- 
fcience, but to be warned unto the contrary by his example, who by endea- 
vouring to rompell others to his own Religion , had tired and fpent himfclf 
in vain . and pnrchafed nothing by it but his owndifhonour. But the Lord 
Chancellor Ga dimr could not like of this, to whom it feemed to be all one , 
never to have revived the faid three Statutes , as nor to fee them put in exe- 
cution. That f ->me blood fhould be drawn in cafe of refra&orlnefle, and an in- 
corrigible non-conformity, he conceived moft neceffary. But he would have 
the Ax laid onely to the Root of tbeTree , the principal fupporters of the He- 
reticks, to he taken away , whether they were of the Ecclefiaftical Hierarchy, 
or the Lay-Nobility; and fome of the more pragmatick preachers to be cut 
off alfo; the reft of the people to be fpared, as they who mcerly did depend on 
the power of the other. Let but the Shepherds be once fmitten , ani the whole 
flock will prcfently be Ccattered, withbur further trouble.

Mar. 2 . having faid, ( as it he had been pumping for a rciolution ) he took his times to 
1 5 ^ 5- make it known unto the other two , that be perceived they were as willing as 

l/Vv himfelf, to have the Catholic k Religion entertained in all parts of the King- 
dom, though neither of them feemed defirous to ad any thing in it, or take 
the envy on himfelf; that he was well enough pleafed with that reOervednene , 
hoping they did not mean it for a precedent unto him or others,who had a mind 
to (hew their zeal and forwardnels in the Catholick caufe. Have 1 not feen . 
(faith he) that the Hcreticks themfelves have broke the Ice , in putting one of 
their own number (I think they called him by the name of Servant") to a cru- 
ell dearh. Could it-be thought no crime in them, to take that more fevere 
courfe againft one of their brethren, for holding any contrary do&rine , from 
that which they had publickly agreed amongft them? And can they be fo/illyj or 
ib partial rather , as to reckon .it for a crime in us , if we proceed againft them 
with the l*ke feverity , andpunifta thembythemoft extream rigour of their 
own example ? J plainly fee, that neither you my Lord Cardinal , nor you 
my Lord Chancellor , have any Anfwer to return to my prefent Argument , 
which is furtkient to encourage me to proceed upon it. 1 cannot a& Canoni- 
aily againft any of them, but fuch as live within the compaffe of my jurif- 
dichon, in which I fliall deli re no help nor countenance from either of you. 
But as for fuch as live in the Dioceffe of Canterbury , or that of Wtnchefter , or 
otherwife not within my reach in whar place focve* , let them be fent for up 
by order from the Lords of the Council) committed to the Tower, the Fleet , 
or any other Prifon within my Dioceffe, And when I have them in my clutches, 
Ww let God do fo, and more to B*n»er, if they fcape his fingers. 

The Persecution thus refolved on , home goes the bloody Executioner, 
armed with as much power as the Law could give him , and backed by the 
Authority of fo great a King , taking fome of her of the Bifhops to him, con- 
vents before him certain ofthe Preachers of King Edwards time , who former- 
ly had been committed to feveral prifons; of whom it was demanded, Whe- 
ther they would ftand to their former doftrines , or accept the Queens Pardon 
and Recant > To which it was generally and Aoutly anfwered , T^hn they 
would ftand unto their doctrines. Hereupon followed that Inquifition for 
blood which raged in London , and more or lefs was exercifed in molt parts of 
the Kingdom. The firft that led the way was Mr. John Robert, a right learned 
ma^ and a great companion of that 'Jj»d*l, by whom the Bible was tranflated 
into Englilli in the time of King Henry : After whofc Martyrdom, not dating 
to return into his own country , he retired to fVitubergt \a the Dukedom of 
S*x»nic , where he remained till King Edward's comming to the Crown , and 
Was by Bifhop Ridley preferred to the Lecture of St. Pam/s » and made one of 
the Prebends. Nothing the better liked of for bis Patron's fake, he was con- 
vented and condemned , and publickly burnt in Smitbfitld on the 41b. of Fe- 
bruary. On the 9 th. day of which Month , another fire was kindled -at G/e- 
cefter for the burning of Mr. John Hooper , the late Bifhop thereof , of whom, 
fufficient hath been fpoke in another place ; condemned amongft the reft at 
London, but appointed to be burnt in Glocefter , as the place in which he moft 
had finned , by fowing the feeds offalfe doctrine amongft the people. The 
news whereof being brought unto him, be rejoyced exceedingly , in regard of 
that excellent opportunity which was thereby offered , for giving teftunony 
by his death to the truth of that Do&rine , which had fo oft founded in their 
ears, and now (hould be confirmed by tbe fight of their eyes. The Warranc 
for whofe burning was in thefe words following, as I find it in the famous Li- 
brary of Sir Robert Cotton. 

whertu. John Hooper , who of late mm caked Bfief of Worcefter **d Glo* 
cefter, it bj due order ofthe Laws Ecclefiafttcal comltmnrd , avoi judged for a

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preached a»A taught mofi pefiileut Hertfiet and Dottrhe to our S^ttls there , Jfft ISSJLm 
have therefore give* order, that the fatd Hooper, wboyctperjijlethebflinaic, ami 
refufeih mercy when it was grotto* jlj offered , jhall fa put to execution in the faid 
Cin of Glocefter , for the example ana tcrreur of others, fuch a* he hath there ft- 
duccd and mi f-t ought, and becaufe he hath done mofi harm there. And will that 
you, tolling toyoujome of reputation, dwelling iu that Shire, fuch at you thinl^bejf , 
fhiil repair unto your fatd Cay , and be at the faid execution , affixing our t^Mayor 
and Sheriffs of the fame City in th'n behalf. Andforafmnch as the fatd Hooper is , 
At other Heretickj, a vain-glorious perfon, and delighted in hit tongue , to perfwadc 
ftchatbe bath (educed to perfiff in the mi fcr able opinions that he ha h fown amongfl 
them, our pie a fur t is therefore , and we require you to takje order, that the faid Hoo- 
per he neither at the time of his execution , n»r ingoing to the place there, piffercd 
tojpeak.at large, but thither to be ledejuteily, aidin filence t for efchtwing of further 
ii$ficlieu, and fuch inconveniences at may otherwife e*f*e iu this part. Whereof fail 
ye not, at ye tender ourpleafure, &c. 

The like courfe was alfo taken with Bifhop Faxrar , but that I cb not find 
him retrained from fpeak'mghis mind unto the peoplcas the other was: A man 
of an impliutible nature , which rendredhim the lefs agreeable to either fide ; 
caliinto prifon by the Protectant, and brought out to his death and martyr- 
dom by the Popifh party. Beingfound in prifon at the death offing Edward , 
he might have fared as well as any of his ranck and order, who had no hand in 
iht interpofing for Queen June , if be had governed himfelf with thatdifcrc- 
tion, and given fuch fair and moderate Anfwcrs, as any man in his condition 
might have honciUy done. Buc being called before Bifhop Gardiner, he behaved 
himfelf fo proudly , and .gave fuch offence , that he was fenc back again to 
prifon, and after condemned for an obftinate Heretick. Bat for the fentence 
of his condemnation, he was fent into his own Diocefs , there to receive it at 
the hand of Morgan , who had fupplanted and fucceeded him in the See of 
St. Davids. Which cruell wretch having already took poflcflion , could con- 
ceive no way fafer for his future eftablifhment , than by imbruing his hands 
in the blotS of this learned Prelate, and to make fure with him, for ever 
claiming a reftitution, or camming in by a Remitter to his former eftate ; in re- 
fcrence'whereunto he paft fentence on dim, caufed him to be delivered to the 
Civil Magiltrate, nor defying till he had brought him to the Stake on the third 
of March, more glad to fee him mounting unto Heaven in a fiery Chariot, than 
once Elijha was on the lik&tranflation of the Prophet Elijah, I fhall fay no- 
thing in this place of the death and martyrdom of Dr. Rowland Taylox , Reftor 
of Had 'ey in the County of Hartford , and there alfo burned, Felr. o. Or of 
7ohnCardmalejr, Chancellor of the Church o(?VeBi, who fuffered the like 
dcarh \a London on the laft of May % Or of Laurence Sanders, an excellent 
Preacher , martyr'd at Coventry, where he had fpent the greater! part of his 
Miniftry, who fuftxred in the fame month alfo, but three weeks fooner than the 
other; Or of John Bradford , a righc holy man, and a diligent Preacher , con- 
demned by Bonner , and brought unto the Stake in Smithfeld on thefirft of 
1*h> though he had deferved better of that bloody Butcher,(but that no cour- 
tefie* can oblige a cruel and ungrateful perfon ) in faving the lifcofDoaor 
Bourn his Chaplain, as before was fhowed : Or finally of any of the reft of the 
noble Army of Martyrs , who fought the Lords Battels in thofe times ; oncly 
T fhall infirt on three of the principal Leaders , and take a fhort view of the 
reft in the general Mutter.

Which being applied by fome of the fpe&atOK 
to his pot of drink, 6ccafiohed*m6re fport and merimcnt than his firft miftake. 
But let them laugh that Win, as the Proverb hath it. and Wejlofs is refiolved to 
Win the race, wholoevewuns bell. The tumult and diforderof this deputati- 
on hath been touched bef6re> and may ins fecn at large, withal! the Argu- 
ments and Anfwers of either fide, in the ^rfiand Mot. Sufb*:e it in this place 
to know,that having (bveralty made good their appointed dayes, they Werfe all 
tilled together on F May the aoch. ofthat month, fVeflon then fitting with the 
reft in th^ nature of Judg:s, by whom they were demanded, whether they 
Would fubferibe of hot ? which when they had fcveraliy refuted to do, their 
fehtdnce was pronounced by the Prolocutor in the name of the reft, in which 
tbey ftttt dt(.\ir6d to h no members of the Church, and that therefore* they, 
their patrons and followers, We re condemned as Hereticks.ln the reading where!- 
ofi they were again feverally asked whether they wbuld thrn or not i to which 
they feverally infwered, read on in Cod's namt, for they were refolved not to 
turn. And fo the fentence being pronounced, they were returned again cb 
their feverii prifon*, there to expeft what execution would enfne upon it. 

And execution there was none to enfue upon it, till the end of the Seflibn 
of i > arliarrie 4 nt then next follow ins;,beca'ufe till then, there was bo law in force 
for puttiftg riefeiicks to tkath, as in former time*. During which interval 
they exerc tied themfeives in their private ftudies, or in fome godly meditati- 
ons, Writing corifolatdry Letters unto fuch of their friends as were reduced by 
the iniquity of the times, to the. like extremity; amongft which, as theyi un- 
der ftood their dear brother Mr fehn Hoofer, Bifhop of 6/tce/rer,to have been 
marked out for the flaughterj fo that intelligence revived in Bifhop Ridley's 
thoughts, the* remembrance of that cohtr'overfie which had been between tberti 
(concerting the Epifcopal haou) in the tirrfc of King Edward. There i$ no 
<joeftion to be made,but that they had forgotten and forgiven that quarrel long 
before ; yet Ridley did not thinx he hadh done enough, if be left not to the 
Wofld fbfne teftimoriy of their rfuitual charity, as well as their confenc in do- 
ctrine, f6ch as might Witnefs to the World,that they maintained the fitrit of»*i- 
Hi* the Bond if peace. Concerning which he writes to him in this manner 
following ,- vit. ■■ ■ But now my dear timber , ftrafmitfhas Ittndtrfiandby 
jteur bfoh which' I have but fuperjictaity feen, toot we throughly agree, and wholly 
fon'fini together in t hop thin as which are the grounds and fubfiamial points of our 
Aeli£ ion, dgainft the which the world (o fur ion fly ragtth in theft our dayes, however 
in times pap in certain by-matters and ctrcttmflances of Religion., tour wtfdtm and 
sir? pmplitiiy(l mufl eonfeffe) have a little jarred, tack of us following th» abtuu- 
idiieofhit o'wigtor'ii.

\S V~^J Comforted with reciprocal letters of this holy nature, they both prepared 
themfelves for death, in which Hooper had ihe honour to lead-tbe way, as be- 
ing more in Bnner*s eye when the Act paft for reviving the Statutes before 
mentioned in the cafe of Hercfie. But Hoop.-r having led the way, and many 
ether godly and religious men following the fame tract which he had made, it 
came at lalt unto the turn of thefe reverend Prelates to pafs through the fame 
r a jea to the Land of Promt fe. In order whercunto, aCommiflion is directed 
from the Pope to Dr James Brojbj, Bifhop of Gloceffer, by which he is autho- 
rized as Subdelegare to his Holincfs, to proceed in the caufe o( Thomas Cran- 
mer, Archbifhop oi Canterbury. The like CommifTion is directed to Dr M*r- 
f/*,and Dt Sio>j t to attend the bufinefs, as delegated thereunto by the King 
and Queen, before whom convented in St Marfs Church on the t ath.of 
September he did his reverence to the two Doctors, as Commiflioners for the 
King and Queen, but could not be petfwaded to fhew any refpect to the Bi- 
fhop of G/ky/tV , becaufc commiflionated by the Prpe. He had before ab- 
jur*d the Popes (upremacy in the time of Kirg Henry, and would not now 
fubmitunto it in the Reign of Queen Mary, defiling the Bifhop not to 
interpret it an affront to his perfon, to whom oiherwife he fhould gladly 
pay alt due regards, had he appeared in any other capacity than the P\,pes 
Commiflioner. Not being able to remove him from that refolution,they pro- 
pounded to him certain Articles concerning his having been twice maricd, 
his denyal of the Pope's fupremacy, his judgement in the point of the blefled 
Sacrament, his having been declared an Heretick by the late Prolocutor, and 
the reft of the Commiflioners there aiTembled. To all which Articles he fo an- 
fwered, as to deny nothing of the charge in matter of fact, but only to Hand 
upon his iuflification in point of Doctrine. The whole proceeding being fum- 
medup, he is cited to appear before the Pope within 8o dayes. To which he 
faid that he was molt willing fo to do, if the K : ngand Queen would pleafe to 
fend him. And fo he was returned to the prifon from whence be came, and 
there kept fafe enough ftom making any joutny to Rtm* t remaining in fafe cu- 
ftody till he was brought out to lufferdeath,of which more hereafter. 

On the i8tti. of the fame month, comes out another CommifTion from the 
Cardinal Legate,direeted to John ff&«>*,Bifhop of Lincoln,"] ames 2bw^/,Bifhop 
of Glocefier, and John Holyman, Bifhop of Briftow t or any two of them : ina- 
bling them to proceed to the degradation of the other two Bifhops, if they re- 
tracted not thofe doctrines, for holding which they had been formerly de- 
clared robe Hercticks. But they couragioufly adhering to their firlt opini- 
ons,and otherwife expreflin«» as little reverence to the SublUtures of the Car- 
dinal Legate, as Crammer had done to the Commiflioners of the Pope, the fen- 
rence was pronounced upon tbcm to this effect ; that is to fay •♦That foraf- 
"muchasthe faid Nicholas Ridley, and Hugh Latin.tr, did affirm, maintain, 
•* and Bubbornly defend certain opinions and Heretics contrary to the Word 
* of God, and the received faith of the Church ; as firft, Indexing the true 
a»d a at oral body ofChrift,and bis natnral blood to be in the Sacrament of the slltar, 
1. fn affirming the fubft once of bread and trine tort main after the rrords of the con- 
fecration. And $. In denying the Maffe to be a lively facrifice of the Chnrckfor 
thttjnicb^ and the dead, and by no means could be reduced from the fame : that 
therefore they the faid Join of Lincoln^ James oiGlocefrer, and John of B'i(rol % 
did ad judge and condem n t hem the faid N. Ridley, and H. Latimer as Hereticks, 
both by word and deed, to be degraded from the degree of a Bifhop, from 
Pried hood, and all other Ecclefiaftical Orders; declaring them moreover to 
be no members of the Church, and therefore to be committed to the fecular 
power*, to receive due punifbrncm according to the Tenor of the temporal 

Lawes. 
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Laws. According to wmch Sentence, they were both degraded on the Mth. ^n, Reg. 
otOB«btr 9 and brought unto the Stake in the Town-ditch over againlt Bahol ^* 
College on the morrow after, wherewith great conllancy and courage they j 
endured thar death , to which they had been pre-condemned before, they were i^w-^j 
heard* Cranmtr was prifoner at that time in the North gate of the City, called 
Btcard»s from the top whereof he beheld that molt dolefull fpettacle^ and ca- 
lling himfelf upon his knees , he humbly befeeched ths Lord to endue , them 
with a fufficienr Urength of Faith and Hope; which he alfo defircd for himlelf, 
whenfocver he fhoulcf aft his part on that bloody Theater. 

But he muttltay the Popes leifure before he was to be brought on the 
Scaee again. The Queen had been acquainted with fuch difcourfes, as had paf- 
fed betwixt the Pope and her AmbaflTadors, when they were at Rome • and (he 
appeared defirous to have gratified him in his demands. But the Kings abfencc, 
who fet fail for Calais on the fourth of Stftemhtr , and the next moining 
took his journey to the Emperor*s Court , whiebwas then at B'xxels , rcn- 
dredriie matrer not fo fcafible as it might have been, if he had continued in the 
Kingdom. For having called a Parliament to begin on the 1 i of Oilohtr , fhe 
caufed many of the Lords to be dealt withall touching the palling of an A£l 
for the rdforing of all fuch Lands as had belonged unto the Church , and were 
devolved upon rhe Crown, at\d from the Crown into the hands of privet per- 
fonVbythefallof Monafteries, and other Religious HouXes , or by any other 
ways or means whmfoever. But fuch a general averfnefc was found amonglt 
them, that fhe was advifed to dcfill from thar unprofitable undertaking. Cer- 
tain it is, that many who were cordially atTeftedco the Queens Religion, 
were very much Hartlcd at the noifc of this Reftkution , iafomuch that fome 
©fthemarc faid to hjvedapt their hands up m their fwords, affirming, not 
without fome Oat hs, that they would never part with their Abbey- Lands a$ 
long as they were able ro wear a f word by their fides* Which being fi.-jniiied; 
cotheQueen, it feemedgoodtoher to let fall that iute for the prcfem, and 
10 give them good example for the time to c6nri£,lby palling an, Aft, forren 
lealwg the Clergy from the payment of fir (1 Fruirs and Tenths, which had 
been formerly verted in the Crown in the Reign of her Father. Againft 
which when it was objected by fome of the Lords of the Council , that the 
ttate of her Kingdoms and Crown Emperial could not be fo honourably 
maintained a9 in former times, if fuch a considerable part of the Revenue 
were difmembered from it ; fhe is faid to have returned this anfwer,. That fhe 
preferred the falvation of her Soul before ten fuch Kingdoms. She procured 
another Aft to be parted alfo , which very much redounded to the benefit of 
the two Universities , inhibiting all Purveyors from taking up any provifions 
for the ufe of the Court within five miles of Oxen or Camkridjit j by mean* 
whereof, thofe Markets were more plentifully ferved with all forts of Pro-r 
vifions than in former times, and at more reafonable rates than otherwife 
they could have been, without that rertraint. In her firft Parliament, the better 
toindear herfelftothe common fubjeft, fhe had releafed a Subfidie which was 
due unco her,by an Aft ofParliameat made in the time of King&fo4'^the fixth. 
And now to make her fome amends , they gave her a Subfidie of four (hillings 
in the Pound for Lands , and two fhillingg eight-pence in the pound for 
Goods. In the drawing up of which Aft , an Oath, which had been formerly . 
prefcribed to all manner of perfons, for giving in a juft account of their ettatet, 
was omitted wholly, which made the Suofidie ftnek beneath expectation. But 
the Queen came untotheCrown by the love of the people, and was to do no- 
thing to the hazard oftheiraffeftions, which fhe held it by. 

At the fame time was held a Convocation alfo, for fummoning whereof, a 
Writ was ifTued in the name of the King and Queen, to the Dean and Chant 
terofthe Metropolitical Church oiCumtrkitrj , the See being then vacant by 
the attaindure of Archbifhop Crtnmer. St*** pr efides in it as before, Boxb*g 
then Warden of Mnchtjlcr preacheth (though not in the capacity) at the open- 
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A / Re* ir » oi !r 5 an£ * Do ^ or J ol} ' c> W»y-* > De?n of Norwich, is chofen Prolo- 
Jl' , lV to^or the Houfe oftheCletgy. Bur r ! w c: ..i buhncfle done therein was the 
K " ^* "ranting of a Subudw oi Ux 'fb.Hing* in the. pound co be paid out of all their 
x -55 5« litclefiaHical Promotions in three y Jrs th/n following. Nor was it without 
reafon that they were enduced to i-j large a gram ; The Queen nad atfually 
rciiored unto them their FtrH-fruii> and It n< Us , though at that time the 
Crown was not in fuch a plentiful condition; a« to part with fuch an annual 
income And fhc had promifed alio, ( at appear? b/ the Records of the Con- 
vocation) to render back unto the Church all fu h Impropriation;, Tithes, and 
po tion of Tithes, as were ftill remaining in the Ccown. For the difpofing of 
which Grant to the belt advantage, the Cardinal Legat, at the Queens detue, 
had conceived an lnltrument , which was then ofte red to she contid.-rar on of 
the Prolocutor, and the rett of the Clergy; it was propofed alio by the Bifhop 
of £/j>, that fome cert a n learned men might be chofen out of the Houfe, to 
review alt i he anticnt Canons, t o fit chem to the p relent Hate of the Church ; 
and where they found any thing defc&ivc in them , to upply that defeft , by 
making futh new C .nons and Conftitut ions , as being approved of by the 
Lords, mould be made obi gatory to the Clergy , arnlth; reitof the Kingdom. 
This was well mov'o , and fe.Vd to entertain the time; but 1 find nothing 
in purfuancc of ir. 

But on the other fide, the Prolocutor bringing up the Bill of rheSuWidies 
inth!end oiOdobtr , propounds three points unio their Lordfhips, which 
much conduced to the eltablifhmcm and advantage of the prejudiced Clcgy. 
ThefirH was, That all fuch ol the Clergy as building on the common report, 
that the Tenths and Hrlt fruits were to be released in the following Parlia- 
ment , had made nocompolition for rhe fame with her MajeHies Officers, 
might bedifvharged from the penalty mflifted by the Laws in that behalf. The 
fecond , That their Lor dfhips would be pleafed to intercede with rhe Lord 
Cardinal -Legat, for letliog.and confirming them in their prcfent Benefices by 
fome fpecial Ball. Thetlmd, That by their LordChips means*, an A£ maybe 
obtained in the prcfent Parliament, for the icpealingof the Starute, by which 
the Citizens of London , which refufed to make payment of their Tithes, were 
to be ordered at the difcretion of the Lord Mayor of that City ; And that 
from thenceforth, all fuch cenfnrcs as concerned Tithes might he heard and 
determined by the Ordinary , as in other places. To all which Propofuiom 
the Bifhops cheerfully confented , and fo adjurned the Convocation from Sr. 
P*hIj to Weftm'infter , thai they might have the better opportunity of -.onful- 
ting the Lord-Cardinal in the bulincfle; of whom it was no hard mafrer to ob- 
tain the fecond, and by his power to feaare the Clergy in the firft ; bur as for 
thcremovallof the CognifanceoFthe London Tithes from the Lord Mayor 
unto the Bifhops, there was nothing done , that Statute ftill remaining as be- 
fore it did , to the concinu.il impoverifhing and vexation of the Citv Clergy. 
Nothing elfe memorable in this Convocation , but the comming in of the two 
new Bifhops, which had never voted there before ; Purcfew the Bifhop of St. 
Afsfb , being tranflated nnto Htrcford in the former year, bad madefnch ha- 
vock of the Patrimony of the Church of St.Afjpbj that it lay void above a 
twelve month before any became Suter for ir. But being a Bifhoprick , 
though impoverifhed, and confequemly a Hep to fome richer preferment , it 
was defired and accepted by Mi- 7htm*t Goldntt , a right zealous Romtnift y 
confecrated Bifhop hereof in the beginning of QZiober , Ann* 1555. not many 
days before rhe opening of the Parliament and Convocation. And being Bi- 
fhop here, he procured many Indulgences and other Graces from the Pope 
then being , for all fuch perfons of each fex , as vrenr on Pilgrimage , or for 
health, to St. Winifridt Well. The like havorkhad been made of rhe Lands 
and Patrimony of the Church of Edm^r , by Buckley rheprefent Bifhopof it, 
preferred unto this See Anno 15 41. and continuing on it rill this year * who 
not content to alienate the Lands, and weaken the EAate thereof, refolved to 
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rob it of i rs B^lls , lo: icar peiiiaps of havirg any Knell rung ouc at the v p 
Churches Funeral. And rroc concent to fell the Bells , which were five in J}' 
number, he would needs fatisfie hi-nfelf with feeing them conveyed on fhip- r ' h 
board, and had fcjaae given himfelf that fati*fa£tion , but he was p r efently 155 5* 
(truck blind , and fo continueJ from that time toihe day of his death. To ^-^^V^ 
whom lucceeded Doctor w'tlham Giyn , a Cantbrid/e ir.an^ but one of the Dif- 
pocams at Oxf rJ t who received his Lpn'copal Conlecration (if 1 gueife arighr) 
on the fame day with Bifhop Go. 

And now it will be time co look bat k on Ctanmer , whom we left under a 
Citation to theC^urt of AYwr, without which, nothing could be done ; for 
by an ancient privilege, no Judgment could be pall upon theperfon of a Me. 
tropolitan, before the Pope have taken cognifance of thecaufc; and eighty 
days had fcemingly been given to Cr. nmer tor making his appearance in the 
Court of Rome, And though the Pope knew well enough, as well the Arch- 
bifhops rcadinefs to appear before him, if he were at liberty, as the impoflibili- 
cy of making any (uch appearance as the cafe then flood ; yet at the end of the 
faid eighty days, he is pronounced by the Pope to be contumacious , and for 
his comu nacy to be Degraded, Excommunicated , and finally delivered over 
to the Secular Magiltratc. Accordingunto which Decree , a fecond CommU- 

lion is directed to Edn.ond Bonner Bifhopof London , and 7 b »i.u I horlby Bi- 

lhopof£/f, to proceed to ;he Degradation of the faid A rchbilhop : In which 
Commiirion it was laid with mo t horrible falfhood, That all things had been 
fo indifferently examined in the Court of Rome , that is rofay , as well the 
Articles laid unto his charge, as the Anfwers which he made unto them, to- 
gether with the Allegations, Witnelfes , and Defences , made or produced by 
the Counfel on either fide, fothac nothing had been wanting which was ne- 
ceifary co his ju!l defence. According to which fuppofition, the faid two Bi- 
fhops being commanded to proceed againll him, eaufed him to be Degraded on 
the 14th. oiFeb'u/i'y , n nwithltandingthat he appealed fromthc Pope and 
them to a General Council , andcaufedtbe faid Appeal co be drawn andoffe- 
rcdin doe form of Law. During the interval between his degradation and the 
time of his death , great pains was taken by fome learned men in the llniver- 
ficyco perfwade him to a Retractation of his former Opinions; in which un- 
happy undertaking, no man prevailed fo far as a Spanitb frier, by whom it was 
fuggelted to him, How acceptable it would be to the King and Queen , how 
plealing to the Lords , who molt dearly loved him , and n->wgainfull to him- 
felf, in regard both of his foul and his temporal being ; alluring him (or at 
leaft putting him in good hope) thac he fhouid not onely have his life , but be 
rellored again to his antient dignity , and that there fhouid be nothing in.t he 
Realm which the Queen would not eafily grant "him, whether it plcafed him to 
make choice of Riches and Honors , or otnerwife fhouid de'ire the fweet re- 
tirements of a private life , without the charge and trouble of a publick Mini- 
llery ; and all this to be compafTcd without putting himfelf to any more cftins, 
rhan thefubferibing of his name to a pieceof paper, which was made ready for 
his hand. ' 

By thefe temptations, and many others of the like alluring and deceitfull 
nature, he fuffered himfelf to be prevailed upon fo far, as to fign the Writing, 
in which were briefly comprehended the chief points of Do&rine defended in 
the Church of Rome , and by him formerly condemned both in publick and 
private. The obtaining whereof occafioned great joy amongll the Pa pi lis, and 
no lefle forrow and altonifhment in the hearts of thofe , who cordially were 
affected to the Reformation. But all this could not fave him from being made 
a facrifice to revenge and avarice ; The Queen had (Villa vindicative fpiric 
againll him, for the injury which fhe conceived had been done to her mother ; 
and the Cardinal, who hitherto hadenjoycJL the profits of the See of Canter^ 
Jarjasanufu-fructuary , was altogether asjklicitous for getting a right and 



title co cbett as the fole Proprietary ; No way to pacific the one, and fatisfie 
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. Re*, thcdcfires of the other , but by bringing him ( when he leal* looked for it) to 
Mir ine ^^^takc. And to the fatall Stake theybrought himontheii ot 'March, 
' when he bacLforfome time flattered himiUf in a conceit, like the King of 
1 55 5- Antaleck Ki that ihc bitternefeof dea hreaspafl. Finding the contrary, he firu re- 
rradts his Retractation, and after punifheth that hand whkh had fubfcribed it, 
by holding it forth into the flame , and fuffcring it tobe consumed before the 
reM of hisoodyhad felt the rire. There tdus cf his b-xly being burnt to allies, 
his heart was found cnti'e it untouched in thenvdll of thennders ; Which 
poihbly may ferve as awitneffe for hi n, that his hea-t (loot! fa ft unto th: 
Truth, though with his hand he had fuburibed fome Popifh Errors : VVhi;h 
whether it were done out of human frailty on the hrpe of life, or out of a dc- 
iire to gain the more time,for finiflungh'S Book againitBifhopCM?<£>»r -,whu h 
he alleged for himfelf in a Letter to one of his f iends ; Ccrrain it is, thatic 
hadroo much in tt of a finful c omplian e, fo mu h as might have Mailed both 
his fame and memory to <U times !u;< eedmg, if he had not taken > fi' the Lan- 
dal, and opiated the offence in fo br.ue a manner. And thus he dyed, leaving 
an cx ellent example to all polle iry , as well rf mans infirmity in fo Jlrangc 
a f:ll, as of Gods inhere «race and mercy, by which he was enabled to recover 
his former Handing. " 

Thefe goodly c edarsoS th; FereJJ being thus c ur down , it was not tobe 
hoped that any favour could be fhown to the Shrubs jnd Underwoods , which 
were gmbbedvy and fried without any diHincYton , as well th: young Sapling, 
as the decayed and wi he ed lree ; but more in fome parts than in others, ac- 
cording to the flia pnefs of the Tea// and the edge of the woodman. The wafle 
fo great in no pla e as ; n 3o»*e>*s mm who feemed to be refolved, that wh.it- 
foever could not fe ve fo: Timber (toward the building or re-edifying of the 
Papal palace) fhoulo be marked to: cuel. No fewer thin two hundred arc re- 
ported to have been burnt within tfree years , by this ci^el and unmerciful 
Tyrant, w'uhnut difc rimination of lex or age; his fury reach- g from John t'etty, 
a lad of eight years old, by him f< ou-ged to death, even to h'mgh Lavecorb^', a 
cripple fixty eight years old, whonhecaufed tobebuned. The moll emi- 
nent of all which number was Mr. John Phi/pot , Atchdca; on of Wmchefler % 
who though of Gardiners Dioceffe, was condemned by B< nner , Gardiner being 
well enough contented to find out the Game, and leave it to be fol- 
lowed by thar k -ody Hunter : Hi« rage not flacknedby the inrerpofingsof AU 
phonfo a Sfanijlc Frier, inveighing fharply, in a Sermon before rhe King , againll 
the favrgcand unp-ofuable cruelty of the Fnglifh Bifhops ; but as it fetms,he 
meafured all the reft by that London.! yr am , "though in moll other places they 
wee far more moderare: He thar came neareli to him wis Do^or J~b» Chnfto- 
pbr-fon t Bifhop oiChtchefter , who is reco ded to have burnt no leffe than ten 
inone fire at t(t».s, and feventeen others at fevcral times in fund y places. 
But Hill rhe nearer London, themorethe heat; infomucli that ffarpjfiefd Arch- 
deacon of ( M et bury, and / hormon rhe Suffragan ofDi.ver, are faid to have 
poured out blood like water ; As was alfo done by G iffi/i of Roche fler , 
and Duwmnv Chancellor of Norwich, ( though fome what further off from the 
fecne of cruelty) in their feveral Dioceffes. Whu h cha-aftcr T find of Bifhop 
B'tn of Coventry and L'ctfield ; the gentle birth and breeding of Mts.Jojce 
Levels nor being too high for him to reach ir , nor the poor condition of Joan 
Waft, a blind woman in D*- £/,too low for him to ftoop too , whom be con- 
demned unto the fire, as he did many faithfull Minifters, and others of the 
Mafculinefex. 

But on the other fide, in all the Province of?V^ , I find none brought un- 
to the Stake \>utGeerge M r *rcb of Che jler , condemned therero by Bifhop 
Coles; and not mu'h more to have been done in the four Welch Dioceffes ; in 
which, befides the burning of Bi^>p Fsrrar at Carmarthen by Bifhop Mor- 
f i and of Rawlins and White ar m^difbj Bifhop Khching i no extraordinary 
cruelty feems to have been a&eetr In the Diocefles oiExceter, Wells, Peter. 
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tnro*gh and Uatwm ^enough this la. t tlugreateit in the Kingdoms) Hind men- An. Reg, 
tion but ot one apiece ; of two in that oiEjr, and of no mote than th:\x Mar. 3. 
apiece ac Brijioi and S.tnfhttry, In thole Ot Oxon, Ciiocejier, IV.ricjtcr and tie- j 
rr/or^Ifind none acall.which maae thofc Counties look like the land of Go- Kmf/ ^^ > j 
}hc», where there was nothing but fair weather,when there was fo much thun- 
der and lightning in the relt of tA.g}?t- Nor were thefe ltorms and rerr.pells 
in other pla:es, of a fhort continuance, but held on more or lefs till the death 
of the Queen, as appeareth bjf thofe five perfons which were burnt at Camer- 
. A*r;onihe 10th. of November 1 558. beingbut one full week before the day 
of net own diflolution. The difference was, that thefe poor wretches were 
confumedby the rage of fire, whereas fhe was caried out of the world in a de- 
luge of water ; falling into a Droplie in the time of her fuppofed childing, of 
Whi< h fhe was never perfectly cured rill the came to hsr grave. Nor were 
thefe all that luft'ered in the fury of this perfecucion. For belide* thofe that 
furTered Martyrdomc in the fight of the world, many arc thought to have been 
made away in prifon ; but many more, to the number of fame f.ores or hun- 
dreds, fuppofed to have been killed by Itarving, tlinks, and other barbarous 
ufages in their feveral Jayls. To which if we fliould add a Catalogue of all 
S thofc who fled the Kingdoin,and put themfelvcs into a voluntary cxile,amoun- 
ting to the number of 800. or thereabouts, 1 fuppofe it may be well condu- 
; dcd.that though many persecutions have laited longer, yet none fincc Diode- 
/ion's time ever raged fo terribly. So terribly it raged in one particular, that 
no pcrfecution of the ten can aftorda piralLl. Kaiherinc Goncbes y a poor 
widdow of St Peter\ Port in the Ifle of Guernf y> was noted to be much abfenc 
from the Church,and her two daughters guilty of the fame neglect. Upon this 
they wetc prefented before ]aqnes Amy % then Dean of the llland, who finding 
in them that they held opinions contrary to thofe then allowed, about the Sa- 
crament of the Altar, pronounced them Hereticks, and condemned them to 
the fire. The poor women on che one fide pleaded for themfelves, that that 
do&rine had been taught them in the time of King Edward { but if the Queen 
wasorherwife difpofed, they were content to be of her Religion. This was 
fair, bnt this would not fervc ; for by the Dean they were delivered to Eli'er 
Gofling, the then Bayliff,and by him unto the fire, J*// the 8th. 1556. One of 
the daughters {Perotmt Maffej flic was called) was ac that time great with 
child ; her husband a Minilkr being in thofe dangerous times fled the I (land; 
In che middle of the flames and anguifh of her torments, her belly brake hi f un- 
der, and her child, a goodly boy, fell down into the fire, but was prefently 
fnatched up by one w. Ho /<<, one of the By-ltanders. Upon the noifc of this 
ft range accident,the cruel BaylifT returned command.rhac the poor infant mnll 
be call again into the flames \ which was accordingly performed ; and fo that 
pretty babe was born a M-trtyr ,and added to the nurriber of the Holy innocents, 
A cruelty not patallePd in any flory, not heard of amongRthc Nations. But 
fuch wasthepleafurcof thcMagifirate, as once in che Maflacre of che youn- 
ger Maxim**™, w*. * that not any ilVue fhould be left of an Hcretick Pa- . 

rent. I'ntSZ? 

But co go back again coCr*w»;fr } iciscobeobferved, chat as hisdeachope- u^Lum* 
ncd the way for Pole to the See of C anterhnry^o it was refpiced the longer ouc 
of a politick defign to exclude him from it. That Gardiner loved him nor, hath 
beenfaid before, and he knew well that Cardinal Carrajfa (now Pope Pa-il 
the 4th.) loved him lefs than he. This put him firlt upon an hope, that the 
Pope might be prevailed with to revoke the Cardinal(who bad before been un- 
der a fufpicion in the Court oi Rom; of having fomewhat of the Luther an in 
him) and to bellow the Cardinal's Cap, together with the Leganiine power, 
upon htmfelf,who doubted not of fitting in the chair of Canterbury if he gai- 
ned the reft Upon which ground he is fuppofed to have hindered all procee- 
dings againfl the three Oxon Martyrs, from the ending of the Parliament on 
the 26th. of January , till the i ith. of Stfttmhr then next following,the Pope 
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An. Reg. not fending out any CommilTion in all that interval, without which Cramer 
j was noc t0 De brought to a condemnation. But at the lalt, not knowing how 
much thefe procraltinations might offend the King, and perhaps prcltuntoic 
1 5 5 «• by K*r» 9 the Queen's AmbalTadour, he found himfelf under a necellity to di- 

V"\-/ fpatch the Commiflton, though he proceeded not to the execution of any part 
of the fentence, till more than ten weeks after the 8o dayes, which had been 
given for his appearance in the Court of Rome. 

During which time, death puts an end to G4r<fc/»fr/proje£*s, who left his 
life at W/wff/u/on the iiih. of November. From whence conveyed by water 
to his houfe in Southward, his body was firttlapt in lead, kept forafeafonin 
the Church of St Mary Ovcr-Rhe, and afterwards folcmnly interred under a 
fair and goodly Monument in his Cathedral. The cuftody of the Great Seal, 
x « together with the Title of Lord Chancellor,was upon New years day conferred 

" 6 " on Dr Nicholas Hea b t ArchbiiTiop of Torl^, a man of great pruden.e and mo- 
deration ; but the revenues of the Bifhoprick were appropriated to the ufe 
of the Cardinal Legate, who purpofed to have held it in Comm : nd*m with the 
See of Canterbnrj % to which he received confecrarion on the very next Sun- 
day after Cranmer's death. But Dr John whnc Bifhop of Lincoln, having been 
born at fVmchefier, and educated in that School, of which he was afterwards 
chief Mailer, and finally Warden of that College, ambitioufly atfc&ed a 
tranflation thither. And fofar he prevailed by his friends at Court, that on 
the promife of an annual penlionof ioooI. to the ufe of the Cardinal, he 
was permitted to enjoy the Title with the reft of the profits. Which 1 have 
mentioned in this place, though this tranfacVion was not made, nor his tran- 
flation actually performed till the year next following. No other alteration 
made amongft the Bilhops of this time, but that Vojjie of Exon, diesinfome 
part of the year, 1 555. and Dr James Tmbervile fucceeds him in the beginning 
of the year 1556. A man well born,and well befriended, by means whereof he 
recovered fome lands unto his See, which had been alienated from it by his 
predecelTor ; and amongft others, the rich and goodly Mannors of Credinfon, 
or Kirton, in the County of Devon, (in former times the Epifcopal feat of the 
Biftiopof£*<>») though afterwards again difmembred from it in the time of 
Queen Elizabeth, by Bifhop Cotton. 

It is now time to take into confideration the affairs of Stare, nothing the 
better cemented by the blood of fo many Martyrs, or jointed any whit the 
ftronger by the fecrec animofities and emulations between the Lord Chancel- 
lor and the Cardinal Legate. Though fViafs party was fo far foppreficd, as 
not to fhew it felf vifibly in open a£hon,yet fuch as formerly had declared for 
it, or wifh'd well unto it, had many fecret writings againft the Queen, every 
day growing more and more in diflike of her Government, by reafon of fo ma- 
ny butcheries as were continually committed under her authority. Upon 
which ground as they had formerly inftru&ed Elizabeth Crofts to aft the fptnt 
in the wall ; fo afterwards they trained up one WUliamCunfi*ble y aliatFeather- 
ftonc, to take upon himfelf the name of King Edward, whom hewasfaidto 
have rcfembledjboth in age and perfonage. And this they did in imitation of 
the like practice ufed in the time of King Henry the 6th. by Richard Ptanta- 
genet, Duke of York, w ho when he had a mind to claim his Titleto the Crown, 
in regard of his defcent by the Houfe of Mortimer, from Lionel of Antwerp 
Duke of Clarence, hecaufedone Jacl^ CW* (a fellow altogether as obfeureas 
this) to take upon himfelf the name of Morttmer, that he might fee how well 
the people ftood affefted unto his prctenfions, by the difcovcry which might 
be made thereof on this falfe allarum. And though this Feather/lone had been 
taken and publickly whip'd for it in May laft paft,and thereupon banifhed into 
the North, where he had been born ; yet the confederats relolved to try their 
fortune with him in a fecond adventure. The defign was to raife the people 
under colour of King F.dwara*s being alive, and at the fame time to rob the 
Exchequer, wherein they knew by fome intelligence or other, that 50000 1. 
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in good Spj»i)h money had been lately loaged. Few perlons of any quality A». Re?. 
appeared in it, not thinking fit to (hew themfclves in any ncwpra&iceagainit * j 
the Qi>een, till made prosperous by fome goodfuccefs. The chief whom I ar ' \ 
find mentioned to be privy to it, were Henry Peck.*"*, the fon of that Sir Ed- M5«- 
mind Ptckj"?»<, who had been caterer of the houfhold to King Henry the 8th. ^-/^^VJ 
one of the J b' of morion's, and Sir Anthony K »%Jio» 0 But the fir(t part of the 
plot mii'c.iried by the apprehending of Feather fione t who was arraigned and ex- 
ecuted on the 13th. of March ; and the lalt part thereof difcovered on the 
28th. by one of the company. On which difcovery Sir Anthony King/ton b^ing 
fent for, died upon the way ; the laid Throgmorton ,with one Hdail, were exe- 
cutedat lybttrn onthe 28th. of April, ontStanton on the 29th. of May • Ro- 
fedtdike and H<deU 9 on the 8th of June ■ Peckam and Daniel at the Tower hill, 
on the 8th. of July. Andrew Dachefne makes the Lord Gray, and one of the 
Jiowardt, to have a hand in this conlpiracy ; andpofTibly enough it is, that 
fome of greater eminence than any of thofe before rcmembred, might be of 
counfel in the practice, though they kept themfelves out of light as much as 
they could,till they found howit would fuccced amongli the people. 

In this unquiet condition we mull leave England for a time, and look on the 
eftateofth^ English Churches on the other fide of the fea. That many of the 
Eug/ijh ProteUants had forfook the Kingdom, to the nnmberof8oo. as well 
Students as ochers> hath been faid before; who having put themfelves into 
fevcral Cities, pmly in Germany, and partly among the Swttx*rs, and their 
confederates,kept up the face and form of an Eng/ijh Church, in each of their 
feveral congregations. Their principal retiring' places amongft the laft, were 
Arrow, Zurich^ and Geneva, and in the firft,the Cities o( Embden,Stralsbstrge } 
and Franckfort. In Franctfort they enjoyed the greatett privileges, and there- 
fore reforted thither in the greateft numbers, which made them the more ape 
unto Schifms and faaions. At their firft coming to that place, which was on 
the 27th. of June, Anno 1 554. by the power and favour of John Glauber ^one 
of the Senators of that City, they were permitted to have theufeofone of 
their Churches,which had before been granted tofuch French exiles, as hadre* 
paired thither on the like occafion ; yet fo, that the French were Hill to hold 
their right ; the English to have the ufe of it one day, and the French another, 
and on the Lords day fo to divide the hours between them, that the one might 
be no hindcrance unto the other. It hath been faid alfo, that there was ano- 
ther condition impofed upon them, of being conform unto the French in Do- 
ctrine and Ceremonies. Which condition if it were impofed by the Magi- 
itrates, not fought by themfelves,muft needs be very agreeable to the temper 
and complexion of their principal Leaders ; who being for the moft part of the 
ZutngHa*-G<> [fellers, at their going hence, became the great promoters of the 
Puritan fa&ion at their comming home. The names of whittmghnMjvdliams t 
Goodmxn y Wood and Sutton^ who appeared in the head of this congregation, de- 
clare fumdently of what Principles and ftrain they were, how willing they 
would be to lay afide the face of an Englijb Church, and frame themfelves to 
any Liturgiebut thdrown. 

On July the i^h.they firft obtained a grant of their Chnrcb, and onthe 20th. 
took poffefTion of it. The inrerval they fpent in altering and disfiguring the 
Enghfh Lyturgie, ofwhich they left nothing but the reading oftnePfalms 
and Chapters. Thofe comfortable interlocutories between the Minifter and 
thz People, were no longer ofed,as favouring in their opinion, of fome difor- 
derinthe courfe of the minirtration; the tetany and the Surplice they call 
ahd.', as having too much in them of the Church of Rome ; the ConfeJJion they 
had altered fo, as they conceived molt agreeable to their prefect condition ; 
and for the Hymns which intervened between the Chapters and the Creed, 
they changed them for fuch Pfalm* in the Englifh Meeter,as had been made by 
Stemhold and Hopkjns in the time of King Edward. The Pfalm being done, the 
Preacher g^es into the Pulpit, in which the Minifter prayed for the affiance 
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An, tX^SL* of God's Spirit, and fo proceeded to the Sermon. Which done, another Prayer 
M ' * was made for all orders and eftates of men , but more particularly tor the wel- 
* |* fare of the Church of England \ compofed in imitation of the Prayer for the 
12 l^L i Church M> n. m: here on earth , but ending ( as that did not ) with the Pater 
mfte . After which ( moftextreamly out of order ) followed the rehearfal of 
the Articles of the ChtilHan Fakh, another Pl'alm, and finally the difmilTion 
of the people, with / he Peace of God. This was the form devifed for that Con- 
gregation , for theimpofing whereof on all the rell of the EngliGi Churches, 
they did then ufe their belt endeavours, and for obtruding which on the whole 
Church of England they raifedfuch tumults and commotions in the follow- 
ing times. Growing in love with this fair Babe of their own begetting, they 
write their Letters of the fecond of Aug-uft to ("uch of the Englifh as remain- 
ed at Strdsbnrgc and Zurich^ inviting them to repair to Framkjort , and unite 
themfelves unto that Church , which had been there erected with the leave of 
the Magiftratc. But they had heard in both places of thofc Alterations which 
had been made at Frankfort, in the form of Gods publick Service, and there- 
upon refufed to accept of the invitation , though it feemed to promife them 
fome advantages by the commodious fituation of that City in refpec* of 
England, the great refort of rtrangers thither at the yearly Marts , plenty of 
Books , and other helps In the way of Ihidy , which were not to be found in 
the other two Cities. From Stralsburge modeHly, from Zurich refolutely, but 
from both it was plainly fignificd, that they refolved to maintain the Order of 
the Church of England. The like Letter had been writ to the Engtifh at 
Embden, of which Congregation Doctor Scory , the late Bifhop of Chicbeftcr , 
was the Super- intendent ; and we may readily believe * that they received the 
like repulfe from his Church at Embden^ as they had from Gryndal, Sandys, and 
H addon, or who had the confirming of the Church of Stralsbnrge ; or from 
Hom y Chambers , Parkhnrft, and other of the Students which remained ac 
Znnck. 

The noife of this new Church at Franchfort occafioned Knox , who after 
proved the great incendiary of the Realm and Church of Scotland, to leave his 
Sanctuary in Geneva , in hope to make a better market for himfclf in that Con- 
gregation. He had not long before poblifhed a feditious Pamphlet , entituled, 
'/he fir ft blafi of the Trumpet , in which he bitterly inveighed againlt the Go- 
vernment 6f Women, aiming there efpecially at the three Queen Maries, that 
is to fay, Mary Queen of England , Mary Queen of Scots , and Mary of Lor- 
rain Queen Regent of Scotland. By which feditious Pamphlet > he had made 
not onely his own Country too hot for him, but could allure himfelf of no 
fafcty in Frante or England. To Gentva therefore he retires, and from thence 
remove* to Franckfort, as the fitter Scene for his intendments, hoping to gee as 
great a name in this new Plantation, as Calvin had gotten in the old. It was 
about the end of September that he came to Franckfort , where he took the 
charge of that Church upon him , whittingham and the reft fubmicting unto 
his Apottlefliip. This gave a new dis-fatisfaction to the Englifh at Stralibnrgt 
and Znrick\ % who knew the fpirit of the man , and feared the dangerous con- 
sequents and effects thereof. Nor was the condition of affairs mu, h bettered 
by the commingof Whitehead, ( who afterwards refufed the Archbifhoprick of 
Canterbury) though far the more moderate of the two. New Letters arc reci- 
procated between Franckjort mdZmrick ; from Fran^kjort on the 15th. of 
November , in open defiance as it were to the Englifh Liturgy ; from Znrick. 
on the 28th. in defence thereof, and of their conftancy and refolut ion for ad- 
hering to it. The breach growing every day more wide than other, Gryndal and 
Chambers came from Straltbnrge to attone the difference, by whom it was pro- 
posed unto them , That the fnbftance of the Englifh Liturgy being retained , 
■here might be a forbearance of fome ceremonies and offices in it . But Knox and 
whtuingioam were as much bent agiiaft the fubftance of the Book,as againft any 
cdhcffrcumftamiats and extrinficals which belonged unto it. So that no good 
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effect following on this interpo ltion, rhc Agenr s ot the Church ol ^ * 

return back co their brethren, who by their Lecters of the i jth. of D.-ambcr 
expostulate in vain about ir. * ^ ; 

In thefcdiftracUons, fome of the Franckjort Sen' founds dsfirr , rhr all ' *♦ «• 
divine Offices might b- executed according to rhe order of the Church of i-.e- V -''"V~N-/ 

which Kxox would by no means yield unto, thinking hi.nt'elf asabl. ro 
make a Rule for his own Congregation , a? any Ca,y * ot tb: n all. 
Bnt that the mouths of thofeof ^*^randZ«.w^ might be iioppedfor 
ever, he is content to make fo muvh ufcofhim, as by the authority of his 
judgment to difgracethat Liturgy , whi. h thofe of Z <n'tl> did contend for* 
He knew well how he had belUrrcd himfelf in quarrelling the firll Li- 
rurgy of Ktng Eawd'diht 6th. and nothing doubteth, bur that the fecund 
(though reviewed on hit importunity) would givehi n as littU fatisfaction as 
the otherdid. To this intent, the Order of the E»g/ijh Liturgy is drawn up in 
Latine , tranfmitted to him by Kntx xv&wh'ut\nghim , by his infallible judg- 
ment to Hand or fall. The Orai le returns this anfwer on the 3 r rf January ,

" endeavour farther , and fee forth fomeihing more refined from filth and 

" ruilineffe. This being fent for hi* determinate fentence unto Knox and 

tvhittin<rh*m , was of fuch prevalency with all the rell of that parry ,that fuch 

who formerly did app'ovc,did afterwards as muwhthlVikcrhe Englith Liturgy; 

and thofe who at the firlt had conceived onely a diflike, grew afterwerds into 

an open detection of it. Thofe who before kid been detuous that the 0--der 

oiGenev* fhould be entertained, had now drawn Knox and wbiuln. bsm unro 

them, Mr.Jjiw Fox (the Author of the Ails and Aiunnmems ) contributing 

his approbation amonglt the reft. But in the end, to give content tofuihai 

remained affeited to the former Liturgy , it was agreed upon , Th.ita mixt 

Form, confining partly of the Order of Geneva y and partly of the Book of 

England, fhould be digetlcd and received till the firlt of dpril ? coniiderarion 

in the mean time tobe had of fome other courfe which fhould be permanent , 

and obliging for the time ro come. 

In this condition of affairs, Doftor Rch.jrdC.oxy the late Dean of Chifl- 
Ch*rch zn6 Wsftm.'ftsry firll School-natter, and after Al nonert^ KSn^Ed.vard 
the fixth, pattern himfelf into Franckjo't MArch 14, a* coTtpankd with many 
Englifh Exiles, whom the caufe of Religion had nc eflicated to forfake their 
Country Being a man of great learning, of great authority in the Church, and 
one that had a princ ipal hand in drawing up theLiturgy byLaw eltablifhed ;he 
could wich no patience endure thofe innovations in it.or rad-er rhat rejection 
of it, which he found 3;nong(t them. He thereupon firlt begins to anfwer the 
Mioifier contrary to t h ji Order there agreed on, and the next Sunday aftet 
cauferh one of h's company to go into the Pulpit and read the Letany. A- 
2,11 nft which doin^ of his , Knox in a Setmon the fame day inveigheth mod 
bitterly, affirming rrnny things in the Book of £»^/Wnot onely tobe im- 
perf^it, but fupcrtt'fous For the which he is not onely rebuked by Cox, but 
forbidden to preach, v therewith wbittin %h*m being much offended % deals 
with fome of the Ma^if^rites , from whom be procurerh an Order of the »i of 
M.trch, requiring, That the Englili (hould conform themfelves to the Rules 
of rhe French, Knox had not long before publifhed a feditions Pamphlet, en- 
tituled, An Admonition to Chrtpans, containing the fublUnce of fome Sermons

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Re?, by him preached in Eh? and , in one of which , he affirmed the Emperor to be 
,r ™* n, Icjje an tntmj toChrijt t>\it the i yrani Nero. For this, and fcveral Other pai- 
" 1 * fages of the like dlngerous nature, he is accufed by Cox for Treafon againit the 
1 55 < * Emperor; the Senate maoc acquainted with it , and Knox commanded th:re- 
«. / V^O 1 upon to depart theCi:y, who makes h s Farewcl- Sermon on the 25 th. of 
1555- M.-.rcb y and retires himfelf unco Geneva. Following his blow, Co.vgets an 
order of the Senate, by the means of another of the (rUwbcrgei , by whLh 
ivhittin^h.im and the rel; of his faction were commanded to rci eive the Book 
of England. Againft which order , ivhi tin p bam for a time oppoleth, encou- 
raged therein by Goodman , whofor the love of Knox ( with whom aftetwards 
he affoxiated in all his practices ) had left the grave 10 -iety of chofe of Strals- 
bAro-e^ to joyn himfelf unto the Sectaries of I ta>.ikjort. But finding fax to be 
too llrongfor them in the Senate , both they and all the tell who rcfufed ton- 
formity, refolvcd to betake themfclves to lome other pla.e, asthey ihortly 
did. 

C<urthus made Mailer of the field, begins to put the Congregation inro 
fuch order , as might preferve the fice and reputation of an Englilh Church. 
He procures whitehead to be chofen for thepnncipal Pallor,ippoints two Mi- 
nitkrs for Elders , and four Deacons for affiltanrs to him , recomrmnds M-. 
R jbert 7/i*r«t^whom he had drawn from 2J..*r;«^thither ) to be Hebrew- Reader, 
MuHrngs to read the Greek Lecture , 7 r.tlnrn the Lecture in Divinity, and 
Chambers to be Treafurer for the Com nbu:ions,whith were fent in from time 
to time by many godly and well affected perions, both Dutch and £»•>/;;/>, for 
the ufe of that Church. Having tl\us fetled all things anfwerable to his own 
defires , he gives an account thereof to Calvin , fubferibed by fourreen of the 
chief men in that Congregation, partly excufingtbemfelves that they had pro- . 
ceeded fo far without his confent, and partly rejoycing, that they had drawn 
the greateft part of that Church to their own opinions. Calvin returns his An- 
fwer on the iaft of May , which puts his party thereon another projeft » that 
is to fay,to have the whole bufinefs referred tofomcArbitrators,equally chofen 
on both fides. But Cox was already in poffeffion , great in eiteem with the 
chief Magi ft rates of the City, and would by no means yield to refer that point, 
which had already been determined to his advantage. With thefe debates the 
time is taken up till the end of Aupufl , at what time whminghmn and the 
reft of the fa&ion take their leave of Franc\fort ; Fox with fo'me few others 
go to Bafil , but the main body to Genevan their Mitlnr-City , where they 
make choice of Kno x and G*odmar. for their conftant Preachers ; under which 
Miniftry they rejec* the whole frame and fabrick of the Reformation made in 
England, conformed themfelves wholly to the fafhions of the Church of Gene- 
va , and therewith entertain alfo the Calvinian Doctrines , to the difcredit of 
the ftate of the Church of En?land\x\ King Edwards time, the great grief of 
the Martyrs and other godly" men in the reign of Queen Mary , and to the 
raifing of moft unquenchable combuftions in all parts of the Church , under 
Qncen Elizabeth. 

It was not long after the fetling of the Liturgie, before whitehead left the 
Miniftry of thcEnohfh Congregation, whichCe* obtained forMr Wor»,whom he 
knew to be a man both of courage 8c conftancy. And that being done, he left the 
Congregation,and fo withdraws himfelf to Sra/Jburge t thtTt to enjoy the com- 
pany of Peter Marty , with whom he was intimately acquainted while he lived 
\TiCkrijl-Chttrch. By his departure, a new gap is opened to another diffen- 
tion. Some words bad paffed at a fupper,intended rather tor incrcafe of chari- 
ty, than the breach of friendfhip, betwixt Bom and Afb'ey, Horn the chief 
I 55l* P*ftor of the flock, and Ajb'ey a Gentleman of good note in the Lay part of it. 

Some three dayes after being the 1 6th . of January, Afrley is cited to appear ac 
the houfe of ooe of the Elders,to anfwer for fome words which he had fpoken 
in contempt of the Miniftry. Bnt from the Elders, he appeals to the Congre- 
gation, amongft whom be prevails fo fat, that they fend a meffageby two of 

their 
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t heir company to the Pallor and Elders, requiring them to proceed no further An Rto 
inthecaufe. Horn being backed by Chnmbert, the public k Treafurcr.cxcepts j^' 2 
againft this melTagc, as decreed at a private Conventicle, not by the g.neral * ± 
furVragis of the Congregation, and thereupon refolvcs to flandto thacAu- ^55 «• 
thority which formerly had bien conferred on him and the reft of the Elders, v - / ^^ v 
by the Rules of their Difciplinc. Ajh/e; and his adherents on the other fide, 
declare their former private meeting not to be a Conventicle, proteft againft 
the Pallor and Elders, as an adverfe part y,and therefore pot in a capacity to fie 
as Judges in the prefent cafe, and fet themfelves upon the making of a Book 
of Difcipline, for the curbingthe exoibitant power (for fuch they thought k) 
of the Pallor and Elders. The Pallor and Elders thereupon forfake their Offi- 
ce*, and on the 5th. of Febrnary^ being the next day of public k meeting, take 
place amongtl the reft as private perl'ons ; The Congregation full, but the 
Pulpit empty,whichput thercll upon a humour of electing others to take the 
public k charge upon them. The noife of thefedifordcrs awakes the Magiftrates, 
who command Horn and Chambers to forbear the congregation, until further 
Order, and afterwards reftoring them to that former authority by publick E- 
didt, were contradicted in it by yf(hle;'s party,who having got fome power in- 
to their hands, were refolved to keep ir v 

In the meantime, a Book of Difciplinc had been drawn and tendered to the 
Congregat ion, on the 14th. of February. According to the Rules whereof, the 
fupremc power in all EcclcUalUcal caufes was put into the hands of the Con* 
gregations, and the difpofing of the publick monies committed to the trull of 
certain Officers, by the name of Deacons. This makes the breach wider than 
before, //«r« and his party labouring to retain the old, the other toeftablifh 
the new Difcipline of their owndevifing. The Magiftrates not able to agree 
the difference, difpatch their Letters unto Straljbmrje of the 3d. oi April, de» i<<6 
firing Dr Cox and Dr SWj/jtogether with Robert Bertie, Efq ; to undertake the 
doling of the prefent rupture. Totbeir arbitrement etch parry is content to 
fubmit the controverfie, but differ in condufion, in the terms of their Re- 
ference. Much talk, and no fmall fcandal growcth uponthefe divifions, not 
made the lefs by the Pen-combats between Horn and whitehead* In the end, a 
form of reconciliation is drawn up by fome of ihtFngli(h, who more endea- 
voured the peace of the Church, than the interefs of either ptrcy. But thofe 
who flood for the new Difcipline being grown the ftrwiger, refufedto fubmit 
themfelves to any eftablifhmcor, by which the power of the diffoiive body of 
the Congregation might be called in queftion. Whereupon Horn and Chamber 1 
depart to StrMlfbn^e, from whence Chambers wric his Letters, to them of the 
loth, of J*«*,and after, of the 30th. of jT*/;,but to no effect. They had before 
proceeded to the eleAion of fome new "Miniftcrs, March the 1 ad. Againft 
which, though tf*r«and his oppr>fed,yet they concluded it for the prefent, on 
the loth.and now they mean to Rind unto the cont lufio«,let Horn and Clum- 
bers go or tarrv,as bell plcaTed themfelves.Such were the troubles and diforders 
in the t hurch "of Franc </*rr,occafioned firft by a diflike of the publickLitur*y, . 
before which they preferred the nakednefs and fimplicity of the French and 
Cenevtan Churches, and afterwards continucd,by tb^ oppofition made by the 
general body of the Congregation, againft fuch as were appointed to be Paftors 
and Rulers over them. Hence the beginning of the Puritan faction, againft the 
Rices and Ceremonies of the Church; that of the Presbyterians againft the 
Bifhops, or Epilcopil Government ; and finally thacalfoof the Indepen- 
dents, againft the Tuperintendency of thepaftors and Elders. The rerriblc ef- 
fects whereof will appear hercaftcr.ifGod fhallgive me means and opportuni- 
ty to carry on the Hiftory ofrhofe difturbances which have been raifedby the 
Pmrirnmot Pre/bjt.-rians, againft the Orders of this Church, and the peace of 
Chriftendome. 

Bun forrows feldome go alone, the abberratiomfrom the Government, and 
Form, and Worfhip,cftabnfhed in the Church o{England> drew on an alrera- 
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<dn. Reg. tionalfo in point of Dottrine. Such of the En,Jifh as bad retired into Geneva, 
1. im P lo y ihemlelves in fetting out a new Tranflation of the Bible in the Englifh 
J ^7* Tongue, which afterwards they publifhed with certain marginal Notes upon 
557* k,molt of them profitable for the undemanding of the Text, but fcthatfome 
were heterodox in point of Doctrine, fome dangerous,and feditious,in refe- 
rence to the Civil Magiilrate, andfomc as fcandalous in refpecl of Kpifcopal 
Government. From this time the Calv'mtan Dodtrine of Predeflinauon began 
to be difperfed in En?Ji(h Pamphlets, as the only neceffary, Orthodox, andfa- 
ving truth. Knox publifheth a book Againflan adverfary of God's predellina- 
tion t wherein it is declared, 1 hat whatfoever the Ethnichj and iterant d.d attri- 
bute to iortuntyby Chr'tfl'tans is to be ajjioned to God's heavenly providence ; t hat roe 
ought to judge nothing to come of Fortune, but that all cometh by the determinate 
counsel of God ; and finally, that it would be difplcaftng unto God y if we foon ':d efteem 
any thing to proceed from any other ; and that we do not only behold him as the prin- 
cipal can ft of all things, but alfo the author, appointing all thing f to the one or the 
ether by his only counjel. After comes out a Book full written intrench, and 
afterwards by fome of them transited into Enghfk, which they called A bnef 
Declaration of the Table of prcde(hnation,in which it is put down for a principal 
Aphorifm, that in like manner, a* God hath appointed the end, it u nrreffw atfo, 
that God jhou/d appoint the caufes 'eading to the fame end ; but more particularly, 
that by virtue of God's will all things are done ; yea, even tbofe things which are 
evil and execr able. In another book Entituled A gain ft a privy Papift, it is main- 
tained Tore agreeably toCalvin's Dodtrine, That ail evil fprinotth of Gods Ordi- 
nance ytr.d t! »? Go s prcdeftinatien was the caufe of Adam's fall, and of a!lwicl-ed- 
uefes. And in a fourth book publifhed by Robert Crowley, who afterwards was 
Rcdtor of the Church of St Giles's nere Cripple-gate, Entituled 7 he confutati- 
on of 13 Articla, &c. it is faid exprefly, That Adam being fi per felt a creature, 
that -.here wot in htm no lufi to fm y andyet fo weal(, that of htmfeif he was not able to 
withjlaudtbeafau/t of the fubtil Serpent ; that therefore there can be n 0 remedy, 
but that the only caufe of his fall, mufl needs be the predeQinatlon of God. In which 
book it is alfo faid, I hat the mcfl wicked per fens that have been, were of God ap- 
pointed to bt even ai wicked as they were ; and finally, that ,f God do predeflinate 
man to do things rajhhys.nd without any deliberation, he fh all not deliberate at all, 
but run headlong upon it, be it good or evil. By which defenders of the ab- 
folute decree of reprobation^ God is made to be the Author of fin, cither in 
plain terms or undeniable cor.fequence j fo from the fame men, and the CJ*- 
nevtan Pamphlets by them difperfed, our Englifh Calvinifit had borrowed all 
their grounds and principles on whkh they build the abfolute and irrefpedlivc 
decree of Predeftiuation, contrary to the Doctrine pub lickly maintained and 
tanght in the time of King Edward. 

Anno Keg. Mar. 4. A. D. 1556, 1557. 

IT is now time that we fet fail again for England , which we left flaming 
with the fire of Perfections, and rhe whole body of the State not a little 
inflamed with a fpirit of treafon and fedition •, the laft ill fpirit well allayed by 
the execution of the chief Confpirators , rhe other fire not quenched by the 
blood of the Martyrs, which rather ferved as oyle to nourifh, than as water to 
extinguish rhe outra°ioufnefs of ir. But the Queen hoped to falve the matter 
on herparr by fome works of piety, as the reftoring of Inch Church Lands as 
were in the Crown, for the endowment of iome new Convents of Moncks and 
r ""f ? Ut firftflie lhot >& h t " neceffary to communicate her purpofe unto 
fome of the Council, and therefore calling to her the Lord Treafurer Paulet , 
^i^uWMaRerofthe Wards, Rochefler Comptroulcr of her Hnufhold, and 
Mailer Secretary Peter, who feemed to be mofl concerned inir,by their feveral 
places, fhe is faid to have fpoken to them in thefc following words :

may b: taker , as jh.ili feim belt liking to our moft holy Lord the Pope, or elfe his Le- 
gate, the Lord Cardinal, to the honour of God, and wea'th of this our Realm, And 
albeit yo i m*y ob 
titty thereof, ana 
ed without the pt 

before, when fhe was b;nt upon the rcltitution of the Tenths andfirlt Fruits) 
/ fei more by the fa'vat on of my foul, than by ten fuch Kmgdomts ; and therefore 
the faidpojf Jft ns I utterly refuje hey e to hold, after that foi t and mle^and give mojt 
tea ty tbanlej t> Aitt gh y God,which bth given me anhufband liltewife minded^ 
with no le(ft good affctic* in this bebalfihan I am my felf. wherefore I charge and 
command that my ChancelLr (wtth whom I have conferred my mind in this matter 
btf.re) and you four to morrow do refort together to the mo J} Reverend Lord Legate, 
a dd> ft" ni fie to him the premifes in my Name - and give your attendance upon 
him, for the more fall declaration of the State of my Kingdom, and of the afore faid 
f'f'Jfions accordingly, a' you your felves do under fiand the matter, and can inform 
him in the fame, 

• 

Upon this opening of her mind, the Lords perceived it would be to no pur- 
pofe to perfwade the contrary, and therefore thought it requillte to dired 
lomc courfe wherein fhe might farisfie her defires to her own great honour, and 
yet not alienate too much at once of the publick Patrimony. The Abby of 
Wftm'mftcr had been founded in a Convent of BenediS'mes, or black Monks, 
by Edward the Confcflbr s valued at the fuppreflion by King Ffeuy the 
8rh. at the yearly fum of 3977. pounds, in good old rents, Anno 1539. At 
what time having taken to himfelf the belt and greatelt pare of the Lands 
thereof, he founded with the red a Collegiat Church* confuting of a Dean 
and fecular Canons ; Beufon the lall Abbot, being made the firlt Dean of this 
new erection. To B nfon fucceeded DrCVv, and to him was fnbftituredDr 
w. flon in t he firft of this Queen. And being preferred unto the place by ber 
fpetial favour, 'twas conceived to be no bard matter to perfwade him to make a 
furrendry of his Church into the hands of the Queen, that fo it might return 
to its former narure, and be erected into a Convent of Btueditlines, without 
any charge unto the Crown. And this they thought would be the eafier 
brought to pafs, becaufe by the p-eferment of Dr Owen Ogletherp to the See of 
Carl, fie, the Dcanry of windfor would be void, which wasconfideredas afuffi- 
cicnt compenfarion, if bellowed on Wftonfoz his furrendry of the other. But 
they found a grearer difficulty in it than was firft imagin'd, Weften appearing 
very backward in conforming to the Queens defires* partly out ofadiflike 
whii h he had of the project (he being one that never l'ked the profellion of 
Monkery ) and partly out of an affe&ion which he had to the place feared fo 
opportunely for thcCourt and all publi.kbufineffes.But atthelart he yielded 
to that opportunity which he was not able to refift, and thereby gained fo 
much difpleafure from the Cardinal Legate, that before the end of the next 
year, 1 5 57. he was outed of his Deanry of Winder, and all his other Ec* 
clefnftical promotions, upon an information of his being taken in the aft of 
adultery, which ot h:rwife perhaps might have been pardoned or connived at in 

Iii a him, 
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Am R*r him. as in imny others. Bat willing or unwilling he had full furrender'd 
*a the Church of mftmimfttr, which the Queen rtotked with a new Convene of 

Mar. 4. j w< tf# lJW>COB fifting of an Abbot and fourteen Monks, which with t heir offi- 
1 5 5 cers, were as many as the Lands then left unto it could well maintain. And for 
the firft Abbot, (he made choice of T>x ]eb*Feckn*m t z learned, grave, and mo- 
derate man,whom (he had formerly made Dean of St /Ws> inf he place of Dr 
mhtmMay, and now made choice of Dr Henry Colt % Arch- Deacon of £//, 
and Prolocutor of the Convocation, Anno 1555. to fucceed him in it. 

It was upon the 11 oiNevemter, that the new Abbot and his Monks entred 
on the pofleflion of their ancient Convent,which they held not fully out three 
years, when it was once again difTolved by A& of Parliament, of which more 
hereafter. Which fate befel the reft of her foundations alfo, two of which colt 
her little more than this at Weflminfter. A Convent of Ohftrvmts (Seir.ga 
reformed Order of Frtnafcon Friers) bad been foundedby King Hmry ifc 7th. 
neer the Mannor oi Greenwich, and was the firlt which felr the fury of King 
Henry the 8th. by reafon of fome open oppofition made by fome of theFrieri 
in favour of Queen K*tberine t thc mother of the Queen now reigning. Wh ; h 
moved her in a pious gratitude, to re-edifie that ruined houie, and to refioic as 
many as coulcfbe found of that Order, to their old habitations; making up . 
their Corporation with fome new Obferv*nts,to a competent number. She ga- 
thered together alfo a new Convent of Dominican /,or bleuk^ Friers , for whom 
0ie provided an houfe in Smith fieU, in the City of Union, fitting the fame 
with all conveniences both for divine Offices, and other neceffary utes. And 
having done this, (he was at no more charges with either of them ; for both 
the Opfervdnt* and Dominicans bcin« begging Fryers, might be rcfemblednot 
unfitly to a fwarm of Bees # which being provided of an hive, are left to make 
their combs , and raife thcmfelvcs a lively hood by their natural indu- 

ut fo (he went not offin her other foundations, which were to be provi- 
ded of fome proportionable endowment out of the revenues of the Cr^wn, 
towards their fupport. At SU» nere Brentford, in the County of Mldd'efex, 
there had been anciently a houfe of religious women, Nuns of the Order of 
St Bridget, diffolv'd as were all the reft, by King Henry the 8rh. Moft of the 
old ones dead, and the younger maricd. Yet out of fuch of t he old Nuns as 
remained alivc.and the addition of fome others, who were willing to embrace 
tbatcourfe of life, a competent number was made up for a new Plantation \ 
but feated as before at Si*», which the Queen repaired, and laid enro it a fuffi- 
cient eftate in Lands for their future maintenance. Which houfe being after- 
wards difTolved alio by Queen ELx*bttb % came firft to the pofleflion of Sir 
Ihcmm Perrot t mho gave it to his wife, the Lady Dorothy, one of the daughters 
of Wdter Deverenx, Earl of Effex } by whom, being after married to H>nrj 
Lord P»cy, Earl of Northumberland^ was left for a retiring houfe to that No- 
ble Family) who do ftill enjoy it. At Sbten on the other fide of the wate^rhere 
had been anciently another religious honfe,not far from a manfion of the K'tws, 
to which they much retorted till the building of Richmond. This houfe fhe 
ftock'd withanewConvent oiCarthufians (corruptly called the Cbrter-bonfe- 
MoncksJ which fhe endowed with a revenue great enough to maintain that Or- 
der, which profcft more abftcmioufnefs in diet, and fparingnefs of ex pence 
in all other things, than any others which embraced aMonaftical life. And 
the next year having clofed up the Wert end of the Quire or Chancel of the 
Church of St Johns neer Smrih field (which was all the Proteftor Semmerpt h»d 
leftftandineofit) fhe reftored the fame to the Hofpiralry of Knights of Sc 
John, to whom it formerly belonged, afllgning a liberal endowment to it for 
their more honourable fubfiltence. Over whom (he placed Sir I htnuu Trefham 
for the firft Lord Prior, a Gentleman of an ancienr Family, and one tbar had 
deferv'd exceeding well of her,in defence of ber claim againft Queen J«w,who 
on the 30th. of aSvmkr>i% 5 7. received the Order of the Croft at Wcjimnltor, 

and 
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and took poiTelfionof bis place } which having fcarce warmed, he was taken An. Reg, 
from it by the itroke of death , and left ic by the Qoteen to be difpofed of to * . 
Sir R chard Shelve % thclaftgreatMalter of that Order inthe Realm of£*r- f m % 
land. MS* 

Bat this expiring with the reft, within two years after, there remained no- 
thing of all Queen Marf% foundations , but her new Horpital in the Savoy. 
An Hofp tal hid formerly been founded in that Houfe by her Grandfather 
King Henry the feventh, for the relief of fach pileri ms, as either went on their 
Devotions to the ihrinc of St. Thtmat Becket of Canterbury, or any other emi- 
nent Shrine or Saint in thofe parts of the Kingdom. On a fuggettton made to 
King EJwaru the fixtb , that it ferved onely for a receptacle of vagrant per- 
rons, it was furrendred to him intbelalt year of his Reign by the Mafterand 
Brethren of the fame; out of the panels whereof he aligned the yearly Rene 
of feven hundred Marks for the maintenance of his new working houfe of 
Bridcwel, which he had given for ever to the Lord Mayor and City of Undo* , 
as hath been (ignified before in the lifeof that King, (together wuh all the 
beds, bedding, and other furniture, which were found in this Hofpiral.) And 
though this Grant bare date on the %6 of J**/, in the laft year of bis Reign , 
1553. yet the Lord Mayor and Aldermen entred not on the pofleffion 
of it till the month of February now laft part , Ann* 1 55 $ . But having took 
polteflion of it, andfo much of the Lands of this Hofpital being fet led on it , 
the Hofpital in the Savoy could not be reltored to its nrft condition 1 but by a 
new Endowment, from fuch other Lands belonging to Religions Honfet 
wnich were remaining in the Crown. But the Queen was fo refolved upon 
it, that (he might add Come works of Charity unto thofe of Piety , orelfe in 
honour of her Grandfather) whofe foundation (he reftored at Greenwich alfo , 
the Hofpital was again refounded on the third of N«vember 9 and a convenient 
yearly Rent all »ttcdrothe Matter and Brethren for the entertainment of the 
Poor, according to the tenour and effed of the firlt Inftirution. Which Prince- 
like Ad fo wrought upon the Maids of Honor , and other Ladies of the 
Court ,that for the better attaining of the queens good grace , they furnifhed 
the fame at their own cods with new beds, bedding, ana other neceuary fur- 
niture, in a very ample manner. In which condition it continneth to this very 
day, the Matter/hip of the Hofpital being looked on at a good preferment for 
any well deferving man about the Court; but for the rnott part given to fome 
of their Ma jetties Chaplains for the encouragement of learning , and the re* 
ward of their fcrvice. 

How far the Queens example, feconded by the Ladies about the Court , 
counreninced by the King, and earnelUy infifted on by the Pope then being , 
might have prevailed on the Nobility and Gentry for doing the like , either in 
reftonng their Church Lands, or advening fome part of them to the like Foun- 
dations, it is hard to fay; moft probable it is, that if the Queen had lived fome 
few years longer, either for love to her, or for fear of gaining the Kings dif- 
pleafure, ( who was now grown too great to bedifputed with, if the point 
were qu;ttioned ) or otherwife out of an unwillincneffe to incur the Popes 
curfe, and the Churches cenfures , there might have been very much done that 
way , though not all at once. For foit was , that Philip having paft over to 
Calais in the month of September, Anne 1555. And the next day departing to 
the Emperors Court, which was then at Brnfels , where he found his father in 
a resolution of refiemng to him all bis Dominions and Eftates, except the Em- 
pire, ( or the bare title rather of it ) whi h was to be furrendred to bis brother 
Ferdinand ; not that he had not a defign to fettle the Imperial Dignity on hie 
Sncceflors in the Realm of Spain , for the better attaining of the Universal 
Monarchy, which he was faid ro have afpired to, over all the Weft , but that he 49 
had been crofled in it by Maximilian the elded fon of his brother Ferdinand , 
who (ucceeded to his father in it, and left the fame hereditary in a manner to 
the Princes of the Houfe of Anjhia of the German Race. For Cbarls grown 
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weary of trie world , broken with w arrs , and defirous 10 apply himfelf to cit- 
rine meditations, relblved to difcna rge himfelf of all civil c nployment s, and 
fpend the remainder of his life igth; Monaltery ol Sr. fx (bus , fuuate among 
the Mountains of Exircmtdar* , a Province ottheRe.il m oiC-ifliU. Inpur- 
foance whereof , having calle J before hinthe principal ol the Nobility and 
great men of his feveral Kingdom? and Eilates , h:mide a Relignation of all 
his hereditary Dominions to K\ng Philip his fon , on the 25T1. of October , 
jdnno 1^55* having then fcarce attained to the 55 year of his lire , to the great 
admiration of all the world. After which aft, he found himfelf fo abandoned 
by all his followers, that fitting up lace at ni^ht in conference with St > dim his 
brothers E nballador , hi had not a fervant within call to lighc the Gentleman 
down (lairs. Which being obferved by the Emperor, he took the candle into 
his bands , and would needs in his own perfon perform that ofli e ; and hi- 
ving brought him to the top of the flairs , he faid unto hi.n, Remember Scldms , 
that thou haft known the Empcrour Churls , whom thou hailfcenin the he-d 
of fo many Armies, reduced to fuch a low eftate-, as to perform the orrice of 
an ordinary fervant to his Brothers Minifter. Such was the greatnefs to which 
Philip had attained at the prefent time , when the Queen was moll intent on 
thefenew foundations. 

As for the Pope, he had publifhed a Bull in print at t he fame time alfo , in 
which hethreatned Excommunication to all manner of perfons without ex. 
cqption,askeptany Church Lands unto themfelves; as alio toall Prince, No- 
blemen , and Magillrares , as did not forthwith put the fame incxecution : 
Which though it did not much cdifie at the prefent in the Realm of En*'*nd % 
yet it found more obedience and conformity in that of Ireland , in which a 
Parliament being called toward the end of this year, ( that is to fay , in the 
month of J*"', A*m 1557. ) thetepall a Statute for repealing all Aft«, Ar- 
ticles) and Provilions made againfl the See Apoltolick, ftnee the aorb. year of 
King Henry the 8th. and for afo.'ifhtng of feveral Ecclefiajlical poff'jfuns conveyed 
to the Laity , as alfo for the extinguifhment of Firft-fiuits and Twentieth parts, 
( no more than the yearly payment of the twentieth part having been laid by 
Aft of Parliament onthe lrifh Clergy ) in the full and laft claufe whereof, 
as they followed the example of the Realm of England^ fo poffibly they might 
have given a dangerous example to it in the other poinc , if by the Queens 
death following fhortly after, as well K.Phdip as the Pope had not loft all their 
power & influence on the Englifh Nation; by means whereof, there was no 
farther progrefle in the reftttution of theAbbey-Land*, no more re-edifying of 
the old Religious Houfes , and no intent ion for the founding of any new. 
Such as moft cordially were affeftcd to the iotercft of the Pope of Rome, and 
otherwife were vctyperfeft at their 4veM*rU 9 might love their Parermffer 
well, bur their Penny better. 

Thus have we feen how zealoufly the Queen proceeded in her way, towards 
the re-cftablifhingof the Papal greatnefs. Let ns next look on the proceedings 
of the Cardinal Legar, not as a Legat * latere from the Pope of Rome , but as 
Legatns natmt 9 a Metropolitan, or Archbifhop of ths Church of England. As 
Cardinal-Legat he had been never forward in the fheddingof blood, declaring 
many ways hts avcrfneffe from that feverity , which hefaw divers of the Eng- 
lifh Bifhops, but efpecially the Butcher of London, were fo benrupon. And 
when he came to aft as Metropolitan , he was very fpiring in thar Vird , as far 
as his own perfon was concerned therein ; though not to be excufed from fuf- 
fering the under Officers of his Diocefs to be too prodigal of the blood of their 
Chriftian brethren. He had been formerly fufpeftcd for a favourer of rhc Lu- 
theran Doftrins, when he lived at Rome , and afted for the Pope as one of his 
Legatsin the Council oil rent. Gardiner and Bonner, and the reft of rhe foris 
of Thunder, who called for nothing leTs than fire, ( rhough not from heaven ) 
were willing to give out, that he brought the fame afTeftions inro England al- 
fo ; and therefore fomewhat muft be done to keep up his authority and repu- 
tation

tat ion, both at home and abroad. To which end, he inlcrteth fo.r.c particulars An Re* 
amongit the printed Articles of his Vilitaiion , to witnefle for uimtothe A , f ' A " 
world, that he had as great a care for fnppreifing the growth of Herelie, as any ar ' 
Prelate in the K'ngdom , who would be thought more zealous becaule more 1 5 5y- 
tyrannical ; of which fort arc the 14, I5,and 17th. Ankles which concerned 
the Clergy, that is to fay , whether any of them lio teach or prt.tcb trronions do- 
Urine, comrary to the C a.holicl^ faith, and the i'-hity of the Church • and tvbtiher 
any cf tbcm do fay the divine Service, or d> minifter the Sacraments in the £n<>/,jh 
ten 1 ne . cor.tr/t- y to the .-f a order of the Church ? Of which fort alfo were the 
firft of th >fc touching the Laic y , viz. Whether any manner of per fans , of what 
eflate, dtgrety or ccnditian foevrr they be, di hold, maintain , and affirm any lltre- 
fes, Er f 01 j , and erronir.m Opinions , contrary to the Lat¥$ Ecclrfiajtlcal , ani the 
unity of the ( at hlul^C butch ? Which general ,Arikle was afcer branched into 
fuch parti ulars, as concerned the Carnal preface of Chnik imhe Sacrament, 
the reverent etteem thereof, thedeipitingol any of the Sacramencals , and the 
decrying of Auricular Confellion by word or practice. And fomewhac alfo 
of this ion wa; the i7th.A.ikle,by whkh it wasenquired, Whether any of tht 
Priejtsor Lxrgr » that having been married under the p> e mce of lawfal CMttrj- 
many , Af:d fir.ee > ec r.. t'ed , tio pr.viiy tefrt -o their pretended tviv:s , or that the 
fa d rvimcn di privity rrfin : 0 tbcm. Nothing material or conlidcrable in all 
th:rett, but what hath been in ufe and practice by all the Archbifliops , Bi- 
fhops, and other Ecclefiallical Judges in the Church of England, hncetbs 
firlt andb.lt times of Queen EU^abe i> ; allofthem feeming to have took their 
pattern from this reverend Prelate's , and to have precedemed themfelvcs by 
the Articles of his Vilitaiion. In two points onely he appeared to be fome- 
what lingular, and therefore found no followers in the times fucceeding ; the 
firit whereof was , The Regiftring of the names of the Godfathers and^God- 
mothers, as well as of the child Baptized; which why it mould be laid afide I 
can fee no reafon,the Rubri k of the Church allowing none to perform that 
office, before they have received the holy Communion. The fecond was , an 
Enquiry, whether the P rfons, Vicars, and Curats were diligent in teaching 
the Midwifes how to Chrilten children in time of neceffity , according to tbe 
Canons of the Church ; which fecmed fufliciently neceflary to beput in pra- 
ctice, as long as Baptifm was permitted to Midwives or any other perfons not 
in holy Orders. 

But though he feemed more favourable than any of the reft of the Bifhops, 
towards thofe which were living, he was content to cxercife the utmoft of his 
power upon thofe that were dead ; nor was he without hope, that by the pu- 
nishment and difgrace of thofe which were not fcnfible of either, he might be 
thought to manitert his greatelt zeal towards the maintenance of the Doc* r ins 
of rhe Church of Rome , as if he had inflicted the like cenfureson them when 
they were alive. This prompts him to a Vifitationof tbe Univerfity of Cam- 
bridge, partly to reitific the Starutes of it, which in many points were thought 
to ftand in need of a Reformation ; but principally to exercife fomemdre than 
ordinary rigouron the dead bodies of Martin Bucer and Paul us Fagius: Of 
thefe, the hrtt,having been the publick Reader in Divinity in the time ofKine 
Edward, was folemnly interred in the Church of Sr. Maries ; the other having 
been Jicb-erv. Reader at the fame time alfo, was buried in the Church of St. 
Michael. In order to this Vifitation, he Delegates one Ormanete an Italian , 
honored with the titlcof tbe Popes Daary, Doctor Cuthbert Seat, thennew- 
1 y confecrated Bifliop of Chefter , Doctor ivatfon Mr. of St. John's College , 
and Lord Elect of Lincoln , and Doctor Chrijtopherfon Matter of Trimtj Col- 
ledge , fnd Dean of Norwich , Lord Elect of Cbicbefter , and Doctor Henry 
(%U Provoft of Eaton College , and Dean of Sr. Pauls. With thefe were 
joyned as Co nmillioners Doctor Andrew Pern, Matter of Peter houfe,zv\c\ Vice- 
chancellor , fome Doctors of Divinity , Sir J**" Der then the Recorder of 
the Town, and cerraio others, in the name of the King and Queen. It mult be 
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rquired fuch preparations, 
The Cardinals Commitlioners came to Cambridge oil the pth. of January , 
where they (band the reft ready to receive them , and the next day they inter- 
dicted the two Churches above mentioned, for daring to entertain the dead 
bodies of fuch defperate Hereticks. I pretermit the eloquent fpcech made by 
Stoakjtht. Univerlity-Orator, the Anfwer thereunto by Sect, then Bi(hop 
of Chefttry the Latine Sermon preached by fr*w^agatnH Seels and Hereticks, 
together with the Solemn Mafs, with which this weighty bulinetic waitotakc 
beginning. Which preparations being patt over, a Petition is pcfented to the 
Cardinals Delegates in the name of the Vice-chancellor, and Heads of the 
Univerfity, for raking up thebodics of i he faid Man in Bxcerand PanlHsFa- 
fiHs y to the end that fomc legal proceedings might be hadagainrt them, to the 
terrour of others , in regard of thofe many dangerous andheretical Doctrines 
by them formerly taught. The Petition being granted , and the dead bodies 
condemnedto be taken out of their graves, a piiolick Citation is fet upat St. 
Mary's Church, the Market-place, and the common Schools, requiring the 
faid MmiH Lucey and Paulut Fay ins , or any other in their names, or in their 
behalf, to appear beforethe Lords Commilfioners on Monday the i8h. of 
that Month , to anfwer to fuch Articles as then and there fhould be objected 
again!! then. But the dead bones not being able to come unlefs they were 
carried, and nobody daring to appear as their Pro&or or Advocate,they might 
have been taken pr» confejjis , but that the Court was willing to proceed by 
Witneflesi and to that end they took the Depofitions offeveral perfom, 
tou:hin« the Doftrine taught by the faid two Hereticks; and then upon ma- 
ture deliberarion they condemned them of Herefie , ordered them to be taken 
out of their graves, degraded from all holy Orders, and delivered to the fee ular 
Magillrate. Of all this, an account is given to the Cardinal-Legar, who is de- 
fired to take fome courfe that the ordinary Writ ( de cmbmrendo //<«r«/Vo)for 
the burning of Hereticks , mi' hr be taken out , and fern unto the Mayor of 
Cmbn'dge, without which, nothing could be done , in order to the execution 
of the re/t of the Sentence. The Writ accordingly comes down, and Saturday 
tne fix/h day of February is appointedfor the burning of the two dead bodies \ 
which beirg taken out of their graves, and laid in their coffins onmensflioul- 
ders. are carried to the market place with a guard of men , Well armed and 
weaponcJ, for fear of making an efcape: chained unto feveral pofts, as if (till a- 
live, the wood and fire put to rhem,and their bodies burncd,togethcr with 
as many of their Books as could begotten, which were caftinto the fame 
flames alfo. 

Andbocaufeone Univerfity (hould not mock the other , the like cruelty 
was alfo exert ifed upon the dead body of Pntr Martyr's wife at Oxford, a god- 
ly, grave , and fober matron while (he lived , and to the poor people there ex- 
ceeding charitable. It was fuppofed, that Oxon flood as much in need of a Vi- 
fitation as C*mbriged\6. A Commitfton is therefore granted by the Cardinal- 
Legat to Do&or James Proves Bilhop otGloccfter y Ormanttt the Popes Daiary , 
CoievndWnyht Doctors of the Civil Law, ice- to reftifie fuch things as they 
found amifs in that Univerfity , or in any College of the fame. It was given 
them alfo in charge amon^t other things , that they (hould take the body of 
this good woman out of her grave, into which fhe had been laid Anno 1552. 
andro confumethc fame with fire, not doubting but (he was of the fame 
Rcl : gion which her husband had profefled before. But when the CorrnnhTio- 
ners came to execute that part of their bufinefs, they could find nowicnefle 
todepofe any rhingfor certain touching her Religion, fuch as were brought 
before them agreeing generally in this anfwer, That they did not undcrltand 
her Language, and therefore could not tell of what Religion (he was. It was 
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Witneffes. Th; Cardinal.thereupon gives order to Doctor Marjhal Dean of 
Chrijl-Cbnrch, to take up her body ( which had been buried near tdthat of Sc. 
Fridefwide ) and to lay u out of Chritiian burial ; who very readily obeyed , 
took up the bones of thacvertuous woman, and molt prophanely buried them 
in a common dunghil.But long they lay not in that place,for Qneen Eli4,o6etb % 
comming to theCrown within two years afecr^ave order,that this body fhould 
be decently interred, as became the quality of her perfon.and thz reverence dde 
unto her busbandjas alfo that Bncer fc t «wu (hould in the other Univerfir y be 
publickly reuWd to their former honors.In obedience unto whofe commands, 
the body of the one is taken out of the dunghil , and laid into the grave of 
St.Fridtfmde, their bones fo intermingled with one another, that there could be 
no fear of offering the like inhumanity to them for the time to come. And that 
the like honour might be done to Buctr and Vagmt^k folemn commemoration 
of them was held at Cambridge, thz Sermon preached by Mr James Pi kjngton , 
who not long after was preferred to the Sec of Vmrbam • the Panegyric!^ 
made by Ackynrtb Orator of that Univerfity , who fpared no part of a good 
Oratory in fetting forth their due praifes, and defcrved commendation*. 

But we mult now look back again on the Reign of Qneen Mary , in which 
we find little more to do than the magnificent reception of Ofep Napea,Em- 
baflador from the great Duke of Mnfcovj , upon this occafion : The Enelifc 
Merchants at the lot limitation of Stbajtian Cabot, had furnUhed out fome (hips 
for the difcovcry of a North- Eaft palfage towards the rich Countries of C*- 9 
thai and China ; in which they made fo good a prosrefs , that they attained as 
far as the Port of St. Nicholas, one of the principal Port- towns of the Empire 
of Raffia, and laid the firft foundation of a wealthy Trade with that mighty 
Empire. For their encouragement therein , the Privileges of the Eaflerltngj, 
commonly called the Merchants of ihcStiljard, (who before had managed 111 
the Trade of the North Eaft parts) were feizedon by King Edward the 6th. 
and the way thereby laid open to the Merchant- Advent urers , to encreafe 
their (hipping with their wealth. For the continuance of which Trade betwixt 
the Nations, the Emperor Job'n Bafitlwits fends his Ambaffador above named, 
Wnbarked in one of the Englifh (hips, under the conduct and government of 
RicbardCbancellor, xht moft expert Pilot of that age. But fo it napned , that 
the reft of the (hips being fcactered by a ftrong tempeft on the coaft of Norvraj 9 
the (hip which carried the Ambaffador was wreckt upon the coaft of Scotland ; 
the lading for the moft part loft , amounting to twenty thoufand pounds and 
upwards, befides many rich prefentsfent from the Rnffixn Emperor to the King 
and Queen. The Ambaffador with much ado was preferv*d from drowning , 
but the Pilot loft, who by labouring to preferve the life of the other , neglect* 
ed the beft opportunity to fave his own. The news wherof being brought to 
the Merchants of London, ( who by this time were grown into a Company of 
1 40.) they procured Letters from the King to the Resent of Scotland, for the 
courteous entertainment of the faid Ambaflador , and the reftoring of fucti 
goods as had efcaped the wreck : and having furnifhed him with mony and all 
other neceffaries, caufed him to bz conducted towards the Court. 

Taking his leave of Scotland on the 1 4th. of Febrnary, he is brought by ealie 
journeys within twelve miles of London , honorably entertained in all places 
as he part along , and there received by four-fcore of the Raffian Merchants in 
their chains of gold. Furniihed with Gold, Velvet, Silk, and all other things , 
he is by the whole Company of the R*ffian Merchants magnificently brought 
into London on the laft of that month ; met on tbe way by the Lord Vifcount 
Montacnt', attended with a gallant train of three hundred Horfe,ac the Queens 
command , and received at SmiMeld-batt by the Lord Mayor and Aldermen 
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An Rev 10 thcir fc- rlct Robes. Conduced to his lodgings in Van-Church ftreer, he 

V?' 5" was there prcfentcd in the Queens name, with a piece of cloath of Tiflue»t wo 

ar * T pieces of cloth of gold.one whereof was raifed with Crimfon Velvet, with ma- 

I 5^ y * ny other pieces of the like rich making, which very thankfully he received. 



Abiding at his lodging till the Kings coming back from Flanders, which was not 
till the ii of Marches, was brought noon our Lady day by water to the Court 
at fVejlminfter • received at his landing oy fix Lords, he was by them bronghc 
into a chamber, where he found the Lords Chancellor, Treafurer, Privy Seal, 
Admiral, Bifhop of Ely, and other Counfellors. Who having exchanged falu- 
™ tations with him attended him to the King and Queen,fitring under a rich Ca- 
nopy or cloath of State in t he great Hall t here. Having prefented his Letters 
oE Credence, exprefl himfclf unto their Majellies in a fhort Oration,wbich was 
jet j. interpreted to tnem both in Eng/ifli and Spanijhy and prefented them with two 
timber of Sables, which with much diligence had been recovered out of the 
wreck, be was by them remitted to his lodging with the like folemnity. At- 
tended in only after by the Bifhop of Ely, and Mr Secretary Peter ; who after 
much Communication, and feveral Treaties, fetled at laft a friendly enter- 
courfeand commerce betwixt the Nations ; the Articles whereof engrofled 
in parchmenr,were afterwards prefented to him, ra; ified and confirmed by rhe 
Great Seal of England. On the % 3d. of April he was brought again into the 
Court,whcre having feen the Pomps and Orders of St Gtorge\ Fealt, the Ser- 
vice of the Royal Chapel, and the magnificent ProcelTion of the Knights of 
the Garter, betakes his leave of the Kins and Queen, is re-conveyed onto his 
lodging, and on the ad. of May embarks for R-jfif* accompanied with four 
good (hips well froughc with Merchandife moll proper for the trade of that 
Country to which they were bound. The coftly prefents fentby him from 
9 the King and Queen to the Ruffian Emperour, and thofe bellowed upon him* 
felf,l leave to be reported by him at his coming home.and the relation of John 
Stow in his Annals of England,, fol, 630. Nor had I dwelt fo long upon thefe 
particulars, but to fee forth the ancient fplendor and magnificence of the 
State of England, from which we hive fo roiferably departed in thefe latter 
times. 

Worfe entertainment found an agent from the French King at his coming 
hither, becaufe he came on a worfe errand. Stafford an English Gentleman of 
a Noble Family, having engaged himfclf in fome of the former enterprifes a- 
gainri this Queen, and finding no good fortune in them, retired with divers 
others to the Court of franco ; from whence they endeavoured many timcs,to 
create fome dangers to this Realm, by fcactering and difperfing divers fcanda- 
lous Pamphlets,and feditious pa per spending to the apparent defamation of the 
King and Queen. And having got fome credit by thefe practices amongft the 
Mini/lers of that King,he undertakes to feize upon fome Fortrefs or Port Town 
of England, and put the fame into the hands of the French, In profecurion of 
which plot, accompanied with fome English Rehels,and divers French Adventu- 
rers intermingled with them, befeizeth on the (hong Cattle of Scarborough, in 
the County of Tork>. From thence he publifhed a moll traiterous and feditious 
Mamftjl, in which he trayteroufly affirmed the Queen,neithcr to be the Right, 
fnl Queen of this Realm, nor to be worthy of the Title, affirming that the 
King bad brought into this Realm the nurnocr of twelve thoufand Spaniards, 
who had poffefs'd themfelves of twelve of the bell Holds in all the Kingdome ; 
upbraiding the Queen with her mifgovernment, and taking to himfclf the Til 
tie of Protector of the Realm of England. But the Queen being fecretly ad- 
vertifed of the whole defign, by the diligence of Dr Nichelai Wotton, Dean of 
Canterbury, who was then Ambaflador in that Court, Order was taken with 
the Earl of tVefimorland, and other Noble men of thofe parts, to watch the 
Coafts, and have a care unto the fafety of thofe Northern Provinces, By whom 
hewasfo clofely watch'd,and fo well attended, that having pnt himfelf into 
that Caftle on the 24th. he wis pulled out of it again on the lall of April . 
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from thence brought prifoner unto London y condemned of Treafon, executed An Rea 
on the Tower Hill,^; 18. and on the morrow after three of his accomplices a* ' 
were hanged at Tjbnrn, cut down and quartered. • 

But as it was an ill wind which blowes no body good,fo this French Treafort, , I JJ2l 
fo dellru&ive to the chief confpiratours,redounded to the great benefit and ad- 
vantage of Philip. He had for three years borne the Title of King of 
without reaping any profit and commodity by it. But being now engaged in 
war with King rl f nry rhe 3d. though in purfutc rather of his fathers quarrels, 
than any new ones of his own, he takes this opportunity to move the Queen 
to declare her felf againll the/Ve»r£,& toaflilt nim in his war againll thatKing, 
for the good of her Kiogdoms.lt was not poflible for toe Queen to feparate her 
inrereit from that of her husband, withouc hazarding Come great unkindnefs, if 
not a manifeft b-each between them. She therefore yields to his defire, and by 
her Proclamation of the 7th. of .J**** chargeth that King in having an hand 
not only inthe fecret practices of the Duke o[ Northumberland , butalfoin 
the open rebellion of fV.at % and his confederates. She alfo laid unto his charge, 
that Dudlfj 4jhto»,tnd fomc other male contents of Fng/and,vfcrc entertained 
in the houfe of his Ambafladors, where they contrived many trcafons and con . 
fpira ies againft her and her Kingdom ; that flying into France, they were not 
only entertained in the Court of that King, but relieved with penfions. Fi- 
nally, that he had aided and encouraged Stafford with (hipping, men, mony, 
and munition, to invade het Rcalm,thereby if it were poffible,to difpoflefs her 
of her Crown. She therefore gives notice to her fubjeds, that they fhould 
forbear all rraffick and commerce with the Realm of France .• from which (he 
had received fo many injuries, as could admit no reparation but by open war. 
And that (he mighr not feem to threaten what (he never intended, fhe caufeth 
an army to be raifed confining of one thoufand hotfe, fonr thoufand foot, and 
two thoufand pioners, which fhe puts under the command of the Earl of Penu 
4rwfc,and fo difpatcheththem ioz Flanders, to which they came about the mid- 
dle of J*//. King Philip had gone before on the 6th. of that month, and all 
things here were followed with fuch care and diligence, that the army (laid not 
long behind ; but what they did, falls not within the compafs o; this prefent 
year. 

All which remains to be remembred in this prefent year, relates unto foch 
changes and alterations, as were made amongll the Governors of the Church, 
and the Peers of the Realm. It hath been hgnified before,that white of Lincoln 
had prevailed by his friends in Court, to be tranflated unto Wmchcfter, as the 
place of bis Nativity and Education. To whom fuccceded Dr ThomM tvatfen, 
Mailer of S: JehtSs College in Cambridge, and Dean of Durham, elected to the 
See of Li«c4/»,beforeChriltmafs 1 aft, and acting by that name,and in ttjat capaci- 
ty, againft the dead body of Martin Bucer .To Day of Chichefter, who deceafed 
on the 2d.of -<4*£.inthe oeginning of his year,fucceeded Dr John Cbriflofherjon, 
a right learned man,Mr of F rimtj College in Cambridge ,and Dean of Norwich, 
eleded about the fame time when the other was, and acVing as he did againll 
Sneer and Fagius, as alfo did "Dr Cmhbert Scot, who at that time was a&ually 
inverted in the See of Chejlcr, upon the death of Dr eats, the preceding Bi- 
Ihop. And finally, in the place of <*/ir/c^Bifliop oiCarltjle, who died on the 
5th. of March, 1 55 5. Dt Owen Oglethorp, Prefident of Magdalen College in 
(?A-0ff t and Dean of ffW/iveceives Confecrationto that See, in that full part 
of this year; but the particular day and time thereof I have nowhere found. 
Within the compafs of this year (that is to fay the 4th. year of the Reign of 
this Queen) died two other Bifhops, Sale ot or Capen Bifh^p of Sal fbnrj, and 
Chambers the firflBifhop of Peterborough • to the firflof which there was no 
fucceflbr actually confecrated or confirmed, for the reafons to be (hewed 
anon in the Reign of this Queen. But to the other, fucceeded Dr David Pool, 
Dr of both laws, Dean of the Arches, Chancellor to the Bifhop of Lichfield t 
and Arch-Deacon of Dtrb/ y eleffced before the end of this year,but doc confe- 
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a Reg crated till the 15th of *»v*fr , in the beginning of the next. 
* ' & * So ne alterations hapnedalfo amonglt the Peeis of the Realm , in the cre- 

Mar. 5. atlon 0 f onc> 2 0( j dfe deliru&ion of another. A Rebellion had been raifed in 
*557» the North upon the firft fuppreflion of Religious Houfes, A»m 15^5. in 

L^V"W which Sir I hemat Percy fecood fon to Henri the fifth Earl of Northumberland 
of that name and family » was thought tone a principal llkkler, and for the 
fame was publickly arraigned, condemned, and executed. By Bieanar his wife, 
one of the daughters and heirs of Sir Gnifcard Harehottle , he was the father of 
V homai and Henry, who hitherto had differed under his Attaindure : But now 
it pkafed Queen Mavy to reflect on their Fathers fufFerings , and the caufe 
thereof, whk h moved her not onelyto reltore themto their blood and ho- 
nors > but alfo to fo much of the Lands of the Pcrciet as were remaining in the 
Crown. In purfuance whereof, fhe advanced Thcmas the elder brother, on the 
hit of April, to the Style , Titie,and Degree of Earl of Northumberland , the 
remainder to his brother Henry, in cafe the faid Thomas fhould depart this 
life wit hour llfuetnale. By vertue of which Entail, thefaid »%my afterwards 
fuccecded him in his Lands and Honors, nocwithftanding that he was attain- 
ted, condemned, and executed for high Treafon in the time of Queen Eli.

Not many weeks before the reftitution of which noble Family , that of the 
Lord 5fr/(»» was in nofmail danger of a final deftru&ion, a Family firft ad- 
vanced to the Itate of a Baron in the perfon of Sir John Start™ , created Lord 
Stunon in the 26th. of Kins Henry the 6th. and now upon the point of ex- 
piring in the perfon of Charts Lord5/«rt»«, condemned and executed with 
four of his fet vantson the 6th. of March, for the murder of one At gal and his 
fon, with whom he had been long at variance. It was his firft hope that the 
murther might not be difcovered , and for that caufe had buried the dead bo- 
des fifteen foot under ground; hisfecond, that by reafon of his zeal to the 
Popifh Religion it might be no bard matter to procure a pardon. But the 
Murder was too foul to be capable of any fuch favour, fo that he was not one* 
ty adjudged to die, but condemned to be hanged. It is reported of cue 
A,t**sfdem Antoniut , that having vananifhed Artanafdei King of Armenia, he led him 
A * m *f*Mdtdc- bound in chains to Rome ; but for his greater honor, and to diftinguifh him 
uftJn^ttcint, from the reft of the prifoners , in chains of gold : And fuch an honour was 
ftd»cq*idb*- vouchfafed to this noble Murderer, in nor being hanged as his fervants and 
m,i Hctffct t aM~ accomplices were,in a halter of hemp .but in one or filk. And with this faft the 
mis vtcit Family might have expired , if the Queen, having fatisfied Juftice by his exe- 
^cJl Paterc cotlon » bad not confulted with her mercy for the reftoring of his next Heir 
' both in blood and honor.

WE muft begin this year with the fuccefs of thofe forces which were fent 
under the command of the Earl of Pemheckj to the aid of Philip' who 
having, made up an Army of 55 thoufand Foot , and 1 a thoufand Horie, be- 
fides the Forces out of England , fate down before Sr. Qnim'm the chief Town 
of Piccardy, -called by the Remans, An£*flaVerom*ndHo< urn, and took this new 
name from St. Qn'min the fuppofed tutelary Saint and Patron of it \ a Town 
of principal importance to his future aims , as being one of the Keys of France 
on that fide of the Kingdom, and opening a fair way even to Paru \z fclf. 
For the railing of which Siege, the French King fends a puiffanr Army under 
the commandof theDuke of Montm9rancy,\htn Lord High ConHable of France, 
accompanied with the Flower of the French Nobility. On the loth, day of 
<Aui»jt the Battels joyn, in which thcFrtnch were vanquifhed , and their Ar- 
my -routed; the Conltable himfelf, the Prince of Mamma, the Dukes oiMont* 
peeper and LongmavilU* with fix others of the prime Nobilk y,and many others 
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Of lefs note, being taken prisoners: The Duke of a*& i«*,th; Vifcoum 7"*ri», A tt% jfc. 
four perfons of honorable ranck, molt of the Foot Captains , and of the com- I 
moo Soldiers to the number of a 500 (lain upon the place. The news whereof 
(truck fucha terrour in King Henry the 2d. that he was upon r he point of for iJJJZl 
faking Paru , and retiring into L*»£*«fc«t, or fome other remote part ot his 
Dominions; In the fuddennefs of which furprife, he difpattbt his Curriers for 
recalling the Duke of G <*ife out of whom be had fent thither at the Popes 
instigation with a right puifTanc Army for the Conquelt of Naplet. Bur Pbiiif 
knowing better how to enjoy than to ufe his vi&ory , continued his Siege be. 
fore St- which he (tormed on the 1 81b. of that month, the Lord Hen* 

ry Dnditj ooeot the younger fon» of the Duke of Northumberland (who loll 
his life in the Aflaulc) together with Sir Edward Wmdfor , beingthc firft that 
fcaled the walls , and advanced their victorious Colours on the top thereof. 
After which gallant piece of fervice , the Englifh rinding fome neglect at the 
bands of Philip bumbly defire to be difmilt into their Country, which for fear 
of fome further inconvenience was indulged umo tham. By which difmiffion 
of the Englilh (as 1 huantt and others have obferved') King Pbiiif was not able 
with all his Spaniard* to perform any aftion of importance io the relt of the 
War. 

But the Englifh fhall pay dearly for this Vi&ory , which the Spaniard 
bought with no greater lofs than the lives of 50 of his men. The Englifh at thac 
time were poflefled of the Town of Cataii, with many other pieces and Forti 
about) as Gmfnefe, Fantm, Ardret y &c. together with the whole Territory rai- 
led the County Oye % the Town by Cm far called Partus Iccint , fuuateon the 
mouth or entrance of the Englifh Chanel , opposite to Dwer, one of the five 
principal Havens in thofe parts of Engand, froth which di tan c not above 
twenty five miles , a Town much aimed at for that, rcafon by King Edward the 
3d. who after a Siege of fomewhat more than eleven months, became Matter 
of it, Anm 1 3 47. by whom firlt made a Colonie of the Englifh Nation , and 
after one of the Staple Towns for the fale of Wool. - Kept with great care by 
his Succelfors , who as long as they had it in their poffeiTion, werefaid to car- 
ry the Keys of France at their girdle ; eltecmcdby Vbtiip deCmwet for the 
goodlieit Captainfhip in the world , and therefore trotted nnro none bat per- 
fons of moP eminent ranck both for courage and honour. A Town which for 
more rhan aoo years had been fuch an eyc-foreto the French, and fuch a 1 horn 
in their fides , thttMenfienr dtC»rdei , a Nobleman who lived in the Reign 
of King £>r«-*r the nth. was wont to fay , that he could be content ro lie te- 
ven years in hell, upon condition that this Town were regained fro n the Eng- 
lilh. But the French (hill have it now at aneafier rare i The Queen hid broke 
the Peace with Fr one: , and fent a conlderable Body of Forces to the aid of 
Pbiiipi but took no care tofortifie and make good this place , as if the fame 
Garrtfon which had kept it ina :ime of peace, had beeufufficient to maintain 
it alfoina time of war. 

For fo it hapned, that Francu of Ltram Duke of Gmfe, one of the beft Sol- 
diers of rbitage, being called back with all his forces from the war of IimIj. 
and not well pleafed with the lofs of that opportunity which feetned to have 
been offered to him forth; conqueflof Naplet , refolved of doing fomewhat 
anfwerable unto expectation, as well for his own honor as the good of his 
Country. He had long fixed his eyes on Cm\ou> and was informed by SenMrpont 
Governor of BoIUijne , and by confequence a near neighbour to it , that 
the town was neither fo well forrified, nor fo (tronglvgarrifoned , but that ic 
might be taken without any great difficulty. For confirmation whereof, Men* 
fienr a 9 Strode one of the Marfhals of France ', under the favour of a difguife , 
takes a view of the place , and heartneth on the Duke with the feasibility »f 
the undertaking. Philips who either had intelligence of the French defignes » or 
orherwife rarionally fnppofing what was like to follow in the courfe of War, 
had often advifed the Queen to have icare of that Piece, and freely offered hia 
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that when the Duke fate downbeforc it, there wis not above 500 Soldiers, and 
1 but two hundred fighting men amongft the Townfmen , although the whole 
5 number of Inhabitants amounted to 4x00 pcrfons. On New- years day the 
Duke of Omift fate down before it , and on Twelfth-day had it furrendred up 
unto him by the Lord Deputy Wcnwonhy who had tha chief command and 
government of it. • The noife of the thundring Canon heard as far as Antwerp^ 
could not but roufe the droufie Emgiifhto bethink themfclves of fome relief to 
be fent toCa/*u , and they accordingly provided both fhipsandmcn to per- 
form that feryice. But the winds were all the while fo ttrong and fo crofs 
againd them, that before the Englifh Chips could get out of their Havens, the 
French were Mailers of the Town. Some grearer difficulty foundrhe Duke 
in the taking of the Cattle of G*//«//r, where the Lord Gray , a valiant and 
expert Soldier, had the chief command. But at length the Acceflbries follow- 
ed the fame fortune with the Principal, both G*ifnejje and Htmne , and all the 
other Pieces in the County of Oje y being reduced under the power of the 
French within few days after. 

Thctt now remained nothing to the Crown of England of all its antienc 
Rights in France , -but the Iflnnds ofGernfer, Jerfty, S*rk., and AJdernay , all 
lying on thecoaftof Normandy ^ of which Dukedomc heretofore accounted 
members. Held by the Englifh ever fince the time of the Norman Conqueft, 
they have been many times attempted by the French , but wichout fucceffc ; 
never fo much in danger of being loll as they were at this prefenr. Some of the 
French had well obferved , that the Ifland of Sark. ( an Ifland of fix miles in 
compafs) enjoyed the benefit of a fafe and commodious Haven, bntwitbouc 
any to defend it but a few poor Hermites , whom the privacy and folitarinefs 
of the place had invited thither. The Ifland round begirt with Rocks , lying 
aloft above the Sea, and having onely one ftreighc paflage or afcent unto it , 
fcarce capable of two abreaft. Of this Ifland the French eafily pofleft them- 
felves, diflodged toe Hermires,fortifie the upper part of the Afcent with fome 

f>ieccs of Ordnance, and fettle a fmall Garrifon in it to defend the Haven. But 
ong they had not netted there, when by a Gentleman of the Neat her l**ds, 
one of the fubjeds of King Philip, it was thus regained : The Flemmifh Gen- 
tleman with a fmall Bark came to Anchor in the Road , and pretending the 
deathof hit Merchant , befought t he French that they might bury him in the 
Chapel of that Ifland, offering a prefent to them of fuch Commodities as 
they had aboard. To this requeft the French were eafily entreated, upon con- 
dition, that they fhould not come to fhore with any weapen, no not fo much 
as a Pen-knife. This leave obtained, the Flemmmg row'd unto the (hoar with a 
Coffin in pheir skiff for that ufc purpofely provided, and manned with Swords 
& Arcubuffes. Upon their landing,and a fearch fo ftri& and narrow, that ic was 
impoffible to hide a Pen-kife > they were permitted to draw their Coffin up the 
Rocks , fome of the French rowing back unto the fhip to fetch the Prefcnt, 
where they were foon made faft enough and laid in hold.The Flemmmg in the 
mean time which were on the land had carried their Coffin into the Chapel , 
and having taken thence their weapons gave an Alarum unto the French, who 
taken thus upon the fuddain , and feeing no hopes of fuccourfrom th^c ..fel- 
lows, yielded themfelves, and abandoned the poffeffion of that place. A Sera* 
Qu»d vtwx "gem to be equalled , if not preferred, unro any of the Amients , cither 
extoilimvt, ve- Greekj or Roman, did not that fatal folly, reprehended once by Tadtns^ ftill 
mcmiun i*c»- reign amongft ns, that we extol the former days, and contemn trie prefenr. 
nt f- The loffe of this Ifland gave a new Alarum to the Council of England , who 

thereupon refolved to fet out a right puiffant Navy , as well for the fecuring 
1 * 5 8 « of the reft of the Iflands , as to make fome impreffion on the Main of France. 
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It was not till ihc month oiApru that they cntrcd into confutation about Rfp 
this bulinefs , and fo exceeding tedious were they in their preparations , that 1 
ihe month of Jxly w as well fpent before they were ready to weigh Anchor. f*Jfl 
Durio" which time the French had notice of their purpofe , and underftanding ' ° 
that they had an aim on Brefi in Bretaen , they tooK more care in fortifying it 
againft the Englifh, than trie Englifh did for Calais againft the French. It was 
about the middle of J* y that the Lord Admiral t tymon fct fail for France % 
with a Fleet of one hundred and forty (hips, whereof thirty Flemtfh. Finding 
no hopes of doing any good on Breft t bends his courfefor Conqun s va open Sea- 
town of that Province ; at this place he lands his men, takes and facks the 
Town , burns it together with the Abbey , and having wafted all the Country 
round about , returned with fafety to his (hips. But the Flemifh fomewhac 
more greedy on the fpoil , and negligent in obferving Martial Difcipline , are 
valiantly encountred by a Nobleman of thatCountry , and fent back fewer by 
five hundred than they cameon (hoar. This was the fum of what the Englifh 
did this year, in order to the recovery of the honour which they loft at Calau ; 
and poifibly they might think they had done enough in the fpoil of Bretajr* t to 
fatisfie for the loCs of a Town in Piccardy % whereas in truth, the wafte which 
they had made in Brctagn might be compared to the cutting off a mans hair, 
which will °row again ; thelofs olCalais to the difmembring of an arm or leg, 
never to be again united to the reft of the body. 

Fither by reafon of thefe wars , or that men were nocthenfo prompt to 
SurcsinLaw, the Lawyers found but little work in ffeftmsn/ter-haU ^ mfo- 
much that at the King's Bench Barthcreattendcdbutonemanof Law called 
Foftr,ind but one Serjeant onely called Bnttift of the Common-Pleas,both 
having little more to do than to look about them, and the judges not much 
moreto do than the Lawyers had ; but certainly, that great leifarc which the 
Lawyers found for doing nothing, proceeded rather from the noife of the wars, 
in which the voice of theLaw cannot eafily be heard,than from the ouietnefs 8£ 
difpofition of the times , in which the number both of Sutes and Pleaders had 
been much encreafed , as may be gathered from the words of Heiwooi the old 
Epiorammaiilt, and one much made of by the Queen, who being told of the 
oreat number of Lawyers > and that the number of them would impoverifh the 
whole ProfelTion, made anfwer, No, for that always the more Spaniels there were 
itttb' fiefdy the more wot the game. Not fo much elbow-room in the Hall, 
though poifibly not much more bufinefs for them in the Term next following, 
by reafon of the Parliament which beganon the loth, of January, and held on 
tillthefevemhof March,™ which I find no Ad which concerned Religion, 
nor any thin* which had relation to the Clergy, more than the confirmation 
of their Grant of Subfidies. It was a military time, and the Afts had fomething 
in them of that temper alfo , that is to fay , an A£, proportioning what num- 
ber of Horfe, Arms, and Weapons every man fhould be charged withall in his 
feveral ftation , cap. a. an Art for the due taking and obferving of Mufters, 
cao 7 that Acceffaries in Murder, and fuch as were found guilty of divers 
Felonies, fhould not have their Clergy, cap. a., for the quiet behaviour of 
fuch French-men as had pnrchafed the privilege of being Denizens, cap. 6. 
and finally , for granting a Subfidy and Fifteen by the Temporality towards 
the defence of the Realm, and carrying on the War againft thofe of France, 
Noth'n°elfe memorable in this Seflion , but that Fecknam the new Abbot of 
W::}min\r , and Jrelham the new Prior of Sujohnsofjernfalem , took place 
amongltxhe Lords intheHoufe of Peers. # 

At the Convocation then holden for the Province of Canterbury, Harps field 
Arch-Deacon of London, is chofen and admitted Prolocutor for the Houfe of 
the Clergy. Which done, the Cardinal- Arc hbifhop offers it to the confede- 
ration of the Bifhops and Clergy, that fome courfe might be thought upon 
for the recovery of Calais, then lately taken by the French. Which whether ic 
were don* to fpur on the Parliament, or to (hew their good affeftionsto . the 
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An, Reg. pablick fervicc,is not much material, confidering that I find nothing afted in 
Mgr ? purfnancc of it. As little was tber$ done in order to another of his propofiti- 
_ 'r?' ons, touching the revieuing and accommodating of the Statutes of the new 
>5°» foundations, though a reference thereof was made to the Biihops of Lincoln^ 

\S~V~^*J Chefier, and Peter bomjh, together with the Deans of Canterbury jVorceJrer,ztui 
Wmchefker. Some defires alfo were agreed on to be prefenred to the Prelate 
Cardinal, in the name of the Clergy, as namely, " i. That requeftmaybe 
«' made to the Queens Majefty, That no Parfon,Vicar or Curate,bc preued by 
"any Captain to go to the wars. a. That where two Benefices being con- 
" tiguous, are fo l'mall thai they are not able to find a Prieft, the Bifhop of the 
'* Diocefs may give them in commeudam to fome one man to ferve them alter- 
" *is vicibus. 3. That the Parifluoners which have Chapels of cafe, and yet 
■ wantPricftsto ferve the Cure, may be compelled to come to the Parifh 
" Churches,until fome Curate may be gotten to ferve the fame. And 4. That 
f « every Bifhop may beauthorifed by the Pope to give Orders extra temper* 
M pra/enpta, that is to fay, as well at any other times, as on the Sundayes after 
•« the four Ember weckj. And finally taking into confideration the great nc- 
ceflities of the State, and preparation of the enemies, they granted hrft unto 
the Queen, a Subfidy of eight (hilling; in the pound> to be paid in four years, 
beginning after the laft payment of the former grant ; and becaufe the Laity at 1 
that time had charged themfelves with borfe and armour for defence of the 
Realm ; the Clergy alfo did the like according to their feveral Orders and 
abilities. For the impofing whereof upon the reft of the Clergy, they had no 
recourfe at all unto the M>dwifrj of an Aa of Parliament, but afted the whole 
bufinefsin their own Sy nodical way, without contradiction. 

But the mam bafinefs of this year, in reference to the concernments of ho- 
ly Church relatedco the Caidinal Legate ; againft whom the Pope bad borne 
an inveterate grudge, fharpned by the fuggeftions of Bifhop Gardiner, as be- 
fore was fignificd. Being of himfelfa rigorous man, and one that was ex- 
creamly wedded to his own opinion, he had fo paflionately efpoufed the quar- 
rel of the French againft the Spaniard, that he intended to dived Philip of the 
Realm of Naples, and to confer it on the French. For this caufe Francis Duke 
of Cmife with a puiffant army is drawn into Italy for the fubduing of that King- 
dom, out fuddenly recalled again, upon the routing of the trench before St 
Qmintin % wherein the F*£ Hfb forces bad appeared fo ferviceable. Which gave 
the Pope fo much difpleafure, that he refolved to let his greateft enemies feel 
the dint of his fpirit. But not daring upon fecond thoughts to fall foul with 
the Queen, he turned his fnry againft /V#,by whofe perfwafion it was thought 
that the Queen had broke her league with France to take part with her husband. 
In which humour he deprives him of t he Leganune power, confers the fame on 
Frier Peitow an Enoltfh man by birth,bnt of good defcent, whom he defigns alfo 
to the See ofSaliftury, then vacant by the death of Capon, Karn the Queens 
Agent with the Pope, advertifeth her Majefty of thefe fecret practices, which 
the Queen concealing from the Cardinal, endeavoureth by all fair and gentle 
means to mitigate tne Pope's difpleafure, and confirm the Cardinal in the 
place and power which he then enjoyed. But the Pope not a man to be eafily 
altered, Pole in the mean time underftanding how things went at Rome, laid 
by the Crofs of his Legation, and prudently abftaineth from the exercife of his 
Bnllt and Faculties. Peitow the new Cardinal Legate, puts himfelf on the way 
to England, when the Queen taking to her felf fome part of her fathers fpirit» 
commands him at his utmoft peril, not to adventure to fet foot upon Enelijh 
ground ; to which he readily inclined, as being more affected unco Cardinal 
Pole, than defirom to (hew nimfelf the fervant of another mans paflion. In 
the end,partl v by the Queens mediation,thc iriterceffion of Ormauete 9 the good 
fuccefles of the French in the taking of Calais , but principally by the death of 
Peitow in the April following, the rupture was made np again, and Pole confir- 
med in the poftcflion of his former powers. • 
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The fear of running ibe like hazard tor the time to come, made him appear ji nt fa* 
more willingto connive at his under Officers, in fheddingthe blood of many M * r 
godlyand religion? perfons, than otherwife hewould have been. Whereup- ' f 
on followed the burning of ten men in the Diocefs of CAnterbnj, on the !)th t ]JJ2l 
pf ]**u*rj^ whereof two tuffered at A\hf>rd,\.wo at £<',and the other fix in bis ^^v**** 
own Metropolitan Ciry ; and poilibly the betterto prepare the Pope towards 
rhis Attoncment, the Queen was moved to iffue herCoinmiifion of the month 
of February, directed to the Bifhop of £/>, the Lords, M*d[or % North, and 
feventeen others, by which the faid Co niriiifioncrs, or anythe^, or more of 
them, were impowred'to encjuire ol all and lingular Heretical opinions, * 

* Lollardies, Hereti al and feditnus book*, conceal nents, contempts, con- 
spiracies, and .ill falfe tales, rumours, feditious or fljnderous words, Arc. As 
** alfo feize inro their hinds alt manner of Heretical and fedir ious Books, Let* 
**ters and Writings, wherefoeverihey, or any of then fhould b» found, as 
•* well in Printers houfes and (hop*, aselfewhere, willing them, and every of 
" them, to fearcb for rhe lane in all pla:es according tot heirdifcrer ions. And 

* finally to enquire after .11 fu. h perfons as obilinarely do refufe to receive the 
•* bleffed Sacrament oft he Altar,ro hear Mafs,or cone to their ParifhChurches, 
" and ill iu.has refufe to goonProceifion, to take holy bread, or holy ware, 
u or othcrwife milufe thcmfelves in any Church or hallowed pla^e, &c. 
The pa. ry to offending to bepocceded agiinlt according to the hccleliafti- 
cal La.ves , ,or fchurwife by fine or imprifonment , as co them feemeJ 
belt. 

But the CommiiTioners being many in number, perfons of honour and im- 
ployment for the moll part of them, there was little or nothing done in purfu- 
anceof it, cfpeci'lly as co thi fearching afcer prohibited books ; the number 
whereof increating everyday more and more, a Proclamation wasfct forth on 
the 6th. ot June, to hinder the continual fpreading of fo great amifchief. % 
Which Proilamation was as followeth, w*. « Whereas divers books filled 
" with Herelie,Scdit ion, and Treafon, have of late been dayly brought into this 
" Realm out of forein Countries and places beyond thefeas, andfomeco- 
"vertly printed within this Realm, and call abroad in fundry parts thereof ; 
"wheeby not only God is difhonoured, buc alfo incouragement given to 
"difobey lawful Princes and Governours ; the King and Queens Ma jeftics 
" for rcdrefs hereof, do by their prefent Proclamation, declare and publifh to 
<l all their fubjec"ts, that whofocver (lull after the Proclamation hereof, be 
" founcTro have any of rhe faid wicked and feditious books, or finding them, 
"do not forthwith burn the fame, without (Viewing or reading the fame ro 
" any other perfons ftp.il in that cafe be reputed and taken for a ret>el,and fhall 
"without further delay be executed for that offence, according to the order 
"of Martial Law. Which Proclamation though it were very fmart and quick, 
yet there was fomewhar of more mercy in it, than in another which came one 
inthe very fame month, at the burning of feven perfons in Smtthfield, publifh- 
ed both at Ntr*<!*tt % where they were imprifoned, and at the flake where they 
Were to fuffcr ; .whereby it was (Iraightly chirged and commanded, That n» 
ma\ (hould either prar for, or ffeai^ to them, or once fay God he/p them. A cruelcy 
more odious than that ol Domiiian, or any of thegreatell Tyrants of the elder 
times,in hindering all entercourfe of fpecch, upon fome jealoufie and dillruils 
of Srare between man and min. 

Which Proclamation notwithftanding, Bmh*m the Miniller of one of rhe 
London Congregations, feeingthe fire fee to them, turning his eyes unto the 
people, cried and faid, We know :hey are the people of God, and therefore 
we cannot chufe but wifh w^ll to them, and fay God ftrengthen them ; and 
fo boldly he fair*, A mighty God for Chnjli fake firenjrtben them. With that all 
the people with one confent cryed Amen, Amen, rhe noife whereof wasfo 
great, and the cryers fo many, that the Officers knew not whom to feize or, 
or with whom they were to begin their accufation. And though peradvantare 
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jin.Reg. icmiyfccm to have fomewhat of a miracle in it, that the Proteftancs fhould 
Ma - have a Congregation under Bonner's nofe ; yet foit was,that the godly people 
° * of that time were fo little terrified with the continual thoughts of that bloody 
^jJL^^,, Butcher, that they maintained their conltant meetings for religious offices, 
^^r^ even \ n London it fclf ; in one of which Congregations, that namely whereof 
Bcr.tbam was at this time Minifter, there aflembled feldomc under 40. many 
times 100.andfometimes200.but more or lcfs as it flood molt with their 
conveniency and fafety. The Minifters of which fncceflivcly were Mr Ed- 
ward Scamb/er, after Bilhop of Peter borough t Mr Thorn** Foule,of whom I find 
* nothing but the name, Mr John Rough, a Scot by Nation, convented and con- 
demned by Bonner, and furTering for the teflimony of a good confeience, 
December 20. After whom followed Mr Auguft'wc Bemher 9 a moderate and 
learned man ; And finally,Mr I homat Bentham before mentioned, who conti- 
nued in th* charge till the death of Queen Mary, and was by Queen Elizabeth 
preferred to the See of Lie hfieU^ A r ,no 1589. By the enconragement and con- 
ltant preaching of which pious men,the Proteftantparty did not only fland to 
their former principle, out were refolvcd to faffer what foe ver could belaid 
upon them,rather than forfeit agobd confeience, or betray the caufe. They had 
not all the opportunity of fuch holy meetings, but they met frequently e- 
nough infmaller companies, to animate and comfort one another inthofe 
great extremities. 

Nor fped the Queen much better in her Proclamation of the fixth of June, 
concerning the fuppreflion of prohibited Books ; but notwichftanding all the 
care of her Inquifitors , many good Books of true Chriitian Confolation and 
good Proreftant Do&rine , did either find fome Prefs in London , or were fenc 
over to tfietr brethren by fuch learned men as had retired tbemfclves to their 
feveral Sanctuaries, their places of Retreat , which not improperly may becal- 
• led their Cities of Refuge , which we have feen already ; amongft which, I find 

none but Embden in the Lutheran Countries , the ngid Profeflbrs of which 
Churches abominated nothing more than an Englifh Proteftant , becaufe they 
concurred not with them in the monftrous Doctrine of Ubiquity t and their 
(t; it fumno dzvKeofConfnbJlAHtiAtion.lDtomuch that * Peter Martyr t el let h us of a friend 
tnmite oiio, 0 f hi s in the Dukedom of Saxony , that he was generally hated by the reft of 
Countr y* m en ^or being hofpitable to fome few of the Englifh. Nation, who 
U) Cufttm'sty bad been forced to abandon their native foil. And it is further fignifted by 
&c. i\ Marc. b Ph. Melon ft hon with nofmall diflike, in an Epiftlc of this year, that many of 
thofe rigid Lutherans conld find no other name but the Devils Martyrs t for 
wwdimT foch as fnffereddeath in England'^ defence of Religion ; fo that they feemed 
{Mxrtyrtt An- to a & ine part of Dtotrephes in St John, not only f rating again ft ns with malicious 
glicos> cfl't words, and refn/ing to receive the brethren in the day of their trouble, but for. 
MjYtyres Du- bUdmn and condemning; them that would. But John Alafco and his company 
odlbX been lately there.whcre they fpoke fo reprochfully of Luther the A*gu- 

fian Confeffion, the Rites and Ceremonies of their Churches, as rendred them 
uncapable of any better entertainment than they found amonglt them. And 
by the behaviour of thefe men coming then from England, the ngid Lutherans 
parted their judgement on the Church it felf, and confequently on all thofe 
who fuffcred in defence thereof. For flopping the courie of which unchari- 
table cenfures, it was thought fit by fome of the Divines in £»£<&»,thac 
Archbifhop Cranmers book about the Sacrament ,fhouid be tranflated into La- 
tin,and forthwith publifhed in Prinr,whicr>wasdonc accordingly. Some of the 
Lutherans had given out on the former ground, that the Englp had defervedly 
fuffcred thegrcatefthardfhips both at home and abroad, becaufe they writ and 
fpake lefs reverently of the bleffed Sacrament ; and it was hoped that by the 
poblifliingof thisbook, they would find the contrary. The like courfe taken 
alfo at Geneva by the Engli(h exiles, by publifhing in the Latin tongue, a dtf- 
courfe writ by Bifhop Ridley on the felf fame Argument, to the end it nvght 
appear unto all the world how much their brethren had been wronged in thefe 
odious calumnies. An.

D Ut in the middeft of all thefe forrowcs,I fee Come hope of comfort comin* 
Dby the death of Queen /War^whofe Reign polluted with the Wood offo 
many Martyrs,unfortunate by the frequent inlurrettions, and made inglorious 
by the lofs of the Town of Cd*is t tti& only commendable in the brevity or 
fhorinetfc of it. For now to bring it to an end, a dangerous and contagious 
Feaver began to rage in moft parts of the land, infomuch that if the whole 
Realm had been divided into four parts » three parts of the four would hive 
been found infeded with ir, fo furioufly it raged in the month of A*nA i 
that no former plague or peililence was thonoht to have deft royed a neater 
number, fo that divers places were left void of jullices and men of worth to 
govern the Kingdom. At which time died alfo fo many Priells , that a great 
number of Parifn Churches in divers places were unferved , and no curacs 
could be gotten for mony : Much corn was alfo loll in the field for want of la- 
bourers and workmen to get it in; both .which together fecmed to threaten 
noconelyafpiritualbut a temporal famine) though God fo ordered it, that 
by the death of fo many of the prefent Clergy, a door was opened for the 
preaching of founder DocVine , with far lefs envy and difplcafure from all 
lorts of people than it had been othcrwife : Nor were the hears of the difcafe 
abated by the coldnefs of the winter , or the malignity of it mitigated by me- 
dicinal courfes. It cook away the Phylicians as well as the Patients, two of the 
Queens Doctors dying of it not long before her , and fparcd not more the Pre- 
late than it did the Prieft , infomuch that within lefs than the fpace of a 
twelvemonth, almoft the one half of the Englifh Bi(hops had made void their 
Sees; which with the death of fo many of the Prielh in feveral places, did 
much facilitate the way to that Reformation, which foon after followed. 

This terrible difeafe , together with the faid effects whkh followed on it » 
and the Queens death which came along with it , though nor caufed by it, 
may feem to have been prognofticated or foretold by a dreadful tempelt of 
thunder, hapning on the i uh. of July near the Town of Nottingham , which 
Tempelt as it came through two Towns, beat down all the Houfes and 
Churches, the Bells were caft to the outfide of the Church-yard, and fome 
fhects of Lead four hundred foot into the field, writ hen like a pair of gloves. 
The River of Trent running between which two Towns , the water with the 
mud in the botto n was carried a quarter of a mile and caft againft the trees , 
the trees plucked up by the roots,and from thence caft twelve-fcore paces ; al- 
fo a child was was taken forth o( a mans hand, and by the fury of it carried an 
hundred foor, two fpears length from the ground , and fo fell down, broke irs 
arm, and dyed. Five or fix men thereabouts were (lain , and neither flefh nor 
skin perifhed ; at whit time alfo there fell fome Hailftones that were fifteen 
inches abonr,8cc. But neither that terrible difeafe, nor this terrible tempeft , 
nor any other publick figne of God's difpleafure, abated any thifg of the fury 
of the Perfecution , till he was pleafed to put an end unto it by the death of 
the Queen. It was upon the tenth day of N»vembcr that no fewer than five 
at once were burned at Ctnterinry. The Cardinal and the Queen both lying 
on the bed of ficknefs , and both dying within feven days after. It had been 
prayed or prophefied by thofe five Martyrs when they were at the ftake , that 
they might be the laft who fhould fuffer dear Kin that manner, or on thatoc- 
cafion ; and by Gods mercy fo it proved , they being the laft which fuffered 
death under the feverity of this perfecution. 

Which Perfecution , and the carriage of the Papifts in it , is thus defcribed 
by Bifliop "jewel , *« You have (faith he ) imprifoned your brethren, you have 
«« ftript them naked, you have fconrged them with rods , you have burnt their 
" hands and arms with flaming torches , you have famUhed them , you have 
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"drowned them, you hae fummoned them being dead to appear before you 
«' out of their graves , you have ripped up their buticd carcafes, burnt them, 
"and thrown them out upon the Dunghtl, you took a poor Babe falling from 
*« its mothers womb , and in molt cruel andbabarous manner threw it inro 
<l the fire. By all which feveral ways and means, the Martyrs in all parts of the 
Kingdom amounted to the nu uber of two hundred fevency feven perfons of 
all forts and fexes ; But more particularly there arc fiid to have periflied in 
thefe flames five Bilhops , twenty oaz Divines,eigbt Gcntlcmrn , eighty four 
Artificers, one hundred Husbandmen Servants and Labourers, twenty fix 
Wives, twenty Widows, nine Virgins, two Boys, and two Infants ; the one 
fpringing out of his mothers wo'mb as (he was at the Hake , and moft unmer- 
cifully flung into the fire in the very birth. Sixty four more in thofe furious 
times were prefented for their faith, whireof feven were whipped, lixreen peri- 
flied inprifon, twelve buried in Dunghills , and many more lay in captivity 
condemned, which were delivered by the opportune death of Queen Mary, 
and the molt aufpuious entrance of Queen Eighth , whofe gracious go- 
vernment blotted our the remembrance of all former fufferings ; the different 
conditions of whofe Reigns, with the former two , may feem to have fome- 
what in them of thofe appearances which were pTefcnted to £//j -h in the 
Book of , in the firti B >okand ninteemh Chapter , wherein we find it 
written , J hat a great and ftreng w;nd rent the mount ains, and brake in pieces the 
reckj before the Lord , but the Lord was not in the wind ; and after the wind an 
earthquake, but the Lord was net in the earthquake ; and after the earthquakes 
fire, but the Lord was not in the fire ; and finally *f[ er the fire a /Ml fmall voice , 
in which the Lord (pake nnto his Prophet : So in like manner it may be feared, 
that God was neither in that great and terrible wind, which threw down fo ma* 
ny Monalterics and Religious houfes in the Reign of King Henry ; nor in that 
Earthquake , which did fo often (hake the very foundations of the State in the 
time of King Edward ; nor in the Fire, in which fo many godly and religious 
perfons were confumedto a(hes in the days of Queen Marj ; bur that he 
(hewed himfclf in thar ft 11 fmall Vo ce , whir h breathed fo much comfort to the 
fouls of his people, in the moft gracious and fortunate Government of a Vir- 
gin-Queen. 

Fornowit pleafedGodto hearken to the cry of thofe his Sainrs whi;h lay 
under the Al'ar, and called upon him for an end of thofe calamities , to which 
their dear brethren wereexpofed. The Queen had inclined unro a D*>pfie 
ever finrerherime of her fuppofed being with child; which inclination ap- 
peared in her more and more , when her fwelling fell f o n the right place to 
her lower parts, increafing irrecoverably in defpight ofPhyfitk , till ar laft ic 
brought h;r to her death. But there are divers other caufes which are fup- 
pofed to have conrributed their concurrence in it ; Philip, upon the refigna- 
tion of his fathers Kingdoms and Jtftaies > had many neceffary occafions to be 
out of the Kingdom , and yet (lie thought , that he made more occafions than 
he needed, to be abfent from her ; This brought her firft into a fancy that he 
cared not for h/r , which drew her by degrees into a fixed and fecled melan- 
cholly, confirmed, if not encreated , by a fecret whifper, that Philip entertain- 
ed fome wandring Loves when he was in f landers. HerGlaiTes could not fo 
much flarter as not to tell her , that (he had her fathers fcirures wirh her mo- 
thers complexion; and fhe was well enough able to inform her fclf, that the fe- 
ver icy of her humour had no great charms in it , fo that on the point fhe want- 
ed many of thofe natural and acquired attractions, which might have ferved to 
invite or reward affe&ioiv Fixed on this melancholy pin, the death of Charts 
the Emperour, which hapned on the ai of September , comes to heJp it for- 
ward; a Prince , upon wh^fe countenance and fupporr (he had much depend- 
ed, both when (he was in difgrace with her father , and out of favour with her 
brorhcr. But that which came neareft to her heart, was the lofsof Calais , fi rft 
loft for want of giving credit to the intelligence which had been fent her by 
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her Husband; and fecondly by the lots oftha: opportunity which might have An R^o 

been taken to regain it. Aionfienr a* j emu who was macic ( jovcrnour of the M ' - 

Town i had drained ic of the greateftpart of the vJarifon tojoynwith fome 

other forces, for the taking of fome Towns in Fi*»d«r<; But in a Battel iought liA^ 

near Graveling on the 1 3th. oijulj , be loft not onely his own liberty > but 

more then five thoufand of his men ; the fortune of the day falling fo tv-avily 

on the Soldiers of Calau, thatfewof themefcaped with life. So that if the 

Queens Navy , which had done great fcrvicein the fight , had (bowed, it fclf 

before the Town , and Count bgmond who commanded the Fumml»fs had 

fate down with his victorious Army to the Landward of it , it might have been 

recovered in as few days as it had been loft. 

This opportunity being neglected, (he gave her felf fome hopes of a refti- 
tution upon an agreement then in treaty between France and Spam. Bur when 
all other matters were accorded between thofe Crowns, and that nothing elfe 
was wanting to compofc all differences but the reltoringof this Town , the 
French were abfolutely refolved to hold it , and the Spaniards could in honor 
make no Peace without it. So the whole Treaty , and thedece'rptful hopes 
which (he built upon ir,came at laft to nothing And though (he had fomewhac 
eafed her felf not long before , by attainting the Lord fVitttworth and certain 
others, for their cowardly quitting of the place, which they could not hold ; 
yet that lerved onely like a cup of Strong-waters for the prcfent qualm, with- 
ouc removing the jult caufe of the .prefent diftemper. And it encreafed fo 
plainly in her, that when fome of her Vifitants , not knowing the caufe of her 
difcomforts,applyed their leveral cordials to revive herfpirits , fhe told them 
in plain rearms, that they were miftaken in the nature of herdifeafe ; and that 
if fhe were to be directed after her d:ath , they would find Cahn next her 
heart. Thus between jealoufie, fhame , and forrow , taking the growth of her 
infirmity amongltthe reft, fhe became paft the help of Phyfick. In which extre- 
mity fhe began to entertain fome thoughts of putting here filler Eliz,*bttb be- 
fide the Crown , and fetlingthe Succeffion of it on her couf;n the Queen of 
Scjis ; and fhe had done it, Cattheleaftasmuch as in her was) if fome of the 
Council had noc told her, That neither the Aft of the Surcelfion, nor the Laft 
Will and Teftament of King Henry the Eighth which was built upon it, 
could otherwife be repealed , thanby the general confentofthe Lords and 
Commons aflcmbled in Parliament. Sothat being altogether out of hope of 
having her will upon her filler, of recovering Calais , of enjoying the comjjjny 
of her husband, and reigning in the good [affection of her injured fubjefts; fhe 
gave herfelf overto thofe forrows which put an end to her life on the 17th. 
of November, fome few hours before day , when flic had reigned hvc years and 
four months wanting two days onely. Her death accompanied within few 
howers after by rhat of the Lord Cardinal- Legar, ufhered in by the deceafe of 
Purefew, alias Wharton, Bifhop of Hereford t and Holyman the new Bifhop of 
Brijfovty and Glyn of Bangor, and followed within two or three month? after by 
Hofton Bifhop of Norwich, and Brookj oSGloceftcr : Aa if it had been neceflary 
in point of State, thacfogreata Princefs fhould noc die without fome of her 
Bifhops going before, and fome combing after. Her funeral folemnized at 
tVeftmmfter with a Mafs of Ren <iem 9 [n the wonted form,on the 1 3 th. of Decem- 
ber then next following, and her body interred on the North fide of the Cha- 
pel of King Henry the teventh, her beloved Grandfather. 

I (hall noc trouble my felf with giving any other character of this Queen, 
than what may be gathered from her ftory , much lefs in defc anting on that 
which is made by others , who have heaped upon her many gracious praife- 
worthy qualities, of which , whether fhe were Miftrefs or noc, I difpute noc 
now. She was indeed a great Benefactreffe to the Clergy , in rcleafing them of 
their Tenths and Firft-f raits ; but fhe loft nothing by the bargain, the Clergy 
paid her back again in their Bills of Subfidies , which growing into an annual 
payment (or feven years together , and every Subfidy amounting to a double 
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An. Rea. Tenth , conduced as vitibly to theconltant fill ng of the Exchequer , as the 
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ig and endow- 
proper place; fheal- 
fo built the publick Schools in the Univerfity of Oxon , for which commemo- 
rated in the lilt of their Benefactors ; which being decayed in trad of time, and 
of no beautiful itructure when they were at the belt, were taken down about 
the year i6t». in place whereof , bat on a larger extent of ground, was raifed 
that goodly and magnificent Fabrick which we now behold. And though (he 
had no followers inner firlt foundations , yet by the lait fhe gave encourage- 
ment to two worthy Gentlement to add two new Colleges in Oxen to the 
former number. Sir T homas Pope, one of the Vifiioi s of Abeys and other Re- 
ligious Houfes in the time of King Henry , had got into his bands a 
fmall College in Oxon , long before founded by the Bifhop and Prior of D*r- 
ham, to ferve for a Nurfery of Novices to that greater Monaftery ; with fome 
of the Lands thereuntobelonging, and fome others of his own, he erected it 
into a new Foundation, confining of a Prefidenr, twelve Fellows , and as ma- 
ny Scholars , and called it by the name of Trinity College ; A College fuffici- 
enily famous for the education of the learned and renowned Selden , who 
needs no other Titles of honor than what may be gathered from his Books , and 
the giving of eight tboufand Volumes of all forts to the Oxford Library. Grea- 
ter , as to t he number of Fellows and Scholars , was the Foundation of Sir 
Thomas fVbiUyLoid Mayor of L*wdon t \n the year i55}.being the firft year of the 
Queen $ who in the place where formerly flood an old Houfe or Holiel , com- 
monly called Bernards June, ere^ed a new College by the name otSi. John 
Baptip College, confifling of a Prefidenr, fifty Fellows and Scholars , befides 
fome Officers and Servants which belonged to the Chapel , the vacant places 
to be filled for the molt part out of the Merchant Taylors School in Undo*, of 
which Company be had been free before his Mayoralty. A College founded 
as it fcems in a lucky hour, affording to the Church in lefs than the fpaceof 
eighty years no fewer than two Archbifhops and four Bifhops , that is to fay , 
Doctor William LWthemoft renowned Archbifhop oi Canterbury , of whom 
more elfc-where , Doctor Tobie Matthews the moft reverend Archbifhop of 
To \ % Doctor Wdliam Jnxon Bifhop of London and Lord Treafurer, Doctor

LIZ A BETH the youngcfl daughter of King Henry the 8th. 
was born at Greenwich on the 71b. of Stfttmb r (b^ing 
th- Eve of th,: Nativity of the Virgin .1/4^)1533. be- 
gotten on the body of Queen Anne B-jile-i , the e!d>.*(l 
daughrer oiThomai Bollen Earl of Witjhire , and of £/• 
c <bth his wife , one of the daughter? of I haniM ffowtra 
Duke of Norfoikjind Earl Marfhal of F n% and. The Fa- 
mily of the Bsllem before this title neither grear nor an- 
tienr, but highly raifed in reputation by the marriage of the Lady Anne , and 
the fubfequent birth of Queen El z.abeih ; the full rife thereof coaming out of 
the City in the perfon of Sir oeofrty Bollen Lord Mayor of London^ Anno 1457. 
which Gcojrej bein» fan of one Geoff ey B->llen of Suite in Norfolk^, wis la- 
ther of Sir Willi m Bo&'nof BLckJw in the faid Count y,who took to wife the 
Lady Margaret, daughter and one of the heirs of Thomas Butler Earl of Ormond, 
brother and heir of j*mes But'er Earl of JP Lfhre. Of this marriage came Sir 
Thomat Bollen above mentioned , iTployed in feveral EmbalTtesby King Henry 
the Eighth, to whom he wis Treafurer of the Houfhold, and by that name en- 
rolled among!* the Knights of rhe Garter, Aw 1515. advanced about two 
years after ( being • h : fevemeen h of that King ) to the ftyle and title of Vif- 
count Rochfort 9 and finally in reference to his mothers extraction created 
Earl of fViltihlre and Ow#*<£, 1519. Bnr dying without iffue male furviving, 
the title of Orm»nd was reftored to the next heir male of the Butle> /in lreU»a\ 
and that of Wihflrre given by King Edward the 6th. to Sir William Pauley be- 
ing then greac Mailer of the Hoafhold. And as for that of Vifcount Rnhfort 
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it Uy dormant after his deceafe,till the 6tb.of J*/;, Anno 1621. when confer- 
red by King James on Henry pry, Lord Hmnfaen, the fon of J*A»,and Grand- 
child of Henry Cory, whom Queen Elizabeth in the full year of her Reign, 
made Lord Cary of Hu»fd*n y he being the fon and heir of Sir William Cory, one 
of the Efquires of the body to King Henry the 8th. by the Lady Mary Bollen his 
wife, the youngell daughter, and one of the Coheirs of the faid Thorn* Bollen, 
Vifcoont Rochfort> and Earl cimitfitre. 

Such being the eftatc of that Family* which became afterwards fo fortunate 
in the production of this Princefs to the Realm of England, we mull in the 
next place enquire more particularly into the life and ftory of Queen Anne her 
Mother. Who in her tender years attending on Mary the French Queen to 
the Court of France, was by her Father ,after the return of the faid Queen, pla- 
c ed in r he retinue of the Dutchefs of A Undone % tbe beloved lifter of King Fran- 
c«,where fhe not only learnt the language, but made her felf an exact Miltrifs 
both ofthcGa'tties and Garb of the great French Ladies. She carried fucha 
jlock^oi natural graccs,as render'd her fuperlatively the moll admired beauty in 
the Court o( France, and returned thence with all thofe advantages which the 
civilities of France could add to an Fnglifh beauty. For fo it hapned, that her 
Father being fent with Sir Anthony Brown, Annti^tj. to take the oath of the 
French King to a folemn league not long before concluded betwixt the Crowns, 
refolved to bring back his daughter with him, to fee what fortunes God 
would fend her in the Court of England. Where being Treafurer of the hou- 
fhold,it was no hard matter for him to prefer her to Queen K other inet fervice, 
on whom fhe waited in the nature of a Maid of Honour ; which gave the King 
the opportunity of taking more than ordinary notice of her parts and perfon. 
Nor was it long before the excellency of her beauty,adorned with fuch a gracc- 
fulnefsof behaviour, appeared before his eyes with fo many charms, that not 
able to retiii the aflaults of Love, he gave nimfelf over to be governed by thofe 
affections which he found himfclfunaDle to Mailer. But he found no fuch 
eafietask of it as he had done before in bringing Mrs Elizabeth Blunt, ando- 
thers,tobe thefubjects of his lofts ; all his temptations being repelled by this 
vertuous Lady , like arrows (hot in vain at a rock of Adamants. She was not to 
be told of the Kings loofe love to feveral Ladies,and knew that nothing could 
be gained by yielding unto fuch defires but contempt and infamy, though for 
awhile dtfguifcd and palliated by the planfible name andConrtly Title of a 
Princes Miltrifs. The humble and model! oppofition of the Lady Gray ,to the 
inordinate affections of King Edward the 4th. advanced her to his bed as a la W- 
ful wife, which otherwifefhe had been pofTcffed of by no better title than that 
of lane Shore* and his other Concubines. By whofe example Miltrifs Bollen is 
refolved to (leer her courfes, and not to yield him any further favours, than , 
what the honour of a Lady, and the modclty of a virgin, might inofFenfivcly 
permit to fo great a King. 

I But fo it chanced, that before her coming back from the Court of France, 
the King began to be touched in confeience about his marriage with the 
Queen.upon occafion of fome doubts which had been calt in the way both by 
the Minifters of the EmperouT,and the French King, as touching the legitima- 
tion of his daughter Mary. Which doubts being ftarted at a time when he 
flood on no good terms with the Emperour, and was upon the point of break- 
ing wirh him, was fecretly fomented by fuch of the Court as had advanced the 
party of Francis, and fought alwaies to alienate him from the friendfhip of 
C harles. Amongft which none more forward than Cardinal fVolfte, who for 
almoft twenty years together, had governed his affairs with fuch power and 
prudence.The Emperor bad difgultedthe ambitious Prelate,not only by crof- 
fing him in his fute for the Popedome but by denying him the Archbifhoprick 
of Tofedo,o{ which he had once given him no fmall hopes. And now the Cardi- 
nal is refolved to cry quits for both, thinking himfelf as much affronted in the 
failer of his expectations, as if he bad been difgraccf ully deprived of fome pre

fcnt pollcllion. No way more open to liis ends, than by working on ihac 
fcruple of Conference which had been raifed onto his hand ; co the advance 
whereof, the refervednefs of the Queens behaviour, and rhe inequality of her 
years* which render'd her the lefs agreeable to his converfacion, gave no fmalt 
advantage. In which conjuncture it was no hard matter to perfwade him unto- 
any way which might give facisfaction to his confcicnce, or content tohjk 
fancy, efpeciallytf it came accompanied with fuch a change aspromifed him 
the hopes of a fon and heir, or at the Ualtofa more lawful and unquertioned 
iCTue. And then what fitter wife could be found out for him than Madam 
Rht*nt % on: of tbe daughters of King U*u the i ith. and fitter to the wife of 
the King then Reigning. By which alliance he might be able to juftifie bis fe- 
paration from the bed of K*rherin* y noc only againil Cbsrh her Nephew, buc 
againftall Kings and Emperors in the Chriiiian world,taking the Pop: into the 
reckoning. A proportion fo agreeable to the Kings own thoughts (who be- 
gan to grow weary of his Qu^en) that he refolved to buy the amity of Francis 
at any rate; to whu h end he not only made a league with him againft the Em- 
perour, when the condition of the French was almoft defperate, buc remitted 
uatoFrancu a very vaitdebt,to th: value of 500000 Crowns, partly accruing 
unto him by fome f jrmer contracts, and partly for the payment of forfeiture 
incurred by Cbtrlet, with which the FV«rf A had charged himfdf by the ca- 
pitulations. 

Andfo fat matters went on fmoothlv to the Cardinals wifh, andpoflibly 
might have fucceeded in all particulars, had not the plot mifcaried by there- 
turn of Vifcount R»chJorty and the planting of Anne Bollen'vcx the Court, 
The admirable attractions of which youngLady Jad drawn the King fo faft unco 
het ,that in Ihort time he gave her an abfolntefoverainty over all his thoughts. 
But fo long be concealed his affections from her* that a great league and en- 
tercourfe was contracted betwixt her and the young Lord Percy ^ tneeldcft 
fonof Htm j Lord firry, the 5th. Earl of NmhumierlAnA oE that Name and 
Family; who being brought up in the Cardinals fervice, had many opportu- 
nities of confirming an acquaintance with her, when either his ownpleafure 
or his Lords affairs,occafioncd his waiting at the Court. Buc thefe complian- 
ces on both fide*, neither were, nor probably conld be fo clofely caried as not 
co come unco che knowledge of the jealous King, impatient of a Rival in his 
new affections, and yet refolved to carry the butinefs in fuch a manner, as to 
give no diilalte to her whom he fo much loved- The Cardinal is therefore 
dealt with to remove that obftacle,to which he readily condefcended,not look- 
ing further at the prcfent into the defign, but that the King intended to ap- 
propriate the young Lady to his private pleafures, as he had done many other* 
in the times foregoing. Afmeffenget is thereupon difpatched to the Earl of 
Nmbnmke- Und % who at his coming to the Court ,is informed by the Cardinal, 
how unadfifedly the Lord Percy badentred himfclf into the affections of Mrs 
BMen^ one of the daughters of Vifcount Rtchfort, -not only without his fa- 
thers privity, but againlt the exprefs will of tbe King, who was refolved to 
difpofe otberwife of her. And this he urged upon the ftrength of an old pre- 
rogative, both then and after exercifed by the Kings of £»f /W,in not permit- 
ting any of the Nobility to contract mariages,and make alliances with one ano- 
ther, but by their confents. 

The old Earl ftartled at the newes, and fearing nothing more than the Kings 
difpleafurc, calls for his fon,and prefefi.Iy ft ho Ms him in this manner. " Son, 
*' (quoth be) even as thou art, and ever hade been, a proud, difdainful, and ve- 
**ry unthrifty Mailer, fo haftethou now declared thy felf : Wherefore what 
«« joy, what pleafure, what comfort, or what folace can I conceive in thee? 
'•that thus without difcretion haft abufed thy felf, having neither regard to 
" me thy natural father, nor to thy natural Soverain Lord th: King,to whom 
" all boned and loyal fubjects bear faithful obedience, nor yet to the profperi- 
"cyoftbyown eltate, buc hart fo unadvi r edly enrnared thy felf to her, for 
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*' whom thou hall purchafed the Kings high difpleafnre, intolerable for any 
" fubjedfc to futtain. And buc that the King doth confider the lightnefs of thy 
"head, and wilful quality of thy perfon, his difpleafure and indignation 
" werefufficienttocartmeandall my pofteiity into utter mine and dertru- 

4dtion. But he being my fingular good Lord, and favourable Prince, and my 
Lord Cardinal my very good friend, bath and doth clearly excufe me in thy 
<k lewdnsfs, and doth rather lament thy folly than malign thee, and hath advi- 
" fed an order to be taken for thee, 10 whom both I and you are mote bound 
« t han we conceive of. I pray to God thit this may be fufficient admonition 
"to thee, toufe thy felf more wifely hereafter. For affure thy felf, if thou 
" d A\ not amend thy prodigality, thou vv*ilt be the lalt Earl of our houfe. 
«' For thy natural inclination, thou art maiterful and prodigal to confume all 
»■ that thy progenitors have with fo great travail gathered and kept together 
" with honour* But having the Kings Majelty my lingular good Lord, 1 truft 
<c (I affure rhee) fo ro order my fucccfTion,that thou (halt confume thereof buc 
"a little. For I do not intend (I tell thee truly) to make thee heir, for(t hanks 
11 be to God) I have more boys that I truft will ufe themfelves much better* 
«* and prove more like to be wife and boncft men, ofwhomlwill chufe the 
'* molt likely to fucceed me. 

So faid the mu:h offended father, and yet not thinking he had done enough 
for his own fecurity, a marriage is prefently concluded for him to the Kings 
i;ood liking, with the Lady M*ry> one of the daughters of George Lord 7 
Ei\\GtSbrewfbHry. Mrs Ann* RoUen in the mean time is removed by her fa- 
ther from the Courr, to hernofmall trouble; who knowing nothing of the. 
Kings, had willing! y admitted the Lord Percr into her affections. And under-* 
Handing by him wh.u had pall betwixt him and his father, (he conceived fach a 
morral grudge agatnft the Cardinal, (whom (he looked onas the only caufc of 
this reparation) that (he contributed her beft arfiftance to his final mine. It 
was about the time when the Kings caufe was to be agitated in the Legan'me 
Courr, thathecaufed hertobefent for out of the Country, to give her at- 
tendance on the Queen as in former times ; impatient of a longer abfence, 
and fearful of a fecond Rival, if he fhould any longer conceal his purpofe. 
Which having taken fome fit time to difclofe unto her, he fonnd in her a ver- 
tue of fuch Itrength againft all temptations, that be refolves upon rhe fenten- 
cing of the divorce, which he little doubted, to take her to him asthelaft fole 
object of his wandrin^ loves. A matter not to be concealed from fomany 
- cfpials as ml fie had about the Kin*. Who thereupon flackneth his former 
pace in the Kings affairs, andfecretly pracYueth with the Pope to recall the 
Commiflion, whereby he was impowrcd together with Campegtni, to deter- 
mine in it. Anne BeBen formerly offended at his r#o great baftc in breaking 
the compliance betwixt her and Pfrr, is now as much difpleafed with him 
for his being too flow in fentencing rhe Kings Divorfe. On which as fhe bad 
bnilt the hopes of her future greatnefs, fofhe wanted neither will nor oppor- 
tunity ro do him ill offices with the King, whom fhe exafperares againft him 
upon all occafions. The King growes every day more open in his cariage to- 
wards her, rakes her along withhim in bis progrefs, dines with her privately 
in herehamber,andcaufethalmo(tall adreffes robe made by her in matters of 
the greateft moment. 

Rcfolved ro break through all impediments which flood betwixt him and 
the accomplishment of his defires, he firft fends back Cnmpegins an alien 
born, prefently caufed W»/;7r to be indicted and attainted in a premnmre y and 
notion^ after by the counfel of Thomas Cromwtl (who formerly had been the> 
Cardinals Solicitor in his Legantim Court) involves the whole body of the 
Clergy in the fame crime with him. By theperfwafionsof this man, he re- 
quires the Clergy to acknowledge htm for fnpreme head on earth of the Church 
of England^** make no newCanons andConftitutions,nor to execute anv fucb 
when made, but by his content. And having thns brought his own Clergy 
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under his command, hewasthelefs folicicous howhis matters went in the 
Court of Rome ; to which the Pope recalled his caufe, which he either quick- 
nedor retarded,as rather Hood with his own interefs,than the Kings concern- 1532. 
ments. The King being grown more confident in the equity and jufticeof 
his caule,by the determinations of many of the Univerfuies in France and /«/;, 
better allured than formerly of his own Clergy at home, and wanting no en- 
couragement from the French King tofpeedthe bufinefs, advanced the Lady 
Anne Bollen (for by this time her father for her fake was made Earl of rVJtfhire) 
to the Title, Stile, and Dignity of Mjrcbionrft of PtmWoc^t on the firrtof 
Stfttntber y 153 1. afligning her a pjnfton of a thoufand pounds per annnm out of 
cheBifijoprkkof Durham. Andnowthe time of the intended interviewbe- 
t wixt him and the French King drawing on a pace, he takes \\ix along with him 
unto^*/*!*, where fhc entertained both Kings at a curious Mask. At what 
time having fome communication about the King? intended manage, the 
French encouraged him to proceed, afluring him that if the matter fhould be 
questioned by the Pope or Hmp:rour, (again!* whom this mod make him Cure 
to the party of France) to aiVtlt him with his utmoll power,what fortune foever 
fhould betide him in ir. On which aflurance from the French^ the mariage is 
privately made upon the 1 4th. of ATot/fw^/rthen next following, the facred 
Rites performed by Dr Rowland Lee, whom afterwards he preferred to the Sec 
oiLicbfieldyZnd made Lord Prefidcnc of Wales. None prel'ent at the Nuptials 
but ArchbiQiopOrtiwwfr, the Duke of forfeit the Father, Mother, and'fJro- 
therofthe new Queen, and porttblyfome other of the Confidents of either 
fide,whom it concerned to keep it fecret at their utmofi peril. 

But long ic could not be concealed. For finding her felf to be with child, 
fhe acquaints the King with it, who prefently difpatcheth Geo+ge Lord Roch- 
fort her only brother, to' the Court of France* as well to give the King adver- 
tisement of his fecret manage, as to defire him not to fail of performing his 
promifesif occafion were, and therewithall to crave his counfel and advice 
how it was to be publifhed, fince it could not long be kept unknown. It is 
noc to be doubted, but that the French King was well pleafed with the news 
of a manage, which muft needs fatten England to the party of France^ and thac 
he would be forward enough to perform thofe promifei which feemed fo vifible 
to conduce to his own prefer vation. And as for mattert>f advice, it appeared 
unneceflary, becaufe the mariage would difcover it felf by the Queens being 
with child, which could no longer be concealed. And being to be concealed 
no longer, on Eafier Eve the twelfth of April, the fhewed her felf openly as 
Queen, allneceflary officers and attenda'nts are appointed for her; an Order 
ilTucth from the Parliament ac that time fitting, that Katherine fhould no lon- 
ger be called Queen, bur Princefe Dowager, Cranmer the new Archbifhop re- 
pairs to DmnfiaBle y cxc&.i his Confiftory in the Priory there, cites Katherine fif- 
teen dayes together to appear before him, and in default of her appearance 
proceedeth judicially to the fentence, which he reduceth into writing in due 
form of Law, and caufed it to be openly publilh*d(with the confent of his Col- 
leagues) on Friday the 23d. of May. And on the Sunday fevennight being 
then rVbitfnndaf, the new Queen was folemnly crowned by the faid Archbi- 
fhop ; conduced by water from Greenwich to the Tower of London, May 2 9. 
from thence through the chief Greets of the City unto Wiftmmfter Hall, May 
ai» and the next day from tvefiminfier Hall to the Abby Church to receive the 
Crown, a folemn tilting before the Court gate on the morrow after. All 
which was done with more magnificence and pomp, than ever had been 
feeobefore on the like occafion*, the particulars whereof, he that lifts tafee, 
may find them punctually Tec down in the Annals of Jehu Stow^fol. 56$, 
564, 8cc. 9 

And he mav find there alfo the folemnities ufed ac the Cbriftning of the 
Princefs Elizabeth, born upon Sunday the 7th. day of September, and Chriftned 
on the JVtd*efd*y following, with a p^mp noc much infetiour to the Corona- 
tion; 
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tioni her Godfather bewg the An hbilhop of C*mtrt>urj t her Godmothers, 
the old Dutches of N^rf k, and the old Marchioncfs of D,r[tt t by whom fhe 
was na.nedfi z**btth % according to the name of the Grandmothers on either 
fide. Not long after Chrittmafs then- next following began the Parliament, 
in which the King* mariage with the Lady Kdtherint was declared unlawful, 
bcr daughter the Lady jW-r; to be illegitimate^ he Crown robe entailed on the 
Kin°s heirs males,to be begotten on the body of the prefent Queen, and for 
default of fuch iffue on the Vrincefs Elixulnih ; an oath devifed in maintenance 
of the raid fuccellion, and not long after, Moor and Fifher executed (as before 
was faid ; for the refui'al of that oath. The Kings caufe all this while depended 
in the Court of fowi,not like to be determined for him, and yet the Pope not 
willing to declare againft him, till by the folicitat ion of the Emperour, and 
for the vindication of the honour of the Sec Apoftolick, he feemed to be ne- 
ceffuated to fome afts of rigour, which at hit proved tha total mine of his 
power and party in the Realm of EurUmd. 

For the new Queen conftdeting that toe Pope and fhe had fuch different in- 
tereffes, that they could not both fubfift together, refo Wed upon that courfe 
which Nature and fclf-prefervation feem'd to dictate to her. But finding that 
the Popes was too well intrenched to be diflodged upon a fudden, it was advi« 
fed by C rcwwr/(made Mr of the Rols on her commendation) to begin with ta«- 
kin» in the out-works firft ; which being giincd,it would be no hard mattei to 
beat him out of his trenches. In order whercunto a viiitation is begun in the 
month of ( 8oitr t 1535. in which a diligent enquiry was to be made into all 
Abbies, Priories, and Nunneries within the Kingdome ; Cromwd himfelf, Dr 
Ue, and others, being named for Vifitors. Who governing themfelves accor- 
ding to certain inftruftions of their own devifirg, difmilt all fuch religion* 
per fons as were under the age of 14. orotherwifc were willing to relinquifh 
their feveral houfes, (hutting up fuch from going out, as were not willing to 
accept the benefit of that pcrmiffion j all fuch religious perfons as departed 
thence, to be gratified by the Abbot or Prior with a Priefts Gown, and forty 
(hillings in mony ; and all Nuns to be put into a fecular habir, and fuffered to 
go where they would. They took order alfo, that no men ftonld go into the 
Enures of women, cor women into the boufes of men, but only for the hear- 
ing of Divine Service ; making thereby that courfe of life left pleating unto 
either Sex, than it had been formerly. They alfo inventaried, or elfe directly 
rook away the Relifts and chief Jewels out of moft of the (aid Mo naileries or 
Religious houfes, pretending that they took them for the Kings ufe,but poffi- 
bly keeping them for their own. Arid having made a ftri& and odious inqui- 
fition into the lives of all the Votaries of both Sexes, they returned many of 
them guilty of exorbitant luft?, and much carnal uncleannefs ; reprefenting 
their offences in fuch multiplying glafles, as made them feem both ereater in 
number ,and more horrid in nature, tban indeed tbey were. And in theFebtm. 
*iy to'lowing was hetd a Parliament, in which all Monafleries, Priories, and 
other Rdgions houfes under the yearly value of aco 1. were granted unto the 
K' ng and bis heirs for ever . 

The number of the Houfes then fupprcned were faidtobe 376, their yearly 
Rents then valued at the fum of thirty two tboufand pounds and upwards, 
their movable goods, as they were fold at ttkm H§$&i penny-worths , amoun- 
ting to cne hundred t houfand pounds and more. The Religious perfons thus 
defpoiled of their Eftates , either betook themfelvej to fome of the greater 
Houfes of their feveral Orders, or went again into the world , and followed 
fuch fecular bufinelTes as were offered to them towards the getting of their 
living*. Much lamentation made in all parts of the Country, for want of that 
relief and fuftenince which the poor of all forts received daily from their 
hofpitalirv, and for the want of that employment which tbey found continu- 
ally in and about thofe Houfes, in iheir feveral Trades ; infomuch that it was 
commonly thought , that more than ten tboufand perfons, as well Matters as 

fervants* 
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Servants, had loit iheir livclyhoods by that a& of fuppretlion. To the parting 
whereof, the Bifhops and the Mitred Abots , which made the prevalent pare 
of the Houfe of Peers, contributed their Votes and Suffrages as the other did ; 
whether it were out of pufillanimity, as not daring to appear in behalf of their 
brethren, or out of a weak hope , that the Rapacity of the Queen and her Mi- 
niUers would proceed no farther, it is hard to fay. Certain it is, that by their 
improvident affenting to the prefent Grant , they made a rod for their own 
backs , ( as the faying 'is ) with which they were fuffkiently fcourged within 
few years after , till they were all finally whipt out of the Kingdom , though 
the new Queen , for whofe fake Cromwct had contrived the plot, did not live 
to fee it. 

For fnch is the uncertainty ofhuman affairs , that when fhe thought her felf 
molt fafe and free from danger , fhe became moft obnoxious to the ruine pre- 
pared for her. It had pleafed God on the eighth of Jsnudry to put an end unto 
the calamities of the vertnons but unfortunate Queen , into whofe Bed fhe 
bad fncceeded; the news whereof fhe entertained with fuch contentment , 
that fhe caufed her felf to be apparalled in lighter colours than was agreeable 
to the feafon, or the fad occafion ; Whereas if fhe had rightly understood her 
own condition, fhe could not but have known , that the long life of Katberine 
was to be her belt preservative againftall changes , which the Kings loofe af- 
fections, or any other alterations in affairs of State, were otherwife like to 
draw upon ber. But this contentment held not long , for within three weeks 
after fhe fell in travail, in which fhe mifcarried of a Son , to the extream grief 
of the Mother , and difcontenc of the Father, who looked upon it as an argu- 
ment of Gods difpleafurc , as being as much offended at this fecond Marriage 
as he was at th: firft. He then began to think of his 111 fortune with both his 
Wives, both Mariages fubjec* to difpute, and the Legitimation of his daugh- 
ter EU^dbtth as likely to be called in queftion in the time fucceeding , as that 
olMtrj in the former. He much therefore cart about for another wife , of 
whofe marriage and his iflue by ber there could arife no con trover fie , or elfe 
mnft die without an heir of bis own body, or leave the Grown to be contended 
for by thofe , who though they were of his own body, oonld not be his heirs. 
His eye had carried him to a Gentlewoman in the Queens attendance, of ex- 
traordinary beauty, and fuperlative modefty ; on the enjoying of whom hefo 
fixed his thoughts , that he had quite obliterated all remembrance of his for- 
mer loves. As refolute, but more private in this purfute than he was in che for- 
mer ; yet not fo private, but that the Queen (fo piercing are the eyes of Love 
and Jealoufie ) had took notice of it , and lignined her fufpitions to him, of 
which, more anon. 

In the mean time (he was not wanting in all thofe honeft arts of Love , Ob- 
fequioufnefs , and Entertainment, which might endear her to the King , who 
now began to be as weary of her gaitiesand jocular humor, as formerly of the 
gravity and refer vednefs of K*tberine. And cauling many eyes to obferve her 
actions, tbey brought him a return of fome particular! , which he conceived 
might give him a fu Ancient ground to proceed upon. The Lord Rochfort, her 
own brother, having fome fute to obtain by her of the King , was found whif- 
peringtoheronher bed when fhe was in it; which wa« interpreted for an aft 
of fome great difhonor done or intended to the King , as if fhe bad permute d 
him fome farther liberties than were confident with the innocent familiarity 
between brothers and fillers : In the aggravating whereof with all odious cir- 
cumftances, none was more forward than the Lady Rochfort her felf, whether 
out of any jealoufie which fhe had of her hnsband, or whether out of fome in- 
veterate hatred which (he had to the Qtteen, ( according to the peccant humor 
of moft fitters in law) is not clearly known. It was obferved alfo, that Sir Hen. 
ry Norris y Groom of the Stool unto the King , had entertained a very dear af- 
fection for her, not without giving bimfelf fome hopes of fucceeding in the 
King's bed, (as Sir Thorn** Stimtt after did) if (he cbanced to furwc him, And 
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it appears that (he had given him opportunity to make known Disaffe- 
ction, and to acquaint her with his hopes , which (he cxprctfed, by twitting 
him in a frolick humor with ookjug after dead mens [hoot, Weflon and Breerton, 
both Gentlemen of the Privy Chamber, were obfe vedalfo to be very diligent 
in their Cervices and adJreftesto her , which were conilrued rather to proceed 
f-om love than duty, though no reciprocation could be found to proceed (rom 
her, but whit was agreeable to that affability and general debonairnefs which 
fhe (hewed to all men. 

Out of thefe premifes, weak and imperfect though they were, the King 
refol ves to come to a condufion of his aims and willies. A folemn T ilting was 
maintained at Greenwich on ihzfa[\oi May , at which the King and Queen 
wereprefent, the Lord Rochfort and Sir Henry Norm being principal Chal- 
lengers. The Queen by chance let fall her handkerchief, which was taken up 
by one of her fuppofed favourits who ftood under the window , whom the 
King perceived to wipe his face with it. This taken by the King to be done of 
porpofe , and thereupon he leaves the Queen and all the reft to behold the 
Sports , and goeth immediately in great harte to Wcflmitflcr , to the no fmall 
amazement of all the company, but the Queen efpecially. Rochfort and Nor- 
ris are committed to the Tower on the morrow after , to which unfortunate 
place the Queen her fclf, on the fame day, was conducted by Sir Thomas Aude~ 
ley Lord Chancellor, the Duke of Norfolk^, Cromwel then Mailer of the Rolls 
and principal Secretary, and Kiugfton Lieutenant of the Tower. Informed by 
them upon the way of the Kings fufpitions, (he is faid to have fallen upon her 
knees, and with d're imprecations to have difavowed the crime ( whatfoever it 
were) wherewith (he was charged; befecching God fo to regard her as the 
juftnefs of her caufe required. After which, Wilham Breerton Efqnire, and Sir 
Francis Weft on of tht King's Privy Chamber, together with KjM*rk_Smuon one 
of the King's Muficians, were committed on the fame occafion. 

Thefe perfons being thus committed, and the caufe made known, the nexc 
care was to find fufficient Evidence for their condemnation. It was objected, 
that the Queen growing out of hope of having any i(Tue male by the King , had 
ufed the company of the Lord Rochfort, Norris y B>eerton y and Wefton, and pof- 
fibly of Smeton alfo ; involving her at once in no fmaller crimes than rhofe of 
Adultery and I need. For proof whereof, there was no want of any artifices , 
in fifting, canvafing, and intangling, notonely the Prifoners themfelves, but 
all fuch Witneffes of either fex,. as were thought fit to be examined by tie 
Kings Commiflioncrs ; from none of which they were able ro get any thing 
by all their Arts, which might give any ground for her conviction ; but that 
AYarl^SmetoH had been wrought on to make fome confeflion of himfelf to her 
difhonor, out of a vain hope to fave his own life by the lofs of hers. Concern- 
ing which, Cromwel thus writes unto the King , after the Prifoners had been 
throughly examined in the Tower by the Lords of the Council , Many things 
(faith h;) have been objetled t but not kin y confejfed', onely feme circumftances h*ve 
been acknowledged by Marl^. To whicn effect, and other the particulars before 
remembred , take here a Letter written by Sir Eiward Baymon to Sir William 
FttfwilUamsybtxngthcn Treafurer of the Houfehold, and not long after raifed 
unto the ltyle and Title of Earl of Southampton. 

Mr. Treafurer , 

"TFHis Jhallbe to advert ife you , that here is much communication , that no man 
will confefs any thing again ft her at all, but onely Mark , of any aElual th'm?. 
Wherefore in my foolifh conceit it fhould much touch the Kings honor if it (hould no 
further appear. And I cannot believe , but that the othsr two be as far culpable as 
ever was he ; and I thinks afuredly the one ksepeth the others connfel y as many con. 
ieBuresin my mind caufclb me to thiuk^t and efpecially of the communication that 
wm Utft between the Queen, Mr. NorreS, Mr, Amner, and me; as I would, if I 
might fpeaiwith Mr. Secretary And yon together , more plainly expreffe my mind. 
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// the cafe be, that the; have confefed (tike waaejfei) a I things as they omd do , 
then the matter is at a pint. I have mi* fed much at the manner of At: ft, ejfe Mar- 
gery, which bath a fed her felffj ftrangtlj towards me of late , being her friend fo 
much as I have been. Bit no doubt it cannot be cbefcn bm [he muff be of conn fell 
therewith ;for there hath been great friend(hip between the Queen and her of late. I 
btarfnrther , that the Queen fiandeth ftifiy in her ofinion , that [he will die in it , 
which I thinks is in the truft that [he hath of the other two. But if your bt$ fmeffe be 
fuchas jtu cannot come , / would gladly come and wait on jqu , if you tbinl^it re- 
quite. 

It appears alfoby a Letter ofSir Willtam K ingftom /that he had much com- 
muriuation with her when (he was his prifoncr , in which her language fecm- 
edtobe broken and didreffed betwixt tears and laughter, out of which no- 
thing could be gathered , but that (he exclaimed as»aind Norris, as if he had ac- 
cufed her. Ic was farther fignified in that Letter, that (he named Come others, 
who had obfequioufly applied themfelves to her love and fcrvice, acknow- 
ledging fiith patfages, though not luffkient to condemn her > as (hewed , (lie 
had made ufc of the utmolt liberty which could be honcltly allowed her. 
Mod true it is, ( as far as any truth can be collected from common and credi- 
ble reports) that sWam't being much favoured by the King, was offered pardon 
for his life, if he would confefs the crimes which he was accufed of. To Which 
be made this generous anfwer , 7 hat in his confeience he tbsngbt her gtihteffe of 
the crimes objected) but whether [he were or r,o,be could not accafe her of any thing ; 
and that be bad rather undergo a thou fond deaths than betray the innocent. So that 
upon the point there was no evidence againd her , but the confellion of Sme- 
t*u t and the calumnies of the Lady Ricbfort, of which, the one was fooled into 
that confelTion by the hope of life, which notwithdanding was not pardoned j 
and rhe other mod defervedly loll her head within few years after , for being 
acceffary to the Adulteries of Queen Katberine Howard. And yet upon this 
Evidence fhe was arraigned in the great Hall of the Tower of London on the 
1 5th. of May , and pronounced guilty by her Peers , of which her own father 
(which I cannot but behold as an ail of the highed tyranny) was compelled 
to be one. The Lord Rochfort and the red of the prisoners were found guilty 
alfo, and fuffcred death on the lyth.day of the fame month, all of them (land- 
ing (loutly to th: Queens and their own integrity ; as it was' thought that 
SmetonnKo would have done, but that he dill flattered himfelf with thehopes 
of life, till the lofs of his head tlirabled him from making the retractation. The 
lik- death fufferedby the Queen on the fecondday after , fome few permitted 
ro be prefenr, rather as witnefles than fpc£btors of her final end. And it was fo 
ordered by th; advice of Sir fviliiam KmgPon , who fignified in his Letters to 
one of tho Comv.il , that heconceived it bed, that a reafonable number onely 
fhould be p~fcnt ar the Execution, becaufc he found by fome difcourfe 
which he had hid with her, rhit (he would declare her felfto be a good wo- 
man, for all men , but for the King, at the hour of death. Which declaration 
(hemadesood, going wit h g r eat checrfulnefs to the Scaffold, praying mod 
h:artily for the King, and dandingcondantly on her innocence to the ve- 
Tylad. 

So dyed this great and gallant Lady, one of the mod remarkable mockeries 
and difports of fortune which thefe lad ages have produced , raifed from the 
quality of aprivarLady to the bed of a King, crowned on the Throne, and 
exeenred on the Scaffold; thefabrkkof her power and glories being fix years 
at the lead in budding, but cad down in an indant ; the fylendor and magni- 
ficence of ber Coronation feeming to have no other end, but to make her the 
more glorton; Sacrifice at the next alteration of the Kings affections. But her 
death was not the onely mark which the King did aim at ; If (he had onely lod 
het head, though with the lofs of her honor, it would have been no bar to 
her daughter Elitjtbetb from fucceeding her father in the Throne , and he mud 
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have his bed left free from all fach pretentions, the better to draw on the fol- 
lowing mariage. It was thought neceffary therefore, that (he fhould be fcpa- 
ratedfromhis°bedbyforrie other means than the Axe or Sword, and to be le- 
gally divorced from her in a Court of Judicature, when the fentence of death 
mi°ht feem to have deprived her of all means, as well as of all manner of de- 
fue to difpute the point. Upon which ground Norris is pradifed with to 
confefs the Adultery, and the Lord Percy (now Pari of Northumberland) who 
was known to have made love unto her in her former times, to acknowledge a 
Contrail. Bat as Norris gallantly denyed the one, fo the Lord Percy could 
not be induced (though much laboured to it) to confefs the other. For proof 
whereof we have this Letter of his own hand writing, directed to Secretary 
Cromwtl in thefe following words. 

Mr Secretary, . , „ , . _ . 

T»//« \hall be to ftgnifit unto yon, that I perceive by Sir Raynald Carnaby, that 
X there is fuppofed to be a prc-contratl between theOueen and me. Where upon I was 
not only examined upon my oath before the Archbifhop s ^/"Canterbury and York,*** 
affo received the bleffed Sacrament upon the fame before the D«ke of Norfolk, and 
others of the Kings Highnefe Council Jearned in the fpintual Law ; a faring Ton 
Mr Secretary by the [aid oath and bleffed body which afore I received, and hereafm 
ter mean to receive, that the fame may be to my damnation^ if ever there were any 
contrail or frcmife of mariage betwixt her and me. At Newmgton Green t*e \ yh. 
*/May, in the %%th year of the reign of Our Soverain Lord King Henry the %tb. 



But notwithftanding thefe denyals, and that neither the Adultery was con- 
feffed, nor the Contract proved, Tome other ground was found out to diffolve 
the mariage ; though what it was doth not appear upon Record. All which 
occurs in reference to it is afolemn inftrument under the feal of Archbifhop 
Cranmer, by which the mariage is declared (on good and valuable rcafons) to 
be null and void, no rcafon being expreft particularly for the ground thereof. 
Which fentence was pronounced at Lambeth on the 17th. of May, in the pre- 
fence of Sir Thomas Hadly y Lord Chancellor, Charles Duke ot Suffolk^, John 
Earl of Oxon, Robert Earl of Suffex, William Lord Sandys, Lord Chancellor of 
his Ma jellies houfhold, Thomas Cromwel, Mafter of the Rolls and principal Se- 
cretary, then newly put into the office of Vicar General, Sir William Fitz.wiUi- 
*jw/,Trcafnrer, and Sir William Paulet Controller of the Kings houfhold, 
Thomas Bedil, Arch-Deacon of Own>4/,and John Irigunwel, Dr of the Lawes, 
all being of the Privy Council. Bsfides which, there were prefent alfo John 



don, and Dean of the Arches, Edmund Bonner, Arch-Dcacon of Uicrfter, Rich, 
ard heighten, Arch Deacon Buckingham, and Thomas Lee, Doftor of the 
Lawes; as alfo Dr Richard Sampfon,Dcio of the Chapel Royal, who appeared as 
Proftor for the King, together with Doftor Nicholas mmn, and Doctor John 
Barbour, appointed Proaors for the Queen. Bv the authority of which great 
appearance, more than for any thing contain'd particularly in the aft orin- 
llrument , the faid fentence of Divorce was approved by the Prelates and 
Clergy affembled in their Convocation on the ninth of June, and being fo 
confirmed by them,it received the like approbation by Aft of Parliament with- 
in few dayes after ; in which A6t there alfo paffed a claufe, which declared 
the Lady Elizabeth (the only iffue of this mariage) to be illegit imate. What 
elfe concerns this unfortunate Lady , together with fome proof of divers 
things before delivered, cannot be more pathetically exprefled, than by her 
felf,bemoaninghet misfortunes to the King.in this following Letter.

I bad not dwelt fo long upon the ftoryof this Queen, but that there is fo 
much which depends upon it in reference to the Honour, Birth and Title of 
the Princefs Elizabeth • whofe Reign of 44 years, accompanied with fo many 
fignal blelfing* both at home and abroad,is ufed by Come for a ttrong Argument 
of her mothers innocence. For further proof whereof, they behold the Kings 
precipitate and hafty mariage,cafting himfclf into the bed of a third, before the 
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fword was dried from the blood of his fecond wife. But ofthefe mifcrics and 
calamities which befel her mother, thePrinccfs was too young(as not being 
fully three years old) to tike any notice. And when fhe came unto the years 
of undemanding, fhe had been mnchfweetned and repaired by her fathers 
goodnefs , By whofe laft will fhe was aflured of her turn in the fucccflion to 
the Crown, if her brother and fitter died without lawful iffuc ; allowed the 
fame yearly maintenance, and allotted the fame portion in marisgc, wiihthe 
Princefs Mary. But nothing more declares his good affection to her, than 
. thegteac care be took of her education ; committed to the government and 

tuition of Roger Afcam % a right learned man, fhe attained unto the knowledge 
of the Greek and Latinej and by the help of other School-mafters, of the Mo- 
dern Languages. Infomuchthac fhe very well* nderftood the Greek, and wa* 
able readily toexprefs her felf in the Latine tongue ; as appears by an Oration 
which (he made at her entertainment in Cam6ridge 3 and the Imarr anfwer which 
fhe gave extempore to a Polifh Ambaflador, of which we may hear more in 
their proper place. And as for the Italia* and the French, fhe fpakc them with 
as much facility and elegance, as if they had been natural to her. And if fome 
times fhe made ufe of Interpreters when fhe converted with the Ambafladors 
offorein Princes, it rather was to keep her State, than that fhe could not en- 
tertain difcourfe with them in their proper languages. Her perfon rrjaybe 
bcfltfiiown by herpicturcs, and the perfections of her mind by her following 
government. Suffice ic in this place to know, that fhe feemed to be made up 
of Modefty and Majcfty in in equal miwure ; and was fo moderate in the cowrie 
and catia^c of herdefires, thacKing Edward (who took much delight in her 
converfation) ufed commonly to call her his Sifter Temperance. 

Yet notwithstanding allthefe perfonal Graces, 1 do nor find that fhe was 
fought in mariage in the time of King Henry j the blots of infamy which had 

X 55O. been laid upon her Mother, ferving as a bar to her preferment among!* forein 
Princes. In the beginning of King Edward's, fhe was aimed at by Sr Thomas 
Seymour, a brother of the Lord Protector Sommerjets, for the advancing of 

155a. his lofty and ambitious projects. And in the larter end thereof, propounded 
to the eldeft fon of the King of D(»ma)ki But ic was propounded only and 
not perfned, whether neglected by that King for the former reafon, or inter- 
mirted by her ownaverfnefs from mariage, we are yet to feek. But in the firft 
year of Queen Mary, fhe was defued by Edward Courtney Earl of Devenfhire, 
the eldert ion of Henry Marquifs of £:*•««• jdefcended from a daughter of King 
Edward the 4th. which proved fo much to thedifpleafure of the Qaeen, that ic 
became dangerous to both of them, as was fhewed before, For notice of the 
Queens difpleafure having been took by fome of great place about her, they 
were both d awn into fufpicion of being privy at the leaft untoWn's rebel Iran, 
(railed on the noife of the Queens mariage with the Prince of Spain) both of 
them clapt in prifon upon that account,and fo detained for alongtime.though 
both acquitted publickly by Wiat at the time of his death. 

Botnothingfo much alienated the Queens affection from her, as the diffe- 
rence whichwaa between them in the catrfe of Religion, occafioncd and con- 
tinued by their feveral interefts. For ic concerned Queen Mary to maintain 
the Pope and his Religion , her mothers marriage not being otberwife to he 
defended as good andiawful bur by his authority, which marriage , if by his 
authority made good andlawfull, then muft the marriage of AnneBoUrn be 
made unlawfnl,and confequently the Princcfs£A'^«ib muft actually be made 
illegitimate by the fame authority. Upon which poinr, as the Queen laboured 
nothing more than the reftoring of the Pope to that Supremacy of which he 
bad been deprived by the two laft Kings; fo kept fhe a hard hand upon her fifter, 
as of adifferenc Religion from h:r, thevifible Head of the Protcftant party 
in the Kingdom, and one whom fhe fufpected to have more heart? amon^ft the 
Subjects than fhe had her felf. Upon the firft furmife of her being privy to 
wjaft confpiracy, Sir Edward Haftings and fome others were fent to bring her 
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to the Court irom her fioufe at Ajh ta£'y wnere though they tofundherex- 
tream lick, and unfit tor travel, yet they compelled her co go witto them on 
in: morrow after. Being come unto the Court, the was firlt kept Driloner in. 
her chamber for the fpace of a fortnight , neither permitted to come to the 
Queen* prefence, nor fuffered without much dfcftculry to, write onto har;' 
Charged by the Bilhopof /*WJb«/#r andfome 6ther ? Lotds With. fPyai'& pra~ 
ftkes, fhe Hourly Uood on the denyall, proferTingbec fidelityfchdHoyalcy to 
the Queenlur inter. Which norwicftanding (he was conveied by water, on (he 
Sunday conmonly called P*lm-SH»4*J > to the Tower of £*»<*«V#?&he people jif 4 *rh T 
b^ing commanded ro keep their Churches , for fear <he mi^hc bo ceTcued and „ ' 
took from them who were to have the conduct of bar by whom compelled to 
land at the private Stairs, generally called 'i ke I raUtrs Stain, {he openly affir- 
nied , 1 bat theft landed as trite a Sabjttt, * Prtfmer. *. ax tvdt landed in that 
phue ; and fo was brought unto the Lodging* appointed tor tm^iaH doors be- 
ing locked and bolted on her, to her great amazement; Gar e Coo friable oir her 
Tower, and a: that time Lord Chamberlain al£b , was her bitter enemy, buc 
more for love to the Pope than for hate t«> her perfon , and did not on.ly place 
a llrong Guard about her , but fuffered none but thofe of that ragged Regiment 
to carry up herdyec to her. Of which, complaint being mide to him by lome 
of her lervants, he threatned to lay them in fuch a place Where they flioold nei- 
therfee the Sun nor Moon, if they troubled him anymore about it; though 
afterwards it was otherwife ordered by the Lords of the Council: 

Wearied with the clofenefs of her imprifonrrtenr, (he moved die Lord 
Chatdoiriud the Lord Chamberlain, the one of which was ConfUble, and the 
other Lieutenant of the Tower, that fhe might have the liberty of walkingin 
the privateGarden/>rat the lead in the Queens Lodgings for her better health. 
In which , not able to gratific her by their own authority, the LordCbamiuu 
obtained leave of the Lords of the Council that (he might walk in the Queens 
Lodging?, himfelf , the Lord Chamberlain , and three of the Queens Gentle- 
women being ftill in her company ; permitted afterwards to enjoy the benefic 
of the private Garden, the doors were always (hut upon her , and order given, 
that no Prifoners fhould be fuffered by their Keepers to look out of the win- 
dows fo long as fhe was walking in it. Such care there was to hinder all accefs 
unto her , and opportunity of conference with her, that a little Boy of font 
years old was threatned to be whipt for prefentino her with flowers and nofe- 
gays, and a command givenby (7«?r that the Boy's father (honld keep him at 
home , and nocfuffer him to come thither any more* Buc rhe Tower being; 
thoughc to bz no fafc pnfon for a perfon of fuch eminent quality by reafon of 
its nearnefs to the capital City , and the great number of prifoners which 
were kept therein, (he was committed to the enftody of Sir Henry Bid!*? field, 
a man of an untraceable and rugged nature , by whom (he was conducted with 
a guard of foldiers to the Mannor ofHfodfttcl^ which journey (he began on the 
19th, of May being Trinity Sunday, and ended by fhorc andeafie ftages on the 
ThurlrJay after; her own fervants fometimes fequeltred from h:t by command 
of her Taylor, (as fhe commonly called him) the people fometimes rated and 
reviled by him for flocking ro fee her as fhe pafled , and the Lord WtU'umt , 
though aitociated in Commilnon with him , openly quarrelled and reproached 
for giving he a noble Entertainment at his houfe of Rieele. Being brought to 
WW/?w£,flie was kept under many locks and bolts, a guard of Ruffians on- 
tinually amending bdVe her do es,, and ths keys every night b«-oash'up to 
Bedt 'gpeld, who fuffered no accefs unto her upon any occanon j Whichbemg 
made known to the Lord m'l ami, hefollicitedthe Queen that fhe mighr be 
prifoner in his houfe , and offered to be furety for" her , and was in fuch a fair 
way of ob:ainirt£ his fute , that he caufed preparations to be made for her re- 
ception; but cither by the incerpofuion of the Bifliopof Mnchtfttr> her moft 
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mortal enemy, or the foHic'u ation of Bedi*gfield t who poffibly might have fomc 
other end to work upon her, noeffea followed anfwerably to that expecta- 
tion. 

About this time (he was advifedby fomeofher friends to fubmit her felf 
unto the Queen , which they conceived would be very well taken , and re- 
dound much both to her benefit and contentment. To which (he anfwercd, 
That (he would never make any fubmiffion to them againltwhom fhe never 
had offended in word or deed ; adding withall , that if (he were guilty of any 
fuch offence, flic would crave no mercy but the Law, which (he was fu re (he 
(hould have had before that time, if any thing could have been proved igainft 
her by her greatcft enemies; onely (he was perfwaded to make a fuce to the 
Lords of the Council that (he might be fuffetedto write a Letter to the 
Queen; not gratified without much difficulty in that eafie fate* nor otherwife 
gratified ac all , but that JkM*gfi*ld-mt to (land by her ali.the time die' 
wrir, and have the keeping of her papers till (he came to an end, and to be made 
privy to the conveyance of thofe Letters when they once were written. At her 
firft comming to the Tower, (he had a Pried appointed to fay Mafsin het 
chamber ; but whether the fame Prieft or any other was appointed lor the like 
office at her being at Woodftoc^ I find not in the 1) or y of her life and troubles. 
Certain it is, that (he refortcd to the Maftboih before and after, and feemed 
pot a. little difcontented that (he could not gain fo much upon the Queen by 
herourward conformity, as to believe that (lie was catholic kly affecled. But 
the Queen was not the onely one who believed fo of her , though (he behaved 
berfelffo warily as not to come within the danger of the Laws, for acting 
any thing in oppofition unto that Religion which was then ellabluhed. Con- 
cerning which there goes a (lory , that when a Popifh Prieft bad urged her very 
earneftly Co declare her judgment touching the Prefence of Chrilt in the blef- 
fed Sacrament j (he very cauteloufly refolved the point in thefe following 
Verfcs: 

' Twas God the r»trd thdtfpakj it , 
He took thi bread tmdbraktt it , 
dnd what the Ward did noake it , 
That I believe 4»d take it. 

But all this caution nocwithftanding , her averfnefs from the Church of 
Rome was known fufficicntly , not to be altered while (he lived , and therefore 
(he to live no longer tobetheoccafioo of continual fears and jealoufies to the 
Catholick party. The times were then both (harp and bloody* and a great per- 
fection was defignedagainrt the Proteftants in all parts of the Kingdom ; Ac 
what time Bifhop Gardiner vizs beard to fay, That it was to no purpofe to 
cut off the boughs and branches , if they did not alfo lay the Ax to the root 
of the Tree. More plainly the Lord Faget in the hearing of fome of the 5/>*- 
ni*rds t That tin King {hould never hove * quiet Government in England, if her 
teaj vert not ftriclten of from her (honldcrt. With which the King being made 
acquainted, he refolved to ufe his beft endeavour, not onely to preferve her 
life, but obtain her liberty ; For he confidered with himfelf, that if the Prin- 
cefs (hould betaken away , the right of the Succeffion would remain in the 
Queen of Scott, who being married to the Daulphln of France , would be a 
means of joyning this Kingdom unto that , and thereby <>ain unto the French 
the Soveraignty or fupream command above all other Kings in Europe. He 
confidered alfo with himfelf , that the Queen was not very healthy, fuppofed 
at that time to be with child, but thought by others of more judgment not to 
bi like to bring him any children to fncceed in the Crown , and hoped by fuch 
a fignall favour to oblige the Princefs to accept him for her husband , on the 
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Queens deccafe, by means whereof, he might Hill continue Matter of the trea* 
fures and Itrength o( England, in all his wars againtt the French, or any other 
Nation which maligned the grcatnefs of the Anfirian Family. Upon which 
grounds he dealt lo eflfe&ually with the Queen , that order was given about a 
fortnight after Eafter to the Lord Williams and Sir Henry Btdingjield to bring 
their prifoner to the Court ; which command was not more cheerfully exe- 
cuted by the one, than ltomach*d and repin'd at by the other. Being brought 1 5 5 S- 
to Hampton Court , where the Queen then lay , fhe was conduced by a back 
.way to the Prince's Lodgings, where fhe continued a fortnight and more 
without being feen orient toby any body , Bedinf field ind his guards being 
ftill about her ; lo that fhe feemed to have changed the place, but not the Pri- 
fon, and to be fo much nearer danger , by how much flic was nearer unto 
thole who had power to work it. At laft, a \ ifit was bellowed upon her, but 
not without her earneft fute in that behalf, by the Bifhop of w'nehefier Lord 
Chancellor, the Eatls of Arundel and Sbrewiberj, and Sir William Peter , whom 
fhe right joyfully received, defiring tbem to be a means unto the Queen that 
fhe might be freed from that reftraint , under which flie had been kept fo long 
together. 

Which being faid, the Biihopof frtncbejter kneeling down , befought her to 
fubm'tt her felf to the Queen , that being, as he faid , the oncly probable expe- 
dient to effect her liberty. To whom fhe anfwered as before , that rather than 
fhe would betray her innocence by fuch fubmiiTion , (he would be content to 
lie in prifon all the days of her life. For by fo doing, ( faid fhe ) I muft confefs 
my felf to be an offender , which I never was againft her Majefty, in thought, 
word, or deed; and where no juft offence is given, there needs no fubmiflion. 
Some other Overtures being made to the fame effect , bur all unto as little 
purpofe, fhe is at lalt brought before the Queen (whom (he had notfeen in 
max than one year before) about tenoftbe clock at night ; before whom 
falling on her knees, (lie defired God to preferve her Malefty , not doubting, 
as fhe faid, but that fhe fhould prove her felf to be as good a Subject to her 
Majefty, as any other whofoever. Being firft deale with by the Queen to con- 
fefs fome offence againft her felf , and afterwards to acknowledge her im- 
prifonment not to be un juft , fhe abfolutely refufedthe one, and very hand- 
fomcly declined the other. So that no good being to be gotten on heron 
either hand > fhe was difmiffed with fome uncomfortable words from the pre- 
fent Enterview , and about a week after wasdifcharged of Beding field zmi his 
^uard offoldiers. It was reported, that King Philip flood behind the Hang- 
ings, and hearkned unto every word which parted between them , to the end, 
that if the Queen fhouldgrow into any extremity , he might come in to pa- 
cific her difpleafures, and calm her paffiona. He knew full well, how paflto- 
nately this Princcfs was beloved by the Englifh Nation , and that he could 
not at the prefenc more endear himfelfto the whole body of the people, than 
by effecting her enlargment ; which fhortly after being obtained , fhe was 
permitted to retire to her own houfes in the Country , remaining fometimes 
in one, and fometimes in another , but never without fear of being remand- 
ed unto prifon, till the death of Gardiner, which hapned on the nth. of 
November then next following. Some fpeech there was , and it was earneftly 
endeavoured by the Popifh Party , of marrying her to Emanuel Pbdebert Duke 
of Saw/, as being a Prince that lived far oft , and where fhe could give no en- 
couragement to any male-contented party in the Realm of England ; Againft 
which, none fo much oppofed as the King, who had adefigne on her for him- 
felf, as before is faid; ana ratherfor himfelf than for Cbarlt his fon ( though it 
be fo affirmed by Camhden ) the Princefs being then in the twenty fecond year 
of her age , whereas the young Prince was not above feven or eight. So thac 
arefolutionbeing finally fixedof keeping her within the Kingdom , fhe lived 
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afterwards for the moft part with lefs vexations, but not without many watch* 
full eyes upon all her a&ions , till it pleafed God to call her to the Crown 
of England. She had much profited by the Pedagogic of ji fcb*m 9 and the reft 
of her Schoolmaftcrs , but never improved her felf fo much as in the School of 
ArflicYion , by which flic learned the miferies incident to Subjects, when 
they groan under the difpleafure of offended Princes ; that the difpleafurcs of 
fome Princes arc both made and chertfhed by theart of their Minilters,to the 
undoing of too many innocent perfons whodolefsdefcrve it ; that it is there- 
fore ncccffiry > that the cars of Princes fhould be open unto all complaints, 
and their hands ready to'receive Petitions from all forts of people, to the end 
that knowing their grievances and dill refies, they may commiferate them in ' 
the one, and afford them remedy in the other ; that a good Prince mult have 
fomewhat in him of the Pried, who if hebc not fenfiblc of the infirmitiesof 
bis brethren, cannot be thought to intercede fo powerfully inrheir behalf, 
as when he hath been touched with the true fcnle and feeling of iheir extre- 
mities-, and finally, that the School is never better governed, rhanby one who 
hath part through all the forms and degrees thereof, and having been perfe&ly 
trained up in the ways of obedience , mull know the better how to ufe both 
the Rod and Ftr*U when he comes to be Mailer of the rcll. 
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Liz.*farb the only child then living of King //iw/the$tb. 
fnccceded her Siller in the Throne, on (he 17th. of N«vem- 
h*r 9 Anno 1558. Ferdinand of Ah^t'ia being then Empe- 
rour, Htnry the id. King of the Frtncb, /Nbi///ihe fetond 
King o£5p«i«,and P**i the 4th. commanding in the Church 
of Rem*. Queen M*ry not long before her detrh hid called 
a Parliament, which was then fitting when the news there- 
of was brought unto the Lords in the Houfe of Peers. The 
newes by reafon of the Queens long (icknefs, not fo ftrangc 
unto them, as co take them either nnrefolved orunp r ovided for the declaring 
of their doty to the next fucceflor ; though fomc of them perhaps had fome fe- 
cret wifhes that the Crown might have fallen rather upon any o he^rhan upon 
her to whom it did of right belong; fo that upon a (hort debare amongft them* 
(elves, a menTage is fent to the Speaker of the Houfe of Commons, defiring 
him, and all the Members of that Houfe, to come prefently to them, upon a 
bufincfs of no fmatl importance, to the good of the Kingdom. Whooeing 
come, the Lord Chancellor Ht*th t mt h a compofed and (etled countenance, 
not without forrow enough for the death of the one* or any difconcenr for 
thefucceflionof the other, declared unto them in the name of the reft of the 
Lordt, that God had takeo to his mercy the late Queen M*ry y and that rhe 
fucceflion torhe Crown did belong of right to the Princefs £//*.4$rr A, whofe 
Title they conceived to be free from all legal queltions ; that in fuch cafes no- 
thing was more necetfary than expedition, for the preventing of all fuch 
plots and practices of any difcontented or ambitious perfons, as might be fee 
on foot to the diiturbance of the common quiet ; and therefore that the(£ 
concurrence was de fired in proclaiming the new Queen with all fpeed that 
might be, they being then fo opportunely convened together as the Reprefen- 
tees of the whole body of the Commons of the Realm of En^Und; Which be- 
ing faid, the Knights and Burgefles cave a ready confent to that which they had 
no reafon to deny 1 and they whicn gave themfelves fome thoughts of incli- 
ning other wife, conceived their opoofition to the general Vote, neither fare 
norfeafonable. So that immediately the Princefs Elitrfttb was proclaimed 
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An. Reg. * ne Kid d at Arms, firfl before Wcflmnjitr Hall door in the Palace Yard, in 
Eliz I the pretence of the Lords and Commons, and cot long after at the Crofs in 
' o ' Cheap fide, and other places in the City,in the prefenccof the Lord Mayor, Al- 
X J^^ dermen,and principal Citizens, to the great joy of all peaceable and well-affe- 
' ^ ' fled people. 

It was not long before the Princefs had advertifement of the death of her 
fifter, together with the general acknowledgement of her juli and lawful 1 Title 
to the Crown Imperial. The newes whereof being brought unto her by feme 
of the Lords, fhc prepared for her removal from Hatfield on \ht Saturday tf. 
ter, (being the 19th. of that month) and with a great and Royal train fet for- 
wards to London. At Higate (our miles from the City, (he was, met by all the 
Bifhops then living, who prefented thcmfelves before heruion iheif knees, 
in reihmony of their loyalty and affection to ber. In which addrefsas (hefee- 
med to exprefs no fmall contentment, fo fhe gave to each of them particular- 
ly her hand to kifs, except only unto Bonner of London, whofe bloody 
butcheries had rendcr'd him uncapable in ber opinion of fo great a fa- 
vour. At her firfl coming to the City fhe took her lodging in the Charter- 
Ao«/>,wherc fheftaid fome days,till all things in the Tower might be fitted and 
preparedior her reception- Attended by the Lord Mayor and Aldexm«D,with a 
Itafel/ltrfnof Lotdi and Ladies, ami their feverat followers, She eturetji 
bf Cripple gate into the City, palTeth along the wall till fhe cameto Bifhops 
gaie y where all the Companies of the City in their fcveral Liveries waited her 
coming intheir proper and diftinc* rancks, reaching from thence until the fur- 
ther end of Mark^Lant, where fhe Was enrertained with a peal jof great Ord- 
nance from the Tower. At her entrance into which place, fhc rendered her 
moll humble thanks to Almighty God for the great and wondrous change <t£ 
her condition, in bringing her from being a prifoner in that place, to be the 
Prince of her people, and now to take pofleffion of it as a Royal Palate* is 
which befiore fhe had received fo much difcomfort. Here (he remained ci 11 
the 5th. day of December then next following, and from thence removed by 
water unto Sommerfet Houfe. In each remove ihe found fuch infinite throngs 
of people, who flocked from all parts to behold her, both by land and water, 
andteliified their publick joy by fuch loud acclamations, as much rejoyced 
her heart to hear, and could not but exprefs it in her words and countenance, 
by whuh fhe doubled their affections, and made her felf the abfolute Miftrifs at 
all times of their hands and purfes. She had been forged upon the anvil of 
adverfity,which made her of fo fine a temper, that none knew better than her 
felf how to keep her State, and yet defcend unto the meaneit of her fubjeas 
in .1 popular Courtfhip. 

In the mean time the Lords of the Council had given Order for the (lopping > 
of all Ports and Havens,that no intelligence of the Queens death might be ca- 
ned out of the Realm, by which any diHurbance mighr be plotted or contrived 
againftit, till all things were fctled here at home. But finding fuch agene* 
ral concurrence in all forts of people, in acknowledging her ju(t and lawful Ti- 
tle,teftifiedby fo many outward hgns of a publick joy, that there was no fear 
of any danger from abroad, that bar was fpeedi I y removed, and the Ports open- 
ed as before to all forts of paffengers. And in the next place care was ta- 
ken for fending new Comroilfions unto fuch Embaffadors as refided in the 
Courts of feveral Princes,both to acquaint them with the change, and to allure 
th'ofe Princes of the Queens defire to maintain all former leagues between 
them and the Crown of Enlisted ; but more particular inftrucYions were dire- 
cted to her Agent in the Court of Spaim ; to whom it was given in charge to 
reprefent unto thc King, the dear remembrance which fhe kept of thofe many 
humanities received from him in the time of her troubles. Inllructions arc 
fenr alfo to Sir Edward Karn, the late Queens Agent with the Pope, and now 
confirmed by her in the fame imployment, to make his Holinefs acquainted 
with the death of Queen Mary , and her facccflion to the Crown, not with- 
out 
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out fomc dcfirc that all good offices might be reciprocally exchanged between * » 9 
them. But the Pope anfwered hereunto (according to his accuiidmed ri- . **

gour) «• That the Kingdom of England was held in Fee of the Aportolick See * 
4 4 that (he could not fucceed being illegitimate ; chat he could not contradict 
4t the declarations of Cleneent the 7th. and Paul the jd« that it wis a great 
"boldnefs to aflume the name and government of it without him ; yet being 
<c defiroDS to (hew a fatherly affeaion, if (he will renounce her pretentions, 
* and refer her fclf wholly to his free difpofition, he will do what foever may 
"be done with the honour of the Apoftolick See, To the making of which 
fudden anfwer, though there needed no other inftieation of his own rough 
nature, yet many thought that he was put upon it by fome Minifters of the 
Court of France* who fearing nothing more than that Philip will endeavour 
byafecondmariage, to allure himfelfof the poffcflion of the Realm of£»f- 
land, androthatendfollicitforadifpenfation to make way unto it, thought 
it expedient to prevent thofc practices in 1 he firft beginning, by putting the 
Pope upon fuch connfels,as would be fure to dafli all his hopes that way. 

But the new Queen having perform'd this office of civility to him,as fli: did 
to others, expeded not the coming back of any anfwer, nor took much 
thought of it when (he heard it. She knew full weH, that her legitimation 
and the Popes Supremacy could not ftand together, and th2t fhe could not 
poffibly maintain the one, without a discarding of the other. But in this cafe 
it concerned her to walk very warily, and not to unmask her felf roo much at 
once, for fear of giving an alarum to the Papal party , before (he had put her felf 
into a poflure of ability to make good her actions. Many who were imprifon- 
ed for the caufe of Religion, (he reftored to liberty at her firft coming to the 
Crown. Which occahoned Raimfrrd, a BurTonly Gentleman of the Courti to 
make afuteto her in the behalf of Mather*, Mark^ Lnke^odjohri , who hid 
been long imprifonedin a Latine Tranflation , that they alfo might be reftored 
to liberty , and walk abroad as formerly in the Englifh Toung. Towhorri 
(he prefently made anfwer , That he fhould firft endeavour to know the minds 
of the Prifoners, who perhaps defire J no fuch liberty as was demanded. Which 
notwithstanding , upon a ferious debate of all particulars, fhe was refolved to 
proceed to a reformation, as the times fhould Serve, In order whereunto, (he 
conftitutes her Privy Council, which (he compounds of fuch ingredients, zs 
night neither give encouragement to anyoftnofe who wilh'd well to the 
Church of Rente, or alienate their affections from her, whofe hearts were more 
inclined to the Reformation. Of fuch as had been of the Conncil to the 
Qtten her lifter, (he retained the Lord Archbifhop of Tork. , the Lord Marquefs 
of Winchefrer , the Earls of Arundel , Shrewsbury , Darky , and Pembrock^, the 
Lords Clymen and E$ngh*m , Sir Themat Cbeiney , Sir WillUm Petice y Sir John 
Mafen , Sir Richard Sackyile, and Do&or Wetten • To whom (he added of her 
own , the Marquefs of Northampton, the Earl of Bedford, Sir Thorn* Parre, Sir 
Edward Roger t , Sir Ambrofe Core , Sir William Cecil , and Sir Nicholas Bacon. 
To which laft, being then Attorney of the Dutchy of Lane after , and one that 
had been much employed by her in fome former fervices which had relatiori 
to the Law, (he committed the cuftodyof the Great Seal on the is of De- 
amber, the Title of Lord Chancellor remaining to Arc hbifhop Heath as be- 
fore it did, and that of the Lord Keeper being given to Bacon : Which being a 
new Title, and consequently fubject unto fome difputes , an Act was parted 
in the fecond Parliament of her Reign for inverting the faid new Lord Keeper , 
and all that (hould from thenceforth enjoy that Office , with all the Powers, 
Privileges , and Preheminences which anciently had been exercifed and en. 
joyed by the Lord Chancellor of England , and for confirming of all Sentence* 
and decrees in Chancery , which had or fhould be made by the fatd Lotd Kee- 
pers in all times to come. The like mixture (he alfo caufed to be made a- 
mongft other her fnbordinate Minifters , in adding fuch new Commiflioners 
for the Peace in every County, as either Were known to be of the Reformed 
Religion, or to wilh well to it. Ooo a The 
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a - The preferring of fo many of the Proceftant party, as well to places of em- 

rrV ploymenc in their feveral Countries, as to the ranck and dignity of Privy 

£Uz. I. Counfcllors, and the refufalofherhand to Bifhop Benner at ber very firlt 
Ml 8. comming to the Crown , were taken to be ttrong preemptions ( as indeed 
t hey were ) that fhc intended to reftore the Reformed Religion. And as the 
Papifts, in the firft beginning of the Reign of Queen Mary , hoping thereby the 
better to obtain her favour , began to build new Altars , and fet up the Mafs, 
before they were required fo to do by any publick Authority t (0 fared it now 
with many unadvifed Zelocs amongft tne Proteftants , who meafuring the 
Queens aftecYions by their own , or elfe prefuming that their errors would be 
taken for an honelt zeal, employed themfelves as bufily in the detnolifhing of 
Altars , and defacing of Images „ as if they had been licenced and commanded 
to it by fome legal warrant. It hapned alfo, that fome of the Minifters which 
remained at home , and others which returned in great numbers from beyond 
the Seas, had put themfelves into the Pulpits , and bitterly inveighed again'* 
the fupcrftitions and corruptions of the Church oiRome. The Popifh Prea- 
chers did the like, and were notfparing of inve&ives againft the others , whom 
they accufedofHerefies, Schifms , and Innovation in theWorfhipof God. 
For the fupprelfmg of which diforders on the one fide, and thofe common 
difturbances on the other , the Queen fet out two Proclamations much abouc 
one time , by one of which it was commanded , that no man , of what per- 
fwafion foever he was in the points of Religion , fhould be fuffered from 
thenceforth to preach in publick, buconely fuchas fhould be licenfedby her 
authority; and that all fuch as were fo licenfed or appointed , fhould forbear 

S reaching upon any point which was matter of Controverfie , and might con- 
ace rather to exafperate than to calm mens paflions. Which Proclamation 
was obferved with fuch care and ftri&nefs , that no Sermon was preached at 
Sc. Paul's Crofs or any publick place in London, till the Ea/ler following : 
At what time the Sermons which were to be preached in the Spittle ( according 
to the antient cuflom) were performed by Do&or Bill the Almoner to the 
Queen, and afterwards the firft Dean of Wejlminfitr of the Queens foundati- 
on; Doctor Richard Cox formerly Dean of iVeftminjler , preferred in fhort time 
after to the See ofE// , and Mr. Robert f/or*(of whom mention hath been 
made before at the troubles of Franckftrt ) advanced not long after to the See 
of ivinchefier. The Rehcarfal Sermon , accnftomably preached at St. Fault 
Croffe on the Sunday following , was undertook by Doctor Thomat Stmpfon 
then newly returned from beyond the Seas, and after moft unhappily made 
Dean of Chrift-chnrcb. But fo it chanced , that when he was to go into the 
Pulpit, the dore was. locked, and the key thereof not to be found, fo that a 
Smith was fent for to break open the dore ; and that being done, the like ne- 
ceffity was found ofcleanfmg and making fweet the place, whichbya long 
difufe had contracted fo much filth and naftinefs , as rendred it unfit for ano- 
ther Preacher. 

By the other flroclamarion which was published on the 50th. of December, 
it was en joy red, That no man of what quality or degree foever , fhould pre- 
futne to alter arty thing in the ftatc of Religion , or innovate in any : of tbe 
rites and ceremonies thereunto belonging , but that all fuch rites and cere- 
monies fhould be obferved in all Parilh Churches of the Kingdom , as were 
rbenufedand retained in her Majefties Chapel, until fome further order 
fhould be taken in ir, Onely it was permitted, and withall required, that the 
let any, the Lords Prayer, the Creed, and the Ten Commandments , fhould 
b«;faid in the Englifh tongue, and that the E^ifile and the Gofpel, at the time 
o£ tbeoHigh Mafs, fhould be read in Englifh , which was accordingly 
done in Tall the Churches of Loudon on the next Sunday after , 
being New- years day, and by decrees in all the other Churches of the 
kingdom ,alfo. Further than this, the thought it not convenient to proceed 
at theprefenx > rjutthat fhehad commanded the Prieft or Bifhop (for fome 
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fiy it was the one, and fome the other) who officiated at the Akar in the Cha- v 
pel- Royal, not to make any Elevation of the Sacramenr, the better to prevent 
that adoration which was given unto it , and which fhe could not fuffer to be Eltz - x - 
done in her fight without a mort apparent wrong to her judgment and t on- 1 5 \ £ 
fcience; Which being made known in other places, and all other Churches be- t-^V"N»J 
ing commanded to conform themfclves to the example of the Cha- 
pel , the elevation was forborn alfo in moft other places, to the great dif- 
content and trouble of the Pofijk party. And though there was no further 
progrefs toward a Reformation by any publick Act or Edidt , yetfecrctlya 
Reformation in the form of Worfhip, and confequently in point of Doctrine, 
was both intended and projected. For making none acquainted with ber fe- 
crctpurpofes but the Lord Marquis of Northampton t Francu Ei:\ of Bedford 
Sir John Gray of Pergo, ( one of the late Duke of Suffolk's brothers ) and Sir 
William Cecil i {he committed the reviewing of the former Liturgy to the care 
of Do&or Parser , Doftor Gryndai , Doftor Co Xj Doftor Pilkjnofn, Doctor 
BUI % Do&or May , and Mr. whitehead , together with Sir 1 homo* Smith Do- 
dor of rhe Laws, a very learned, moderate , and judicious Gentleman, fine 
what they did , and what preferments they attained to on the doing of it , we 
(hall fee anon , wheu we fhall find the Book reviewed, confirmed by Aft 
of Parliament , and executed in all parts of the Kingdom, as that Act re- 
quired. 

Butfirft, fome publick Acts of State, andgreat Solemnities of Court are 
to be performed. The Funeral of the Queen deceafed folemnifed on the i^th. 
of December at the Abbey of Wefim'mfier , and the Sermon preached by Doctor 
Whit* then Bifhop of Wtnchefltr , feemed onely as a preamble to rhe like So- 
lemnity performed at the faid place about ten days after, in thcObfcquiesof 
Charh the 5th. which mighty Emperor having firft left the world by refining 
his Kingdoms , and retiring himfelf into a Monaftery , as before was faid, did 
after leave his life alfo in September laft ; and now upon the 24th. of ibis pre- 
fent December a folemn Obfequie was kept for him in the wonted form , a rich 
Hcarfe being fet up for him in the Church of Wcftminjler , magnificently co- 
vered with a Pall of gold, his own Embaffador fervingas the principal Mour- 
ner, and all the great Lords and Officers about the Court attending on the 
fame in their rancks and orders. And yet both thefe, though ftately andma- 
jefticalintheirfeveral kinds, came infinitely fhort of thofe Po-np and Tri- 
umphs which were prepared and referved for the Coronation. As a Prepara- 
tion whereunto , fhe paffed from Wrfiminfter to the Tower on the 1 ath. of Ja- 
nuary , attended by rhe Lord Mayor, the Aldermen, and other Citizens, in 
their Barges, with the Banners and Efcutcheons of their feveral Compmies , 
loud Mufick founding all the way ; and the next day fhe reftored fome unto 
their old, and advanced others to new honors, according to her own fancy 
and th-ir defer ving?. The Marquis of Northampton , who had lain under an 
Attaindure ever fince the firft beginning of the Reign of Queen Mary, fhe te- 
hVed in blood , with all his Titles and Eftates. The Lord Edward Sctm*r y 
eldert fon to the late Duke of$om*rfet 9 was by her reconfirmed in the Titles of 
Vi fcount Beanchamp and Earl of Hertford , which had been formerly enrayled 
upon him by Act of Parliament. The Lord Thomas //»w*rW,fecond fon of The 
mat the late Duke of Norfolk., and brother to Henry Earl of Surrey, ( beheaded 
in the lalt days of King Henry the Eighth ) fhe advanced to the Title of Vif- 
count Howard of Bind**. She alfo preferred Sir Oliver St. Jobnt, who derived 
hluielf from the Lady Ma yraret daughter of John Dukeof Somerfet , from 
whom the Queen her felf defcended, to the dignity of Lord St. John of Bletfo; 
and Sir Henry Car%e , fon of Sir fViBiam Carte Knight , and of Mary BoR-n hi* 
wife, the onely fifter of Queen Anne Bollen , fhe promoted to the honor and 
deg'-eeof Lord Carte of Hnnfdon. 

The ordinary afts of grace and favour being thus difpatcbed, (he prepares 
the nexc morning for a triumphant paffage through London to her Palace ac 
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faithful fervam Daniel thy Prophet $ whom thou delweredft out of the dot, from the 
cruelty of the raging greedy Lyons ; eveu fo was I overwhelmed, and only ky thee de- 
liver c i; to thee only be thankj, honour, and fraife for ever. Amen. Which faid, fhe 
mounted into her Chariot withfo deer a fpirir, as if fhe had been made for 
that dayes folemnity. Entertained all the way fhe went with the joyful fhouts 
and acclamations of Godfave the Queen, wbtc h fhe repaid with fuch a modeft 
affability, and fo good a grace, that it drew tears of joy from the eyes of fome, 
with infinite prayers and thanksgiving from the hearts of all ; but nothing 
more indeared her to them, than the accepting or an Englifh Bible richly 
gilt, which was let down unto her from one of the Pageants, by a child repre- 
lcnting Truth. At the fight whereof fhe firit kiffed both her hands, with both 
her hands fhe received the book, which firit fhe kifs'd and after laid unto h«r 
bofome, (as the nearert place unto her heart J giving the City greater thanks for 
that excellent Gift, than for all the reft, whuh plentifully had been that day 
bellowed upon her,and promifed to be diligent in the reading of ic. By which, 
and many other afts of a popular piery, with which fhe paffed away that day, 
fhe did not only gain the hearts of all them that faw her, but they that faw 
her did fo magnihc her moll eminent Graccs,that they procured the like aife&i- 
ons in the hearts of all others alfo. 

On the next morning with like magnificence and fplendor, (he is attended 
to the Chun h of St Peter in Wtftminfr r, where fhe was crowned according to 
the Order of the Roman Pontifical, by Dr Owen Ogtetborp, Bifhop of Car/ifle 9 ihc 
only man am ngall the Bifhops, who could be wrought on by her to per- 
form that office. V hether it were that they faw fome alteration coming, to 
which they were refolved not to yield conformity, fo that they could not be in 
aworfe cafe upon this refufal, than they fhould be otherwife ; or that they 
feared the Popes dilpleafure,if they fjaould do an aft fo contrary unto his pre- 
teniions, without leave firflgranted ; or that they had their own particular 
aoimofines and fpUens againlt her, (as the Archbifhop of Torl^ particularly for 
his being deprived of the feal) is not certainly known. None more condem- 
ned for the refufal, than the Bifhop of Elj, as one that had received his firft 
preferments from the King her father, and who complyed fo far in the time 
of King Edward, as to affilt in the compofing of the public k Liturgy, and 
otherwife appeared as forward in the reformation, as any other of that Order, 
So that no reafon can be given either for his denial now to perform rhat fervice, 
or afterwards for his not complying with the Queens proceeding? , but rhat 
be had been one of thofe which were fenr to Rome to tender rhe fubmilTion 
of the Kingdom to the Pope Hill living , and could not now appear with ho- 
nour in any (uch a&ion, as feemed to carry with it a repugnancy (if not a ma- 
nifeft inconliltcncy) with the faid ingagemenc. It cannot oe denyed but that 
there were three Bifhops living of King Edward's making.all of them zealoully 
affected to the reformation And pollibly it may feem itrange that the Queen 
received not the Crown rather from one of their handsr,tban to put her felf un- 
to the hazard of fo many denyals as had been ^iven her by the others. But un- 
to this it may be anfwered, that the faid Bifhops at that time were deprived 
of their Sees, (but whether juftly or unjuHly, could net then be quellioned) 
and therefore not in a capacity to perform that fervice. Befides, there being 
at that time no other formeftablifhed for a Coronation, than that which had 
much in it of the Ceremonies and fuperttitions of the Church of Rome , fhe 
was not fure that any of th; faid three Bifhops would have a&cd in it, without 
fuch alterations and omilfions in the whole courfe of that Order,as might have 
render 'd the whole aftion queltionablc amongfl captious men, and therefore

finally fhe chougnt it more condnciblc ro her reputation amongu torein Prin- An. Rev 
ces, to be Crowned by the hands of a Cathohck Bifhop (or one at lealt £>:' _ 
which was accounted to be fuch) than if it had been done by any of the other * j 
Religion. s *55* 

And now the Parliament draws on, fummoned to begin on the 25th. of 
that month, being the Anniverfary dayofSt Pours conversion ; aday which 
feemed to carry iome good Omen'w ir, in reference to that great work of the 
Reformation which was therein to be eftablifhed. The Parliament opened 
with an eloquent and learned Sermon preached by Dr Cox, a man of good cre- 
dit with the Queen,and of nolefs elteem with the Lords and Commons,who 
caried any good arTe&ion to the memory of King£^w*r < the 6th. The chuling 
of which man to perform that fervice, wasableofitfelf to give fome intima- 
tion of the Queens defign to moll of the Auditors; though to fay truth, the 
Bifliops refufmg to perform the Ceremony of the Coronation«had made them- 
felves uncapable of a further truft. Nor could the Queens defign be fociofcly 
cariad.bat that fuch Lords and Gentlemen as had the managing of elections in 
their feveral Countries, retained fuch men for Members of the Houfc of 
Com nom,as they conceived molt likely to comply with their intentions for 
a Reformation. Amongft which none appeared more active than Thomas How- 
*rd Duke of whom the Qneen had taken into her Council; Henry 

Fitxj-alle* Earl of /Jr«»if/,wbotn fhe continued in the Office of Lord Steward, 
and Sir WUIiam Cceci/ t whom fhe had reftored to the place of Secretary, to 
which he had been raifed by King Edward the tfrh. Befides, the Queen was 
young, unmaried, and like enough to entertain fome thoughts of an husband ; 
fo that it can be no great marvel, not only if many of the Nobility, bur fome 
even of the Gentry alfo, flattered themfelves with poiTibilities of being the 
man whom fhe might chufe to be her parrner in the Regal Diadem. Which 
hopes much fmoothedthe way to the accomplifhment of hcrdelires, which 
otherwife might have proved more rugged and unpayable than it did at the 
prefent. Yet notwithltanding all their carc,there wanted not fome rough and 
furious fpirits in the Houfeof Commons, who eagerly oppofed all propofiti- 
ons which feemed to tend unto the prejudice of the Church of Rome. Of 
which number none fo violent as Story Dr.of the Lawes, and a grear inftrument 
oi Bonner's butcheries in the former Reign. Who being queltioned for the 
cruelty of his executions, appeared fo far from being fenhble of any errour 
which he then committed, as to declare himfelf to b<wforry for nothing more, 
than that inftead of lopping off fome fe* boughs and branches, he di<J not lay 
his axe co the root of the tree; and though it was not hardtoguefsat how 
high a mark the wretches malice feemed to aim, and what h: meant by laying 
his axe to the root of the tree; yet palled he unfmnifhed for the prefenr, 
though divine vengeance brought him in conclufion co his jull reward.Others 
there were, and doubt lefs many others alfo in the Houfc of Commons, who 
had as great zeal as he to the Papal interefs,but either had more mode(ty in the 
conduct ofit, or preferred their duty and allegianceto their natural Prince, 
before their zeal to the concernments of the Church of Rome. 

In this Parliament there paffed an aft for recognizing the Queens jult Title 
to the Crown ; but without any Ac* for the validity of her mothers manage, 
on which her Title molt depended. For which negleft molt men condemned 
the new Lord Keeper, onwhofe judgement fhe relied ef pec ially in poinrof 
Law ; in whom it conld not but be looked on as a g r eat incogitancy,to be lefs 
careful of her own and her mo'hes honour , than the Minifters of the tare 
Queen Mary had been of hers. But Bacon was not to be told of an old Law- 
Maxim, That the Crown taltcs away all dtfetls and fiopi in blood, and that from 
the time that the Queen did a fume the Crown, the fountain was cleared, and all at- 
tainders and corruption of bipod difcharged. Which Maxim how unfafe focver 
it may feem to othets, yet finceit goes for a known rule amonglt our Law- 
yers, could not be queltioned at that prefent. And poflible k is that he con- 
ceived

An Rev. tc * ve d " better for the manage or* ihc Queens mother to pifs unqueltioucd, as 
£i * _ a matter jullly fabjed unto no difputc, than to build the validity of it on no 
* / better ground than an Ad of Parlia rient,which might be as eafily revcrfed as ic 
l y \ \9* was agreed to.There palt an Ad alfo for reltoring to the Crown the tenths and 
^-#vW rinl trnitSjfirlt fetled thereon in thetime of King Henry the 8th.and afterwards 
given back by Qneen M*rj as before was faid. For the better drawing on of 
whuh conccmon,it was pretended,that the Patrimony of the Crown had been 
much dilapidated, and that it could not befupported with fuch honour as it 
ought to be, if reftitution were not made of fuch rents and profits, as were of 
late difmembred from it. Upon which ground they alfo piifed an ad for the . 
dilTolntionofall fuch Monalterics, Convents, and Religious Orders, as had 
been founded and eltabliflied by the Queen deceafed. By venue of which Aft 
the Queen was repoflefled again of all thofe lands which had been granted by 
herliHerro the Monks of lYeftminfter and 5A<r«,rbe Knights Hofpitalers, the 
Nuns of £.ov°ge"her with theManlion Houfes re edified for rhe Obfervants 
ttVrermp-cb, andihe Black Friers in Smitbfie/d. Which lalt being planted in 
a houfe neer the dilfolved Priory of Great St BauhoUm.w< t had again fitted 
and prepared ihe Church bilonging thereunto for religious offices ; but had 
fcarce fitted and p-epared it, when diffolved again, and the Church afterward*? 
mide a Parochial Church, for the ufeof thcClofe, and fur h as lived within 
r he verge and precinds thereof. How fhe difpofed of Sion Houfe, hath been 
(hewn already; and what fhe did with the rich Abby of mflmi»(t'er>m fhallfec 
hereafter. 

In the paffing of thefe Ads there was little trouble.in the next there was.For 
when the Ad of the Supremacy came to be debated, it feemed to be a thin*" ab- 
horrent even in Nature and Polity, that a woman fhould be declared to be the 
fupream Head on Earth of the Church of £»/W. But thofe of the reformed 
party meant nothing lefs than to contend about words and phrafes, fo they 
might gain the point they aimed ar, which was the (tripping of the Pope of all 
authority within thefe Dominions, and fixing the fupream power over all per- 
fons and ettares of what ranck focver in the Crown Imperial, not by the name 
of S»pr**m Heady which they perceived might be made lyable to fome jul* 
exceptions ; but which comes all to one, of the Sapream Govemejfe. Which 
when it gave occalion of difcourfe and defcant amonsft many of the captious 
Papirts, Queen Mary helped her fifter unto one good Argument forherjufti- 
fication, and the Queen helped herfelf to another, whuh rook off the cavil. 
In therhird Seflion of Parliament in Queen Marfs time, there pafs'd an Ad, 
declaring, 7 bat the Regal fewer vai in the Queens MajeJ?}, at fully as it bad 
teen man, cf her fredecejfort. In the body whereof it is exprelTed and decla- 
red, «« That rhe Law of the Realm is, and ever hath been, and ought to be un- 
"derftood, that the Kingly or Regal Office ofche Realm, apd all Dignities, 
" Prerogatives Royal,Power,Prehemincnces, Privileges, Authorities and Tu- 
" rifdidions thereunto annexed, united, or belonging, being inverted either 
*« in Male or Female, are, be, and ought to be, as fully, wholly, abfolutely 
'andintuely, deemed, adjudged, accepted, inverted, andtaken, in the one 
" or in the other. So that whatfocver Statute or Law doth limit or appoint 
'•that the King of this Realm may, or (ball have, execute and do, any thing as 



guit y, fcruple or quefhon, any cuttome, ufe, or any other thing to the con- 
trary notwuhftanding. By the very termr of which Ad, Queen Mary 
grants unto her fitter as much authority in all Church concernmenrs, as hid 
been cxercifcd and enjoyed by her Father and Brother, according to any Ad 
or Ads of Parliament in their fevcral times. Which Ads of Parliament as 
our learned Lawyers hive declared upon thefe occaftons, were not to be con- 
nderdas lm**4>&*}<*% new power which was not in the Crown before, 
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bat only Declaratory of an old, whkh naturally belonged to all Chrifti- An. Rev 
an Princes, and amongft others to the Kings and Queens of the Realm of £/;! r 
England. ' ' 

And to this purpofe it is pleaded by the Queen in her own behalf. Some v 
buiie and fed tious perfons had difpetfed a rumour, that by the Act for recog- 
nizing of the Queens Supremacy, there was fomething further afcribed unto 
the Queen, her heirs and fuccefTors, a power of adminirtring Divine Service 
in the Chnrcb, which neither by any equity or true fence of the words,could 
from thence be gathered ; And thereupon (he makes this Declaration unto 
all her fubjecls, '« That nothing was or could be meant or intended by the 
*' faid A&, than was acknowledged to be due to the moft Noble Kin° offa- 
" rr.ous memory, King Henry the 8th. her Majeitics Father, or King tdward 
"the 6th. her MajeMies Brother. And further (he dedareth, That (he neither 
"doth, nor will challenge any other authority by the fame, than was challen- 
ged and lately ufed by the faidtwo Kings, and was of ancient time due un- 
"tothc Imperial Crown of this Realm, th#is, under God to have the Sove- 
" rainty and Rule over all perfons born within her Realms or Dominions, of 
"what eft arc (either Ecdeliadical or Temporal) foever they be, fo as no 
** other forein power fh all or ought to have any fuperiority over them. Which 
explication publifhed in the Queens Injunctions, Amh 1559. Not giving 
fuch a general fatisfatlion to that groundlefs cavil as was expected and inten- 
ded, the Bifhops and Clergy in their Convocation of the year 1562. by the 
Queens authority and confent, declared more plainly, that is to lay, 4i That 
" they gave not to their Ptincefsby vertucofthefaid Act or otherwife, either 
" the miniftringof Gods word or Sacraments, but that only Prerog rive which 
" they faw to have been given alwaiesto all godly Princes in holy Scripture 
«'byGod himfelf, that is to fay, that they fhould rule all eltates and de- 
agrees committed to their charge by God, whether they, be Ecclefiallical 
™ or Temporal, and reftrajn with the Civil Sword, the llubbornc and evil 
M doers. 

By all which, if the cavils of the Adverfary be not fully anfwered,it would 
be known upon what reafon they Ihould queltion that in a foverain Queen, 
which they allow in many cafes to a Lady Abbefs. For that an Abbsfs may be 
capable of all and all manner of Ecclefiaftical Jurifdidtion, even to (he de- 
nouncing of that dreadful fentence of Excommunication ; and rhat th y may 
lawfully exercife the fame upon all fuchas live within the ve-ge of their au- 
thority, is commonly acknowledged by their greateft Canonilts. Firlt for 
fufpenfion, it is affirmed by their Giojfe y that an Abbefs may fufpend fuch 
Clerks as are fubjeft to her, both from their Benefice and Office. And que- 
ilionlefs either to fufpend a Clerk, or to bring his Church under the fentence 
of an Interdift,is one of the chief parts of Ecclefiallical or fpir'uual Cenfures. 
Nor have they this authority only by way of delegation from the Pope in fome 
certain cafes, as is affirmed by Jqi*inas % Dnra*dus, Sjlvrfter t D minicm Soto, 
and many other of their Schoolmen, butinan ordinary way, as properly and 
perfonally inverted them, which is the general opinion of their greaieft Cano- 
nifts/ Next for the Sacraments, it isfufficiently known^hat th; miniilrati- 
on of Baptifm is performed by Midwives, and many other women as of com- 
mon courfe ; nor only as a thing connived at in extreme necclfiey, but as a 
neceflary dury,in which they are to be in(tru£ted againft all emergencies by 
their Parifti Prielts : for which we have the teltimony of the late Lord Legate, 
in the Articles publilhed by him for his vifitation. And finally for excom- 
municar ion,it i« affirmed \>yP*Il > (Lotus and IC.tvArre^nooe of the meaneit in the 
Pack) chat the Pope may grant that power to a woman alfo ; higher than which 
there can be none exercifed in the Church by the fons of men. And if a Pope 
may grant tbefe powers unto a woman, as toaPriorefs or Abbefs, or to any 
other ; There can be then no incapacity in the Sex, for exerting any part of thao 
iurifdidion which was rertored unto the Crown by this Aft of Parliament.

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An Re?. Anc * xi P-jhaps it be objected , that a Lady Abbcfs is an Eccleliaftical or fpi- 
r> •* ritual per'fon in regard of her office, which cannot be affirmed of queens, Pope 

£tiz. I. Grtg 0r j himfelf will come in to help us , by whom it was not thought unfit 
I 5 5»- to commit the cognifance of a caufe concerning the purgation of a Bifhop, 
^/~vVJ w ho flood charged with fome grievous crime,to Brmichtldts or hrunhuli Queen 
of brtKce, of which, although the Glofs upon the Decretals be pleated to fay, 
*T:th hie ui- • That the Pope ftretched Ins power too far in this particular , yet Celery did 
mum povtlari- DO more t hcrem but what the Popes may do , and have done 01 late times by 
tn dtfpctjit'm t ^- i: own tomet f, on . f Q ii tl j e ground there is for fo great a chmour as hath 
been made by fteli»r m,nt and otherofthePopifh Jefuites upon this occafion. 

Now for theberter exerciling and enjoying of the jurildiction thus re- 
cognifedunro the Crown , there are twoClaufes in the Ac* of great impor- 
tance; the tirli whereof contains an Oath for the acknowlcdg.ncnt and de- 
fence of r his Supremacy t nor onely in the Queen , but her heirs and fucceflors ; 
the faid Oath to be taken by all ArchbifViops , Bifhops, and all other Eccleli- 
aftical perfons, and alfoby all terrl^bral Judges, Juliiciaries , Mayors, or any 
other temporal Officers, &c. For the refufal whereof when lawfully tendrcd 
to them by fuc has were thereto commiffionated under the great Seal of Eng. 
land, every fuch perfon fo refilling, was actually to Hand deprived of his or 
their E cleHatiical Preferments, or other temporal office of what fort foever; 
onely it was provided , thac the Oath fhould not be impofed on any of the 
temporal Peers, of whofc fidelity the Queen feemed willing to affure herfelf 
without any fuch t ye; though this exemption was cfteemed by others but a 
piece of cunning, the better to facilitate the palling of that Ad amongfl them, 
which otherwife they might have hindred. But this provifion was not made till 
the following Parliament , though for the rcafon before mentioned it was pro- 
mifed now. By the laft Claufe ft was enafted, *« That it fhould and might be 
M lawful cothe Queen, her heirs and Succeffors, by Letters Parcnrs under the 
" great Seal ol England, toafrtgne,namc,andauth6rife, when and as often as 
<e her Highnefs , her Heirs or Succeffors fhould think convenient , fuch per- 
* fon; being natural born Subjects to them , to exercife , ufe , and orcupie 
u under her Highnefs, her Heirs and Succeffors , all manner of Jurifdictions, 
*' Privileges, and Prcheminences , in any wife touching or concerning any 
" Spiritual or Ecdefiaftfcal Jurifdiition, within the Realms of England and 
or any other her Highnefs Dominions or Countries , and to vifit, 
,c reform, rcpvls order, correct, and amend all fuch erron, hercfies , fthifms, 
"abufes, orTcn.cs, contempts and enormities what foever , which by any 
" manner of Spi;i uM or Eccleliaftical Power , Authority, or Jurifdiction, or 
can or rmy i jw.'ully be reformed , ordered, redrefTed, corrected, reftrained or 
" amended, to the pleafure of Almighty God. the increafc ofvertuc,and con- 
'* fe.vation of the peace and unity ofthisRealm. With a Provifo notwith- 
ftanding,thar nothing fhould from thenceforth be accountedfor Herefie,buc 
wharwas fo ad judged in the holy Scripture, or in one of the four firft General 
Councils, orin any other National or Provincial Council , determining ac- 
cording to the word of God ; or finally which fhould be fo adjudged in the 
time to come by the Court of Parliament, firft having theaffent of the Bi- 
fhops and Clergy in their Convocation. This was the firft foundation of that 
famous Court of High Commiflion, the principal Bulwark and Prefervative of 
the Church of England, againftthe practices and aflaults of all her Adverfa- 
ries, whether Popifkot Puritan. And from hence iffued that Commiffion , by 
which the Queens Minifters proceeded in their Vifitation in the firft year of 
her Reign , for rectifying all fuch things as they found amifs , and could not 
be redrefTed by any ordinary Epifcopal power , without the fpending of more 
time than the exigencies of the Church could then admit of. 

There alio paft another Aft for recommending and impofing the Book of 
Common-Prayer and Adminiftration of the Sacramenrs., according to fuch 
alterations and corrections as were made therein by thofc who were appoint- 
ed 
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it , as before is laid. In the performance of which fcrvicc , there An. Rca. 
are taken for expunging all fnc h paflages ink, as might give any £/ IZ x

fcandal or offence to the Popilh party , or be urged by them irTexcufe for "71 *i 
their not comm ng to Church, and joyning with the reft of the Congregati- 
on in Gods publick Worfhip. In the Letany firit made and publifhcd by 
King Henry the 8th. and afterwards continued in the two Liturgies of 
King Edward the 6th. there was a Prayer to be delivered /r#«» the tyrdnny and 
all the deufhb.e war mutts of the Bfhop of Rome ; which was thought fie to be 
expunged, as giving matter of fcandal and disaffection to all that party , or 
otherwife wifhc well to that Religion. In the firft Liturgie of King Edward , 
the Sacrament of the Lords Body was delivered wirh ^is Benediction, that is 
to fay, The B»dy of our Lord Jefns ChriQ which wm given for the prefervation of 
thy body and foul to life evtrlafl'mg ; The Blood of our Lord Jef*s Chrifh, (jrc. 
Which being thought by Calvtn and his Difciples to give forue countenance to 
the groffe and carnal Prcfence of Chrift in the Sacrament , which paflcth by 
the name of Tranfubftantiathn in the Schools of Rome , was altered into this 
form in the fecond Liturgy > that is to fay, Take and eat thuin remembrance 
that Chrifl died for thee t and feed on him in thy htart by faint") with thanksgiving. 
Take an I drink^thii, &c. But theRevifors of the Book joyned both Forms 
tngether,left under colour of rejecting a Carnal, they might be thought alfo to 
denyfucha Real hreftnee as was defended in the Wriring? of rhc Ancient Fa- 
thers. Upon which ground they expunged alfo a whole Rubrick at the 
end of the Communion-fervice, by which it was declared, that kneeling at the 
participation of the Sacrament was required for no other reafon , than fori 
fignification of the humble and grateful acknowledging of<be benefits of 
Cnrilt, given therein unto the worthy Receiver, and to avoid that prophanati- 
on and diforder which otherwife might haveenfued, and not for giving any 
adoration to the Sacramental Bread and Wine there bodily received , or $n re- 
gard of any real and effential pre fence of C hrifis body and blood. And r o come u p 
the clofer to thofe of the Church of Rome , ir was ordered by the Queens In- 
junctions, that the Sacramental Bread ( wbkhthe Book required onely to be 
made of the fineft flower) fhould be made round in fafhion of the Wafers ufed 
in the time of Queen M.vrj. She alfo ordered, that the Lords Table fhould be 
placed where the Altar Itood, that the accultomed reverence fhould be made 
at the name of Jefus, Mulick retained in the Church, and all che old Fctlivals 
obferved with their feveral Eves. By which compliances , and the expunging 
of the paffages before remembred , the Book was made fo paffable amongft the 
PapUts , that for ten years they generally repaired to thcit Parifh Churches, 
without doubt or fcruple , as is affirmed not onely by Sir Edward Coke , in his 
fpeech againft Ga net, and his Charge given at the Aflizes held at Norwich , 
but alfo by rhe Qneen hcrfelfin a Letter to Sit Francis tValfingh*m,\.hzT% be- 
ing her Refident or Leiger- Ambaflador in the Court of France j the fame con- 
feffed by Senders alfo in his Book de Schifmate. 

And that the Book might pane the better in both Honfes when it came to 
the Vote, it was thought requifite that a Deputation fhould be held about 
fome points , which were molt likely to be checked at ; the Difputants to be 
five Bifhops and four other learned men of the one fide , and nine of the molt 
learaed men, graduated in the Schools, on the other fide ; the Difputatioo 
to begin on the $oth. of Match, and to be holden in the Church of fVtft- 
min/fer , in the prcfence of as many of the Lords of the Council , and or the 
Members of both Honfes , as were ciefirous to inform themfelves in the ftate 
of the Queltions. The Difputation for that reafon to be held in the Englilli 
Toneuc/*and robe managed (for the better avoiding of confnfion ) by a mu- 
tual interchange of writings upon every poinr, thofc writings which were mu- 
tually given in upon one diy,to be reciprocally anfwer'd on another,?* fo from 
day to day till the whole were ended. To»all which points the Bifhops gave 
confenc for themfelves, tnd the reit of their party , though tbey refufed to 
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An Rett Kind unto them when it came co the try*]. The points to be difputcd on were 
F/; ; , * * three in number, that is to fay, 7 hat it » againft the wordof God, and the cnflom 
of the antient Church , to nfe a /" ongue nnltnuwn to the people in Comnson-Fraxer , 
1 5 > 9 ' imd in theadmmtflration of the Sac amtttts. i. That every Church hath authority 
' to appoint, take awar, and change Ceremonies and Ec cleft aft ical Rites , fo the fame 

be to edification. 3 . That it cannot be proved by the word of God , that there is in the 
Maffe offered up afacrifice propitiatory for the living and the dead. And for the 
Difputants of each fide, they were thefe that follow, thacisto fay,firft,for the 
Popifh party , Dr. White Bifhopof Wtncheficr % Dr.ifyaBUhop of Lichfield, 
D r. Scot Bi (nop of Chejler , and Dr. Watfon Bifhop of Lincoln , Dr. Fect\nam 
Abbot of Weftminficr, Dr. Henry <V«Dean of 5/. Aw/j, Dr. Harps field Arch- 
deacon of Canterbury f Dt.Chadfey Prebend of St. /W/, and Dr. Longdate 
Archdeacon of Levis in Suffex. For thofe of the Protectant perfwafion appear- 
ed Dr. Scory the late Bifhop of C hichefier , Dr. Cox the late Dean of Wejrmin- 
fier, Dr. Sandys late Malier of Katherine Hall, Mr. //*r» the lite Dean of Dur- 
ham , Mr.Eimar late Archdeacon oiStow , MuWhtehead, Mr. Gryudal, Mr* 
<;•/<•/?, and ML-.. Jewel ; all of which, except onely Whitehead, attained after- 
wards to fome eminent place in the facrcd Hierarchy. 

The day being come , and the place fitted and accommodated for fo great 
an audience , the Lord Keeper Bacon takes the Chair as Moderator , not for 
determining any thing in the points difputcd, but for feeing good order to be 
kept , and that the Dif potation might be managed in the form agreed on. 
When contrary to expectation , the Bifhops and their party brought nothing 
in writtn" to be read publickly in the hearing of all the Auditors , but came 
rcfolved to try it out by word of mouth , and to that end appointed Cole to 
be their Sp^kefman. For which negleft, being reproved by the Lord Keeper , 
they promifed a conformity on the Monday following , being the fecond day 
of ^jw-iVibuc would not Hand unto it then, becaufe they would not give their 
Advcrfaries fo much leifure as a whole nights deliberation to return an an- 
fwer. Defircd and p-effed by the Lord Keeper to proceed according to the 
form agreed on, for the better fatisfacVton and contentment of fo great an Au- 
dience, it was moft obftinately denyed w.nfon and white behaving tbemfelvcs 
with fo little reverence (orfo much infolency rather) as to threaten the 
Queen with Excommunication in thatpublick Audience, for which they 
were committed to the Tower on the fifth of April. The reft of the Bifhops 
were commanded to abide in London , and to give bond for their appearance at 
the Council Table whensoever they Oiouldbc required. And fo the whole 
Affcmbly was dirmift , and the conference ended before it had been well be- 
<*u*>the Lord Ke per giving to the Bifhops this fharp reraembrance,S<»c<faid 
he ) jot* are not w\Ur.? that we fhonld hear yon , fen lhaU very partly hear from ut. 
Which notwithstanding produced this good efted in the Lords and Commons, 
that they conceived rhe Bifhops were not able to defend their Doarin in the 
points difputcd ; which made the way more eafie for the parting of the publick 
Liturgy , when k was brought unto the Vote. Two Speeches there were made 
a^.inrt it in the Houfe of Peers , by Scot Feckuam t and one againft the 
Queens Supremacy by the Archbifhopof Tort\ ; but they prevailed as little in 
borhpointsby the powet of their Eloquence, as they had done in the firft by 
the'r want of Argu nents. 

It give mu h matter of difcourfe to moft knowing men, that the Bifhops 
fhouki fo wilfully fall from an appointment to which they had before agreed, 
and rhereby forfeit their whole Caufe ro a Condemnation. But they pretended 
for themfelvcs, that they were fo ftraightned in point of time, that they could 
not polfibly digelt their Arguments into form and order ; that they looked 
upon it asa thing too much below them to humble theml"elves to fuch a C*«- 
ference or Difputatiox, in which Bacon , a meer lay-man , and of no great lear- 
ning, was ro fit as Judge \ and finally* that the points had been determined al- 
ready by the Cathotick Church , and therefore were not to be called in que^ 
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ltion withouc leave from the Pope. "Which laft pretence , if it were of any Rgf 
wei^h and moment, it matt be utterly impotable to proceed to any Refor* F j-' ?\ 
mation in the Hate of the Church, by which the power and pride of the Popes 1 ' lm 
of Rome may be any thing lcflcncd, or that the corruptions of the Church £5*2 
fBould be redrcfled, it it confUt not with their profit. For want of time they 
were no more ftraightned than the oppofite party, none of them knowing with 
whai.argnments the other fide would fprtific and confirm their canfe nor in 
whit forms they would propofctbem, before they had ©crufed their recipro- 
cal Papers. But nothing was more weakly urged, than their exception againft 
the Prehdency of Sir Nicholas Bacon, which could not be confidered as aruac- 
ter either »w or Jtra*ge;aot ftrange , becaufe the like Prefidency had been 
given frequently to Crcmwet, in the late Reign of King Henry the 8tb. and that 
not only in fuch generalConferences,but in feveral Convocations and Synodi- 
cal meetings. Not *ew> becaufe the like bad been frequently pracVifed by the 
0 molt goaly Kings and Emperors of the Primitive times; for in the Council 
' of Chalcaou the Emperor appointed certain Noblemen to fit as Judges, 
whofe names occur in the firlt A&ton of that Council. Th e like we find exem- 
plified in the Ephejine Council , in which, by the appointment of Ibtodofik* 
and Valemintan, then Ronton Emperors , Camdidlanm^ a Count Imperial , fate 
as J udgc or Pretident , who in the managing of that trutt over-aaed any thing 
whu h was done by Cromwel as Vicar-General to that King , or Bacon was im- 
pow .red to do as the Queens CommilTioner. No fuch unreasonable conde- 
kentiontobe found in this , as was pretended by the Bifhops and the rett of 
that party, to fave themfelves from the guilt and cenfure of a Tergiverfation ; 
for which, and other their contempts, we fhall find them called co a reckoning 
within few months after. 

In the Convocation which accompanied the prefent Parliament , there 
was'little donc.and that little which they did was to little purpofe. Held nndec 
Bonn e r y \n regard of th: Vacancy of the See aiCanterbnry^ it began without the 
ordinary preamble of a Latine Sermon , all preaching being then prohibited 
by the Queens command. The Clergy for their Prolocutor made choice of . 
T)o&.ox Mcholae Harp/field Archdeacon of Canterbury % a man of mo re ability 
(as his works dec lare) than he had any opportunity to make ufe of in the 'pre- 
fent fervice. The Atf of the fubmilTion of the Clergy to King Henry thereto, 
and his Succeflors Kings of England y had been repealed in the firft year of 
Queen Mary , fo that the Clergy might have a&ed of their own authority, 
without any licenfe from the Queen ; and it is much co be admired that Bto- 
ner, wbitr, or tvatjomdid not pat them to it ; but fuch was either their feat, or 
modert y, or a defpair of doing any good to themfelves and the canfe, that there 
was nothing done by the Bifhops at all, and not much more by the lower 
Clergy, than a declaration of their judgment in fome certain points , which 
at that time were conceived fit to be commended to the fight of the Parlia- 
ment, that is to fay , v i . That in the Sacrament of the Altar , by verttfe of 
«' Chrifts aflilting, after the word is duly pronounced by the Prieft, the natural 
body of Chriit conceived of the Virgin Mary is really prefent under the 4 
" fpecies of Bread and Wine, as alfo his natural Blood. 2. That after the Con- 
secration there remains not the fubftance of Bread and Wine , nor any fnb- 
w ftance, fave the fubftance of God and Man. 3. That the true body of Chrift" 
"and his Blood is offered for a propitiatory facrifice for the quick and the . 
tc d^ad. 4. That the fupream power of feeding and governing the militant 
41 Church of Chrift , and of confirming their brethren , is given ec* Peter the 
" A pottle, and to his lawful Succeffors in the Sec Apoftoiick, as onto the Vi- 
" cars of Chrift. 5. That the authority to handle and define fnch things which 
" belong to Faith, the Sacraments, and Difcipline Eeclefilftical , hath hither- 
ever belonged,and onely ought to belong unto the Pallors of the Church, 
••whom the holy Spirit harh placed in the Quitch , and not unco Lay-men. 
Thcfc Arckies,they caufed co be engroned,ec focommendedctwrn to the care 
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An. Ret. and confideration of the Higher Houfe. By Bonner afterwards, that is to fay 
, •" ** on the 3d. of March, prefcntedto the hands of the Lord Keeper Bacon y by 
' * * rrhom tbey were candidly received. But they prevailed no further with the 
Queen or the Honfe of Peers, when imparted to them, but that poffibly they 
' might help forwards the difputation, which not long after was appointed to be 
held at Wejtu$infter y as before was faid. 

It was upon the Stb.of May that the Parliament ended, and on tho>»4th. 
of June, that the pnblick Liturgy was to be officiated in all the Churches of 
the Kingdom. Jn the performance of which fervice, the Bifhops giving no 
encouragement, and many of the Clergy being backward in it, it was thought 
fit to put them to the final ted, and either to bring them to conformity, or to 
beftow their places and preferments on more tradable perfons. The Bifhops 
at that time had been reduced into a narrower number than at any other time 
before. The Sees of Salifburj and Oxen bad been made vacant in the year 
1 557. by the death of Capo* in the one, and of King in the other, neither of 
which Churches had fince been filled, and that of Oxon not in ten years after. 
Pace few of Hereford^ Holyman of Brifiow, and Glj* of Banger, died fome few 
weeks before the Queen,Cardinal Pole oiCanterburj on the fame day with her. 
Hefion of Norwich, and Brookj of Glocefter, within few weeks after. Gry§a of 
Rochtfter departed this life about the beginning of the Parliament, about which 
time alfo Pates of Woiceflcr forfook the Kingdom, and was followed by Gotdwel 
of St Afnpb in the end of May ; fo that there were no more than hfteen li- 
ving of that facred Order. And they being called-in the beginning of July by 
certain of the Lords of the Council, commiiTionated thereunto indue form 
of Law> were then and there required to taka the oath of Supremacy, accor- 
ding to the law made in that behalf. Kitchlm of Landaf only takes it, who ha- 
ving formerly fubmitted unto every change , refolved to (hew himfelf no 
Cbanglmg in not conforming to the plcafure of the Higher Powers. By all the 
reft it was rcfufed, that is to fay, by Dr Heath Archbifhop of Torl^, Bonner of 
London, T on flail of Durham, White of Wi'uchefter, Ibirlby of £//, Wat fen of Un- 
rein, Peel of Peterborough, Chrifiopberfon of Chichefter, Bourn of Wels, Tnrbervile 
of Exeter, Morgan oi St Davids,Bain of Lichfield, Scot ojChefier % and Ogletborp 
Bifliopof Carli/le, And yetthefemen (which makes trfeem the greater won- 
der) bad cither taken the like oath as Prieits or Bifhops in fome part or other 
of the Reign of the two lalt Kings. 

But now they had hardened one another to a resolution of fianding out onto 
the lali, and were thereupon deprived of their feveral Bifhopricks, as the Law 
required. A punifhment which came not on them all at once, fome of them 
being borne wit hall (in hope of their conformity and fubmiffion) till toe end 
of September. And when it earnest came accompanied with fo much mercy, rhat 
tbey bad no reafon to complain of the like extremity as they bad put upon their 
brethren in the late Queens time. So well were they difpofed of and accom- 
modated with all things neceffary, that they lived more at cafe, and in as pro- 
fperous a condition, as when tbey were poffeffed of their former dignities. 
Archbifhop Heath was fuffered to abide in one of his own purchafed noufes, 
never refrained to any place ,and died in great favour with the Queen, who be- 
itowed many gracious vifits on him during this retirement. lenflaU of Dur~ 
bam fpent the remainder of his t'vnt with Archbifhop Parser, by whom be was 
kindly enr err ained, and honourably buried. The like civiliry afforded alfo 
in the fame honfe to 7 hirlby of Ely, and unto Bourn of writs by the Dean of 
Exon, in which two houfes they borh d^ed about ten years after. White 
though at firftimprifoncd for his hams and infolencies, after fome cooling of 
himfelf in the Tower of London^ was fuffered to enjoy his liberty, and to re- 
tire himfelf to what friend he pleafed. Which favour was vouchfafed unto 
7«r£rrWralfo,whobein£ by birth a Gentleman of an ancient Family, could 
not want friends to give him honeft entertainment . Watfeu of Lincoln having 
endured a Dion rcftraint, fpent the remainder of his time with the Bifhops of 
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Roche fter lad till being found practiling againtt the State, 




perled li 

berty. Poole by the c lemency of the Queen, injoyed the like freedom, cour- 
teoully treated by all pcrfons amongltwhom he lived, and at 1 alt died upon 
one of bis own Farms in a good old age. And as for Cbnftopherfa, he 
bad been in his time fo good a Benefactor to 7 unity College in Cambridge, 
whereof he had been fometimes Matter, that he could not want fome honelt 
and ingenuous retribution, if the necctlityof his eltate had required the fame. 
Bonner alone was doomed to a conftant imprisonment, which was done rather 
ouc of care for his prefcrvation, thanas a puniflimcnt ofhis crimes; the pri- 
fon proving to that wretch his fafelt fantfuary, whofe horrid tyrannies had o- 
therwifeexpofed him to the popular fury. So loud a lie is that of Gencbrard, 
(though a good Chronologer) that the Bifliops were not only punifhed with 
imprifonment and the lofs of their livelihoods,but that many of them were de- 
ft royed by poyfon, famine, and many other kinds of death. 

The Bifhop; being thus put to it, the Oath is tendered next to the Deans 
and Dignitaries, and by degrees alfo to the Rural Clergy ; refufed by fome, 
and todV by others, as it feemed molt agreeable tothcir confcicnces, or parti- 
cular ends. For the refufal whereof, ororherwile for not conforming jro the 
public k Liturgy, I find no more to have been deprived of their preferments, 
than fourteen Bifhops, lix Abbots Priors, and Governours of Religious Or- 
ders, twelve Deans, and as many Arch Deacons, fifteen Prefidentsor Maftcrs 
of Collies, hfey Prebendaries of Cathedral Churches, and about eighty Par- 
ibus or Vicars. The whole number not amounting to 200 men, whkh in a 
Realm confifting of nine rhoufand Parifhes , and t6 Cathedral Charchcs , 
could be no great matter. But then we are to know withall, that many who 
were cordially arYe&ed to the intcrefs of the Church of Rome> difpenfed with 
tbcmfclves in thefe outward conformities, which fome of them are faid to do 
upon ahopeof feemg the like revolution by the death of the Queen, as had 
before hapnedby the death of King£</w4'4 ; and otherwife that they might 
bo able to relieve their brethren, who could not fo readily frame themfelves 
to a prefent compliance. Which notwithftanding fo it was,that partly by the 
deprivation of thefe few perfons,but principally by the death of fo many in the 
lalt years ficknefs, there was not a fufficient number of learned men to fupply 
the cures, which filled the Church with an ignorant and illiterate Clergy, 
whofe learning went no further than the Liturgy, or the Book of Homilies, 
but otherwife conformable fjwhich was no fmall felicity) to the Rules of the 
Church. And on the other fide, many were raifed to great preferments, 
who, having fpent there time of exile in fuch forein Churches as followed the 
platform of Geneva, returned to disaffected to Epifcopal Government, unto 
the Rites and Ceremonies here by law eltablifhed, as not long after filled the , 
Church with molt fad diiorders ; not only to the breaking of the bond of 
peace, but to the grieving and extinguishing of the fpirit of Unity. Private o- 
pinions not regarded , nothing was more considered in them, than their zeal 
againft Popery ,and their abilities in learning to confirm that zeal. On which 
account we find rhe Queens ProfelTor in Oxford to pafs amon°lt the Non-Con- 
ferm-ftt, though fomewhat more moderate than the reft ; vas\C*rtwriqht the 
Lady Margarets in Cambridge, to prove an unextinguished firebrand to the 
Church of England \ Wbitungu* the chief Ringleader of the Franc^fort Schif- 
maticks, preferred unto the Deanry of Dnrham* from thence encouraging 
Knox nodGoedmau) in fetting up Presbytery and Sedition in the Kirk of 
Scotland ; Sampfon advanced unto the Deanry of Chrijl-Churcb, and within 
few years after, turned out again for an incorrigible Non Conformift ; Hardima* 
one of the firft twelve Prebends of the Church of ^/fw/wyfovJeprivcd foon af- 
ter for throwing down the Altar, and defacing theveftments of the Church. 

Which 
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Which things I only touch at now,leavingthe further profecutiop of them to 
another place. 

Of all thefe travertcs> the Pope received aVertifemcm from the fiift to the 
lalh But being of a rugged humour,he fell molt infinitely fhort of that dexte- 
rity which the cafe required, for finding out a fit expedient to prevent the 
rupture. When his firtt fuUcn fits had left him, he began to tjeat more feri- 
oufly with the Englifh Agent; not that the Queen fhould fue unto him for 
the Crown, which fhe was pollened of, but that no alteration of Religion 
might be driven at by her. To whLh Karn anfwered according to fuch imt ru- 
ctions as he h.id received, That he could give him no aflurance in that point, 
unlcfs the Pope would firtt dedare,that the mariageof King Henry with Queen 
Anne Rotten, had been good and lawful. Which crofs requelt fo ftumbled both 
the Pope and the Conclave, that they made choife rather of doing nothing, 
than to do that, of which they could not promife to themfelvcs any fortunate 
iffuc. Roufed at the lali by the continual alarums which came from England, 
he emertains fome fecrct practices with the Wrench, and onthefudden fignifies 
his to.nmands \o Karn, that he fhould not depart out of Rome without his 
leave, and that in the mean time he fhould take upon him thegovernment of 
the Englifh Hofpitalin the City. In which command each of them is affir- 
med to have had his own proper ends : For/C~4>» arTe&ed that reltraint, which 
he whs thought to have procured under hand, becaufe he had no mind to re- 
turn into Lnf lsnd, where he w.is like to find a different Religion from that 
which he embraced in his own particular. And the Pope had his owrvtods al- 
fo, in hindcringas he thought i he difcoveringof that fectet intelligence which 
he maintained with the French King,to the Queens deftrucYion, iFhis defigns 
had took effect. But his defign was carried with fo little cunning, that pre- 
fently ic difcovered it felf, without the help of a revelation from the Engl ifli 
Agent. For whether it were by his inftigation, or by the felicitation of the 
FrenchK\n°, or the ambition of the Daulphin y who had then ma/lcd the 
Queen of Sects, (as before was laid) the Queen of Scott affaires unto her felf 
the ftileand title •( Queen of £»^/W, quattereth the Arms thereof upon all 
her Plate, and in all Armories and Efcoutcheons, as fhe had occafion. And 
this fhe did as Cofen and next heir to the Queen deceafed ; which could noc 
be without imputing baflardy to the Queen then living. A folly which oc- 
casioned fuch difpleafure in the hearr of ,t hat it could neither be for- 
gotten, nor fo much as forgiven, till that unfortunate Lady was driven out of 
her Kingdom,hunted into a dofe imprifonmcnt,and finally brought out to the 
fatal block. 

This as it fomewhat ft art led the new Queen of England, fo it engaged her 
the more refolutely in that Reformation which was fo happily begun. And 
to that end fhe fets out by Advice of her Council, a certain Body of Injuncti- 
ons, the fame inpurpofc and effect, with thofe which had been publifh- 
ed in the firft of Kino Edwtrd, but more accommodated to the temper of the 
prefent time. Nothing more lingular in the fame,than the fevere courfe taken 
about Minifters Manages, the ufe of finging, and the Reverences in Divine 
Worfhip to be kept in Church, thepoltureofthe Communion Table, and 
the form of bidding Prayers in the Congregation. This lalt almolt the fame 
verbmito with that which is prefcribed C*n. 55. Anno 1603. and therefore 
not fo neceffary to be here repeated. The firft worne lon» fince out r f ufe, and 
not much obferved neither when it firft came out, as if it had been publifhed in 
the way of caution, to make the Clergy men more wary in tbe choice of their 
wives, thanwithapurpofe ofperfuing it to an execution. But a« for that 
concerning the ufe of finging, and the accuftomed Reverences to be kept in 
Churchc<,they aretbxfe that follow. Touching the lalt it isenjoyncd, " That 
** svhenfncver the name of Jtfns fhould be in any Leflon,Sermon, or oiherwife 
u in the Church pronounced, that due reverence be made of all perfons,younc 
« l and old, with lcwlinefs of courtcficand uncovering of the heads ofthemen 
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bccanfc in divers Collegiat,as alfo in fomc Parifh Cnurchcs, heretofore, there 
hath been Livings appointed for the maintenance of men and children for 
ringing in the Church , by means whereof, the laudable cxercife of Mufick 
hath been had in eftimarioo, and preferved in knowledge i The Queens Ma- 
jcrty neither meaning in any wife the decay of any thing, that might convc- 
, nicntly rend ro the ufe and continuance of the faid Science, neither to have 
the fame fo abufed in any part of the Church, that thereby the Common- 
Prayer fhoold be th: worfe nnderfioodby the Hearers, willeth and command- 
et b , rbac fitft no alterations be made of fut h alignments of Living as hereto- 
fore hath been appointed to the ufe of Singing or Mufick in the Church, but 
that the fame fo remain. And that there be a model t and diftinft Song fo 
ufed in all parrs of the Common-Prayers in the Church, thit the f2me may 
be as plainly underftood as if it were read without finding ; And yet neverthe- 
lefs, for the comforting of fuch as delight in Mufick, it may be permitted, that 
in the beginning or in the end of common- Prayer, either at morning or even- 
ing, there may be fung an Hymn or fuch like Song to thepraife of Almighry 
God, in the belt Melody and Mufick that may be convenient! ydevifed, having 
refpe& that the fentence of the Hymn may be underllood and perceived. Ac- 
cording to which order, as Piain-fong was retained in molt Pa rifh- Churches 
for the daily Pfalms, fo in her own Chapels , and in the Quire of all Cathe- 
drals, and fomc Colleges,the Hymns were fung after a more melodious man- 
ner, with Organs commonly, and fomctimes with other mufical. Inftruments , 
as the folemnity required. No mention here of finging David's Pfalms in 
Mecter, though afterwards they firrt throft out the Hymns which are herein 
mentioned, and by degrees alfo did they the Tt Deum, the Magntjicat , and the 
N*mc dimtttis. 

Concerning the Peftitn of the holy Table ic was ordered thus, vU. «« That 
" no Altar mould be taken down , but by overfigbt of the Curat of the 
<< Chnrch, or the Church-wardens , or one of them at the lead , wherein no 
"riotous or difoidered manner was to be ufed; and that the holy Table in 
* every Church be decently made, and fet in the place where the Altar flood , 
*«and there commonly covered as thereto belongeth , and as fhould be ap- 
" poinred by the Vifitors , andfotoftand, faving when the ( ommunion of 
'< the Sacrament is to be adminiftred ; at which time the fame fhall be fo pla- 
u ced in good fort within the Quire or Chancel, as whereby the MiniHer may 
tl be more conveniently heard ofthe Communicants in his Prayer and Mini- 
ct (tration, and the Communicants alfo more conveniently and in more num- 
" ber communicate with the faid Minister. And after the Communion done, 
••from rime to rime the faid holy Table to be placed where ic Hood before. 
Which permitfion of removing the Table at Communion-times is not fo to be 
nnderftood, (a« the moft excellent King Charts declared in the cafe of St. Grt- 
g*riet ) as if it were ever left to the difcretionof the Parifh , much lefs to the 
particular fancy of any humorous perfon ; but to the judgmenr of the Ordi- 
nary, to wbofe place and function it doth properly belong to give direftion in 
that point, both for the thing it felf , or for the time, when, and how bng, as 
he may find canfe. 

Bytbefe ImnnBiont (he made way to her Vifitation , executed byCom- 
mimonersin their feveral Circuits , and regulated by a Book of Articles prin- 
ted and publifhed for that purpofe. Proceeding by which Articles, the Com- 
mifltoners removed all carved Images out of the Chnrch . which had been for- 
merly abufed ro fuperftition, defacing alfo all fuch Pi&ures , Paintings and 
other monuments, as fervedforthe fetting forth of feigned Miracles ; andthis 
they did without any tumult anddiforder,and without laying any facrilegious 
and ravenous bands on any of the Churches Plate , or other Utcnfils which 
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An, Rev. had been repaired and re-provided in the late Queens time. They enquired alfo 
Eli'z I * into the lifeanddo&rine of MinUlers , their diligence in attending their fc- 
~ ' veral Cures, the decent y of their apparel , the refpeit of the Parifhioners to- 
- ' wards them , the reverent behaviour of all manner of perfons in Gods publick 
worfhip. Inquiry was alfo made into all forts of crimes, haunting of Taverns 
by i he Clergy ; Adultery , Fornication* Drunkennefs , amongttthofe of the 
Laity , with many other things fince pracYifed in the V itit at ions of particular 
Biihops; by means whereof, the Church was fetled and confirmed in fo good 
an order , that the work was made more ea(ie to theBifhops when they came 
to govern, than otherwife it could have been. But more particularly in Lon- 
d "(which for the moft part gives example to the reft of the Kingdom ) the 
Vilitors were Sir Richard Sackyile % ( father to Tboma* Earl of Dtrftt ) Mr. Re. 
ben Horn after Biihopof Winchtftcr , Dr. Huic*\ a Civilian > and one S*lvag« 
poffibly a Common Lawyer ; who calling before them divers perfons ol every 
Parifh , gave them an Oath to enquire and prefent upon fuch Articles and /«- 
j tnttiont as were given unto them. In perfuance whereof,both the Commilfio- 
ners and the People fhewed fo much forwardnefs, that on Sc. B*nhoUm«»t day 
and the morrow after, they burned in Sc. Paul's Church- yard, Cheap-fide, and 
other places of the City , all the Roods and other Images which had been ta- 
ken out of the Churches. And at it is many times fuppofed that a thins is ne- 
ver well done if not over»done, fo hipned it in this cafe alfo , zeal againli fu- 
pcrllition had prevailed fo far with fome ignorant men, that in fome places 
the Coaps, Veftments, Altar-cloaths, Books, Banners, Sepulchres, and Rood- 
lofts, were burned altogether. 

All matters of the Church being thus difpofed of , it will be timetocaft 
our eyes on the concernments of the civil State which occurred this year , in 
which I find nothing more confiderable than the overtures of fome Marriages 
which had been made unto the Queen, Philip of Spain had made an offer of 
himfelf by the Count of Fcria his Ambafladour j buc the Queen had heard fo 
much of the difturbances which befell King Henry , by marrying with his bro- 
thers wife, that fhe had no defire to run into the like perplexities by marry- 
ing with her fillers husband ; and bow he was difcouraged from proceeding in 
it, hath been fhewed already. Towards the end of the Parliament the Lords and 
Commons made an humble Addreffe unto her, in which they moft earncttly 
bef ought her, Thar for fecuring the peace of the Kingdom , and the contenta- 
tionof all her good and loving fubje&s , (he would think of marrying; not 
pointing her particularly unto any one man , but leaving her to pleafe bet felf 
in the choice of the perfon. To which fheanfwered, That fhe thanked them for 
their good affections , and took their application Co her to be well intended , 
the rather , becaufe it contained no limitation of place or perfon ; whic h had 
they done, fhe mult have diflikedit very much , and thought it to have .been a 
grear prefu motion. But for the matter of their fure, (he lets them know, That 
fhe had long fince made choice of that date of life in which now fhe lived , 
and hoped that God would give her (trength and conftancy to go throw with 
it ; that if fhe had been minded to have changed that courfe, five neither want- 
ed many invitations to it in the reign of bier brother , nor many ftrong im- 
pulfions in the time of her lifter. That as fhe had hitherto remained , fo (be 
intended to continue by the grace of God, enough her Words, compared with 
her Youth , might be thought by fome to befar different from her meaning. 
And fo having thanked them over again , fhe lice n fed them to depart to their 
feveral bufineffes. And it appeared foon after that fhe was in earned, by her re- 
jecting of a motion made by Cufavut Kane of Swtdm for the Prince Eriem • 
for the follictting whereof, his fecond fon J#£* Duke of Finland ( who fnc- 
ceeded his Brother in thatKingdom)is fent Ambaffador into £«f/*W about the 
end of September .Received at Harwich in Effix by the Earl of Oxford and rhe 
Lord Rhbert D*dUy , with a goodly train of Gentlemen and Yeoman , he was 
by them conduftcd honourably towards Undom , where he was met by the 
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Lords and Gentlemen of the Court, attended through the City on the 5 th. of > 
Odok\r to the Bishop of fVincbefierthoaCc'mSonhwar^ there he remained 
with his Train, coniiiiing of about fifty perfoos, till the Softer following ; £ ^ z ' *• 
magnificently feafted by the Queen , but oiherwife no farther gratified in the' 155 9. 
buiinefs which he came about than all the reft, who both before and after cried C^V^J 
their fortunes in it. 

The next great bufinefs of this year was a renewing of the Peace with t ho 
Crown of France, agreed on at the Treaty near the City of Cambray% in which 
all differences were concluded alfo between t ranee and Spam , all other Ar- 
ticles being accorded , the reiiitution of CaUu co the Queen of England 
feemed the onely obltade , by which the general peace of ChriJlendom was 
at the point to have been hindrcd. But the Queen, either preferring the pub- 
lick good before private inrereit, or fearing to be left alone if fhc fhould itand 
too obllinately upon that particular,came at the lafl to this agreement, v.*. 
That Calais flnuld remain for the tearm of eight ycarstben next following in 
the hands of the French, that at the end of the faid tearm it fhould be delive ed 
unto the Engli^ » or otherwife the French King fhould pay unto the Queenthe 
fum of 500000 Crowns According unto which Agreement, Peace was pro- 
claimed in London on the 7th. of April between the Queens Ma jefty on the 
one part, and the French King on the other ; as alfo between her and the Kin* 
Dolphin, with his wife the Queen of Scott, and all the Subjects and Do- 
minions of the faid four Princes ; The Proclamation pubhfhed by form- and 
Norrey Kings at Arms , accompanied with three other Heralds and five Trum- 
:rs , the Lord Mayor and Aldermen in their Scarlet Gowns being prefenc 
horfeback. But long the French King lived not to enjoy the benefit of this 
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Jul; , leaving De Hind mm tour Ions , bra»cu> Lharli, Henry , and another 
fronds, of which , the three firft, according to their fenioricy, enjoyed that 
Kingdom, And though (he had juftcaufe cobe offended with the youn* King 
Francis, for canting the Queen of Scots his wife to cake upon her felf the 
Title and Arms of England , yec fhe rcfolved co beftow a royal Obfequy on the 
King deceafed , which was performed in Sc. Pond Church on the 8th and 
9th. of Stf temper in moft folemn manner , with a rich Hearfe made like an Im- 
perial Crown » fuftained with eight pillars, and covered with black Velvet, 
with a faience fringed with gold , and richly hanged with Scutcheons , Pen- 
nons,and Banners of the French Kings Arms ; the principal mourner for the 
firft day was cbe Lord Treafurer Pamlet , Marquis of Wmcheftcr , affiled with 
ten other Lords Monrners, with all the Heralds in black , and their Coat-Ar- 
mours uppermoft. The divine Offices performed by Doctor Matthew Parker 
Lord elect of Canterbtsn y Doctor William Bar tew Lord elect of Chichefter, and 
Doctor few* Scory Lord elect of Hereford t all fitting in the Throne of the Bi- 
fhop of London , no otherwife at that time than in hoods and Surplices; by 
whom the Derige was executed at thac cime in the Englifh tonne : The Fune- 
ral Sermon preached the next morning by the Lord of Hereford , and a Com- 
munion celebrated by the Bifhops then attired in Copes upon their Surplices. 
Ac which cime fix of the chief mourners received the Sacrament, and fo de- 
parted with the reft to the Bifhops Palace , where a very liberal Entercain- 
menc was provided for chem. By which masnificency and cbe like, this pru- 
dent Queen not onely kept fcer own repucacion at che higbeft amongft forein 
Princes, hue can fed the greater eftimation co be had by che Catholick pare y of 
the Religion herceftablilhed. r 7 
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jin this year with the Confecration of fuch new Bifhops , as" 
were cle&cd to fncceed in the place of thofe whu h had been deprived, 
the firftof which was that of the molt reverend Dodor Mttthew P*ri<tr clew- 
ed to the See olCtnterbury on the full of Aitguft, but not confec rated rill the' 
17th. of December following. That Dignity had firli been offered, as is fiid by 
fome, to Dottor Nicbol* tVotton Dean of C*nttrlmry and Tork^ , who grown in 
years, and ftill a well-wilier to the Pope , defired to be excufed from underta- 
king of a charge fo weighry. And fome fay it was offered unto wh\ tht*d alfo, 
who had been Chaplain to Annt BiSen the Queen's mother j but he returned 
the like refnfal , though on other grounds , as more inclined f by reafon of his 
long abode in C*iv>n*s Churches) to the Presbyterians than the Kpifiopal 
form of Government ; and it was nappy, for the Church mght have been be- 
trayed by his difarTeaion,thar he did refufe it. The Chair being better filled by 
Parker another of Queen vf>w R*IU*'s Chaplains, but betrer principled, and 
of a far more folid judgment in affairs of momenr. The Conge d' (lelur , 
which opened bimthe way to this eminent Dignity, bears dite on the 1 8th. 
day of J*//, within few days after the deprivation of the former Bifhops, to 
fat is fie the world in the Queens intention of preferving the Epifcopal Go- 
vernment. And therefore why the confecration was deferred fo long maybe 
made aqueftion ; fome think it was, that fhe might fatisfie her felf, by putting 
the Church into a pofture by her Vifitation , before fhe paffed it over to the 
care of the Bifhops ; others conceive , that (be was fo enamoured with the 
power and title of Supream Governefs , that (lie could not deny her felf rhac 
contentment in the exercife of it which theprefent Interval affo'ded For 
what arc Titles without Power t and what pleafure can be took in Power if no 
life be made of it ? 

And it is pofltble enough that both or either ofthefe confide rar tons might 
have fome influence upon her. But the main caufe for keeping the Epifcopal 
Sees in folonga vacancy muft be found elfe-wherc. An Aft had piffed inthe 
late Parliament , which never had the confidence to appear in p'int , in the 
Preamble whereof it was declared, That by diffolution of Religious Houfes 
in the time of the late King her Majefties father, many Impropriations, Tithes, 
and portions of Tithes had been inverted in the Crown , which the Queen, be- 
ing a Lady of a tender confeience, thought not fit to hold, nor could conve- 
niently aifmember from it without compenfation , in regard of the prcfent 
low condition in which fhe found the Grown at her comming to it ; And 
thereupon it wasena&ed , that in the vacancy of any Archbifhoprick or Bi- 
fhoprick, it fhould be lawful for the Queen to itTue out a Commiflion under 
the Great Seal, for taking afnrvcy of all Catties* Mannors, Lands, Tenements, 
and all other Hereditaments to the faid Epifcopal Sees belonging or apper- 
taining: and on the return of fuch furveys , to take into her hands any of the 
faid Caftles, Mannors, Lands, Tenemenrs, &c as ro her feemed good ; giving 
to the faid Archbifhops or Bifhops as much annual Rents, ro be raifedupon 
Impropriations, Tithes, and portions of Tithes, as the faid Caftles , Mannors, 
Lands, &c. did amounr unto. The Church Lands certified according to the 
antient Rents , without confiderarionofrhe Cafunlties and other Perqtifites 
of Court which belonged unto them; the Retribution made in Penfions , 
Tithes, and portions of Tithes, extended ar the utmott value , from which no 
other profit was to beexpefted than the Rent it felf. Which Ac* not being to 
take effect till the end of that Parliament the interval between the end of the 
Parliament , the deprivation of the old Bifhops , and the confecration of the 
new, was tobe taken up in the executing of fuch furveys , and making fuch 
advantages of them, as moft redounded to the profit of the Queen and her 
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Coarticrs. Upon which ground, as all the Bifhops Sees were lb long kept ^ 

:any one of them was filled t fo in the following times they were w * «?" 



it before any one of them was filled t fo in the following times they „ 

kept void one after another as occaiion ferved , till the belt Flowers in the £ ' tz ' *• 
whole Garden of the Church had been culled out of it. There was another *55#. 
Cbufe in the faid Statutes,by which che patrimony of the Church was as much 
dilapidated, fede plena , as it was pulled by this in the times of vacancyjfor by 
that Claufe,all Bifhops were retrained from making any Grants of their Farms 
and Mannors for more than twenty one years, or three livqs at the moltjexcepc 
it were unto the Queen,het Heirs and Succeftors. But either to the Queen,or 
to any of her Heirs and Succcflbrs ( and under that pretence to any her hun- 
gry Courtiers) they might be granted in Fee farm, or for a Leafeof fourfcore 
and nineteen years, as it plcafed the Parties. By which means , Credtmon was 
difmemberad from the See of Exon , the goodly mannor of Sherbom from that 
otSal.jIwrj, many fair mannors alienated forever from the rich Sees of Win- 
cbejler, El'it, and indeed what not i 

But to proceed unto the Confecration ofthe new Archbifhop, the firft 
thing to hi done after the pafling of the Royal Afl'encfor ratifying of the 
election of the Dean and Chapter, ( was the confirming of it ) in the Court of 
the Arches, according to the ufualform in that behalf; Which being accor- 
dingly performed, the Vicar General , the Dean of the Arches, the Proftors 
and Officers of the Court , whofe prefence was required at this Solemnity , 
were entertained at a dinner provided for them at the Nags be/id Tavern ia 
Cheapfidt- for which, though Parker paid the fhot, yet fhall the Church be 
called to an after reckoning. Nothing remains to expedite the Confecration 
but the Royal Mandat, which I find dated on the fixth of December* directed 
to Anthony Kit thing Bifhop of LtndaW , William Barlow lare. Bifhop of Bath 
and Wells, Lord Eleft of Chichefier ; John Scory lace Bifhop t>iChiche(ler , Lord 
Cleft of Here for d\ Milts C§verda!e lace Bifhop of Exeter y John Hodgpfins Suf- 
fragan of Bedford, John Snffragan oiThetford , and Job* Bale Bifhop of Ofer/t 
in the Realm of Ireland, requiring them, or any of them at the leaft , to pro- 
ceed unto the confecration of the right reverend Matthew Parker lately elect- 
ed to the Metropolitical See of Canterbury. The firft, and the two laft, eithet 
hindred by ficknefs, or by fome other lawfull impediment, were not in a con- 
dition to attend t he fervice; which notwithitandine was performed by the 
other four on Sunday the feventeenth of that Month , according to the Or- 
dinal of King Edward the fixth, then newly printed for that purpofe ; the Ce- 
remony performed in the Chapel at Lambeth houfe , the Eaft end whereof 
was hanged with rich Tape/fry, and che floor covered with red cloth; the Morn- 
ing Service read by Pearfon the Archbifhops Chaplain , the Sermon preached 
by Doftor Scary Lord Eleft of Hereford^ thofe words of St- Peter, The Elders 
which are among yot* I exhort ,&c.\ Pet.$. i .The Letters Patents for proceeding 
to the Confecration publickly read by Doctor Dale, the Aft of Confecration 
legally performed by the impofition of the hands of the faid font Bifhops , ac- 
cording to the antienc Canons and King Edward's Ordinal ; and after all, a 
plentiful dinner for the entertainment of the company which reforted thither, 
amongltwhom, Charls Howard, eldeft fon of William Lord E§»gham % created 
afterwards Lord Admiral and Earl of Noungham* hapned to be one, and aftet 
teftificd to the truth of all thefe particulars , when the reality and form of this 
Confecration was called in queftion by fome captions (ticklers for the Church 

Of Rome. 

For fo it was, that fome {ticklers for the Church of Rome having been told 
of the dinner which was made at the Nags head Tavern at (uch time as the ele - 
ft ion ofthe new Archbifhop was confirmed in the Arches, raifed a report,chac 
the Na^s h*ad Tavern was the place of the Confecration. And this report 
was countenanced by another flander,caufing it to be noifed abroad, and pub. 
lifhed in fome fedit ions Pamphlets, that the perfons defigned by the Queen 
f or the feveral Bifhopricks, being mec at a Tavern, did then and chere lay 
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An Rev. h aDas u P OD ODC another* without Form or Order. The firft calumny fathered 
Fli* t on one Km/*, once Hebrew Header in the Univerfity of Oxford, and Chaplain 
unco Bifhop Bontttr ; which laft relation were Sufficient to discredit the whole 
tale, if there were no other evidence to difprove the fame. And yet the fi- 
lence of all Popith Writers concerning this Nags head- ConSec ration, during 
the whole Reign of Queen Elizabeth, when it had been moft material for them 
to infill upon it, as much difcrediteth the whole figment, as the Anthor of it. 
The other publifhed by Dr. Nicholat Sjnders, (never more truly Dr. Slanders 
than in that particular) in his peftilenr and Seditious Book,Emituled DeSchif, 
mate AnolicAno ; whofe frequent falfhoods make him no fit Author to be 
built upon in any matter of importance. Yet on the credit of thefe two, but 
on the hrll efpcaally, thr. Tale of the Nags-head-Confecration being once ta- 
ken up, was generally expofed to Sale, as one of the moft vendible commodities 
in the writings of fome Romilh Priefts and Jefuits ; as Cb*mpney\,F;tx.fimo»s 9 
PsrfoH, KeUifon,&c. They knew right well, that nothing did more juftifie the 
Church of Englandva the eye of the world, than that it did preferve a fuccclTi- 
on of Bifhopi,and confequently of all other facred Orders>in the minirtration. 
Without wmch,as they would not grant it to be a Chnrch.So could they prove 
it to be none by no ftronger Argument than that the Bifhops (or the preten- 
ded Bilhops rather in their opinion) were either nor con fee rate at all, or not 
canonically consecrated as they ought to be. And for the gaining of rhis 
point, they flood moft pertinacioufly on the fiction of the Nags-nead Tavern, 
which if it could be proved, or at leaft believed, there was an end of the Epifco- 
pal fuccemon in the Church of £»*/<«»W,and confequently alfo of the Church 
itfelf. 

For the decrying of this clamour, and Satisfying all opponents in the truth 
of the matter, it wis thought fit by Dr. George Abbn then Archbifhop of Can- 
terbmrjy to call before him fome of the Priefts and Jefuits, that is to fay, Fairt. 
cloth, U*ke, LmhwMte and CoBins, being then prtfoners in t he Clinch Who 
being brought to Lambeth on the i itb.of Mar 16 1] . were Suffered in the pre- 
fence of divers Bifhops, toperufe the public* Regifters, and thereby to fatis- 
fic themfelves inall particulars concerning the Confirmation and Confccrati- 
onof Archbifhop Purker, according to the circumftances and VunBUUoet be- 
fore laid down. This Hilled the clamour for the prcfent, though it brake out 
again forty years afcer^nd was again ftilled by the care and induftry of the right 
Reverend Dr. M smboU, Lord Biftiopof Derry 9 in a Book Entituled,7 he Church 
of England defended ag*i*fl fome fcandalont and fabulous imputations cafh upon her, 
&e. Which cavil (for it is no better) being thus refellcd,the other objections 
of the Adverfaries will be eafily anfwered ; though Barlow and Scon were de- 
prived of their Epifcopal Sees, yet firft the jutticc and legality of their depri- 
vation was not clear in Law j and fecondly they neither were nor could be 
deprived of their Epifcopal character which remained in them undefaced, as 
before it was. And whim the character remained, they were in a capacity of 
performing all Epifcopal Offices to which they (hould be called by their Me- 
tropolitan, or any higher Power directing and commanding in all fuch matters 
if concerned the Church. And as for Sujfragans $ by which title Hedgfkjns is 
Commiffionatedfor the Confecration, they were no other than the Chore* 
Epifiopi of the Primitive times, Subfidiary Bifhops, ordained for eafing the 
Diocefanoffomepartofhis burthen. By means whereof, they were enabled 
to perform fuch offices belonging to that facred function, not limited to time 
and place by the ancient Canons, by which a Bifhop, was reft rained in fome 
certain acts of Jurifdiftion to his proper Diocefs. Of this fort there were 
t wenry fix in the Realm of England, diftinguifhed by the names of fuch prior 
cipal Towns as were appointed for their title and denomination. The names 
and number whereof together with the jurisdiction and pteheminences pro- 
portioned to them.the Reader may perufc in the Aft of Parliament made in the 
a 6tb. year of King Henry toe 8tb. 

No 
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No fooocr wit ihis folemnity ended, but a new mandate comes for*he ^ Re „^ 
Confirmation of Dr. Bat low in the See of Cluchefter, and Dr Sror; to the See Ff -' <** 
of Hereford, to which they had been feverally eicfted in A»#>jr laft. And *' 
though the not reltoriog of them to their former Sees, might feem to jvMiie 
the lace Queen Mary in their deprivation, yet the Queen wanted not good ^vv-/ 
reafons for their prefent removal ; not that (he did confulc therein her own 
power and profit, (as is thought by Come) but lludied rather their content 
and fatisfa&ion, than her own concernments. For R* -•/•» having waHed the 
revenue of the Church of f*v///, could not with any co-nfort behold a place 
which he had fo fpoilad ; and Scory having been deprived of the See oSChiche* 
fjker, under pretence of wanting a juft title to ir, dc fired not to be pat upon 
the hazard ofafecond ej&ion. But as for Cover dale % he did not only wave 
the acceptation of Oxon, but ofany other Church then vacant. He was now 
7 2 years old, and defired rather to enjoy the pleafure of a private life, than be 
difquieted in his old age with the cares of Governmenr. And lomewhat might 
bealfo in it of a difaffeftion, not tothe Calling but the Habit, which is to be 
believed the rather, becaufe he attended not at the Confecration in his Cope 
and Rochet, as the others did, but in a plain black Coat reaching down to his 
Ankles. And now the reft of the Epifcopal Sees begin to fill; for on the 
21 of the fame December, Dr. Edmend Gtindali was confecrared to the See of 
Louden, Dr. R chard Co* to that of Ely^uJEdwin Sandys to the Church of 
fVerccfter, Dr. Rowland Merick^ unto that of Bangor. On the 21 of January 
then next following. Dr. NichtUu B*'li*iham was by the like confecration 
made Bifhop of Lincoln, the right learned Wx.Jobm Jewel ([who afterwards ac- 
cepted the degree of Do&or) Bifhop of Sarifbury, D* Thomas r*u»r Bifhop 
of St Davids, and Mr. R etard Davis Bifhop of St. Afaph. The ^rh.of March 
was honoured with the Confectation of three other Bifhops, that is to fay, of 
Mr. Tbemas Bent ham to the See of Coventry and Lichfield, of Mr. Gilbert B*r- 
cUy to the See of fVeKs $ and of Dr. Edmund Gutjl to that of Rochefier. On the 
14th. of July comes the confecration of Or. w.lliam Alley tothe Church of 
Exeuyiod that of Mr ]$bn Parkbmr(l to the Church of Norwich, on the firft of 
September. By which account we find no fewer than fixteen Sees to be filled 
with new Bifhops,within the compafs ofche year, men of ability in matter of 
learning, and fu b as had a good report for the integrity of their lives and con- 
versations. Nor was it lone before the reft of the Fpifcopal Sees were fupplied 
with new Paftors, as (hall be (hewn hereafter in doe time and place. The 
Queens com million of farvey had not croffed the Trent, which pollibly may be 
the reafon why we find no new Bifhops in the Province of TVr^-and Winchefhr 
1 muft afford one Michaelmas rent more to the Queens Exchequer, before the 
Lot d Treafurer could give way to a new incumbent. 

And now we may behold the face of the Chnrch of En? land, as it was firft 
fetled and eftablifhed under Queen Elizabeth. The Government of t he Church 1 5 6o - 
by Anhbifhops and Bifhops, according to the practice of the beft and hap- 
pieit times of Chriftianity. Thefe Bifhops nominated and elected according 
to the Statute in the »6tb.of King Henry the 8th. and confecrared by the Or- 
dinal, confirmed by Parliament,in rhe cth. and ©"trh years of King Edward the 
6th. never appearing publickly but in their Rochets, nor officiating orherwife 
than in Copes at the Holy Altar, The Priefts not flirting out of doors but in 
their fcmareCaps, Gowns, or Canonical Coats, nor executing any divine 
Office but in tfceir Surplice, aveftment fet apart for Religious fervtces in the 
Primitive time*, as may be gathered from St Chryfoftomf for the Eaftern 
Churches, and from St Hierem for the Wefttm. The Doctrine of the Church 
reduced unto its ancient purity, according to the Articles agreed upon in 
Convocation Ann* The Liturgy conform to the Primitive patterns, 

and all the Rites and Ceremonies therein prefer ibed, accommodated to the ho- 
nour of God and increafe of piety. The Feftivals preferved in their former 
dignity, obferved with their diitina Offices peculiar to them, and celebrated 
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n with a Religious coucourfc of all forts of people ; the weekly Farts, tbe holy 

" time of Lent, the Embnng weeks> together with the Fait of the Rogation, fee 



* a * vcrcly kept by a forbearance of all kind of fiefh, not now by vertueofthe 
*J^^ Stature, as in the time of King Edward, but as appointed by the Church in 
her publick Calender before the Book of Common Prayer. The Sacrament of 
the Lords Supper celebrated in moll reverend manner, the Holy Table feared 
in rhe place of the Altar, the people making their due reverence at their firft 
entrance into the Church, kneeling at the Communion, the Confeflion, and 
the publick Prayers , (landing up ac the Creed, iheGofpels, and the Gteria 
Pam, and ufing the accuftomed reverence at the name of Jefus. Mufick retai- 
ned in all luch Churches in wh'uh provifion had b^cn made for the mainte- 
nance of it, or where the people could be trained up at the leaft to plain-fong; 
All which particulars were either eftabiifhed by the Lawes, or commanded by 
the Queens Injunctions, or otherwifc retained by vertueof fome anrient ufa- 
ges not by Law prohibited. Nor is it much to be admired, that fuch a general 
conformity to thofe antienc ufages was conltantly obferved in all Cathedral, 
and the mod part of the PariiT. Churches, confidering how well they were 
prefidented by the Court it felf, in which the Liturgy was officiated every 
day both morning and evening, not only in the publick Chap:l, but the pri- 
vate Clofet ; celebrated in the Chapel with Organs, and other mufical infttu- 
ments, and the moll excellent voices both of men and children, that could be 
got in all the Kingdom. The Gentlemen and children in their Surplices, and 
the Priefts in Copes as oft as they attended the Divine Service at the Holy 
Altar. The Altar furnifhed wirh rich Plare, r wo fair gilt Candlefticks witn 
Tapers in them, and a maflie Crucifix of filver in the miaft thereof. Which laft 
remained there (or fome years, till it was broke in pieces by Pack the Fool 
(no wifer man daring to undertake fuch a defperate fervice) ax the folicitation 
of Sir Francis Knolles, the Queens neer Kinfman by the Caries, and one who 
openly appeared in favour of the Schifm at Framekfert, The antienc Ceremo- 
nies accultomably obferved by the Knights of the Garter in their adoration co- 
ward the Altar, aboHfbed by King Edward the 5th. and revived by Queen Ma- 
rt, were by this Queen retained as formerly in her Fathers time,which made 
that Order, fo eftcemed amongft forein Princes, that the Emperors, Maximi- 
lian and Red*lpb*s 9 the French Kings, Churls the 9th. and Hemy the 3d. to- 
gether with Francis Duke of Ment Morency, though of a contrary Religion to 
ner, (not to fay any any thing of divers Lutheran Kings and Piinces) did 
thankfully accept of iheir elections into that fociety. The folemn Sermons 
upon each tVednefdajy Friday, and Snnday'm the time of Lent, preached by the 
choicett of the Clergy, (he devoutly heard, artired in black, according to the 
commendable tullome of her Predeceffors, in which if any rhirfg eicaped them 
contrary to the Doctrine and approved Rites and Ceremonies of the Church 
of E*r /mid, they were fuse to bear of it ; for which fhe received both thanks 
and honour from her very enemies, as appears by Dr. Harding's Epillle Dedi. 
catory before his Anfwer to the Jpotefy writ by Bifhop Jewel. Parricularl y 
when one of her Chaplains (Mr. Alexander Newel Dean of Sr. Pauls) had fpoke 
lefs teverently in a Sermon preached before her of the fign of the Crofs, fhe 
called aloud to him from her clofet window > commanding him to retire from 
that ungodly digreflion, and to return unto his Text. And on the other fide, 
when one of her Divines had preached a Sermon in defence of the Real Pre- 
fence, on the day commonly called Gead Friday, Anne i^6y flie openly gave 
him thanks for his pains and piety. TheBifhops and rhe Clergy had been but 
ill proficients in the fchool of conformity under fo excellent a Miftrifs, if they 
had not kept the Church in the higbelt fplendor, to which they were invited by 
that great example. And in this glorious port u re ftill had lafted longer, had 
not her Order been confounded, and her Peace difturbed by fome factious fpi- 
rits ; who having had their wils at Franckjert, or otherwife ruling the Presby- 
tery when they were ac Geneva, thought to have carried all before them with 
the like facility when they were in England. But 
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But leaving them and their dcfignes 10 fome orber time , wc mult next An R f * 
look upon the aid which the Queen fenc to tbofeof the reformed Rel'gion r ^' 
in the Realm oiScetland, but carried under the pretence of diflodgin^ iuch l * Zm 3 * 
French Forces as were Garrifoned there , and might have proved bad~ne ; gh- I 5^°« 
bours to the Kingdom of England. Such of the Scots as defired a Reformation 
of Religion, taking advantage by the Queens abfence, the eafinefs of the Earl 
of Arran, and want of power in the Queen Regent to fupprefs their practices , 
had put themfelves into a Body ; Headed by fome of the Nobility, thi.7 take 
unto themfelves the name of the Congregation , managing their own affairs 
apart from the red of the Kingdom, and in affurance of their own ttrength, 
petition to the Queen Regent and the Lords of the Council, that the Sacra- 
ment of the Lords Supper might be adminiflred in both kinds , that Divine 
Offices might be celebrated in the Vulgar tongue,and that they nvght have the 
choice of their own Miniiiers according to the practice (as it was pretended ) 
of the Primitive times. The Anfvver hereunto was fair and gratious, but rather 
for the gaining of time, than with a purpofe to grant any of the points de- 
manded. The principal Leaders of the party , well followed by the common 
people, put themfelves into Pe>th y an J therebsgin to ftand on higher terms 
than before they did. The news whereof occafioneth Knox to leave nis Sanctu- 
ary in Geneva, and joyn himfelf unto the Lords of the Congregar ion; At Perth 
he goes into the Pulpit , and falls fo bicterly on Images , Idolatry, and other 
fuperftitions of the Church of R*»** > that the people in a popular fury deface 
all the Images in that Church , andprefently dcmolifh all Religious Houfes 
within that City; This hapned abontthe end of May, Anno 1550. and gave a 
dangerous example to them of Couper , who forthwith on the hearing of it de- 
ftroyedall the Images, and pulled down the Altars in thtt Church alfo. 
Preaching at Cratle he inveighed fharply againft the Queen Regent, and ve- 
hemently lUrred up the people to joyn together for thecxpnlfion of the 
French , which drew after ittnclike dertruftton of all Altars and Images as 
was made before at Perth and Couper. The like followed on his preaching at 
St. Andrews alfo, the Religious Houfes being polled down as well as the Ima- 
ges, and laid fo flat, that there was nothing left in the form of a building. In- 
flamed by the fame firebrand, they burned down the rich Monafteryof Scone, 
and ruined that of Cambufhennetn , demolifhcdall the Altars, Images, and 
Covents of Religious perfons in Sterling , Lithgow,Glafcougb , Edenburgh , 
make themfelves Mailers of the laft , and put up their own Preachers into all 
the Pulpits of that City , not furfering the Quten Regent to have the ufe of 
one Church onely for her own devotions. 

Nor ftaid they there , but being earned on by the fame ill fpirit , they part 
an Aft among themfelves for depriving the Queen Regent of all place and 
power in the publick Government ; concerning which, the Oracle being firft 
confulted, returned this Anfwer, fufficiently ambiguous, as all Oracles are , 
that is to fay , That the iniquity of the Qneen Regent ought not to withdraw their 
hearts from the obedience due to their Sovereigns, nor did he wifh any fuch fentence 
to be pronounced againfi her , but when (he (hould change her cturfe , and fubmit 
her felf to good counfel , there jbemld be place left unto her of regrejfe to the fame 
honor/, from which, for good caujes, (he ought if be deprived. This Aft is intima- 
ted to the Queen Regent, who now begins as ferioufly to provide for her own 
preservation, as fhe had done before in maintenance of the Queens Authority. 
SomeForce* had been fent from France, together with many Arms and Am- 
munition in proportion to them ; but thefe not being great enough to fup- 
prefs thofe infolencies , fhe is fupplied at times with 5000 Foot , befide Ofla- 
vi«n\ Regiment fent over to make way for the reft. Some Horfe were alfo 
fhiptfrom Frence,but fofcatteredand difperfed by tempeft, that few of them 
came fafely thither. Yet by theterrour of their comming , and the noife of 
more,fhc tecovercthErfc^^nefe.compeUeth the confederates***/ to go further 
North, fottifies Lietb the Port-Town to Edenberough^znd the chief Key of all

An Rev. tnac Kingdom, Garrifoncd forthwith by the French , not onely to make good 
* ' their Entrancc t but fecond their Exit. On thefe difcouragemencs, many of the 
tltz.i. Scoti j- 0 jj- icis ur0 p awa y, and the relt refufetottand unco their Arms, without 
1 5 6o# prefent pay. Had the French gone to work like foldiers, and poured fuch for- 
^•S'Y*^ ces into that Kingdom as the condition of affairs did require at their hands , 
they might eafily have fuppreffcd that fcattered Faction, before they were 
united under the protection of a forein Power; but this doing of their work 
by halves proved the undoing of the whole , and onely ierved to give theSc«/ 
fufficicnt timeto renew their forces, and < all the English to their aid. They bad 
all along maintained a correfpondence with fome in England , but more parti- 
cularly with Crofts Governor of the Town of BarwUk ; To him they fend for 
afupply in this great neccffity , by whom their Agents arc difpatchcd with 
four thoufand Crowns ; but the Queen Regent was fo feafonably advertifed 
of it, that (he intercepted on the way both the men andthemony. 

In this extremity they takecounfcl of dcfpair , with Knox, by whom they 
areadvifed to cait themfclvcs into the arms of the Queen of England^ the one- 
ly vifible means then left to fupport thecaufe ; to whom the neighbourhood 
of the French, upon juft jealoulies and reafons of State , was not very accep- 
table, better counfel being offered ( as indeed none could) Maitland and 
Melvin are difpatched to the Court of England , by whom the Queen is made 
acquainted witn the (faceof that Kingdom, the difficulty under.which it ftrug- 
led, the danger like to fall on her own Dominions if the French fhould grow 
too (Irons in Scotland ; and thereupon entreat her fuccoursand affiftance for 
the expulhon of that People> who otherwife mi^ht to both Realms prove alike 
deftructive. The bufinefs being taken into contideration, it was conceived by 
fome of the Council , that the Queen onght not to give ear unto their de- 
ll res ; that it was a matter of dangerous confequence, and of ill example, to 
affia the Subjects of that or any other Kingdom againif their own natural and 
lawful Princes, and that (he did not know how foon it might be he"r own cafe, 
to have the like troubles and commotions raifed againll her by thofe wholiked 
; not her proceedings in the change of Religion. By others it was thought a 
^matter of no fmall impiety not to affift their brethren of the fame profefhon , 
. imploring their affiftance in the prefent exigency; that it was a work of charity 
to defend their neighbours from the oppreffion of Grangers; that the French 
werealways enemies totheCrown of England , and therefore that it could 
rot be confident with the rules of prudence to futferthem to grow too 
flrong upon their borders; that the French King had already affumed the Ti- 
tle of EngUnd , and it concerned them to take care that they gave him not by 
their improvidence the pofleflion alfo. Thefe reafons carried it for the Scats , 
And fo they are difmift with promifc of fuch prefent aid , and on fuch condi- 
tions as fhould be agreed onby Gommiffioners on both fides in the Town of 
Barwicl^. 

About the middle oiFefruarj the Commiffioners meet, the Duke of Nor- 
folk for the Queen, the Lord James Stewart ( one of thebaltard brothers of 
the Queen of Scots) the Lord Rnthwen , and fome other principal men of rhe 
Congregation in the name of the reft : By whom it was concluded on the 
27th. of that month , That the Queen fliould fend fnfficient forces into Scot- 
land both by Sea and Land, furnifhed with Mony, Arms, and Ammunition ; 
that die fhould not recall her forces till that Kingdom was cleared of all the 
French; that provifion of Victuals for the Army fhould be made by the Scots % 
&that the Scots fliould (hew thcmfclves enemies to all fuch as were enemies to 
the Crown of England ,whether Scots or Frenc A;But by all means, that nothing 
flionld be done by vertue of this Agreement, which might import the leaf! 
withdrawing of the Scots from that loyalty, duty, and obedience which was due 
umo their natural Queen , or the King her husband. By which Agreement 
with the Scots t\jfi Queen abundantly provided for her own fecurity from all 
Invafions on that fide ; and by affording them fuch fuccours as their wants re- 
quired , 
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quired , but chiefly by conferring fome fmall annual penlions on the Chiefs An, Re? 
amonglt them , fhe made her felf more abfomt on that fide of thc7W^, £. * <s * 
than eu her the Queen of Scots her felf, or King James her fon, oranyof their ", 
Predeccflors in all times before. According to thefe Capitulations, an Army _ *JSl • 
gallantly appointed is lent into Scotlani , confining of $000 Foot and 1000 
Horfe, and commanded by the Lord Gray a right expert Soldier , accompanied 
by fome Lords and Genrlemen of eminent quality % fomefhips were alfo fenc 
to block op the Haven , and hinder all relief which mighc come by Sea to the 
Town of L-ttth , on the defence whereof depended the whole hopes of the 
French, together with the interett of that Crown in the Realm of Scotland. 

It was about the beginning of April that the Englifh Army came before it , 
recruited afterwards by the comming of 2000 more ; which frefli fupply, to- 
gether with fome ill fuccefs which they found in the action , didfodifanimate 
•the belieged , thac they conceived no poflibility of a long refinance ; Ambaf- 
fadors are therefore fenc from France to Edenborongb , there to confer with 
fnch of the fame quality as fhould alfo come thither, authorifed by the Queen 
of England , by whom it was in fine concluded , That all the French forces 
fhould forthwith depart out of Scotland, except 60 onely to be left in Dunbar , 
and as many in the Fort of Nachkeetb ; that they fhould be tranfported for 
their greater fafety in Englifh Borcoms } that all matters of Religion 
fhould be referred to the following Parlisment ; thac an a£ of Oblivion 
mould be parted for the indemnity of all who hadborn Arms on either fide ; 
that a general Bond of Love and Amity fhould be made betwixt the Lords and 
their Adherents of bath Religions ; and finally, amongft many other particu- 
lars, that neither the Queen of Scots nor the French King fhould from thence- 
forth affume the Titles and Arms of England, Which Articles being figned and 
confirmed for both Kinedomi, the French about the middle of Jul; take their 
leave of Scotland , and the Englifh Army at the fame time fet forward for Bar. 
wici, being there disbanded and d if miffed to their feveral dwellings. Followed 
not long after by the Earls of Morton and Gltncam , in the name of the reft of 
the Congregation , fenc pnrpoCely to render to the Queen their moft humble 
thanks for her fpeedy {* profperons afliftance, and to defirethe continuance of 
berMajefties favours, if the Froncb fhould any more attempt to invade theif 
Country. Alfn red whereof, and being liberally rewarded with gifts and pre- 
ferns, they returned with joy and glad cydings to the Congregation, whom 
as the Queen had put upon a prefent confidence of going vigoroufly on in 
their Reformation, fo it concerned them to proceed fo carefully in purfuance 
©f it, as might comply with the dependence which they had upon her. 

Firft therefore , that fhe might more cordially efpoufe their quarrel , they 
bound themfelves by their fubfeription to embrace the Liturgy , with all the 
Rites and Ceremonies of the Church of England , which for a time remained 
the onely form of Worfhipfor the Kirk of Scotland ; when, and by whole 
means they receded from it, may be fhown hereafter. In the next place they 
caufe a Parliament to be called in the month of Amgufi , according to the 
Articles of the Pacification, from which noperfon was excluded, whoeithec 
had the right of Suffrage in his own capacity, or in relation to their Churches, 
or as returned from their Shrcvalties or particular Burroughs ; of which laft, 
there appeared the accuftomed number , but of the Lords Spiritual , no more 
than fix Bifhops of thirteen, with thirteen Abbots and Priors or thereabouts; 
and of the Temporal Lords to the number of ten Earls and as many Barons : 
Bywhofe Authority and confent they parted three Afts, conducing wholly 
to the advantage of the Reformation ; the firft whereof was for abolifhing the 
Popes Jurifdiftion and Authority within the Realm ; the fecond, for annul* 
ling all Starures made in former times for maintenance of Idolatry and Super* 
ftinon j and the third, for the punidiment of the Sayers and Hearer! of the 
Mtife. To this Parliament alfo fome of the Minifters prefented AConftfon 
eftht Faith and Dotlrini to be believed and r e f'f* d h Protejrants of the 
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An. Reg. °f Scotland ; modelled in many places by the Principles of Calm 

vin'% Doctrine , which KW*had brought with him from Geneva ; but being 
put unto the Vote, it was oppo fed by no more than three of the Temporal 
l % 60m Lords, that is to fay, the Earl of Atholl % and the Lords Somtrvd and Borth- 
^ V s -'' tP'ck^ who gave no other reafon for it, bat that they would believe at their fathers 
did. The Popifh Prelate? were filent in it, neither artentihe nor oppofing : 
Which being obferved by the Earl-Marfhal , be is faid to have broke one Into 
thefe words following Seeing (faith he) that my Lordt the Btjhopt (who by their 
/earning can, and for the z.eal they fhonld have to the truth, ou^hi at 1 fnppofetf 
gain fay any thing repugnant to it) fay nothing again fr the ConfefJ'nn vpe have heard • 
/ cannot think hut that it it the very truth of God % and that the contrary of ttfalfe 
and (Jeceivahle DMrine. 

Let us now crofs over into Ireland, where we (hall find the Queen as a&ive 
in Advancing the reformed Religion, as fhe had been in cither of the other 
Kingdoms. King Henry had firft broke the ice, by taking to hunfelf the Title 
of i ' yrc*m Head on earth of the Church of Ireland, exterminating the Popes 
authority, andfupp-efltngallthe Monaiteries and Religious Houfcs. In mat- 
ters dodrinal, and forms ofWorfhip, as there was nothing done by him, fo 
neither was there much endeavoured in the time of Ktng Edward^ it being 
thought perhaps unfafe to provoke that people in the Kings minority, confi- 
dent^ with how many troubles he was elfewhcre exercifed. It any thing 
were done ihereiu,it was raih:r done by tolleration than command. And what- 
foever was fo done, was prefenrly undone again in the Reign of Queen Marr. 
But Queen Eh^beth having fetled her aftairs \nEm^lama\ and undertaken the 
protection of the Scott, conceived h:r felf obliged in point of piety, that 
Ireland alio fhonld be made partaker of fo great a benefit. A Parliament i* 
therefore held on the i ath. of January, where paft an Aft, relloring to the 
Crown the antient jurifdi&ion over all Ecdcfitttical and Spiritual perfons. 
By which Statute were ertablifhed both the Oath of Supremacy and ths High 
Commillion, as before in England. There alfo part an Aft for the Uniformity 
of Common Prayer, &c. with a permiilioo for faying the fame in Latine, in 
fu h Church or place,whetc the Minilter had not the knowledge of the Eng- 
lifh Tongue. But for tranflating it into Info (as afterwards inro tvdfh in the 
5th. year < t this Queen) there was no care taken,.eitherin this Parliament, oc 
in any following. Fo want whereof, asalfobynot having the S riptures in 
their native language, molt of the natural frijh have retained hitherto there old 
baibarouscuftomcs, or pertinacioufly adhere to the corrupr ions of the Church 
of Rene. The people by that Scatute are required under feveral penalties, to 
frequent their Churches, and tobe frequent at the reading of the Englifh Li- 
turgy, wh'uh they underltand no more than they do the Mafs. By which 
m:ans the I--i(h was not only kept in continual ignorance as to the Doctrines 
and Devotions of the Church of £»£ 'and, but we have fumifhed the Papifts 
wuhan excellent Argumencagainll our felve*,for having the Divine Service 
celebrated in furh a language as the people do not underltand. 

There alfo pall another S:arute for relloring to the Crown the firft fruirs, 
andtwenry partsofaU Ecclclialtical promotions within that Kingdom ; as al- 
fo of all imp r opriat Parfonages, whi^h there are more in number thanthofe 
Re&O'ics which have cure of fouls. King Hen y bad before united the firft 
fruits Sec. tothc Crown Imperial, but Queen Mary out of ber affecVion to 
the Church of Rome y had given them back unto the Clergy, as before waa 
faid. The like Adt paffed for the reliirution of all fuch lands belonging tothe 
Knights of Sr. John of JrrufJem, as by that Qoeen hid been regranted to the 
Order j wirhthe avoid n .e of ail Leifes and other grants, which had been 
made by Sir Of*>ald MaJ/ii^btrdj the late Lord Prior of the fame. Who fear- 
ins what was like to follow,had voluntarily forfook the Kingdomc in the An- 
v»(l foresoin^ and thereby faved the Queen the charge of an yearly pcnfion, 
which othcrwife he might have had as his PredecelTor* had before him in the 
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luneof KuJg tf*r». Daring thcRcirii4>fw»hiehKmg,aStittifehadbcc/imadc 
\nfrel**d (as in £»<.Walfo)for the eactfingandconfccrating of ArchbiflKtos V?" 
ami Biftiops, repealed ia cbe year fittt of Queen *f<>7,and now revived by her * 
niter, in which there is nothing more memorable, than that atriongrt many* . 
other Ceremonies therein directed,* here is mentiori of giving the PM to a new *-^V%J 
Arcbbtihop,that being an Ornament or Habk peculiar only onto tHofe of the 
higbeii ranck in the holy Hierarchy. Andjhatfae might not only take care 
for the good of the Chnrc h, wirhout confalting her own fafery, '(he caufed in 
« $a»r pafc for the recognition of her ow| juf> title to rhe Crown, as before 
in tmglnnd, AH which being done, (be left theprofecution of rhe Work to her 
Bifhops and Clergy, not to well countenanced by pAwe* a* 1 they were 1 by 
l£W; ™d y« mor* countenanced by Law than thiy made £o*»d ufc of. For 
n*ny>©f them finding how ihing* went in England, and knowing that the like 
alterations would enfoe amontft themfel ves, refdhred ro make fucfc ufe of the 
prefenn|pes, as to kirieh their friendV and kindred by the fpoil of their 
ChurchesVTo which end they fodiffinated tht revenues of their feveral BiThop- 
ricks, by lor^leafes,fce Fasm«, and plain alienations,' that xa tome ofrheir 
Sees they left no more than a Rent of five Marks annum, to others a bare 
yearly Rem of 4a^itt'ng^c>the high difpluirfte of Almighty God. the re- 
proach of RclidflfrUlc great d^aaj^ftrieChtirch, and the perpetual igno- 
miny of tnem ^^Sf^2^lS^^|S*^ e; * - 

It is now timlTw*rwe*D^*fatf tfjjnnfbr £*^4*i,where we fhall find an en- 
tertainment made ready for us in a Sermon preached by Reverend Jewel, then 
newly Confecrared Bifhop of the Church of Sartfburr. The Sermon preached 
at St P**P% Crofsontbe ?orh. of March, being Pjfi^Smudkf, or the Sunday 
fortnight before Bafter, the Text ot Theam Dtrormcbti^'being taken out 
cSSzPonfs i EpiMeto ihe Corintbiant, Chap.tt.

Which Textbeing opened, and accom- 
modated to the preffent times, he publiined that memorable Challenge, which 
fo much exer cited rbe pens and (Indies of the Kemifh Clergy. By whom the 
Church had been injurioufly upbraided with the imputation of novelty, and 
charged with teaching fuch opinions as were riot to be found in any of the an- 
cient Fathers, or approved Councl)s,6r any other Monument of true Antiqui- 
ty, before /'«({ttr*5time. For trie flopping of whofe mouths for ever, this 
learned Prelate made this flout and gal lane challenge in tbefe following

This Challenge being thus published in fo great an auditory, ft a: tied the 
Engirt!) Papiitspothat borne and abroad, none more than fucrjpf the fugitives, 
as Bad retired to Lcvain,Doway,,oz St Odomars in the Low Country Provinces 
"belonging to the, King of Soatn. The bufinefs full agitated by the exchange ot 
friendly Letters, betwixt thefaid Reverend Prelate,and Dr Henry Cole the lace 
Dean of St Pauls ; more violently followed in a book of Rdftjal's who full ap- 
peared in the lilts againlt the Challenger. Followed therein by Dorman and 
Matfhal, who feverally took up tbccudgels to as little purpofe; the nnt be- 
ing well beaten by /VWr/jafldibe laft by Calf hi, in their difcoutfes writ a gain [I 
them. But they were only veJilatiouj, or preparatory skirmifhes in reference 
to the main encounter, which was referved for the Reverend Challenger hirn- 
himfclf, and Dr. John Harding, one of the Divines oi Lovain, tod the mod 
learned of tbe College. The Combatants were born in the fame County, 
bred up in the fame Grammar, School, and ftudied in the fame Univerfity alfo : 
So that ic may be faidof them, as the Hiftorian hath of Jttgnrth and 5/7/4 un- 
da Cain* Mar im, that it to fay, that they both learned thofe feats of Anns 
in the fame Camp, and under trie farat Commander, which afterwards they 
were to exercife agatnft one another. Both zealous Protectants alfo in the 
time of King Edward % and both relapfed to Popery in the time of Queen 
: Mary ; Jewel for fear, and Harding upon hope of favour and preferment by it. 
' But Jewel $ fall may be compared to that of St Peter, which was fhort and fud- 
den, fifing again by his repentance, and fortified more ftrongly in his faith than 
before be was 1 But Harding's like to that of tbe other Simon y premeditated and 
'refolvtd on, never to be reUored again (fomuch was there within him of tbe 
gaul of bitter neffe) to his former (tending. But fome former^difTerences had 
been'berween them in th-^Jjj&eh of Sartfburrjftheieof the one wj^ Prebenda- 

3], and the other Bifhop, occaftoned bvihcJlHhops vifttation of that Cathe- 
ral, in which a< Harding hid the woj^ftrwas itaprefage ofafecond foil 
which he was to have in this encouncer:^Vho had the better of the day , will 
eafilv appear to any thatconfults the writings. By which it will appear how 
much the Bifhop was too hard for him at all manner of weapons. Whofe lear- 
ned anfwers as well in maintainance of his Challenge^ as in defence of his A- 
pology, (whereof more hereafter) contain in them fucb a magnzin of all forts 
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Arguments and Authority from it^ 
But thefc difcourfes came not out unnl fome years after, though the occa- 
lionwas given now by this famous CbAHtagc ; the interval being fpent in pre- 
parations by the Romijb party, before they (hewed themlelves in pnblick. In 
the meantime, thePapifts mad enough before, feemed to grow more outra- 
gvous ixfron this occahoru thoufcjkthey wete willing to impute it to fome o- 
ther caufe. Phdif of Spain fhen hirnfelf%iucb incenfed again!* her, as well 
for altering the/Religion bere&Mmeliablifhed, as for refuting bim in mariage 
en tbe orfer ha<A£«en madajpro her by trie Count of FeriA : Nor was the 
u'oclefs trouwai at ftiwwtbe King. And in this melancholy humour he 
oys all his mterefs wWn the' Pope then being, for fubjefting her unto a 
fence of Excommujarcauon. Which motion if it had been prefs'd on 
^ pcJP**l the 4th. wjVlecmed very much difpleafed at her for accepting the 
Crown without his arafent, there is no quetlion to be made but that it had 
been hearknedto «h a lillning ear, and executed with a rafh and ungoverned 
hand. But Pjmimz 4th. deceafed about the middle of Augmfl % in the year laft 
pall, and John Mngtio Cardinal of Medices* fucceeded him by the name of 
Pope Pims the f b. in December following. Who being a more moderate man, 
did not think ft toproceed to fuch extremities. For feeing that his power was

added to it Ik fome particular occafions, but moll efpecially to be fung in fu- 
nerals and folemn obfeqnies ; which not being warranted by the Statute of the 
year preceding? were therefore authorized wk}i a »•» All which as 

fhe was thougbta6do,to fatisfie and inftra&asj£>rein Princes in the form and 
fafhiou of our Devotions ; So did fhe fo far fatn&e the Pope then being, that 
*e fhewjsd himfelf willing to confirm it by his Papal power. The learned Camt- 
who received aH-Jtus choice intelligence from Sir William Cacti, (but bet- 
ter known in his laft timtWjy the name bTCdr# Burltlgb) gives u* to under- 
ftandathar this Par polio was infttufted robffer in the name of his Holinefs, that 
the Englifh Liturgy fhonld be confirmed ; the ufc of the Communion in both 
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An Ret* kinds allowed of. And that all Sentences which haJ palled in the Court of 
Fl -' lS ' A'.w,- againlt the marriage of her Mother, fhould be reminded and made void, 
conditioned onely, thac (he would re unite herfclftothe Roman Church, 
and acknowledge the Primacy of that See. For the carrying on of whuh ac- 
Hr*-* cord, the Abbot was comtniflionatcdtodiltribute fome thoufands of Crowns 
amongit fuch men, as fhould be found molt forward to effect the fame. S*xders 
makes this to be another ol his fecret mandates , that if fhe had any diffidenc* 
in her Title to the Crown of England, eiihjrin regard of the doubtfulnefs of 
her Legitimation , or any thing wb/ich had bfeh done: by the authority of the 
fope :nd Church of Rome , all matters flioulalfrcleared andftveetned to her 
belt advantage, by the benignity and favour ot tTfe See Apoflolick. Burforalj\ 
this, the Abbot came no nearer than B<»J'eh with his Bulls and Faculties, not 
being furVered to fet foot upon Englifh ground , whether it were upon a pro- ' 
bable fufpition , that under colour of luch plaufible and fpecious overtures,*^ 
he w.isdeiigned to entourage a Rebellion amongii the Paxils, as was thought 
by fome ; or rather, that the Queen was grown to confident of her own ju(t 
Title, and the affections of ber people, as not to be beholden to the Pope for 
a confirmation, remains a matter undetermined by our bell HiHorians. How ic 
fucceeded with this Pope in another projeft for the reducing df this Kingdom 
under his command, we fhall fee hereafter. I 

But all this while there was no care taken to (upptefs the pMcViceof ano- 
ther Faction, who fecretly did as much endeavour the fubverhfl^of the Eng- 
hfh Liturgy, as the Pope feemed willing to confirm it ; For whillt the Prelates 
of the Church , and the other learned men before remcmbred , bent all their 
forces towaid ih&^^nfutingof fome Popifh Errors, another enemy appeared, 
wh ch feemeel naffrandfc to aim at the Church's Doctrines , but quarrelled 
rather at fome Rite" aHtSjjigecalls of it. Their purpofe was to fhew them- 
felvcs fo expert in the Art'dFjy&c , as to take in ihe Out-works of Religion 
firft, before they levelled there Artillery at the Fort it felf. The Schifmattcks 
at Frtnekfort had no fooner heard of Queen Mary's death , but they made 
what halle they could for England, in hope of fifhing better for themfelves in 
a troubled water than a compofed and quiet Carrent ; Followed not long af- 
ter by the brethren of the Separation, which retired from thence unto Geneva , 
who having left fome few behind to compleat their Notes upon the Bible, 
and make up fo many of the Pfatms in Englifh- Meettr as had been left unfinish- 
ed by Sternho/d and ffopki**, hallned as fait homewards as the others. But not- 
withstanding all their halle, they came not time enough to effect their purpofes, 
either in reference to the Liturgy or Epifcopal Government , on which the 
Que;n ha4fo refolved according to her own moll excellent judgment, that 
they were not able toprevail in either project. Itgrieved them at the heart 
that their own Prayers mi^ht not b^Jide the rule of Worfllip in their Con- 
gregations, and that they might JB^ord it here in their fevcral Pari flies, as 
Calvin did in the Presbytery of tlieT^iurch of Geneva. Some friends they had 
about the Queen, and Calvin was refolved to makeufe of all his power and 
credit both with her and Ceal ( as appears by his Letters unto both ) to ad- 
vance their ends; and he was feconded therein by Peter Martyr , who thought 
his incereft \n England to be greater than Calvm's , though his name was not 
fo eminent in other places. Bnt the Queen had fixed her felf on her refolution 
of keeping up the Church in fuch outward fplendor, as might mike it every 
way conliderable in the eye of ttje world ; fo that they mult ha e faith enough 
to remove a mountain , before they could have hope enough to draw her to 
them. When therefore they faw the Liturgy impofed by A& of Parliament, 
and fo many Epifcopal Sees fupplyed with able Paftors, nothing feemed more 
expedient to them than to revive the quarrels raifed in King Edward's rime 
againft Capps and Surplices, and fuch particulars as had then been queftioned 
in the publick Liturgy ; And herein they were feconded ( as before in King 
Edward's time )by the fame Peter Martyr, as appears by his Letters to a name- 
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lcfs friend, bearing dace at Zurich on chc 4th. of November 1 5 60. to which > 
be added his dillike in another of his Letters to the fame friend alfo, touching • 
the lame and other points propofed unto him, that is to fay, cheCap, the E ^ z - 2. 
Epifcopal Habit, the Patrimony of the Church , the manner or proceeding to 1 560. 
be held againlt Papifts , the Perambulation ufed in the Rogation weeks, with 
many other poincs of the like condition, in which his judgment was de- 
fired. 

But tbefe helps being too far off, and not to be confulted with upon all 
inconveniencies , without a greater lofs of time than could confilt with the 
irapaciency of their defires , they fell upon another project, which promifed 
them more hopes of fetting up their Difciplinc , and decrying the Liturgy, 
their cjuarrells about Caps and Veitments. Some friends they had about the 
Court, as.before was faid, and Grynua the new Bifhop of London was known 
to have agreat refpe£t to the name of Calvin , thebuhnefs therefore is fo or- 
dered, that by Calvin s Letters unto Gryndal , and the friends they had about 
the Queen, way fhould be given to fuch of the trench Nation , as hid repaired 
biihec to enjoy the freedom oftheirown Religion, 10 have a Church unto 
thcmfelvcs, and in thac Church not onely to erect the G enevian difciplinc , but 
co fee up a form of Prayer , which fhould hold no conformity with the Eng- 
lifh Liturgy. They could not but remember thofe many advantages which 
JuhnAlajco and his Church of Strangers afforded to the Ziti>:p/lan Gofpel- 
lets in the Reign of King Ed**r I , and they defpaired not of the like, nor of 
greater neither, if a trench Church were fetled upon Ca'v n"s Principles^ 
fome pare oiLondm. A Synagogue had been built for the ufeofthe Jews 
Anno 1 231. not far from the place in which now ftands the Hall of the Mer- 
cbant-Faylon near the Royal Exchange : But the Jews having removed them- 
felves to fome other place, the Chriltians obtained that ic fhould be dedicated 
to the bkffcd Virgin, and by thac namcwas given unto the Brotherhood oE 
St. Anthony of Vienna by King Henry the 3d. After which time , an Hofpital 
was there founded by the name of St. Anthony , confuting of a Matter , two 
Priefts,one School-mailer, and twelve poor men ; Inlatged inthe fucreeding 
times by the addition of a fair Grammar-School, and other pubiak Buildings 
for the ufeofthe Brethren. Ic was privileged by King Ediv.fi the 4th. to 
havePrielts, Clerks, Scholars, poor men, and Brethren of the fane, or Lay- 
men , Quirifters, Proctors , 'Meflengers , Servants inhoufhold, andorher 
things whacfoever, like unco the Prior and Covenc of St. Anhon-.e of V.cn»a^ 
&c. and being fo privileged, it wis annexed to the Collegiat Chapel of 
St. George 'ia tVmdfoi > , under whofe Patronage it remained, but much impo- 
verifhed by the fraud and folly of one of its School-mallei s, till the final dif- 
folution of ic,amongll other Hofpitals and Brot he-hoods, by Kinj; Edward the 
fixth ; fo that being veiled in theCrown>andof no prefent ufetc the City ,ic 
wasno hard matter coobtain it for rhe ufeofthe French, as ic ftill concinuerh. 

And now again we have another Church in London , as different from the 
Churchof £»g/W in Government and forms of Worfhip, and fome D oft fi- 
nals alfo , as thac of John dlafco was in the Angujtme Friers. Nor mult we 
marvail if we find the like dangerous confequents to enfue upon it : forwhac 
elfc is the fetting up of a Presbytery in a Church, founded and eftablifhedby 
the Rules of Epifcopacy, than the erecVmg of a Commonwealth or popular 
Ettate inthe midftofa Monarchy? Which Calvin well enough perceived, and 
thereupon gave Gryndal thanks for his favour in it , of whom they after ferved 
themfelves upon all occalions. Upon the news of which fuccefs, divers both 
French and Dmch repaired into England, planting themfelves in the Sea- 
towns, and openly profeffing the Reformed Religion, under which covert, 
they difguifed their feveral Heterodoxies and blafphcmous Dotages , fome of 
them proving to be Anabaftifis . others infected with unfound opinions of as 
ill a nature, but all endeavouring so difperfe their He-etical Do&rines , and 
byinvenoming the good people amongll whom they lived, coencxife their 
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Se£ts. Which being made known unto the Queen, fhe prefently corrsimnds 
thcmall by her Proclamation 'o <opart the Kingdom, whtther they were 
Aliens*or natural born Englifli , and not to (lay above the tcarmof twenty 
days , upon pain of imprifon nenr , and foifciture or lofs of all r heir goods i 
Which Proclamation notwuhitaruiing , too many of then lurked in f3#gtk*d. 
without fear of diicovery , eipe. tally after the erecting offomay F>r*cVhtfd 
Dutch Churches in the Maritime parts , as at this time they did in ' or.d>P%m- 
feeing the French and Dutch Churches there wich fome or their frenzies and 
occaiioneJ fuch dilputesamor.gO them upon that arcount , that Pe er Afartyr 
found it neceflaryto intcrpote his authority with them, to rhe com^ftagtfcf 
thole Heats and differences which had grown amenelt them; to; whi h cofffttlt 
his Letter bearing date at Z ^ric!^on the 15th. of F ;t>rn.vy , next following 'af- 
terrhedate of the faid Proclamation , and fnperfcribed , V. mo the Chunhof 
t.iranatrs in the Crtjof Lyndon. M 

Now lor the date of the faid Proclamation , it feemeth to have been about 
the 19th. of September , at which time i< l pi taled the Queen to Tet forth ano- 
ther, no lefs conducing to the hon.u,- , ttian did the other to the preservation' 
of the Churches purity. She :m! given command by her Injunctions in the 
year foregoing , for destroying and taking away all Shrines, and coverings of 
" Shrines , all Tables , Candle.ikks , 7 nndxliy and Rolls of Wax , together 
" with all P Aurcs, Paintings, and other monuments of feigned Miracles, Pil- 
" grimages, Idolatry andSuperftition, fot hat there remain no memory of the 
" lame in walls , glafs -windows, or elfe- where , whether it were in Churches 
" or mens private houfes. But fome perverting rather than miftaking her in- 
temioninit, guided by covetoufnefs, or over-ruled by fome new f angle in 
Religion, under colour of conforming to this command , defaced all fuch 
Images of Chrilt and his ApofUcs , all Paintings which prefentcd any Hiftory 
of the holy Bible, as they found "many windows of their Churches or Chapels. 
They proceeded alfo to the breaking down of all Coats of Arms,to the tearing 
off of all the Braffes on the Tombs and Monuments of the dead , in which the 
figures of themfelves, their wives or children , their Ancestors, or their Arms, 
had been referved to pollerity. And being given to underdand, that Bells had 
been baptized in the times of Popery , and that even the Churches themfelves 
had been abufed to SuperlVuion and Idolatry , their zeal tranfported them in 
fine to fell their Bells , to turn the Steeples into Dove-coats , and to rob the 
Churches of thofe fheets of Lead with which they were covered. For the re- 
ftrainingof which Sacrilege and prophane abufes, fhe gave command in her 
faid Proclamation of the 19th. of September , te That all manner of men fhonld 
,c from thenceforth forbear the breaking or defacing of any parcel of any Mo- 
"numenr, or Tomb, or Grave, or other Infcriprion and Memory of any pcr- 
u fon deceafed, being in any manner of place \ Or to break any Image of 
" Kings, Princes, or Nobles , Ertates of this Realm, or of any other that have 
"been in times part credited and fct up for the onely memory of ihemto their 
"poftcrity, in common Churches , and not for any Religious honor ; Or to 
*' break down or deface any Image in glafs-windows in any Church , without 
"the confent of the Ordinary , upon pain of being committed to the nexe 
<« Gaol wirhout Bail orMainprize, and there to remain till the next com- 
" ming of the Juftices for Gaol-delivery , and then to be further punifhed by 
" Fine or Imprifonment ( befides th» reftitution or re-edification of the thing 
broken Jastothe faid Juftices fhallfcem meet, andif need fhall be, toufe 
V the advice of her Ma jetties Council in her Star-chamber. 

It was alfo Signified in the faid Proclamation, "That fome Pattons of 
"Churches and others, who were poffeffed of Impropriations , had prevailed 
"with the Parfon and Parifhioners , to take or throw down the Bells of 
"Churches or ChapeK-, and the Lead of the fame, and to convert the fame 
"ro their private gain, by which enfued not onely the fpoil of the faid 
"Churches, but even a Slanderous defolation of the places of Prayer. And 
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•« thereupon it was commanded , that no manner of perfon lhould from jf m 
« thencetorth tike away any Bells or Lead off any Church or Chapel , under E .>' J 
** pain of Imprifonment daring her Ma jetties pleafure , and fnch further Fine * UZm *• 
"for the contempt as (hall be thought meet ; With a charge given to all Bi* 
* (hops and other Ordinaries, to enquire of all fuch contempts done from the ^ 
«* beginning of her Ma jefties Reign, and to enjoy n the pertons offending to 
repair the fame within a convenient time , and of their doing therein tocer- 
i* .tihc"the Privy Council, or the Council in the Star-chamber, that order may 
«• betaken therein. And in ptrfute of this mod feafonable and religious 
Ad , (he did not onely ligne the faid Proclamation , one for all , to ant horife 
it for the Prefs, as the cultom is, bat (igned them every one apart ( amounting 
to a very great number) with her own Royal Hand , that fo it might be known 
rather for her own proper ad than an a£t of the council. 

With like care alfo (he provided for the honor and profperirv of her eflare^ 
in affairs Politick and Civil. The monies of the Realm hid oeert much de- 
bited by King Henry the 8th. to the great difprofic of the Merchant, and re- 
proach of the Kingdom , for which, no remedy had beta taken by bet Brother 
or Sitter, though they had better opportunities, and mote advantages to go 
tborow with it. Bat this brave Queen, endeavouring nothing more , than the 
rdtoring of her Kingdom to irs antienrfptendor , firlt caufed all fuebbafe 
monies as were coined by any of her Predeceflbr* , to be decrved to a lefs va- 
lue, according to the finvnefs or alloy thereof ; and that being done, by venue 
of her Proclamation bearing date the * 8th. of Stfttmkr , (he caufed all the 
faid bale monies, fo reduced to a lower value « to be brought in to her Maje- 
fties Mint, for which (he gave them mony of the pureft filver, ( fuch as pafled 
commonly by the name of E*fitrlim^ or Stetling mony) fince which time, no 
bafe mony hat n been coyned in EmgUmd , bat onely of pare Qold and Silver, 
to pafs for current in the fame ; five that of late times , in relarion to the ne- 
ceftity of poor people, a permiflion hath been °iven to the coyning of Far- 
things , which no man can be forced to accept in fatisfa&ion of a Rent of 
Debt ; which as it could not be affirmed of E*gldnd in the times preceding , fo 
neither can it now be faid of any Stare or Nation in the Chriftian world , in alt 
which, there are feveral forts of copper mony , as current with them for pub- 
lick ufes, as the pureft metal. She provided alfo in like manner for her peoples 
fafety, and rhe encreafe of Trade and Merchandife in Englifh Bottoms; rot 
towards the end of this fecond year, (he made great preparation of Ordinance* 
Arms , Munition , and Powder of her own materials , to be in s 
readinefs to defend her Realm in all emergencies of danger \ For the 
advancing of which fer vice it fo pleated the divine Providence which watched 
over her actions , that a rich Mine of Brafs was found near XSr/Mes> in Ct$m» 
krtdmd, fpch as fufficed not onely for furnifhing her own Forts and Shins 
with all manner of Ordinance , but fot fupplying other Countries as their 
wants jecfuired. And to compleat fo great a mercy in her nrefervation , the 
Stone called L*fU C*lsmm*ru , exceeding neceflary for all Brafs- works, was 
at the fame time alfo found in Emglmd in moflupient tful manner. And whereas 
complaint was made unto her by the Merchants of the Hmt-umus , or Mer- 
chants of the Stiljard as then commonly called , that King £<rW4h*d firft 
ceized their Liberties, and that afterwards Queen Msrj had raifed their Cu- 
ftoms upon all forts of Merchandifes from one to twenty in the Hundred, 
her Anfwer was , That as (he was refolved not to Innovate any thing, fo (he 
conld^rant no other privileges and immunities to them than tnofe in which 
(he found them when (he came to the Crown. Their Trading hereupon be- 
ins intermirted , rheEnslifh Merchants took the managing of it npon than* 
fefvet, and thrived therein fo well after fome adventures, that Cloth , and 
other Manufactures, heretofore tranfported in the (hip* of thofe Merchants, 
were from henceforth fraughted and difperfed in Englifh Veffels j Bf 
meanswhereof, the Englifh in a very (hort time attained unco the reputation 
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An Xf2, ot bcin » the wcalth, c li Merchants , the molt expert Ma

, * I lhall conclude this year wiib a work of piety in the foundation of the 
M Collegia! Church of St. Ptur in Wtftmnftir , which in the fpace of twenty 

V-A>TW years had been changed from an Abbey to aDeanry, from aDeanry to aSee 
Epifcopal, reduced unto a Deanry again, and finally rellorcd to the ltatc of an 
Abbey. But the Abbey being dufolvcd in the foregoing Parliament , an otter 
was made to Ftcknam and the celt of the Convent (xiSandon be to be believed 
in this particular ) for continuing in their places and poifetfions as before they 
did , clogged with no other conditions than the taking of the Oath of Supre- 
m.icy % and officiating all divine Offices by the Engliih Liturgy. But this offer 
being by them rejected, the Aft of dilTolutton palled in both Houfes of Parlia- 
ment ; Concerning whiih there goes a ltory , that the Lord Abbot being then 
bulled in planting tome young Elms in the Deans yard there , one that came 
by advifed him to defiit from his purpofe, telling him, That the Bill was juft 
then parted for diffolvinghis Monattery. To which the good old man replied, 
That herefolvedhowfoever to go on with his work , being well allured, that 
that Church woulil h- always kept for an encouragemenc and feat of Learn- 
ing. And fa it proved in the event ; for the Qjieen having pleafed her felf in 
t he-choice of fome ofthe belt Lands which remained unto it, confirmed the 
reitupon that Church, which fhe caufed to be called the ColUgutt Church of 
St.Peur ,» n'*j}rpinfter , as appears by her Letters Patens bearing date in the 
fecond year ot' her molV gracious and molt profperous Reign. A foundation of 
a large, capacity, and as amply privileged, confiding of a Dean, and twelve 
fecular Canons, two School matters, and forty Scholars , petit Canons and 
others of the Quire to the number of thirty , ten Officers belonging to the 
Church , and as many fervants appertaining to the College diet , and twelve 
Alms-men, befides many Officers, Stewards, Receivers, and Collectors, for 
keeping Courts, anu bringing inof their Revenue ; the principal of which, 
called the High Steward ot Wfjiminjier, hath ever fince been one of the prime 
Nobility, and in great favour at theCoart. The Dean entrnfted with keeping 
tb4&K4f>, honored wiith aplaccof neceffary fervice at all Coronations, and- 
a CommirtVoner for the Peace within the City of Wefinnnfter and the Liber- 
ties of it by Act of Parliament. The Dean and Chapter veiled with all manner 
of jtirifdi&ionboth Ecclefialticaland Civil , not onely within the City and 
liberies <&iPtft*»i»p<r , but within the precina of St. Martin itrrmi, and' 
forrw Tuwn* of F-j}4x> exempted in the one from the Bifhop of London , and in 
tbe other from the power of the Archbifhop of Canwbtwy. The Scholars an- 
nually preferred by election, cither to CbriJhChurcb in Ox«n , or Trinity Col- 
ligd vkt'*ntrigti each College being bound by as Indenture made with Queen 
EAi*<aln\b) to take off yearly two or three ac the leaft (though fince, that 
number is extended to fbur or five ) to be preferred to Scholarfhips & Fdlow- 
fliips in their feveral Houfes. A College founded as it proved in fuch a 
happy conjuncture, , that fince this new foundation of it, it hath given bree- 
ding and preferment to four Atchbifhops, two Lord Chancellors, or Lord 
Keepers of the Great Seal of England , twenty rwo Bifhops , and thirteen 
Deans of cathedral Chnrche*, belides Archdeacons and Prebendaries, and 
other dignitaries in the Church to a proportionable number; which is more 
than can be faidof either of the two famous Colleges of and Winche- 
• Ar,or of bothtogether, though the one was founded 168 , and i he other 1 14 
y«aw before it. *

WE fhaH begin chit third year of the Queen with the death of VrmcU the V^V^J 
fecond, King of the Ftr*cb\ who deceafed on the 5th. day of Decern. 
l>tr % when he had fcatce lived to the end of his 17th. year, and had Reigned 
bnt one year and fire months* or thereabouts. His death much altered both 
the counfels and affairs of Chrittendom, dittrafting the French Nation into 
fchi&ns and faaions, incouraging t he Sett to proceed with confidence in tbeir 
Reformation, and promifing no fmall fecurity to Qu;en £//x.«sw£, in regard 
of the pretentions of the Queen of Smt. But fo little was her condition 
bettered by ir, that (he feemed to be in more danger by the a As of her enemies 
after his deceafe,than formerly in the time of his life and government. Frtutcu . 
olGtife, a man ot great abilities for Gamp and Counfel, had made himfelf 
a very rtrong parry in the Court of JPr*»«/, which he intended to make ufe of 
for the Oucen of Seeh , wbofe Mother,the late Queen Regent of Scoti*nd> was 
his only filter. And this lie might the better do by rcafon ol a divifion in the 
Court of F/4**f abour the government of the Kingdom, during the minority 
<£Ch*'ls the 9th. the fecond brother, and next heir to the King deceafed. 
Katherine de Medices rhe Relic* of Henry the id. and the Mother of Ch*rh % 
layes claim tothe Regency ; for who could have a greater care either of the 
young Kings perfon orettate. than hit natural Mother ? But againft her, as 
oeiftg a meet ({ranger to the Nation and affairs of France, Antheny of Bmr fo*^ 
Duk; of Vetsdofmt by defcem, and King of Nmntrr, at the leaft in Title, in the 
Right of Jo*» £ jHfret his wife, the fole Heir of that Crown, byes his elairn 
unto it,as being the firft Prince of the blood, and therefore finer ro be rrufted 
with the Regency by the rules of that government. The Gmifi/m faction joyn 
themfetves to that of the Queen, of whom they better knew how to make ad- 
vantage than they could of the other, and to that end endeavour by all fubtil 
artifices, ro invert her in ir. 

To this end they infinuate themfelves into the Duke, perfwade him either, 
ro relinquffh his demands of the Regency, or to affociate himfelf with the 
Queen-Mother m the publick governmelJt ; and to ioyn counfels with the 
Caiholick party for fnppreflVng the H*f enois % Whwh that they might allure 
htm to, or at leaft take him off from bis fi rtt perfute, they offered to procure * 
Divorce from his prefene wife, and that inftead of holding the Kingdom of 
N*v.wr in Right of his wife, he fhould hold it in hi?own perfooal capacity b> 
a grant from the Pope, his wife being tuft deprived of ic by his Holiness, as 
fufpefted of Lxtbtrakipn ; t hat being divorced from his wife, he mould marry 
<JK*rj Queen of the S<w, with whom he (hould not only have the Kingdom, 
of Sc*/4«*, but of Fs£/**rf alfo, of which Eliz,*i$tb was to be deprived on the 
fame account ; that fbr the recovery of that Kingdom, he (hould not only 
have the Poipes authority, and the power of ft****, but atfo the forces of the 
Krngof5/M«« ; arm* finally, that rhe Carhoiick King did fo much ftudybts 
conrenrment, that if he would rdrwquitrt hi* pretentions 00 the Crown of 
NmvArr^ ne (hould be gfar ifiedby him- with the fewcraiuty and actual poneflton 
of the i*fle of W»m, of which he fttovaidrerewetht Crown wirb aU due fo- 
lemnitie*-. By which temptations when they had render'd him fufpecaed to 
the Proreftant party, and thereby fared the Queen-Mother in that place and 
power, which fo rndaftrioufly fheafpiredto»they hid him by as to the Title, 
permitting him to Vive by the air ©Shape for the Owe tune of his life,- which 
endidotvrheryth. of Hovember Y Anna 10s. Andfomucho^tbe game was 
pfaid in erneft,rhK the&ike of <5»*f*did mmoty labour with ttePope y to tula 
minate his Excommunications againrt £/<%4*Wfe,as one that had renounced his 
authority, apoftatcd'from rheCicndtdcReBgioty and utterly exterminated 
the profiftTion-of it our oP her Dominions.

For this caufe he con- 
fults with fome of the more moderate and judicious Cardinals, and by his refo- 
lution and dexterity, furmountsall difficulties which Oiewcd themfelves in 
the deh°n ; and he refolvcd not only to call the Council, but that it fhould be 
' held in i r»j to which it had been formerly called by Pope Pnni the 3 d. i < . 
that it fhould rather be a continuance of the former Council which had been 
interrupted by the profecmioo of the wars in Germany, than the beginning of a 
new t and that he would incite unto it all Chnftian Princes, his dear daugh- 
ter Queen Elizabeth otE»tl*»d among!! the rert.

Bnt neither this diligence and care in tilling all the vacant Sees with learned i^tfr. 
Paftots, nor the Qtoeens Pro,. I tnation f >r banifhing ill Anabaptids and other 
Sectaries which had rcfortcd hither out of othcrCount rie*, could either f.ee 
the land ftom thofe dangerous in mates, or preferve the Church from the con- 
tagion of their poyfonous doctrines. 1 Toomany of thole Fanatical fpirits li ill 
remained behind, fcattering their tares, and mrper ling their 1 blafphemous fol-' 
lies amonglt fimple people. In which number they prevailed fo far upon 
More and Gt3frys t that the firtl profefs'd himfelf rob;Cruiit, the lait belie- 
ved him to be fu:h,and did fo report hin. Continuing obitinate in this frenzy, 
Geofrys was committed prifoner to the Marfhafea in the Bur rough of So»h- 
tvMri^j and More to the houfe of mad men (commonly called IkthUm) with- 
out Bifhops Gate, in the City of London. Where having remained above a 
year, without fhewingany ftgn of (heir repentance, Geofrys was whipt on the 
20th. of April from the faid ifrfarfba fea to 2S.j/>/ew,w"uh a paper bound about 
his head,which fignified that this was William Geofryt^ molt blafphemous Here- 
tick, who denyed Chrift to be in Heaven. At Beth/em he was whipt again in the 
prefence of More, till the lafh had extorted a confeffion of his damnable error. 
After which Mere was ftript and whipt intheopen ltreerstill he had made the 
likeacknowrledgement, confeffing Chriil to be in Heaven, and himfelf to be a 
vile,miferable,and finful man. Which being done,they were again remitted to 
their feveral prifons for rheir further cure.At which thePapiils made goodgame, 
and charged it onthefcorc of the Reformation, as if the Principles thereof 
did narurally lead men to thofe dreams and dotages. Whereas they could not 
chufe but know,that Chrift our Saviour prophefied of the following times, that 
fome fhould fay let here u r brift, and others would fay lee there it Chrift ; that 
Simon Mtgtu even in the dayes of rhe Apoltles, affnmed unto himfelf the glo- 
rious Title of thegrea: power fdod ; thac MeKAnder in the age next following, 
did boldly arrogate- to himfelf the name of Chrift } and finally that M*»t*»*s, 
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A/> Rev when the Church was ltored with Learned and Religious Prelates , would 
..' ^* needsbc taken and accounted tor the holy GhoH. Orifthey think the Re- 
' 3" formation might pretend unto more perfection than the Primitive times, they 
I 5 fliould have looked no farther back than co King Htnr)\hz7,d. inwhofe 

V-/ r ~W^ Reign the Popes authority in England was at the higueit ; and yet neither t he 
Pope by his authority , nor by the diligence of his Preachersand other Mini- 
llers , could fo fecurethe Church from Moreszxid Geotfrys, but thar two 
men rofeupat that very time, both which affirmed themfelvesto bejefw 
thrift , and were both hanged for it. And as Momanus could not go abroad 
without his MAximi.U and Prifcillaxo difperfc his dotages, fothefc tmpoltors 
alfo had their female followers, of whiih the one affirmed her fell" to be M*ry 
M*^d<le», and the uther that flic was the Virgin M*rj. So that the Reforma- 
tion is to bcexcufed from being acceffary in the leaft degree toihefemcns 
herehes , or elfethe Apoflolical Age , and the Primitive times , yea and the 
Churchof Rome it fell* (whi.h they prize much more ) mult needs come une'e: 
the neceffity of the like condemnation. 

Nor did the ZuingUan GtfpeUfn, or thofe of the Genet tin party , rejoyce 
much lefs at a molt lamentable accident which hapned to the cathedral 
Church of St. P*»l onthefourib q{J*w , on which day, about four or five 
of the clock in the afternoon, a fearful fire firtt Chewed it felf near the top of 
the Steeple, and from thence burnt down the Spire to i he itone-work , and 
Bells, and raged fo terribly, that within the fpace of four hours the Timber and 
Lead of the whole Church , and whatfoever clfe was combuliible in it , was 
miferably confumed and burnt ( .to the great terror and amazement of all be- 
, holders; Which Church, the largett in the ChriMian world for all dimenfions, 
contains in length 7 zo foot , or 240 Taylors yards, in breadth 130 foot, and 
in height h from the pavement to the top of the roof 150 fooc. The Steeple 
from the ground to the crofs dr Weather-cock contained in height 520 foot; , 
of which the fquare Tower onely amounted to 260. the Pyramid or Spire 
to as many more. Which Spire being raifed of maffie Timber , and covered 
over with flieets of Lead , as it was ihemorcapt ro be inflamed , fo was the 
mifchicf more incapable of a prefent remedy. The terror being over, moll men 
began to call about for thcfiiftoccafion of fuch a miferablc misfortune ; the 
generality of the Zumgtian or Gcntvian party affirmed it for a jult judgment 
of God upon an old idolatrous "Fabrick , not throughly reformed and purged 
from irs Superftitions, and would have been content that all other Cathedrals 
in rhc Kingdom had been fodellroyed. The Papifts on the other fide afctibe it 
10 fome practice of the Z«/w^/»<»»fadtion, out of their hatred unto all folem- 
niryand decency in theferviceof God, performed more punSually in that 
Church, for examples fake, than in any other of the Kingdom. But generally 
is was afcribed by the common people to a flafh of lightning, ot fome fuch 
fuddain fire from heaven , though neither any lightning had been fecn , or 
any clap of thunder had been heard that day. Which fiction nctwirhftanding 
got fuch credit amonglt the vulgar , and amongft wifer pcrfons too , that the 
burning of Sr. Pdui's Steeple by lightning was reckoned amonglt the ordina- 
ry Epocbrs or accounts of time in our common Almanacks ; and fo it itcod 
till within thefe thirty years nowlaltpaft, when an old Plumb it ar his death 
confeffed that wofull accident to have hapned through his negligence onely, 
in leaving carelefly a pan of coals and other fewcl in the Steeple when he 
went to dinner, which catching hold of the dry timber in the Spire before his 
return, was grown fo dangerous, that it was not poffible to be quenched , and 
therefore to no purpofe (as he conceived) to make any words of it. Since which 
difcovery, that ridiculous Epochc hath no more been heard of. 

But the Queen quickly hearing what a great misfortune had befallen the 
City, regarded not the various reports of either party , but bent her thoughts 
uprn the fpeedy reparation of thofe fearful ruines ; And knowing righr well 
( withour the help of an Informer ) that the Patrimony of that Church had 
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beep fo wafted in thei'e latter times, thai neither the Bifhop, nor the Dean and ji nm fag 
Chapter were able to contribute any thing proportionable to fo vaft acharge; 2 
She directed her Letters to the Lord Mayor and city of £W«wtotake care '}' 
therein, as molt concerned in the prefervation of their Mother-Church, and [2?J^ 
to the honor of their 'Jit y. In obedience to whofe Royal pleafure, the eiti- 
zens granted a Benevolence and three Fifteens to be fpeedily paid, behdes the 
extraordinary bounty of particular perfons , or was to be iffued from the 
chamber. And that they might proceed therein with the greater zeal, the 
Queen fent in a tboufand Marks in ready money, and warrants for one thou- 
fandload of timber to be fervedout of her Majefties woods. Inconragedby 
which brave example, the Clergy of the Province of Canterbury contributed 
towards the furtherance of the work , the fortieth part of their Benefices which 
Hood charged with firlt fruits,and the thirtieth part of thofe which had paid the 
fame. The Clergy of the Diocefs of London bellowing the thirtieth part of 
inch of their Livings as were under the burthen of that payment,, and the 
twentieth part of thofe which were not. To which the Bifhop added at fevc- 
ral times thefumof 900 1. 1 s.u d.the Dean and Chapter 136 1. 13 s. 4d.By 
which and fome other little helps (the bene. olence, the three fifteens, and the 
contributions of the Bifhop and Clergy, with the aid aforefaid, amounting 
to no more than 6*702 1. 1 3 s. 4 d.) the work was carried onfofaft, that be- 
fore the end of April i$66. the timber work of the roof was not only ftrred, 
but compleatly covered. The railing of a new fpire was taken alfo into con- 
fideration , but conceived unncccfiary ; but whether becaufe it was too 
chargeable, or that Tome feared it might prove a temptation, is not yet de- 
termined. 

And now the feafon of the year invites the Popes Nunc* into England , ad- 
vanced already in his way as far as F Zanders , and chere expecting the Queens 
pleafure touching his admittance ; For the P6pe always conftant to his refo- 
lutions, could not be taken off from fending his Nuncio to the Queen , with 
whom he conceived himfelf to (land upon tearms of amir y. It had been much 
laboured by the Gni/iards and Spaniih faction to divert him from it , by telling 
him that it would be an undervaluing of his power and perfon, to fena a Nun- 
cio into £ifjf/W,or to any other Princes ofthe fame perfwafions, who openly 
profeffed a fcparation from the Sec of Rome. To which he made this prudent 
and pious anfwer, that he would humble himfelf even to Hereiie it fclf ; in 
regard that whatfoever was done to gain fouls to Chrift, did befeem that See. 
And to this refolution he adher'd the rather,bccaufe he had been told and affu- 
red by Karn the old Englifh Agent,that biis Nuncio would be received by one 
half of the Kingdom with the Queens confenu But as it proved, they recko- 
ned both without their Holt and Hoftefs too, who defired not to give enter- 
tainment unto any fuch guefts. For having defigned the Abbot Aiartmlnfo to 
this impioyment, and the Abbot being advanced as far as rl*»itrs y as before 
was fata, be there received the Queens command not to crofs the feas. Upon 
adverrifement whereof ,as well the King of Spain himfelf, as Ferdinand of lo/e- 
d» Duke of Alva, (the moft powerful Minifter of that King) did earneftly in- 
treatthat he might be heard ; commending the caufc of his Legation, as visi- 
bly conducing to the union of all theChrittian Church in a general Council. 
Bnc the Queen perfevered in her firft intcnt,aftuming (he could not treat with 
the Bifhop of fame, whofe authority was excluded out of England by confent 
of Parliament. Nor had the Popes Nuncio in France any better fortune in 
treating with Jbrogmtrton the Englifh Agent in that Court, to advance the 
bufinefs; who though he did folicit by his Letters both the Queen and the 
Council, to give fome fatisfaftion in tnat point to the French and Spaniards, 
(though not unto the Pope himfelf ) could get no other anfwer fr,omihern, 
but the fame denyal. 

For fo it was, that on the firft noife of the N*»cio's coming, the bufinefs 
bad been taken into confideration at the Council Table, and ftrongly pleaded 
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An Ret on boih ,i<ics, 41 mcm judgements varied. By fome it was alleged in favour 
..' of the NhuciSs coming, that Pope Pint was nothing of fo rugged a nature, as 

Eltz, Predcffor ; that he had made a fair addrefs unto the Queen by his lalt years 

Letters; that his deiigns did mo A -apparently tend to the peace of Chrittcn- 
~ ~ ■ j omc , lha[ thc j^cniniog ot the Nnncie was a matter which fignified nothing, 
it being tiill left in her Mijei lies power, whether (he would embrace or reject 
his Overtures ; but that the refuting to admit him to a publick audience, was 
the moft ready way to difoblige all Catholick Princes, with whom (he Itood 
at that time in terms of amity. On the other fide it was alleged, that King 
i7r *rr, a moii prudent Prince, had formerly protetted againlt trie calling of 
this Counc il by Pope Paul the 3d. who did as much pretend to the peace of 
Chriilendome, as the Pope now being j that to admit a Miniver of the Pope, 
in thc quality or capaciry ofaTVWw, inferred a tacit acknowledgement of 
that lupremacy, whereof he had been deprived by Act of Parliament) that 
the Popes of Home have alwaies raifed great advantages by the fmalleft concef- 
ftons, and therefore r hat it was noil expedient for the good of the Kingdom, 
to koep him alwaies at a diftance ; that Queen Mary in favour only unto Tele, 
refnfed to give admittance to Cardinal Pemw^ though coming from the Pope 
in quality of a Legate a Latere • that a great part of the people were in difcon- 
t ent me nt with the change of Religion, and wanted nothing but fuch an op- 
portunity to break out into a&ion,as the Nttnc'ufs prefence might afford rhem; 
and therefore that ic concerned the Queen to be as zealous for Religion and 
the weal of her people, as her lifter the late Queen Mar y was in maintenance 
of Cardinal Pole and his private authority. And to fay truth, the greateft ob- 
ftacle in the way of the NusciSs coming, was partly laid inic bytheindif- 
c ret ion of fome Paptlts in £*/AcwJ,and partly by the precipitancy of the Popes 
Miniftcrs in Ireland. Forfo it was, that the only noife of the coming of a 
Nuncio from the Pope,had wrought in fundry evil-difpofed perfons foch a cou- 
rage and boldnefs, that they did not only break the Laws made againlt the 
Pope and his authority, with great audacity, but fpread abroad falfa and ftan- 
derous reports, that the Queen was at the point to change her Religion, and 
altet thc jjovejnmem of the Realm. Some alfo had adventured further, even 
r o a pra&ifing with the Devil by conjurations, charms, and carting of Figures, 
to be informed in rhe length and continuance of her ma jellies Reign. And on 
the other fide, the Popes Legate being at the fame time in Ireland, not only 
joyned himfelf to fome defperate Travtors, who bufied themfelves inferring 
up rebellion there, but for as much as in him was, had deprived her Majefty of 
all Right and Title to that Kingdom. Upon which grounds it was carried 
clearly by the Board againlt the Nuncio. Nor would they vary from the Vote 
upon the interceffion of rhe French, the S font a* d y or (wnofe difpteafnrc was 
more dangerous) of the Dnke of Alva. 

Nothing difcouraged with the repnlfe which bad been given to the French 
and Spaniard^ theEmperour Ferdinand mull make tryal of his fortune alfo, 
not as they did, in favour of the NantU's coming, but in perfwading her to 
return to the old Religion- To this end he exhorts her by his Letters in a 
friendly way, not to relinquifh the Communion of fo many Catholick Kings 
and Princes, and her own Anceftors into the bargain ; nor to prefer her Tin- 
gle judgement, and the judgement of a few private perfons, and thofe not the 
moll learned neither, before thc judgement and determinar ion of the Church 
of Chritl. That if (he were refolved to perfift in her own opinion, (he fbould 
deal favourably with fo many reverend and Religions Prelates as (he kept in 
prifon, and which (he kept in prifonfor no other reafon but for adhering un- 
to that Religion which himfelf profefled ; and, finally he intreats moft earneft- 
ly, that (he would fet apart fome Churches to the ufe of the Cat hoi icks, in 
which they might with freedome exercife their own Religion, according to 
the Rites and Doarinesof the Church of Kerne, To which defires (he made a 
full and fufficieoi anfwer,by fatisfying him touching her merciful dealing with 
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chofc Bifhops, whom for their obitinacy and many other weighty reafons,fhe x n £ e ~ 
had deprived of their preferments in the Church. And to the relt (he anf wered, 
That fhc had fetlcd her Religion on fo fare a bottome, that (hz coald not eafi- 5" 
ly be changed ; that fhc doubted not bu: that fhe had many learned men in I5^ 14 
her Dominions, which were able to defend the doc-trine by them taught, a- ' *~** 
gain it all Opponents j and that for granting any Churches to theufcofthe 
Papilts, it was a point fo contrary tothc polity and good Lawes of the Land, 
that fhe defi red to be excufed for not yielding to ir. In which lalt fhe fcemed 
to have an eye upon the Edift of the Hmperour Cortftavtine, touching the mee- 
tings of the MMrciomtes^NovntUns, Vtltnun'mns, and other Heretic ks of thac 
age ; In which it Was enjoined, that none of them fhould from thenceforth 
hold any aflemblys, and that for the more certain conforming unto his De- 
cree, thofe Churches or other houfes whatfoever they were, inwhichthey 
ufed to hold their Meetings, fhould be demolifhed to the ground, to the end 
that there might be no place in which fuch men as were devoted to their fu- 
perltitious faction, might have the opportunity of aflembling together. For 
which the Reader may confult Eufebim in the life oiConftMtUe^ltb.^.cAo. 63. 
But thac it might appear both to him and others, that flic was ready to fhew 
all jult favours, fhc laid a molt fevcre command upon all bcr Officers,for the 
full payment of all fuch penfions, as bad been granted unto all fuch Abbots, 
Monks and Fri:rs,in the timeofher father, as were not fince preferred in the 
Church to cures or dignities. And this fo be performed to the utmoft far- 
thing, on pain of her molt high difplcafure in pegle& thereof. 

It could not be but thac the governing of her affairs with fuch an even and 
tteady hand, though it occafioned admiration in fome, mult needs create both 
envy and difplealure in the hearts of other Chriftiin Princes, from none of 
which Ihe had a julter caufc to fear fome practice, than the King of Spnin, oc 
rather from the fierce and intemperate Spirit of the Duke of Aha,is appeared 
afterwards when he was made Lord Deputy, or Vice-Gcrent of the Belgick 
Provinces. They had both fhewed themfelves offended, becaufe their inter- 
ceflion in behalf of the Nuncio had found.no better entertainment ; and when 
great perfons are difplcafed, it is no hard matter for them to revenge them- 
felves, if they find their adverfaries either weak or nor well provided. But the 
Queen looked fo well about her, as not to be taken tardy in either kind. For 
which end fhe augments her (tore of Arms and Ammunition, and all things ne- 
ceffary for the defence of her Kingdom; whichcourfe fhe had happily begun in 
the year foregoing.But holding itafafer maxim in the Schools of Polity, not 
to admit, than to endeavour by ftrong hand to expel an enemy, She entertains 
fome fortunate thoughts of walling her Kingdom round about with a puifTanc 
Navy, for Merchants had already incrcafed theit (hipping, by managing fome 
part of that wealthy trade which formerly had been monopolized by rhe Hanfe 
or Eafterlingt. And fhe refol ves not to be wanting to her fclf in building (hips 
of fuch a burthcn,and To fit for fervice, as might inable her in fliorc time, not 
only to protect her Merchants,but command the Ocean.Of which the Spjtnitrd 
found good proof to his great lofs, and almolt to his total ruine, in the laft 20 
years of her glorious govcrnment.And knowing right well thac mony was the 
finew of war,(he fell upon a prudent and prefent courfc to fill her cofTers.Moft 
of the monies in the Kingdom were of forein coynage, brought hither for the 
molt part by the Ealtcrling and Flemtfo Merchants. Thefe (he called in by Pro- 
climation t dated the 1 5th. of November (being but two dayes before the end of 
this 3d. year) commanding them to be brought: to her Majeflies Minr,thee to 
be coyhed, and take the (tamp of her Royal authority, or othetwife not to pafs 
for* current within this Realm, which counfel took fuch good effeft, that mo- 
nies came flowing into the Mint, infomuch thac there was weekly brought in- 
to the Tower of London, for the fpace of half a year together, 8000. 10000. 
1 1000. 16000. 20000. 2aoool.offilver plate, and as much more inPiitols, 
and other gold of Spanijh coins, which were great fams according to the (land-

l <C ThegwwftwJ flept not all this while,but were as bufily imployed in pratfi- 

| 15 pi. fmguponthe Church, as were the Romanifts in plotting againft the Queen. 
^ Nothing would fatisfie them, but the nakednefs and limplicity of the Zi<mgit- 
au Churches, the new fafhions taken up at Franck^fort, and the Presbyteries of 
Geneva, According to the pattern which they faw in tbofe mounts, the Church 
of England is to be modell'd ; nor would the Temple of Jerufalem have lcrved 
their turn, if a new Altar fafhioncd by that which they found at Damufcks, 
might not have been erected in it. And they drove on fo faft upon ir, that in 
i'ome places they had taken down the ftcps where the Altar Hood, and brought 
the Holy Table into the midlt of the Church ; in others they had laid aiidethe 
anrienc ufe of Godfathers and Godmothers in the adminillration ofBaptitm, 
and left the anfweri»g for the child to the charge of the father. The weekly 
Falls, the time of Lent, and all other dayesof abiiincnce by the Churchcom- 
manded, were looked upon as fuperftitious observations. No fart by them al- 
lowed of but occafional only, and then too of their own appointing. And 
the like courfe they took with the Fcttivals alio, neglecting rhofe which had 
been inltitutedby the Church, as humane inventions, not ht to be retained in 
a Church reformed. And finally, that they might wind in there cutlandifh 
Doctrines with fnch forein ufages, they had procured fome of the inferiour 
Ordinaries to impofe upon their feveral Parifhe?, ccrrain new books of Ser- 
mons and Expoluions of the holy Scripture, which neither were required 
by the Queens Injunctions, nor by Act of Parliament. Some abufes alfo 
were discovered in the Regular Clergy, who ferved in Churches of peculiar or 
exempt jurifdiction. Amonglt whom it began to grow too ordinary, ro marry 
all fuch as came unto them, without Bains or Licence, and many times not 
only without the privity, but againft the exprefs pleafure and command of 
theit Parents. For which thofe Churches paft by the name of LvYUjfc Church- 
es in the voice of the people. 

For remedy whereof it was found neceflary by the Archbifhop of Canterbu- 
ry, to have recourfe unto the power which was given unto him oy the Queens 
Commhfion, and by a daufe or. pafTage of the Act of Parliament for the Uni- 
formity of 'Common Prayer and Service in the Church, &c. Ai one of thcCom- 
miffioners for Caufes Ecclefiaftical, he was authorized with the reft of his af- 
fociates, according to the Statute made in that behalf, To reform^cdreffe^crder^ 
correct and amend all fnch Errours, Herefies, Schtfms, abt*Jes t offtneet, contempts 
and enormities robatfoever , as might from time to time arifein the Church of 
England, and did require to be redrejfed and reformed to the pleafure of A /might y 
God, the increafe ofvertue, and confervation of the peace and unity of the Kingdom, 
And in the pailageof the Act before remembred, it was efpecially provided, 
** That all fuch Ornaments of the Church, and of theMinifiers thereof,fhou!d 
"be retained and be in ufe, as were in the Church of England by authority of 
u Parliament, in the fecond year of the Reign of King Edward the 6th. until 
" further Order fhould be therein taken by authority of the Queens Ma jetty, 
•* with the advice of her Commiflioners Appointed & Ordered under the Great 
*' Seal of England for Caufes Ecclefialticai, or of the Metropolian of this 
"Realm. And alfo if there fhall happen any contempt or irreverence to be 
•'ufed in the Ceremonies or Rites of the Church, by the mifufing ofthcOr- 
"dersofrbefaid Book of Common Prayer ; the Queens MajcHy might by the 
"like advice of the faid Commiflioners or Metropolitan, Ordain or publifh 
** fnch further Ceremonies or Rites, as fhould be moft for the advance of Gods 
plory. the edifying of his Church, and the due reverence of Chrifts holy My- 
«« lteries and Sacraments. 

Fortified and aflurcd by which double power, the Archbifhop by the Queens 
confent, and the adrice of fome of the Bifhops, Commiflionared andinthu- 
etedtothe fame intent, fcts forth a certain book of Orders to be diligently 
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obfefvcd and executed by all and lingular perfons whom it might concern. In ji n R ea 
which ic was provided, 44 That no Parfon, Vicar or Curate of any exempt 
'« Church, (commonly called L*wtefs Churches) (hould from thenceforth at- 
44 tempt 10 conjoin, by folemnization of Matrimony, any not being of his 
"or their Parifh Church, without fufftcient teliimony of the Bains being 
44 ask'd in the feveral Churches where they dwel,or otherwife were fufficiently 
44 licenced. That there ftiould be no other dayes obferved for Holy days or 
** Facing dayes, as of duty and commandment, but only fuch Holy dayes as 
** beexprefkd for Holy dayes in the Calendar lately fet forth by the Queens 
4< authority; and none other Falling dayes to be lb commanded, but as the 
*' Lawes and Proclamations of the Queens Ma jelly fhould appoint ; that it 
" mould not be lawful to any Ordinary, to alTign or enjoyn the Parilhes to 
c< buy any Hooks of Sermons or Expositions in any fort,than is already,or (hall 
4 'be hereafter appointed bypublick Authority ; that neither the Curates, or 
** Parents of the children which are brought to Baprifm, {"hould anfwer for 
" them at the Font, but that the antient ufc of Godfathers and Godmothers 
41 fhould be Hill retained; and finally, that in all fuch Churches in which the 
' Heps to the ^^car were not taken down,che laid Heps fhould remain as before 
* they did j that the Communion Table ihould be fet in rhe laid place 
* * where thi Heps then were, or had formerly ftood ; and that the Table of Gods 
44 Precepts fhould be fixed upon the wall over the faid Communion Board. 
Which patTagc compared with that in the Advertifements, publilhed in the 
year 1565. (of which more hereafter) make Hp this conduction, that the 
Communion Table was to ftand above the fteps, and under the Command- 
ments j and therefore all along the wall, on which the ten Commandments 
were appointed to be placed, which was dire&ly where the Altar had ftood be- 
fore. Some other Innovations and difordershad been obtruded on the Church 
at the fame time alfo by thofc of the Genevian faction ; for the fupprefltfcg 
whereof, before they fhould prefcribc to any Antiquity, the hkecoarfe was 
taken. Hue what thofc Innovations and diforders were, will cafily be feen by 
the perufal of the Orders themfelves, Qhkh were then publifhcd in Print by 
the Queens command ; as a judicious Apothecary is able to conjecture by the 
Doctors Recife at the diftcmpcr of the Patient,, and the true quality of the 
difeafe. 

Nothing elfe memorable in this year of a pnblick nature,but the foundation 
of the Mercha>it-7*jlors School in London^ firft founded by the Matter, War- 
den and Alliitants of the Company of Merchant-Taylors, whence it had the 
name, and by them founded for afeminary to St John's in Oxon, built and 
endowed at the fole coHs and charges of one of their Livery. The School kept 
in a fair large houfe in the Parifh of St Laurence Pontnej^ heretofore called the 
Mannorof Roofe 9 belonging to the Dukes of Buckingham ; towards the pur- 
chafe and accommodating whereof to the prefentufe, five hundred pounds 
was given by one Richsrd Hi\ls y who had been once Matter of the Company, 
and Hill lives in the charity of fo good a work. The day of the foundation 1$ 
affirmed by Siorvto have been the 11 o(M*rch y and fo may cither fall in the 
year 1 5 60. or 1 561 . according to the feveral computations which are now in 
ufe ; buthowfoever within thecompafs of this third year of the Queen. And 
it is probable, that it may be fixed by him upon that day, either becaufe the 
purchafe of the Houfe doth bear date upon it,or becaufe it was then firft open- 
ed for a Grammar School. And of this kind, but of a far more private nature, 
was the foundation of another Grammar School in the Town of Sandwich t bxx\\t 
at the charge of Sir Roger Manwood, and indowed with 40 1. per annnm y which 
was a very large allowance as the times then were.

But the Legats might have fpared themfelves the trouble of thefc confide- 
rations, the Protellant BiOiops of England not being fo forward to venture 
themfelves into t hat Council on fm h weak aflurance , conlidering how ill the 
fafe conduct had been formerly kept to John Hns and Jerom of Prague 
at the Council of C0nfb4.net : And as for thole of the Papal party, though they 
might hive a good will to be gadding thither , yet the Queen kept them fafc 
enough from going abroad. So that there was no hopes for any Englilh Bi- 
fhops of either party to attend that fervice;The Queen had abfolutely rcfufed 
to admit the Nando, when he was fent on purpofe to invite them to it. And 
fome of the mod learned of that facred Order had fhown fnfficienr reafons in 
their printed Mam/eft, wh y no fu:h fcrvice or attendance could be looked for 
from them. One Scipb, a Gent leman of Venice , who formerly had fome ac- 
quaintance with Bifhop Jcwtl when he was a ftudent in Padua , had heard of 
Martinineo't ill fuccefs in his Negotiation, which notwithftandino, he re- 
folved tofpend fome eloquence in labouring to obtain that point by his pri- 
vate Letters, which the Nuncio could not gain as a publick Minirter ; And to 
this end he writes his Letters of ex population to his old friend Mr. jewel, 
preferred not long before to the See of Saltfhmry , in which he feemed to ad- 
mire exceedingly that England fhouid fend no Ambaflador , nor Menage, or 
Letter, to excufc their Nations abfence from the general Appearance of 
ChrilHanity \nthx Sacred Ceuucil; In the next place, he highly extolled the 
antiquity and ufeof General Councils , as the one! y means to decide com ro- 
verfies in Religion , andcompofr. the diftra&ions in the Church , concluding 
it a fnperlarive fin for any to decline the authority ofir. But this Letter di3 
not long remain unanfwered> that learned Prelate was not fo unftndied jnthe 
nature of Councils, as not to know how little of 2 General Comtcil could be 
found at Trent ; And therefore he returns an Anfwer to the Propofition , fo 
eloquently penned, and foclaborately digofted, that neither Sclp,o himfclf, nor 
any other of that party, durft reply upon him ; the Anfwer to be found ar large 
in the end of the hiftory of this Council, trandated into Englifh by Sir Natha- 
niel Brent, late Warden of Morton College in Oxon, &c. which rhough it were 
no other than the Anfwer of one fingle Prelate , and writ on a particular oc- 
cafion to a private friend , yet fince it fpeaks the fenfe of all the reft of the Bi- 
fhopa, and to jufttfie the refult of the Council- Table on the debate about ac- 
cepting or refuftng the Popes invitation , it will not be amifs to prefent the 
fum and fubrtance of it in a fhort Epitome. 

In the firft place he fignifies to the faid Sciplo> that a gfeat part of the world 
profemng the name of Chrift ( as Greeks, Armenians, Ab}fines, &c. with all 
the Eartern Church ) were neither fent to nor fummoncd to this Council. 
Secondly, T^tt En gland** abfence was not fo great a wonder , feeing many 
other Kingdoms and Freeftates (as Dmtnarl^, Sweden, Scotland , Princes of 
Germany , and Hanfe-townt ) were not represented in this Council by any of 
their Ambafladors. Thirdly, That this pretended Council was not called 
according to theantient cuftom of the Church, by the Imperial Amhorhy , 
but by the Papal Hfmrpation. Fourthly, That Trent was a petty place, not of 
fufficient receit far fuch multitudes as neceflarily fhould repair to a General 
Council. Fifthly , That Pope Pms the 4th. by whofe command the Council 
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was rc-aflcmblcd, purchafcd bis place by che unjuft pra&kes of Simonie and 
Briberie, and managed it with murder and cruelty. Sixthly, That repairing to 
Councils was a free act , and none ought to be condemned of Contumacy , if 
it flood more with theit conveniency to ftay at home. Seventhly , That an- 
tiemly it was accepted as a rcafonableexcufe of holy Pijlroft , abfenting or 
withdrawing themfclves ftom any Council , if they vehemently fufpetfed 
ought would be atted therein prejudicial to the truth , lelt their ( though not 
actual) included concur rence might be interpreted a countenancing thereof. 
Eighthly, Thac our Bifhops were employed in feeding their Flocks, and go- 
verning their Churches , and could not be fparcd from their ihargc without 
prejudice to their confeiences. Nimbly, That the Members of that Council 
of /r*»/,both Bifhops and AbbotS , were by Oath pregaged to the Pope , lo 
defend an dm am tain ho Authority ao^amfl all the wo* Id. And laHly, He delired to 
know in what capacity the Englifh Cletgy fhould appear in this Council , not 
as free perfons to dcuate matters therein , in regard t bey had been pre-con- 
demnea as Hereticks by Pope Julius the 3d. nor as offenders to receive the 
fenrence of condemnation, to which they had no reafon to fubmit themfclves. 

Of thefe refufals and the reafonsof them , neither the Pope at Home, nor 
the C ardinal Legats in the Council could pretend to be ignorant, yet Hill the 
expectation of the comming of fome Englifh Bifhops mul* be kept on foot , 
partly for the encouragement of fuch as were there already , and partly for the 
drawing on of others who came (lowly forwards , and fometimes alfo it was 
ufed for an artifice to divert the Prelates when any bufinefs was in agitation 
which feemed dangerous to them. For foit hapned, that fome of the Prelates 
being earned in the point of Relidence, none of the Legats could devife a bet- 
ter expedient to put off that Que(lion,tbanto propofe that fomo0ieans fhould 
be ufed to fet at liberty the Englifh Bifhop? avhich were imprifoned by their 
Queen, that comming to the Council it might be faid , that tnat noble Nation 
was prefent alfo, and not wholly alienated from the Church. This pleafed all , 
but the common opinion was, that it might fooner be defired than hoped for : 
They concluded , that the Queen having refufed to receive a Nuncio exprefly 
fentfromthe Pope, it could not behoped that fhe would hearken to the 
Council ; therefore all they could do was, to perfwade the Catholick Princes 
to mediate tor them : And mediate though they did, as before was faid , both 
for the admitting of the Nuncio, and the reltoring of thofe Bifhops to t heir for- 
mer liberty, they were not able to prevail, efpecially as to the licenfmg of any 
of them to attend the Council ; which if the Queen had yielded to, fhe mult 
have armed To many of her enemies to diliutb her peace , who queftionkfs 
would have pra&ifed with the Ambaffadors of all Princes , and with th« Pre- 
lates of all Nations whom they found there prefent, to work fome notable al- 
teration in the Government and affairs of England. Of all rhe Bifhops which 
were left in England n the end of i he Parliament , I find none but Patetoi 
tforcefier and Goldnel of St. jifaph who forfook the Kingdom , though poffibly 
many of the reft might have done foalfo, if they had not either been well 
watched , or rruftcd upon their Parol to be forth-comming ( as the phrafe is ) 
upon all occafions. And though I find the name of /^wr/fubferibed to fome 
of the former Sefsions , yet it is not to be found to this , the man being of a 
moderate and gentle fpirit , and posfibly not willing to engage himfelf in any 
Counfels which might prove detrimcnral to his native country ; And as for 
Goldnel , though his zeal to Popery was ilrong enough ro carry him beyond 
the Seas, yet it did not carry him fo far as Trent , there being fo many retire - 
ing places nearer home in which he might repofe himfelf with more con- 
tentment. 

Bar leaving the Fathers in Trent to expect the comming of the holy 
Ghoft in a cloak-big from Rome , according to the common fcorn which was 
put upon them , we muft prepare our felves for England , firft taking in out 
way the affairs of France t which now began to tike up a great part of the 
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thoughts of the Queen and her Council. The Reformed Religion bad made An, RfQ* 
fome entrance in that kingdome during the Reign of king trancia the firlf, Eliz., 4. * 
exceedingly difperfed and propagated in moft parts thereof , notwithrtanding VI* 
the frequent Martyrdoms of particular perfons, the great and terrible Matlacres 
of whole TownShips, Commonalties, and Churches, even by hundreds and 
thoufands in divers places of the Realm. To which encreafc, the fickle nature 
of the French, the diligence of their Preachers , and the near neighbourhood 
of Geneva, were of great advantage ; all which advantages were much improv- 
ed by the aurhoriry and reputation which Calvin carried in thofe Churi hes , 
and the contentment which the people took in a form of Governmen , where- 
in they were to have a flure by the rules of their Difcipline, and the cby draw 
the managery of affairs unto themfelves. Being grown numerous in the City 
of Tours , and not permitted to enjoy the liberty < f affembling within the 
walls , they held their meetings, at a village not far off, fortheir public k De- 
motions ; the way to which leading through the gate of St. /Inyo is thought to 
have occasioned the name of Hngontts, which otffers think to have been given 
theinby reafon of their frequent nightly meetings , refembled by the French 
to the walking of a Night-fpirit which they called St. Hugh \ but from whac 
ground foeverit came , it grew in fhorc time to be generally given as a by- 
name to thofe which profeffed the Reformed Religion, ( whether in France or 
elfe- where) after Calvin's platform. Their numbers not diminished by fo 
many butcheries, gave them the reputation of a party both Hout and active, 
which rendred them the fubjeet of fome jealoufie to the Roman CatUlitks, and 
fpeually to thofe of the Houfe of Gnife y who laboured nothing more than 
their extirpation. But this feverity forted to no other effect thin to confirm 
them in their Doctrines , and attract many others to them , who difdained to 
fee poor people drawn every day to the Stake to be burned , guilty of nothing 
but of zeal to worfhip God, and to fave their own fouls: To whom were 
joyned many others, who thinking the Gmjiardi to be the caufe of all the dif- 
orders in the Kingdom , judged ic an Heroick Act to deliver itfrom opprefli- 
on, by taking the publick Administration out of their hands. 

But nothing more encre'afed their party than the accelfion of almoSt all the 
Princes of the Blood of the Houfe of Bnrbon , rhe Chiefs whereof were the 
Duke of I'cndtfm , (who called himfelf Kingof Navarr in right of his Wife ) 
the Princes of Condc , the Duke of Montptn/ier , who finding themfelves neg- 
lected by the Queen-Mother, and oppreffed by the Guiftards , retired in no 
final 1 difcomments from the Court , and being otherwife unable to make 
«ood their quarrels, offered themfelves as Leaders of the llu^onot-fall ion , 
who very cheerfully fubmitted to their rule and conduct. The better to con- 
firm their minds, they caufed the principal Lawyers of Germany znA Fr.tnce , 
and the moll famous Prorellant Divines, to publish in writing , that without 
violating the Majelty bf the King, and the dignity of the lawful Migiitrate , 
they might oppofc with Arms the violent Domination of the Houfe of Guife , 
whodid not ondy labour to fupprefs the true Religion , and obftruct the free 
piffage of Juftkc, but feemedto keep the King in prifon. Having thus formed,, 
their Party in the minority of King branch the fecond, their firft deiignwas, 
that a grear multitude Should appear before the King without Arms , to de- 
mand, that the fevcity of the judgments might be mitigated, and libertyof 
confeiem e granted ; intending that they Should be followed by Gentlemen, 
who Should make ("application againft the Government of the Guifiardt. But 
the purpofe being made known to the Court, the King was removed from 
Blofs an open Towfll to the Strong Caftle of Amfoifr, as if he could not other- 
wife be fafe from fome prefent Treafon : After which followed a ftrict inquiry 
afrer all thofe who had a hand in thedefign,thepuniShmentof fome , and the 
flight of others, with the conclusion taken up by the Gmftan faction, to fettle 
the Sp miih Inejuifition in the Realm of France. To pacifie the prefent troubles, 
an Edict is published by the King on the 1 8th. of March 1 56*0. ( in the French 
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" accottfiOfor the pardoning of all, who fimply moved wirh the zeal ot Reli- 

An. Ar <5* ion> had ingaged in the fuppofed confpiracy, upon condition that they dilar- 
med within 24 hours ; and after that another Edi&,by which a general pardon 
was indutged to all Reformats, but fo,that all aflemblies under the colour 
of Religion were prohibitedby it, and a charge laid upon the Bifhops to take 
unto tbemfeWesthe cognifanceof all caufes of Heretic in their tcveral Diocef- 
fes. But this fo little edified with thofc of that party, that greater tumults 
were occafioned by it, in Province, Lamgttedocl^ and iuMo*. To whu h places 
the Minifters of Geneva were called, who molt willingly came. By whole Ser- 
mons the nnmber of Proteliants fo increafed intbofe Provinces,and by their 
Agents in moft others,that in this year 1561. they were diltribured into two 
thouland one hundred and fifty Churches, as appeared upon a juit computati- 
on of them. 

But in the midlt of thefe improvements, tbepowerand reputation of the 
tide was fhrewdly weakned by the falling off of Anthony Duke of *W*/W,and 
King of N*varr y who did not only openly forfake the party, but afterwards 
joined himfelf in counfel anddelign againft it with the Duke of Guife. The 
foundring of fo great a pillar, thrcatned a quick ruine to the fabrick, if fomc 
other butterefs were not found to fappacc the fame. The war was carried on 
from one place to another, but fecmed to aim moil at the reduction of Nor- 
mandr, where the Hagonoti had poffeflcd themfelves of fome Towns and Ca- 
tties, by which they might be able todittrefs the City of ?mrit % and thereby 
make a °reat impreflion ontbe reft of the Kingdom. It was thereupon advifed 
by Lewu Prince of Conde, the Cardinal Cb*ftitien % and other of the principal 
Leaders, that they fhould put themfelves under the protection of the Queen 
o(Kng/and t who had not long before fo feafonably relieved the Sett in the 
likedittrefs. No better counfel being offered, nor any hope of fuccour to 
be had elfewhere, the Vidame oiChartre(fe y Governour at that time of the Port 
otNtrvh*ven % together with the Baylift of£w», the Senefhal ofD/V/>, and 
others,made their addrefs unto the Queen in the name of the Prince of Cokde, 
and of all the reit of the Confederatei, who profefled the Gofpel in that King- 
dom ; they profcredto her the faid Towns whereof they had charge, if i C 
would pleafe her Majcfty to further their proceedings m defence of the Go- 
fpel (as they called it.) And feemed to jnlUfie their offer by a publick ac- 
knowledgement , that her Majetty was not only true inherirour to thofe 
Towns, bat alfoto the whole Kingdom of France. But neither their coming, 
nor their meffage was unknown unto her, who had been fecretly advertifed of 
all pattages there by Sir Nicholas Throgptorton, a vigilant and dexterous man, 
who being her Ma jetties Refident in that Kingdom, had driven the bargain be- 
fore hand, and made all things in readinefs againtt their coming. Nor was the 
Queen hard to be intreated to appear in that caufc which feemed fo much to 
her advantage. She was not ignorant of the pretentions of the Queen o(Scot/ y 
and the practices of her Uncles of the Houfeof Gmife to advance her interefs. 
Who if they fhonld potfefs themfelves of all the ttrengths in the Dukedom of 
Normandy y m\%ht from thence find an eatiepaffageinto £*fW,wben fh c \ tt ^ 
looked for them. 

On thefe and other confederations of the like importance, it was agreed up- 
on between them,thar the queen fhould fupply the Prince of Conde and his 
affociates, with a fufficient quantity of money, corn, and ammunition, for 
the fervice of the French King, againtt the plots and practices of the Houfc of 
G **f« ; that fhe fhould aid them with her forces both by land and fca, for the 
taking in offuch Catties, Towns, and Ports, as were poffcflcd by the faction 
of the faid Duke ; that the faid Prince of Condi and his aflociates fhould not 
come to any terms of peace with the oppotite party, without the privity and 
approbation of the Queen ; and that as well for fecuring the payment of all 
fuch monies, as for the fafe going in and outofallfuch forces as her Ma jefty 
fhould fupply them with,thc Town and Port oiNe»bsve* fhould be put unto

of Chriltendom before her own particular interefs ; that inperfuanceof thac 
general arVe&iontothepnbliik peace, The had rclinquifhed her claim rothe 
Town of Cnlais for the term of eight years, when as all other Princes were re* 
llored by that Treaty to their loit eftates \ that for the fame rcafons flaehad 
undertaken to preferve theScwi from being made vallals ro the French* with- 
out retaining any part of that Kingdom in ber own potfeilion afrer the fecvicc 
was periormed ; that with the like bowels of coinmiieration, flic had obferved 
how much the Queen- Mother of France was awed, and the young King him- 
fclf inthrallcdby the Gmiftan faction, who in their names, and under pretence 
of their authority, endeavonred to root out the piofeflois of the Reformed 
Religion ; that in pertuance of that purpofe, they had taufed fuch terrible 
maifacrcs to be made at fAffcj, Parte, Sent, Thobnje, Rloyt y lowers, Anjicrt, 
and other places* that there were thought robe butchered no fewer than one 
hundred thoufand of the naturall Frencn, between rhe firil of CMarch and the 
aoth. of An^ufl then Ut palt ; that with like violence and injufticc, thiy had 
treated fuch of her Magics fubjeets as traded in the Ports of 5w4gw,whom 
they caufed to be apprehended, fpoiled, and miferably imprifoncd, inch as en- 
deavoured to preferve thcmfclves to be cruelly killed, tneir goods and mer- 
chandise to be Ceized, without charging any other crime upon them, but that 
they were H*ron«s; and finally, that in confideration of the Premifes, her 
Majefty could do nolefs thin ufeherbeft endeavors for referring the French 
King and his Mother, out of the power of that dangerous faction , for aiding 
fuch of the French fubje&s as preferred the fervice of their King, and the 
good of their Country, before allother refpe&s wbatfoever, for prcferving the 
Reformed Religion from an nniverfal deltru&ion, and the maintaining of her 
own fubjects and Dominions in peace and farety. 

Nor did {he only publilh the aforefaid Manifsrt,tbe better to fatisfie all thofc 
whom it might concern in the reafonsof her taking arms upon thisoccafion, 
but (he gives a more particular account of it to the King of Spain, whom (he 
coniidered as the chief Patron of the Gaifian League. And knowing how un- 
fa fe it was for her to appear alone in a caufe of tnat nature and importance* 
fhe deals by ICnoM* and orhcr of her Agents, with the Ptinces of Germany , to 
give their timely affittance to the Prince of Conde, in maintenance of that Re- 
ligion which themfelves profefled. But howfoever, noc expecting the fuccefs 
of thofe counfels, fhe proceeds to the fupplying of the faid Prince and his 
party, with all things neceflary for the war, and fends over a fufficient ftrength 
of Glipj, arms, and men, as well to fcour the fcas, asfecure the land. The 
men amounting to 6000. were divided into two equal parrs, of which the one 
was defined to the defence of Rowen and Diepe^ then being in the hands of the 
Confederates,- t he other to take poficflion of the Town of Newbaven, which 
by the Townfmen and Inhabitants was joyfully furrender*d into the hinds of 
the £n£lifh. The Town commodioufly feated at the mouth of the 5*/**, and 
having the command of a fpacious Bay, in former times not much obferved or 
elleenrcd. But being more carefully considered of by King FrancU the firft, 
hecaufedtbeBaytoDe inlareed, the paftages into it cleared, and the entran- 
ces of it to be ftrongly fortified ; which falling into the hands of any enemy, 
might have deftroyrd the trade of Rowen and Parity being both built upon the 
River. Called for this reafon Frantifcofolui by our Latine Writers, Ncrvbd- 
t*»by the F.nglifh Merchant, and Haver eT Grace (by reafon of the beauty 
of it) amongft the French, it hath been looked on ever fince as a place of con- 
Sequence, For her Commander in Chi;f, (he fends over the Lord Ambrofe 
D»di*r, the eldeft fon then living of the late Duke of Notthumberlana\vthovn. on 
the a6th. of Ifeffafcr,(hehad created Lord Lip, and Earl of WmmUk* And he 
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, ac cordingl y preparing for his pafTagc over, took (hipping at Ptnfmoutbi 

ri' 17th. of October, but was fo hindered by crofs wind*, tuir be could not 

' "4* teach the Town till the 49th. where he was fdiemnly received with a peal of 
*5f JJ» Ordnanve. On the morrow after he received into the Town a Troop of Light- 
^A^v^J horfe-roen, all 5for,and of the Regimentof Count M«mgomerf y which were 
lent to him from tbe Port of Diep ; and the next day be took the Oath of hie 
principal Officers, on whofe fidelity and courage thefafaty of the place fce- 
med molt to depend. On the 4th. of November, a Bark belonging to the 
Town,brought in four Merchants Ships of Bretague, fraughted for the moft 
part with Gufcoiu Wines j as afterwards two more with tbe like commodity, 
which proved a great refrefhment to the fouldiers in it. Andon the 6tb. the 
Reingrave (hewed himfelf upon the top of the hills with two thoufand foot ; 
betwixt whom and the garifon fouldiers of H*rr/j>ir on the one fide, andthofc 
of Ncwhdvtn on the other,the remainder of the year was taken up in continu- 
al skirmifhes. 

Crofs we next over into ScotUnd y that we may fee in what conditipn our 
affairs Hood there. The death of the late French King had made that King- 
dom fo uncomfortable io<hc Queen of that (hz defired to baften back 
into her own. And thereunto fhe was orach animated by the Heads of either 
ft&ion, but oil different ends. Her prefence earneftly foltcited by the Popiih. 
party, in hope by her authority to fupprefs their oppofites, and by the Prote- 
iUnts,on fome flrong prefumptions, that they could deal better with her when 
they had her there, than when fhe was protected by the power of Fr*nce 9 and 
governed by thccounfels of the Guifitn faftion. Before her leaving of thac 
Kingdom* fhe hid been pfefTed by ^Jtaf «mt/m» the Englifh Rcfidenr, to ratine 
the Pacification made at Edenborougbjuo which (he would by no means yield, 
till (he had advifed with tbe nobility, and other of her fnbje&s of tbe Realm 
of Th a makes the Queen of EnfUnd doubtful that fhe (honld be 

deferred by the Scots of tbe Congregation, to whom fhe had done fo many 
good offices in tbe time of their troubles. But having dealt with fome of the 
chief amongll them, fhe found a refolution in them,for adhering to her, which 
fp affured her on that fide, thac fhe feared but little danger from the Queen 
and her pare y, wbenfoever fhe came. Which not wit hitanding, it was held co 
be tbe fafer courfe to intercept ber if they could in her pafTagc thither. And to 
that end a fquadronof ihipa was fent to fca, but under colour of fnppreffing 
fome Piratcs,by whom rhe trade of merchandife was given'onc to be hindered. 
But the taking of one of the Scotch (hips, with tbe Earl of Eg/ingtou y and other 
paffengers of that Nation were making homewards, declared fufficiently thac 
they looked for a far richer prize. But for t he Queen of Scots her felf, by rea- 
fon of a thick fog which hung over tbe feas, fhe pad by the Eng/ijh unpercei- 
ved, and landed at the Port ofLeetbon the 20th. of Aueuft, Anno 1 561. From 
thence flie fends Lethiugtem the younger, with Letters to the Queen of Eng~ 
l*»dy tending efpecially toexprefs that great love and kindnefs which (he bare 
to her, as to her dearelt friend and Si(t .r,and the defire fhe had to continue in 
true and fincere friendship with her. At what time fhe received tetters alfo to 
the fame effect from fome of the Nobility of that Kingdom. In which they fig- 
nified wit hall, 7 hat the fureft v>0j to continue amity and friendship betwixt them 
twojmtrt to declmre the Queen of Scots to be her next and liwful heir t» the Xiugdem 
0} England. 

But this demand, as it was unlocked for,fo was ic of roo high a nature to be 
haitily anfwered. So that tbe Laird of Lethmgton con\d prevail no further at 
that time,than to gain a promife from rhe Queen, that fhe would do nothing 
to the prejudice of tbe Title of her Cofen of Scotland. The reft was left to be 
confidered of in a perfonal conference, appointed to be held at in tbe 
end of June. Which motion firft proceeded from the Quecnof Scots, who was 
thought to have been earocft and real in it, partly for making a firm peace with 
her filter of E*gl*nd#*A partly to make her fclf known to the principal fubjefts 
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©f that Cottiitry. Neither was the meet ing- difliked of t he better forr,as think- An, Re? 
ing it would ferve, be hdes the prefer vat ion of the common peace, to bring - 
her to a liking of the Reformed Religion. Bnc they who wcrepopifhly fet) 
fearing greatly the conference, fpake openly agaiaft it, faybg, that of fuch in- IJi^L 
terviews, there was never feen any good eflre&; and that it would not be fafc 
for the Queen of Scats to put her felf into the power of her, to whofe King- 
<bm the had made a claim. But notwithftandwg thefe unprofitable delibera- 
t»ons,tbc interview was agreed upon, and the nu ubers on cither fide determi- 
ned, and all things provided for the journey, When fuddenly the Queen of 
Emgj*»dby her Letters excufed her felf, defiring that it might be refpked till 
the year next following. Whichthc Sew Queen wai notforry to hear upon 
further thoughts, countering how much the Frtnch King and her Uncles of 
the Houfe cAG*<fe, might have been diflatisfied on the newesof that Incec- 
Parleance. Neither did Queen tl^aitth want her rcafons to decline the 
meeting,which fome believe was never really intended by her; but that fl-.e ho- 
ped the fail would have been on the other fuse, which would have given \)zv 
che fame caufe of quarrel agiinl* the daughter, which King Her. r took agaic(i 
the father, on the like difappointment. Othersc«mcciv-d,ihai flic mi^ht fear 
a growing lefs by it in the eyes of her people, the Qtoeen ot'Scvtj having fo ma- 
ny advantages above hec both in youth and beauty. But it was generally con- 
cluded to be againiiali reafon of State, to give her Rival opportunity of grow- 
ing gracious wu h the N bihty and Gentry of and laying ihe founda- 
tion of a fa&ion in the Court it felf. 

But the Qneen had deeper matters totakeup herthouehts than any fuch 
feminine jcalounes and emulai ions, though thefe perhaps im^htalib have their 
place amongii them. A fptrir of fedition had begun to (hew it felf in the year 
lall paft , upon the bare noife of the coming of iht Wmcio hither. Not 
much diminifhed (if it were not much increased ) by the fitting of the 
Council of Trm, in which ic was believed ttiat fome proceedings would 
be bad againft her. Which feeds being fowen, began ftrtt to mew themfclves 
in a petic rebellion, in Wtrto* College in 0*»w; fufficiently difcovered by 
tbofe fmall beginnings, t har Come delien of greatef conCecuence was in agita- 
tion. The Wardenflv p of thar houfebeing void by the death of Gert/afe, one 
Ma* is chofen to tht p!»ce. But his cledion bdag queftioned, and his admif- 
fion thereupon opp<-frci by a contrary faction, ttte'government of the College 
devolved of couffe upr.n one //. //a Senior Fellow, fufficiently known to be 
of Popifh inclinMionsvhongh for thefavingof his place he had conformed as 
others did, to the prefent time. No fooner was he in this power, but he re- 
t rives fome old fupertlitious hymns, which formerly had been fum> on feveral 
F Clivals in the times of Popery, prohibiting the ufe of fuch as had been intro- 
duced by Gervaft the lare Warden there. This gave inconragement and op- 
portunity to the Pop fh party,to intuit over the rcit, cfpecially over all thofe 
of the younger fort, who had not been trained up in their Popiih principles ; 
fo that it fcemed a penal matter to be thought a Proreftanr. Notice whereof 
beinggiven to Arc hbifhop P*rker 9 (the Ordinary Vifitour of that College in 
the Right of his Sce)hc fummoneth A/*// on the aoth.of. My to appear before 
him,and caufed the Citation to be faftned to the Gate of the College. But hi* 
authority in that cafe was fo little regarded, that the feal of the Citation was 
torn off by fome of that party. Hereupon followed a folemn vifitation of the 
College by the faid Arcbbifhop. The refult wbereof was briefly this, that all 
were generally examined ; Man confirmed Warden, H*R juUly expelled, his 
party pnblickly admonifhed ; the young fcholars relieved, the Papifts cur- 
bed and fupprcffcd.andProtcftams countenanced and incouraged in the whole 
Univerfity. 

Bur this was only the Effay of thofe greater commotions which were to have 
infuednponic ; though withall it proved a prognoftick of their ill fuccefs, 
which constantly attended the defignsofthcRotnifh faftion. For prefently 
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An ReZ on the neck of this a far more dangerous confpiracy declared it felf in 
& * fomc chief Leaders of that party; Theprefent fitting of the Council, the 
/; practices of fomc forcin Minilters, and the Queens countenancing the 
trtneb H*gor.ots t then being in Arms againft their King, might fcrvc both as 
encouragements and exafperations to put that party upon dangerous and de- 
Itructive projects: And it is poflible enough that fomewhat might be aimed at 
by them , in favour of the Title of the Queen of Scott , or oi fomc other of 
the Race of King Henry the 7th. by Margaret his eldeft daughter, married to 
Jnmes the 4th. oi Scotland; which may the rather be fuppofed , becaufc I find 
the Lady Margaret Countefs of Lenox, daughter of the laid Queen Margaret 
by her fecond husband , and mother of Henry Lord Darnley ( who was after 
married to Queen Mary of Scot/and ) to have been confined unto her Houfc 
with the Earl her husband, upon fnfpition of fomc practice againft the Queen. 
Certain it is, that many ttran^e whilpers were abroad, and no fmall hopes con- 
ceived by thofe of the Poptfti faction for fuppreiTinj* the Protcttants in all 
parts of the Kingdom , and fetting up their own Religion as in former times ; 
a matter neither to be entertained without ftrong temptations, nor computed 
without It ronger forces, than they could raifeamongft themfclves , but by-in- 
telligence fc fopply from fome foreinPrinces.Ou which account, amongftfomc 
orhers which were tound to be of the Plot, An bnr Pott , granchild of Margom 
re' Countefs of Salisbury by Geofry her third fon , the younger brother unto 
Re,g»Ald Pole the late Cardinal Legat,was apprehended and arraigned, together 
wirn his brother Geofry y Forte feme who had married his fitter, & divers others : . 
The fubftance of their Change (as it is generally in allTrcafons) was»a defign of 
levying war againft the Queen, and othcrwife entertaining many dangerous 
counfels againft the peace and fafety of her Dominions , with a particular in- 
tention of advancing the Queen of Scots to the Crown of England , and Pol? 
bimfelf unto rhe Title of Duke of Clarence, All which thev confeiTed npon 
the Indictment , and did all receive the fentence of death ; but were all after- 
wards pardoned by the Queens great clemency, out of that great refpect which 
{he carried to their Royal extraction. 

And yet it may be pofiible that there was fomething in it of State-craft as 
well as clemency , which might induce the Queen to fpare them from the 
ftroke of the Ax, which was , to keep them for a ballance to the Honfe of Suf- 
folk* of whom fhe now began to conceive fome jealoufies. The Lady Katharine 
Gray one of the younger daughters of Henry Dokc of Suffolk^ , and fitter to the 
late Queen Jane , had been marryed to the Lord Henry Herbert fon and heir to 
the Earl of P embody, at fuch time as the faid Queen Jane was married to the 
Lord Gni/ford Dudley at Dur bam- Houfe. But the old Earl feafonably apprehen- 
ding how unfafe it was to marry into that Family which had given fomuch 
trouble to the Queen, took the advantage of the time , and found fome means 
to procure a fentence of Divorce, almottppon the very inftant of the Con- 
fummation. And knowing how well Queen Mary flood affected to the Earl 
of Shnwfhhry, heprcfemly clapt up a marriage for his fon with another Ka- 
t herlnt ,one o( the daughters of that Earl, who dying about the begining of the 
Reign of this Queen , he married him as fpecdily to Mary Sidney the daugh- 
ter of Sir Henry Sidney ,and of Mary his wife, one of the daughters of John 
Dndley the tare Duke of Noribumbtrland ; in which laft marriage he as much 
endeavoured to ingratiate himfelf with Sir Robert Dndley , who at that time 
began to grow Lord Paramount in all Court- favours , as by the firtt Match to 
inttnuate into old Duke Dndley, who did then predominate. In the mean time 
the Lady Ketberine Gray languifheth Jong under the difgrace of this rejection, 
none darng to make any particular addreffes to her , for fear of being involved 
in the like calamities as had befallen her father and the reft of that Family. 
But at the laft the young Eatl of Hertford contracts himfelf privately unto 
her, and having confummated the marriage with her, gets leave to travail 
into France j But long he had sot left the Kingdom when the Lady was fonnd 
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to be with child) & being imprifoned in the Tower (he makes known hsr mar- « 
riage, till then kept fecret by agreement ; the Earl is thereupon called home , ..' e & 
and (landing honelUy to theMarriage.for which he could produce no fuffuient Eltz,t 4» 
witnelfc , is committed prifoner alio. The Queen exceeding jealous of all 
Competitors , refers the cognilancc of the caufe to the Archbifhop of Canter- L^V%^ 
b*rj, and fome other Delegates, by whom a certain time is fet for the bringing 
in of Witneffes to prove the Marriage,and on default thereof,a fenrenve of un- 
lawful copulation is pronounced againtt them ; during whi.h troubles and 
dtfquiets,the Lady is delivered of the Lord Edward Setmer hereldeft Ion in the 
Tower of Londm, and conceived after of another by fome Holn meerings 
which (he had with the Earl her husband , their Keepers on both fides being 
corrupted to give way unto it. Which pra&Le fo incenfed the Queen^thac 
hurried on with jcaloufie , and tranfported with pailion , (lie caufed a fine of 
fivethoufand pounds to be fet upon him in the Star-chamber, and kept him 
clofe prifoner for the fpace of nine years , at the end whereof he was rellored 
to liberty by the death of the Lady, who died a prifoner in the Tower. And 
though the Lady Erar.cu Dntchefs of .Sw^/^might hope to have prefcrved hec 
felf from the like Court-thunder-clap? by her obfeure marriage with Adrian 
Sttkjtyfao had binGentleman of thcHorfe to theDukc her husband,yet neicher 
could that fave her from abiding agreatparc of the tempeft , which fell fo 
heavily upon her and all f hat family , that William the nephew of this Earl by 
Edward Vifcount Beanchamp his ddelt Ton , was prudently advifed by fome of 
his friends, to procure a confirmation of hi* grand-fathers honors from the 
hand of King James, which without much difficulty was obtained and grant- 
ed by his Ma jellies Letters Patents , bearing date the 14th. of May in the 5th. • 
year of his Reign. But fuch was the fortune of this Houfe, that as this Earl , 
being newly rellored unto the Title of Hertford , by the great goodnefs of the 
Queen, incurred her high difpleafure, and was thereupon committed prifoner 
for his marriage with the Lady KatheriniGray , theonely heir then living of 
Mary the youngeft daughter of King Hamry the 7th. fo William ab)ve men- 
tioned being confirmed in the expectancy of his grand- fathers honors by the 
like goodnefs of King James, was committed prifoner by that King for mar- 
rying with the Lady A**be!U y daughter and heir of Charts Earl of Lennox , de- 
fended from theeldell daughter of the faid King Henry, 

Such were the principal occurrences of this prefent year , relating to the 
joynt concernments of Church and State ; In reference to the Church alone, 
nothing appears more memorable than the publifhing of an elegant and acute 
Difcourfe, entituled, The Apology of the Church of England, firlt writ in Latin 
by the right reverend Bifltop Jewel , tranflated prefently into Enolijh, French , 
Italian, Dutch, and atlatt alfointo Greeks, highly approved of by all pious and 
judicious men, ftonvached by none excepting our own Engltfh fugitives , and 
yet not undertook by any of them but byHardtn? only,who had his hands full 
enough before in beating out an anfwer to the Bifhop* challenge : By htrA 
we are informed ( if we may believe him ) that two Traftats or Difcourfes had 
been wtit againftir.theone by an Italian in the Tongue of that Country, ihe 
other in Latine by a Spanifh Bifhop of the Realm of Naples ; both finifhed , 
and both Hopped as they went to the Prefs, out of a due regard, forfooth, to 
the Church of England, whofe honour had been deeply touched, by being 
thought to have approved fuch a lying, unreafonable, fland^rous, and ungodly 
Pamphlet; which were it true, the Church was more beholden to the modefty 
of thofe 5/>*»,*rWx and /m'hw, than to our own natural Englilh. But whether 
it were true or nor, or rather how untrue it is in all particulars t the exchange 
of writings on both (ides doth moft plainly manifeft. In general it was ob- 
jected , «• That the Apology was pubUfhed in the name of the Church of 
«« England, before any mean part of the Church were privy to it, as if the Au- 
" thor either were afhamed of it, or afraid to (land to it ; that the Infcription 
« < ofk neither was directed to Pope nor Emperor, nor to any Prince, nor to 
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An Rei "the Church, nor to the General Council then in being , as ic fhould have 
..' ** « i beenuhat there was no mans name fet to it; that it was printed without the 
'J^ "p'mlege of the Prince, contrary to the Law in that behalf ; that it was al- 
*5 62 - " lowed neither by Parliament nor Proclamation, nor agreed upm by the 
' « Clergy in a publick and lawful Synod and therefore that the Book was to be 
te accounted a famous Libel, and a fcandalous Writing. 

To which it was anfwered in like Generals by that learned Prelate, "That 
"the profetTton of the Do&rine contained in it was offered unto the whole 
"Church of God, and fo unto the Pope and the Council too, if they were 
M any part or member of the Church ; that if names be fo neccflary, he had the 
c< names ofthe whole Clergy of Englandto confirm that Dodtrine , and Har- 
" dH^a too among(\ the relt in the time of King Edward • that tor not having 
"the Princes privilege, it might eafily be difproved by the Printer ; that it 
" was not conceived in fuch a dark corner as was objected , being afterwards 
"imprinted at Paris in Latine , and having fince been tranflated into the 
11 French Italian, Dutch, and Spanijh Toungs { that being feot afterwards into 
u Fr/tncr, Flanders, Germany, Spain, Poland , Hungary, Denmark^, Sweden, Scot- 
** l**d, Italy , Naples, and Rome it felf , it was tendred to the judgment of the 
** whole Church of God ; that it was read and ferioufly conlidered of in the 
"convent of T«»r, and «rcat threats made that it fhould be anfwered, and the 
4t matter taken in hand by two notable learned Bifhops , the one a Spaniard, 
" and the other an Italian , though in fine neither of them did any thing in it ; 
« and finilly , that' certain of the Englifh Papills had been nibling at it , but 
» fu.h as cared neither what they writ, nor was cared by others. And fo much 
may furrice in genera* for this excellent Piece, to the publifhing whereof, that 
learned Prelate was mod encouraged by Peter Martyr, (as appears by Martyr's 
Letter of the 24th. of ^ttgnft ) with whom he had fpentthegrcateft part of 
his time when he lived in Exile : And happy had it been for the Church of 
England if be had never done worfe offices to it, than by dealing with that 
reverend Bifhop to fo «ood apurpofe. But Martyr oncly lived to fee the 
Book which he fo much longed for , dying at Ztthcl^on the 12th. day of No- 
vember following, and laid into his grave by the Magistrates and People of that 
Town with a fojemn Funeral. 

Nothing remains for the concluding of this year , but to declare how the 
three vacant Bifhop: kks were difpofed of, if thofe may fay to be dfpofed of 
which were Hill kept vacant ; Glecejlcr was onely filled this year by the prefer- 
ment of Mr. R cbardCbeny Archdeacon of Hereford, and one ofthe Prebenda- 
ries of the Collegia* Church of St. Peter in iVeftminfier, who received hi EprT- 
copal confecrationonthe 19th. of April, Together with the Sec o{G/ocefIer, 
he held that of Brijhl in commendam , asdidalfo B»M»gham his SuccefTor , 
that is to fay, the Jurifdidion,with the Profits and Fees thereof, to be exercifed 
and enjoyed by them , but the temporal Revenue of it co continue in the 
hands of fome hungry Courtiers , who gnawed it to the very bone ; in which 
condition it remained under the two Bifhops, till the year n 8 9. when the 
Quecnwas pleafed to beflow the remainders of it , together with the titleof 
Bifhop, on Dodlor Rhka>dFlefl;er Dean of Petetfortugb, whom afterwards (lie 
preferred to the See of Ltndtn. And as for Oxen, it was kept vacant from the 
death of King, the firff Bifhop of it , who died on the 4th. of December 1 ^57. 
till the 14th. ofOttober 1 5*7. at which time it was conferred on Dr. Huob 
Curvpyn Archbifhopof Dublin, and Chancellor of the Realm of Ireland , who 
having held it but a year , it was as;ain kept vacant twenty years together, and 
then beftowed on Dr. John Under hi, who was confecrated Bifhop thereof in 
December 1589. but he dying alfo (hortly after , wiav. Anne 1 502. it was once 
more kept void till the year 1603. anQt tncD to °k up by Dr. John Bridget Dean 
of Salisbury, rather to fatisfie thedefires of others than his own ambition. 
So that upon the point, this Chutch was filled but little more than tViree years 
in forty fix, the JuriMiaion of ic was in the mean time managed by fome Of- 
ficers 
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ficers thereunto authorised by the Archbifhop of Canterbury , the Patrimony „ 
and Revenues of ic remaining in the hands of the Earl of Leicefltr , and after *'^f" 
' his decealeof the Earl of Ej e x , by whom the Lands thereof were fo fpoiled 5- 
and watted i that they left nothing to the latt Bifhops but Impropriations ; 1 5^j* 
by means of which havock and dettruftion y all the five Bifhopricks erc&ed' L/"*V^V- 
by King Henry the j8th. werefo impoverifhid and dettroyed , that the new 
Bifhops were neceffttated to require the benevolence of their Clergy at their 
tuft comming to them, to fnrnifli their Epifcopal Houfcs, and to enable them 
to maintain fome tolerable degree of Hofpitality in their feveral Diocefles, of 
• which we lhall hear more hereafter from the pen of an Adverfay.

THe laft years praftices of the Papifts , and the dangers thereby threatning 
both the Queen and State, occafionedherto call a Parliament on the 
I tth. of January^ in which firft pa (Ted an Aft, For ajfuranccoj the Queens Royal 
power over all Ejlates and SubjeRs within her Dominion t. In the body whereof 
ic was provided, "That no man living.or refiding in the Queens Domini- 
" ons, under the pains and penalties therein appointed , fhould from thencc- 
«' forth, cither by word or writing, or any other open deed , willingly and ad- 
ct vifedly endeavour to maintain the Power and Jurifdiftion of the Bifhop of 
«* Rome , heretofore claimed and ufnrped within this Realm. And for the 
better difcovery of all fuch perfons as might be popifhty affefted , ic was en- 
acted, u That none mould be admitred unto holy Orders, or to any Degree 
*'in cither of the Univcrfities , or to be Barretter or Bencher in any of the 
M Inns of Court, &c. ortopraftife as an Atturney , orotherwife robear any 
* Office in any of the Courts at Weflminfler Hall , or any other Court what- 
soever, till he or they fhould firft take the Oath of Supremacy on the holy 
*« Evangelifts ; With a Power given to every Archbifhop and Bifhop within 
,c this Realm and the Dominions of the fame , to tender or minjrter the Oath 
** aforefaid, to all and every fpiritual perfon in their proper DiocctTes , as well 
. " in places exempt- as elfe. where. Of which latt claufe the Reader istotake 
efpecial notice , becaufe of the great controverfie which enfued upon it , of 
which, more hereafter. And becaufe many nf the Popilh party had lately bu- 
fied themfelves by Conjurations, and other Diabolical Arts, to enquire into 
the length or fhortnefs ofher Ma jetties life, and thereupon had caufed fome 
dark and doubtful prophecies to be fpreid abroad; There patted two other 
Statutes for fuppreffing the like dangerous practices , by which her Ma jetties 
perfon might be endangered , the people ftirrcd to rebellion , or the peace 
ptherwifeAfturbed.Forwhichconfhltthe Aftsof Parliamenr, 5 £/»'%.* 15,16. 
By which tnrce Afts,and one more for the better executing of the Writ de Ex- 
communicate capiendo, the Queen provided very well for her own fecurity , but 
more provoked thePope & his adherents to confpire againtt her in rhe time to 
come; againtt whofe machinations, back'd by the power and counfels of forein 
Princes , nothing was more conducible than her ftrertgrh at Sea , for the cn- 
crcafc whereof, andtheconrinnal breeding of a Seminary of expert Mari- 
ners,™ Aft was made for adding Wednesday to the number of the weekly Faft?, 
which from thenceforth was called Jejunium Cecilianum y as being on; of th: 
devices of Sir William Cecil. 

In reference to Religion, and the advancement of the fervice and worfhip 
of God , it had been declared by the Bifhops and Clergy affembled at the fame 
time in their Convocation , To be a thing plainly repugnant to the Word of God > 
and the cu(hm of the Primitive Churchy to have publick. prayer in the Churchy or to 
mtui/fer tht Sacraments in a Totem f not under ftoodby the people. To comply with 
which pious Declaration , and take off all retortion which poffihly might be 
made by thofe of Rome t when they were charged with rhe ad minitt ration of 
the Service and Sacraments in an unknown Tonng, it was enafted » " That the 
u Bifhops of Hereford, St. Davids, B^or , Landaf,ixid St. Afaph, fhould 
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An Rev. " takc carc amoD 8 ft tbcm for tranflating the whole Bible with the Common- 
El - *" «« Prayer Book into the Welch 01 Brit/jh Tonng, on pain of forfeiting 40 1 
A' tl 1 P iece in default thereof.And to encourage them thereunto it was ordered! 
ZjLILj " That one Book of either fort being fo tranflatedand imprinted, fhouldbl 
^/v it provided and bought of every Cathedral , or Parifh Church , as alfofor all 
4 4 ParifhChurchcs & Chapels of Eafe where the faidToung is commonly ufed; 
. "theMinilters to pay one half of the price, and the Panfliioncrs the other* 
The like carc was alfo taken for tranflating the Books of Homilies ; but whe- 
tber it were done by any new order from the Queen , or the piety of the four 
Welch Bifhops , or that they were confidercd as a neceflary part of the pub- 
lick Liturgy, by reafon of the Rubrick at the end of the Nicent Creed I have 
no where found. * 

As for the Convocation which accompanied theprefent Parliament , it be- 
gan onthe 1 3th. day of January in the Cathedral ofSt./V/, theLatinc Ser- 
mon prca: hed by Mr. Wtlium D^, then Provoft of Eaton College , afterwards 
Dean oiWinMor alfo, and Bifhop o{Mncb e (ler ; which being finiihed, the Bi- 
fhop of prefems a lift of the feveral Bifhops, Deans, and Chapters, 
which had been cited to appear: the catalogue 01 the Bifhops ending with Ga- 
briel Goodman Dean of tvepm*jler t that of the Deans beginning on another file 
with Alexander Novel Dean of St. Panh % eleaed by the Clergy for their Pro- 
locutor. The Convocation after this is adjourned to Weflmmfter for the con- 
veniency of the Prelates , by reafon of their attendance on affairs of Parlia- 
ment. Goodman the Dean of fVejtmmfter had made his Proteftation in the 
Church of St. Paul , that by appearing as « Member of the Convocation by 
vertue of the Arch-bifhops Mandat , he fubjeaed not himfelf nor the Church 
of Weftminftcr to the authority or jurifdiaion of the See Canter bury. And 
now on the Archbifhops perfonal comming to the Church of Weftminfier he 
delivers the like Proteftation in writing for preferring the Liberties of the 
Church,in which it was declared, according to the privilege & juft rights thcr- 
of,that no Archbifhop orBifhop could cxercifc any Ecclefiaftical jurifdiaion 
in it, without leave of the Dean fbt the time then being; and therefore that he 
could not confent to the holding of aConvocation in that place,withouc fome 
Declaration to be made by the Archbifhops & Bifhops, that theit holding the 
Convocation in the fame fhould not be taken or intended for any Violation of 
the rights & privileges that bclong'dunto it,which was accordingly performed 
It was on the :19th. day cf January that thefe formalities were tranfaaed', 
at what time the Archbifhops and Bifhops having firlt had fomc fecrec com- 
munication amongft themfclves about the Articles of Religion cftablifhed in 
Kingf .jW's time, required the Prolocuror and fix others ofthe Lowes 
Houfe of Convocation, to repair untotbem ; By whom it was fignificd unto 
their Lordfhips, that fome of the Clergy had prepared certain Bills, containing 
a fpecification of fuch matters as were conceived to be amifsin the tfare of the 
Church, and that the Articles of Religion agreed upon in the Reign of King 
Edward the 6th. had been delivered unto others to be confidered of/correaed 
and accommodated as they found it neceffary. Being encouraged in the hft' 
and furthered by the diligence of fome of the Bifhops who were employed in 
the fame work , the Articles were agreed upon , publickly read before the Bi- 
fiiopt in the :Chaptcr-houfeofSt.P4«/, onthe 29th. of the fame month , and 
by -all of them fubfenbed with great unanimity. The Prelates had obferved 
fome deviation from the Doarme of King Edward's Reign , which had been 
made by trie c alvtm *n or Zainjrlia* Gofpellers, in the Articles of Predefi in*-

their aaions: To which end it was thought expedient, that the Book of Ar- 
ticles 
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tides agreed upon in Convocation, Anno i J52. fhould be revifed and accom- An. Rev 
modacedco the ufc of the Church, the Queens leave being full obtained for £jf z K 
their warrant in it. In the managing of which great bulinefs, I know not whe- "A* 
thcr 1 fhould more admire their moderation, or their wifdomc. Their wif- . JL *1 
dome eminent, in not fuffering any Outlandifh Divine who might drive on 
a ditferent interefsfrom that of the Church , either to vote amongit them, or 
carry any ftroke in their confutations. Their moderation no leis vilible, in 
declining all unncccflary determinations, which rather tended to the multi- 
plying of controverfies, and ingendring ftrifes, than cither unto edification 
or increafe or piety. So that they fecmcd to have proceeded by thofe very 
Rules wruch K.ing James fo much approved of in the conference at Hampton 
Court, Firltin not fcparating farther from the Church of Rome in points of 
Difcipline or DocVme, than that Church had feparated from what (he was 
in her pureft times ; Secondly, in not Huffing the Book of Articles with all 
Conclusions Theological, in which a latitude of judgement was to be allow- 
ed^ far as it might be confident with peace and charity ; and Thirdly, in not 
thrulttng into it every opinion or Pofition negative, which might have made it 
fomewhat like Mr. Craiges Confeflion in the Kirk of Scotland, who with his I 
renounce,™ J I abhor, hu deleft At ions and abr enunciations, did fo amaze the fi tri- 
ple people 'as the King obferveth) that not being able to conceive or under- 
itand all thofe points, utterly gave over all, and fell back to Popery, or 
elfe remained in their former ignorance. Upon which grounds, as they omit- 
ted many whole Articles, and qualified the exprellious of fome others in King 
Edwards bookjfo were they generally very fparing in defining any thing which 
was meerly matter of modulicy, or de modo only : As namely, touching the 
manner of Chrifis prefence in the Holy Eucharift, the manner of effecting 
grace by the bleffed Sacraments, or of the operation of Cods gMce in a mans 
conversion. Which rules being carefully obferved by all the Bifhops, on 
whofe authority and confent, the greatert part of the whole Work did feem 
to reft, and all particulars agreed upon amongft thcmfclves, it was no won- 
der if they patted their Votes without contradiction. 

But in taking the fubferiptions of the lower houfe, there appeared more 
difficulty. For though they all teftificd their confent unto them, on the faid 
29th. of January, cither by words exprefs, or by faying nothing to the con- 
trary, which came all to one ; yet when fubfeription was required, many of 
thzCalviniam, or ZWw^/Mw-Gofptllers, pollibly fome alfo which encl'med 
rather to their old Religion, and who found themfelves unfarisfied m fome par- 
ticulars, had demurred upon ir. With this demur th;ir Lordfhipi are ac- 
quainted by the Prolocutor, on the 5th. of February. By whom their Lord- 
fhips were dafired in the name of that Houfe, rhat fuch who hi id not hitherto 
fubferibed the Ankles, might be ordered to fubferibe in their own proper 
houfe , or in the prefence of their Lordfhips. Which requeft being eahly 
granted, drew on the fubfeription of fome others, bat fo, that many liill re- 
mained in their firft unwillingnefs. An Order thereupon is made by their 
Lordfhips, on the 10th. then following,! hat the Prolocutor fhould retutn the 
names of all fuch perfons who rcfufed fubfeription, to the end that fuch fur- 
ther courfc might be taken with them, as to their Lordihips fhould feem moll 
fir. After which we hear no news of the like complaints and informations; 
which makes it probable (if not concluded) that they all fubfetibed. And be- 
ing thus fubferibed by all, they were foon afcer published both in Englifh and 
Latine, with this following Title, that is to fay, Articles agreed upon by the 
Archbifhtps and Bi(h»pt of bot h Provinces, and the whole Clergjjn the Convocation 
ho/den at London in the jear 1562. for the avoiding of diver fines of opinions, and 
eft*bliihing confent touching true Religion. But whar they were, and wherein 
they agreed or differed with or from thofe eHablifhed by King Edward the 6th. 
(hall be referred (for the avoiding of all interruptions in the courfe of thU Hi- 
ftory) to a place morepropcr. Nothing elfebrought to a conclufion by them, 
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An. Reg. buc lhe Bil1 of Subfidy, which having part that Houfe, was confirmed in Parlia- 
EIIt. * menr. 

A' Nothing cKe brought into condufion, though many things were had in de- 
1 5 6 V* liberation. On Friday the 5th. of February, the Bifhops of Salisbury, Sc 
V^v-/ David's and Lichfield, were appointed by the reft of the Prelates, to examine 
a Catechifm which it feems was prefented to them. But being by them remit- 
ted to the confideration ot the lower houfe, they were advertised by Day and 
Samp f,n on the 3d. of March, that the fa-.d houfe unanimoufly had approved 
thereof. And there it retted for that time, and for ever after, nothing being 
done in confirmation of it, as a publick Dodrine,(by whomfoever it was writ- 
ten) nor any further fpeech made of it in the time Succeeding. Which fortune 
alfo bapned to a Book o(Difcip/ine projected amongft fome of the Clergy, and 
rendei'd to theBifhops by the Prolocutor,and ten others of that Houfc,on the 
2 6th. of February. To which fome additional being made by the firft contri- 
vers, it was a fecond time Lender'd to them by the Prolocutor, in the name 
of the lower Houfe of Convocation, by whom it had been generally and una- 
nimoufly recommended to them. But the Bifhops let this deep alio as they 
did the other. More was it to the profit of the Clergy generally, to make in- 
quiry into certain Articles, which by the Archbifhop, with the confent of all 
the reft of the Prelares.werc delivered in writing. TheTenourof which Ar- 
ticles was, 1. " Whether if the Writ of Meliu* inquirendum be fene forth, 
* there be any likelyhood that it will return to the Queens profit ? a. Whe- 
** ther fome Benefices ratably be not lefs than they be already valued ? 
a 3. That they enquire of the manner of dilapidations, and other Spoliations 
"that they can remember to have parted upon their Livings, anJoy whom. 
"4. To fignifie how they have been ufed for the levying of the arrerages of 
<l tenths and Subfidies, and for how many years paft. 5. As alfo how many 
*' Benefices they find that are charged with penfions newly impofed to dif, 
41 charge the penfions of Religious perfons. 6. And lattly, to certifie how 
*' many Benefices are vacant in every Diocefs. But what return was made up- 
on thefe enquiries,l find as little in the £&s of this Convocation, as either in 
allowance of the Catech fm, or the Book oiDifcipline. 

Religion and the State being thus fortified and Secured in EnglandM will not 
beamifs to fee what they do in Scotland; where the young Queen was graci- 
oufly endined to forget all injuries, and grant more liberty to her fubje&s, in 
the free exercifing and enjoying of their own perfwalions, than fhe could 
gain unto her felf. For in a Parliament held in May, within few months after 
the end of that in England, the Aft for oblivion, formerly condcfccnded to in 
the Treaty at Edenborough, was confirmed and ratified \ but without reference 
to thai Treaty , the refults whereof, the Queen by no means would ac- 
knowledge tobe good and valid. And thereupon it was advifed that the Lords 
Should Supplicate on their knees in the Houfe of Parliament for the palTing of 
ir, which was accordingly performed by them, and vouchfafed by her. There 
alio pilt fome other Acts of great advantage to the Church,as affairs then flood; 
that is to fay, one A£t for the repairing andupholding of Partfh Churches, and 
the Church-yards of the fame, fot burial of the dead. Another againft letting 
Parfomges, Glebes, or Houfes, into long Leafes or Fee. But this came fome- 
what of the latett, a great part of theTytnes, Houfes, and poffeffions which be- 
longed to the Church, having been formerly aliened or demifed for a very 
long term by the Popifh Clergy, when they perceived they were nor likely to 
enjoy them longer for themfelves. But on the other fide, no fafety or prote- 
ction could be found for her own Religion ; no.noc fo much as in the Chapel- 
Royal, or the Regil City. In contempt whereof, a force was violently com- 
mitted in the month of Auquft % in the Chapel of the Palace of Holy Rood 
IIoufe y (x.hzpyhiteba!lo(Edenbtrough')vihtiz certain of the Queens Servants 
were affembled for their own devotions, the dores broke open, fome of the 
company haled to the next prifon, and the reft difperfed, the Pricft efcaping 
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with much difficulty by a private paflage. The Queen was then abfent in R 
the Nonh, but quettioned Knox at her return, as the caulc of the uproar. rr * *' 
By which expottulation the got nothing from that fiery fpirit,but negleit and ' f" 
fcorn. *5^3« 

Return we back again to France, where we find fome alternations of affairs ^af*\^J 
between the French King and the Remgrav: on the one fide, the English and 
confederate Princes on the other, but fo, that fortune fcemed molt favoura- 
ble to the Englifh party. The Church of Hastivil (a neighbouring Village to 
Newhaven) taken and garrifon'd by the Re'wgravc, but prefenrly abando- 
ned and repolTclfed by the En°lifh. The Cattle of 7 'ankerviie cunningly ta- 
ken by the Englifh, and foon after regained by the Rein grave. The City and 
Calilc of Cane held with a ttrong Garifon by the Marquils d" E/6tuffe t zn6 befie- 
gedby the confederate forces, both French and£«»/./&,and finallyjfurrcndcrr'd 
to the Admiral Chajlition to the ufe of the Princes, March the 2d. Afrer 
which followed the furrendry of Bayenlx, Fa/eife y St. Lois, and divers other 
Towns and Catties. The Town of flare flew on the Sr.*? gallantly taken by 
the help of the Engh[ho{ Newhaven, on the ic.h. and garrilbn'd by fuch foul- 
diers and inhabitants as was fentfrom thence. Which fort un are fuccefles fo 
amazed the heads of the Guiftan fa£tion,that they agreed unto an Edic* of paci- 
fication,by which the French Princes were rcttored toth^ Kings favor,the flu. 
gnmi to the free exercifc of their own Religion, and all things fctled for the 
prefent to their full contentment. But tfiey mutt buy this happinefs by betray- 
in^ the Englijh whom they had brought into the Country,and join their forces 
with the reft, to drive them out o( Newhaven, if they would not yield it on 
demand. Of this the Queen had fecret notice,and offereth by Thr 0 gmorton t to 
deliver up Newhaven in exchange for Callu. The French refolve to hold the 
one, and recover the other ; fo that new forces are fent over to make good the 
Town. The French draw toward kin great nambers, under the conduct of 
theMarfhals of Brijfac&nd Mont Morenci ; followed not long after by rhe 
Conftable himfelf, with many other French Lords of the highett quality. The 
fiegegrowes dofe, and the fervicc very hot on both fides ; but the English had 
afiercer enemy within the Town, than any whom they found without. The 
peflilencehadgot inamongft them, and raged fo terribly for the time, that the 
living were fcarce able to bury the dead. And to com pleat the miferies oft hi 
befiegedjthe Prince oiCcnde, and the Duke of Montpenjier, (hewed themfelves 
openly amongft the rettin the Camp of the enemies, that the latt ail of the 
Tragedy might be plaid in their prefence. All things confpiring thus a^aintt 
rhem, the Eqglifh are neceffitated to a capitulation, by which they left the 
Town behifed them on the 19th. of/w//, bur carried the plague with them in- 
to England. Which might by fome be looked on as an a r gumeni of Gods dif- 
pleafure on this Nation, for giving aid unto the Rebels of a Chrittian Princci 
though masked with the vizard of Religion. 

PafTe we on further toward Trent , where we find the Fathers in high 
difpleafure againft Queen Eliz,abcth y cxifperarcd by he: aiding the French 
Hngonoti againtt their King. But more for paffing the Statute above mentio- 
ned, fot punifhing all thofe which countenanced and maintained the Popes 
authority within her dominions* The Pope hereby fo much incenfed, that he 
difpatched a Commiflton to the Fathers of Trent 9 to proceed to an excommu- 
nication of the Queen of England. The Emperour had his aims upon her, be- 
ing at that time folicitous for effecting a mariage betwixt her and Charles of 
Jnfpruchy his fecond fon ; of which His Minitters entertained him with no 
doubtful hopes. In contemplation of which mariage,on the firft notice which 
was given him of this fecret purpofe, he writ Letters bot h to the Pope and to 
the Legates, in which he fignified unto them, that if the Council would nop 
yield that fruit which was defircd, that they might fee an union of all Cathq- 
licks to reform the Church ; at lealt they fhould not give occafion to the 
Hcreticks to unite themfelves tnore> which certainly they would do, in cafe 

they 
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An Zee. tncv pr° cec ded f° againu the Queen of England ; by means whereof they 
£ »" would undoubtedly make a league againft the Catholicks> which mutt needs 

' t** bring forth many great inconveniences. Nor did this Admonition coming 
I J^3^ j from a perfon of fo great authority,and built on fuch prudential reafons, want 
its good effect : Infomuchthat bo-h the Pope dehfted at Rtme, and revoked 
the Commiffionfent before to the Legates in Trent. 

But theMiniHcrsof the King of would not fogiveover, theArchbi- 
fliopof Otranto'm the Realm of Naples, keeping the game on foot when the 
reft had left it. And becaufe he thought the proportion would not take, if ic 
were made only in relation to the Queen of England, he propofed a general 
anathematizing of thi Hercticks, as well dead as living, Luther and ZMmglmi, 
andthereft; which he affirmed to be the practice of allCouncils, inthcPri- 
mitive times, and that otherwife it might be faid that the Council had labou- 
red all this while in vain. To which it was replyed by one of rhe Legater,thac 
divers times required different Couofcls ; that the differences about religion in 
thofe elder times,wcre between the Bifhops and thePriefls; that the people 
were but as an *ccejforj ; that the Grandees either did not meddle, or if they 
did adhere to any Herefie, they did not make themfelves Heads and Leaders. 
But now all was quite contrary, for now ihc Hereticks Minifters and Preach- 
ers could not be faid to be heads of the Sedts, but the Princes rather, to 
whofe interefs their Minifters and Preachers did accommodate themfelves ; 
that he that would name the true Heads of Hereticks, mult name the Queens 
of England and Navarr,ihc Prince o(Conde y the Elector Palatine of the Rcint, 
the Elector of Saxonie, and many other Dukes and Princes of Germany ; that 
this would make them unite, and fhew they were fenfiblc of it ; and that the 
condemnation of Luther and ZuingUut only, would fo provoke them, that 
fome great confufion would certainly arife; and therefore they mult not do 
what they would, but what they could, feeing that the more moderate re- 
folution was the better. After which grave and prudent Anfwer, it was not 
long before the condufion of the Council (which ended on the 3d. of Decern- 
£#r)had put an end to all thofe practices or defigns,which otherwife might have 
much diftra&cd the peace of Chriftendom, and more particularly the tranquil- 
lity of the Realm of England. And fo I take my leave of the Council of Trent-, 
without making any other character or cenfure of it, than that which is given 
by the Hijiorianjhzx. is to fay, *« That being defired and procured by godly men 
" to reunite the Church which then began to be divided, it fo eftabliAied the 
*' fchifm, and made the party foobHinate, that the difcords are become irre- 
concilable ; that being managed by Princes for the Reformation of Eccle- 
"(iaitkal Difcipline, itcaufed the greateft deformarion that ever wasfince 
"Chriftianiry began ; that being hoped for by the Bifhops to regain the Epif- 
u copal aurhority, ufurped for the moft part by the Pope, ir made them lofe 
u it altogether,and brought them into a greater fervirude ; and on the contra- 
ry, that being feared and avoided by the See of Rome, asa potent means to 
** moderate the exorbitant power of the Pope , mounted from fmall begin- 
" nings> by divers degrees unto an unlimited excefs, it hath fo eftablifhed and 
" confirmed the fame over that part which remaincthfubjed to it, that itne- 
" ver was fo grear,nor fo foundly rooted.

HAving difpatthed our bufineffe in France and Trent, we mail confine our 
felvesforfo much ofourSrory as is rocome ro the Ifles of Britain. In 
the fouth part thereof, the plague brought out of brancebv the Garifon foul- 
<liers of Newhaven^td fo difperfed it felf, and made fuch desolation in many 
pirts of the Realm, that it fwept away above 20000 in the City of London. 
Which though it feemcd leffe than fome great plagues which have hapned fince, 
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yet was it ihe greatelt at that timc,which any man living coijld remember. In ji Hm R e<l 
which regard as Aluhaam-M Term was not kept at all, to ( ana/emas Term rhen / 
following was kept at H-trtjcrd, the houfes in London being not well clean fed, "'a.' 
nor the air fufficiently corrected for fo great a comourlc. Under pretence 
whereof,thc Council of the King of Spain rcliding in Brnfeh, commanded Pro- 
clamation 10 be made in Antwerp and other places, that no Englifh fliip with 
cloths,fhould come into any parts of the Low Countries. Behdes which,chi:y 
alleged fome other caufes,as namely,the railing of Import upon goods, as well 
inwards as outwards,as well upon tnglilh man as upon Grangers, &c. Bur the 
true reafon of ir was, becauie a Statute had been palled in thefirft year of the 
Queen, by which diver* Wares and Commodities were forbidden to be 
brought into this Realm out of Flandtrs, and other places, (being the Manu- 
factures of thofe Countries) to the end that our own people might be fet on 
work ; as alfothat no Englifh or (Iranger might ihipout any white cloths 
undrett, being of price above 4 1, without fpecial licence. But at the carneft 
futc of the Merchant Adventurers, the Queen prohibited the tranfporting of 
Wool unwronghr, and the Cloth-Fleet was fenc to Ewbdcn, the principal 
City in Eaft Fr upland, about Ealler following, where it was joyfully received) 
and where the Englifh kept their F;t&ory for fome years after. And though the 
Hanfe Towns made fuch friends in the Court of the Emperour,that the Engliih 
trade was intetdiaed under the pretence of bein^a Monopoly,yet by the con- 
ttancy of the Queen, the courage of the Merchants, and the dexterity of their 
Agent s,t bey prevailed at Uft,and caried on the trade ihemfelves, without any 
Competitours. 

The apprehenfion of this dealingfrom the Council of Spain, induced the 
Queen to hearken the more willingly to a peace with France. Whit h (lie con- 
cluded upon terms of as good advantage as the times would bear, th- demand 
for Calais being waved till the eight years end, at which it was toberetlored 
unto her by the Treaty olCambraj. Which peace was firtt Proclaimed before 
her Ma jetty in the CalUe of ffW/'r, the t rench Ambaflador being prefent $ and 
afterwards at London on the 1 3 th. of April. And for creating the greater con- 
fidence and amity between both Princes, it was not long before flic fent the 
Lord Henry J/«»/V*»,accompanied with the Lord Strange, and divers Knights 
and Gentlemen, to the Court of France, to prefent that King with the Col- 
lar and Habit of the Garter, into which Noble Order he had been elected at a 
General Chapter. Carter the King at Arms was alfo fent along with them to 
invert him in it, with all the Ceremonies and Solemnities thereunto belon- 
ging, to make ic the more acceptable in the fight of that people. But not- 
withstanding thefe courfes on the one fide, and the indignities put upon her 
by the Hugom. Princes on t he other, Reafon of State prevailed with her not 
to lay afide the care of their fafety and affairs.For wel fhe knew,thac if thztfu- 
fonots were not incouraged under hand,and the Cuiftan faction kept in breath 
by their frequent ftirrings, they would be either hammering fome defign a- 
gainft her in her own Dominions, or animate the Queen of toftand ro 
her Title and pretenfions for the Crown of England, Upon which general 
gronnd of {clf-prcfervation, as (he firft aided thofeof5c-or/<w«l for the expelling 
of the French, and the French Proteftants from being ruined and oppreflcd by 
the Ho«feofC7w</>, fo on the fame, (he afterwards undertook the Patronage 
of the Belgick^Ncatberlamii, againft the tyranny and ambition of the Duke of 
Alva, whootherwife might have brought the war to her own dores,and hazar- 
ded the peace and fafety of her whole Eftate. 

Having fecured her felf by this peace with F>ance\ and being at no open 
enmity with the King of Spain, (he refolves to give her felf fome pleafure, 
and thereupon prepareth for her Summers progrefs. In the courfe whereof 
fhe bellowed a vtfit upon Cambridge on the 5th. o^Auguft % where (he wa« ho- 
norably received by Mr. Secretary Cta'l, being then Chancellor of that Uni- 
terfity ; together with all the Heads of Houfes, and other Students attired in 
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An, Rev. their Academical Mabks,according to their fcvcral and diilind degrees. Her 
Fl'~ 6 lodging was provided in Ktngi College 3 the dayes of her abode there, fpent in 
' Scholallical exercifes of Philofophy , Phyfick, and Divinity ; the nights in 
j 5 6 4* Comedies and Tragedies , and other plealing entertainments. OnrVedne[d*y 
y the 7th. of the fame month, the rode through the Town, and took a view of 

all the Colleges and Halls ; the goodly Monurnjcnts of the piety of her prede- 
ceffors, and of fo many men and women famous in their generations. Which 
done, Hie took her leave of Cambridge in a Latine Oration, in which fhe gave 
them great encouragement to perfue their ftudics, not without giving them 
fomes hopes, that if God fpared her life and opportunity,(he would ered fome 
Monument amongd them of her love to Learning, which (hould not be infe- 
riour unto any of her Royal Anceftors. In which diverfion (he received fuch 
high contentment, that nothing could have feemcd to be equal to it but the 
like at Oxon , where fhe was entertained about two years after for feven days 
together , with the fame variety of Speeches, Enterludcs , Difputations , and 
other Academical exprellions ofapublick joy. In one point, that of Oxford 
feemed to have the preheminence , all things Deing there both given and taken 
with fo even an hand, that there could be no ground for any emulation, ftrife, 
or dilcord to enfue upon it. But in the midtt of thofc contentments which (he 
had at Cambridge t wztc fown the feeds of thofc divifions and combullions,with 
which the Church hath been •ontinually diftra&ed to this very day : For fo it 
hapned , that Mr. Thomas Prejhn of Kings College, and Uit.lbomat Canwnght 
of Trinity College, were appointed for two of the Opponents in a Difpuration ; 
In which the firl*, by reafon of his comely gefture , pleafina pronunciation , 
and graceful perfonage,was both liked ana rewarded by her,the other receiving 
neit her reward or commendatton;Which foincenfed the proud man,too much 
opinionated of himfelf and his own abilities, that he retired unto Geneva , 
where having throughly informed himfelf in all particulars , both of Doarine 
and Difcipline , wherein the Churches of that platform differed from the 
Church of England , he returned borne with an intent to repair his credit , or 
rather to ^et himfelf a name, ( as did Erafirotus in the burning of Diana's Tem- 
ple) by raifmg fuch a fire, fuch combuftions in her , as never were to be extin- 
guished (like the fire of Tabcrab) but by the immediate hand of Heaven. 

The Geneviam had already began to blow the coals, and brought feweito 
them, but it was onely for the burning of Caps and Rochets. The Common- 
Prayer book was fo fortified by A<ft of Parliament , that there was no a/Tank- 
ing of it without greater danger than they durft draw upon thcmfelves. And 
as for the Epifcopal Government , it was fo interwoven and incorporated 
with the Laws of the land, ib twilled in wirhthe Prerogative of the Crown 
and the Regal Interefs , that they muft firft be in a capacity of trampling on 
the Laws and the Crown together, before they could artempt the deftru&i- 
- on of it. But Caps and Typpets , Rochets and Lawn flecves, and Canonical 
Coats , feemed to be built upon no better foundation than fnperftitious cu- 
ftom , fomeoldPopifh Canon , or at thebeft fome temporary Injunction of 
the Queens devifmg, which could not have the power and effect of Law. This 
Game they hidltx chafe in King EdwartTs time , which now they are refolved 
to follow both with horn and hound, and hunt it to the very laft : But as good 
Huntfmen as they were, they came off with lofs, they that fped beft in it, be- 
ing torn by the briers and bufces , through which the fury of their paffion car- 
ried'them in purfute of the fport : Amongft which, none fped worfe than Samp' 
fin, becaufe none had fo much to lofe in the profecution ; forjefting obfti- 
nate in refnfing to wear that habit which of right belonged unto his place , he 
was deprived of that place by the High Commiflioners, to which the habit did 
belong. So eminent a Preferment as the Deanry of Cbrift-cbttrch defcrved a 
man of abetter temper , and of a more exemplary conformity to the rules of 
the Church ; Both which were found in Dr. Thcma* Godwin, Chaplain in Or. 
dinary to the Queen , advancedunto this Deanry firft, and after to the Bi- 
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fhopriik of Baibztid Weils-., more fortunate in being father co Dr. FtAnci* Gid- An Re& 
win a late Btfhop of Heref<.r i y never to be forgotten for his Commentaries of r/ ' / 
the Englilh Bilhop;, digetted with fuch inhnite pains, and no lei's in- g 
gennity. J 5 6 4» 

The obllinacy of thefe men in matter of Ceremony , prompted theBifhops 
to make trial of their Orthodoxie in points of Dodrine. The Articles of Re- 
ligion lately agreed upon in Convocation, had been fubferibed by all the Cler- 
gy, who had voted to them , fubferibed not onely for thcmfelves , but in the 
name of all rhofe in the fcveral Diocelfes and Cathedral Churches, whom 
they represented. But the Bifhops not thinking that fufrkicnt to fecurcthe 
Churth, required fubfeription of the reli in their feveral places, threatnin™ no 
lefs than deprivation to fuch as wilfully refufed , and obitinnely perfilied in 
chitrefuf.il. Many there Were who bogled at it,as they all did , bucdiditnot 
fo perverfdy, nor in fuch great numbers as when their faction was grown 
ftrong and improved to multitudes. Some ilumbledat it in regard of rhc firlt 
daufe added to the 20th Article, about the Authority of the Church , others 
in reference to the 56th. touching the Confecration of Archbiihopi and Bi- 
fhops; fome thought they attributed more authority to the Supream Magi* 
firate, over all perfons and caufes both Ectlefuiiical and Civil , thin could 
confill with that Autocratic ami Independency which Ca'vn arrogated unto 
his Pre byrerics and other Churches of that platform : And others looked up- 
on the as beggarly rudiments, fcarce milk for Babes , but by no 
means to be ferved in for a Hronger llomach. In general, thought by the Ge- 
nevians and Z*ingl\an Gofpellers to have too much in them of the Pope , or 
too little ofCalvin , and therefore not to be fubferibed by any who del red 
the reputation of keeping* good confeience with faith unfeigned. Of which 
number none fo much remarkable as fAtber JghnFox the Martyrologift,who had 
before appeared in the Schifm at Franckjort ^ and left that Church (when Cox 
had got the better in it) co retite to Geneva ; being now called on to fubferibj, 
that the opinion which was had of his pirts and piety might advance thefer- 
vke , he is faid to have appeared before the Bilhop ( but whether before the 
Archbifliop or his own Diocefan is not much material ) with the New-Tcfta- 
ment inG'""^, " To this (faid he) I will fubferibe, and if this will not ferve 
«« take my Prebend of Saliffarjr , the onely preferment wh'uh I hold in the; 
t( Church of£«<[/W, and much good may it do you. 

This refraiWry anfwer ( for it was no better ) might wel! have moved the 
Bifhop to proceed againll him , as he did agiinit fome others who hid flood on 
the fame refufal ; but killing goes by kindnef« , as the faying i* , and fo much 
kindnefs was fhewed to him , that he both kept his refolutton and his place 
together ; which whether it might not do more hurt to the Church, than that 
preferment in the Church did advantage him , I think no wife maf! will make 
a quelUon ; for commonly the exemption or indemnity of fome few particu- 
lars, confirms the obitinacy of the reft , in hope of being privileged with the 
like indemnity. And therefore it was well obferved by Bilnop Bancroft, when 
King J mzs propofed the writing of a Letter to the Bifliop oiChefter , for re- 
fpicing fome Minifters of his Diocefs from a prefene conformity , That if this 
purpofe fhould proceed , the copy of chofe Letters would fly over the King- 
dom, and then others would malce the fame requeft for fome friends of theirs , 
and fo rio fruit would follow ofrhe prefent Conference, but rhat all thing? 
would be wotfe <han before they were. But Queen Elizabeth was not drawn 
foeafily to the like indulgences , for which fhe received her own juft praifes 
from the Pen of an Adverfary , Handing by name , in his Epiflle Dedicatory 
prefixed before his Anfwer to the Bifhops Apology , commends hit earnefl 
en<itrava\\ in bringing the ft d'forderei M in- fieri into fome order of dfcent appa- 
rrl , rthlch yet fome of them wanted reafon to apply thcmfelves to. And Sanders 
(whofeldomfpcakswellofhct) firft informs his Reader , u What bickering? 
"therewercin England about the Rochet, and other Veftments of the Cler- 
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«' gy ; thac many of the oppofite party regarded not the Queens judgment in 
* l it, but fent for counfel and advice to Germany , France , Savoy , and Swi:x,tr- 
*• /4»</ , but fpecially to Theodore Bex*a and Mfr Martyr • but finally that not- 
M w'u branding the advice of the one, and the addrcfles of the other, the Queen 
4t proceeded vigoroufly to the deprivation of all fuch pcrfons as wilfully op- 
C( pofed her order made in that behalf. 

It fecmsby this that our Geueviant , for the greater countenancing of their 
inconformicy , had flirred up the mod eminent Divines of the Gallic^ and 
Helvetian Churches to declare in favour of their doings ; And it appears alfo, 
by remembrances in fome Authors , that Calvin apprehending fome negleft 
from Mr. Secretary Cecil, in making either no return , or a return which fig— 
nified nothing, to his firlt addrefles , had laid afide his care of the Church of 
England^ for which he could expect no thanks from the Bifhops, or had receiv- 
ed 10 little from the great men of the Court. But Peter Martyr while he lived, 
conceived himfelf to nave fome interefs in this Church, inwhich»he had en- 
joyed fuch a good preferment, but more in fome particular perfons and 
members of it, who feemed to depend upon his judgment , and to ask counfel 
of him as their furcft Oracle : In which , how much he countenanced that 
fattion in King Edward's time, both by his practice and his pen , and what en- 
couragement he gave them in this prefent Reign , hath been fhewn before ; 
* how much out-gone by Thtodure Bex.a , who next nfurped t fuper-inrendency 
over all the Churches of this Ifland, may be feen hereafter: All that (hall now 
be faid of either of them, or of all together, fhall be briefly this, that this poor 
Church might better have counted their beft helps in points of DocVine, than 
have been troubled with their intermedlings in matter of Difciplinc. More 
. modefily then fo dealt BnBiuger and Gualter , two Divines of Suitxxrland , as 
eminent in all points of learning as the beft amongft them ; who being folli- 
cited by fome fome zealous brethren to fignifie their judgment in the prefent 
controverfie, about the Aparel of the Clergy , return an approbation of it, 
but fend the fame indofed in feveral Letters to Sandys, Horn, and Gryndal, 
that they might fee that neither of them would engage in the affairs of this 
Church, without the privity of the Governors and Rulers of it. 

To bring this quarcl to an end , or orherwife to render all opponents the 
more inexrufablc, the Queen thought fit to make a further dgnificarionof 
her Royallpleafure, not grounded onely on the Soveraign Power and Prero- 
gative Royal, by which (he pnbliflied her In\untlions in the firft year of her 
Reign, bur legally declared by her Commiffioners for caufes Ecclefiartical, ac- 
cording to the A&s and Statutes made in that behalf; for then it was to be 
prefumed, that fuch as had denyed obedience to her fole commands , would 
at leaftgiveir to the Laws. The Archbifhop is thereupon required toconfulc 
together wilh fuch Bifhops and Commiflioners as were next at hand, upon the 
making of fuch Rules and Orders as they thought neceffary for the peace of the 
Church, with reference to the prefent condition and eftate thereof : Which 
being accordingly performed , prefented to the Queen, and by her approved, 
the faid Rules and Orders were fet fort hand pnbliflied in a certain book , en- 
tituled , Jtdvervftmenu, partly for dme order in the publicly Adminiftration of the 
Common- Prayers, and *fing the holy Sacraments; and partly for the Apparel of aU 
perfcnsEccUfiafticaly by vert ft e of the Queens Ma je flies Letters commanding the 
■ fame , the 15th. day of January, &c. And thac they might be known to have 
the ftamp of Royal Authority, a Preface was prefixed before them , in which 
it was exprefled , " That the Queen had called to her remembrance how ne- 
" ceffary it was for the advancement of God's glory, &c. for all her loving 
«« fubje&s of the ftate Ecdeflaflical , not onely to be knit together in the 
" bonds of Uniformity touching the miniftration of Gods Word and Sacra- 
« ments , but alfo to be of one decent behaviour of outward aparel , thar by 
** their diftinft habits they might be known to be of that holy vocation , 
« whereby the greater reverence might be given unto them in their feveral

w And finally, that in obedience unto her commands, the faid Metropolitan * " 
"and the reti; there named had agreed upon the Rules and Orders enfuin", 
-^/whkh were by h^r thought meet to be ufed and followed. 

Now in theJe Articles or Advertifemtnts , it was particularly enjoyned 
aononglt ottef things , " That all Archbilhops and Bifhops fhould con inue 
" their 3CcuHomcdAparel ; that all Dean; of Cathedral Churches, Mailers of 
tl Colleges, *tt Archdeacons , and other dignitaries in Cathedral Churches 
J< Doctors , .Batchelors of Divinity, and Law, having any Kcclcfiailical Liv- 
■ 'ing, fliould wear in their common apparel abroad a fideGowii wirhlleeves 
"Itreight at the hand, without any cuts in the fame, and that alfo withour any • 
11 falling cape, and to wear tippets of farfnet , as was lawful for them by A dt 
«' of Parliament, 24 Her. 8. That all Do&ors of Phyftck or any other facul- 
ty, having any Living EcdefialHcal, or any otherthit may difpend by the 
"Church ibx> ! Harks, he to beeltecmedby thefruits or renths of their Pro- 
" motions ; or all Prebendaries , whofc promotions are vallucdat 20 1. and 
«' upward, to wear the like habit ; that they, or all EcdefialHcal perfon;, or 
**. other Having any EiclefiafHcal Living, do wear the cap appointed by the 
*• Injunctions, and no hats, but in their journeying?, that they in their jour- 
" neys do wear the doaks with fleeves put on , and like in fainion to their 
•• Gowns , without gards, welts, or cuts ; that in their private fnufes or liu- I 
* dies they ufc their own liberty of comely apparel ;that all inferiour Ecclefi- : 
'•aftical perfons Hull wear long gowns of the fafhion aforcfaid, and caps as 
" before is defer ibed ; that all poor Parfons, Vicars , andCurats , do endea- ' 
"vourthemfeNcstoconformtheiraparel in likeforc, fo'foon andas conve- 
" niently as»their abilities will fervc for the fame ; provided, thar their ability 
*'be judged by the Bilhop of the Diocefs ; and if their ability will not fuller 
Ct them to buy them long gowns , of the form aforefaid p-efcr ibed, that then 
" they fliall wear their ftiort gowns, as before exprefled ; that afl fuch perfons 
" as havcbeen,orbe Ecclefiallical, and ferve not the Miniltry ,'or have not 
'* accepted, or Inali rcfufe to accept , the Oath of obedience to the Queen? 
" Ma jelly, do from henceforth wear none of che faid aparel, but to go as mcer 
"lay-men, till they be reconciled to obedience ; and who Hull obllfnarely re- 
'* fufe to do the -fame, be prefented by the Ordinary to the Commilfioners for 
" caufes EcdefialHcal, and bythemtobe reformed accordingly. But this be- 
longs more properly to the year next following. 

To return therefore where we left , the next con fiderable.ift ion which fol- 
lowed on the Queens reception at C*mbrid?e , but more conliderable in the 
confequents than in the act it felf, was the preferring of Sit Robert Dad'ey, the 
fecond fon then living to the Duke oi Northumberland , td the Titles of Lord 
Denbigh and Earl of Leicefter , which honour fhe conferred on him on Mi- 
rbae/mM day, with all the Pomps and ceremonies thereunto arctiltomed ; She 
had before elected him into the Order of the Garter , made him the Mailer of 
herHorfe, and Chancellor of the University of Oxen y fufferedhim to carrya 
great fwayinall affairs both of Court and Council , and given unto him the 
fair Mannor of Denbigh , being conceived to be one of the goodlielt Territo- 
ries in England, as having more Gentlemen of quality which owes furc and 
fcrvice thereunto., than any other whatfoever in the hands of a fubjeS : And « 
now fhe add* unto thefe honors the goodly CalUe and Mannor of Ke»e!a>orth t 
part of the patrimony and poffeffion of the Dutchy of Lancaster. Advanced 
untowhich heighth, he ingroffed unto himfelf thedifpoling* of all Offices in 
Court and State, and of all preferments in theChurcn proving in fine fo un- 
appeafable in his malice , and unfatiable in his lulls , fo facrilegious in his ra- 
pines, fofalfeinprp nifes, and trecherous in point of trutt, and finally fo 
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An Rel. deltru&ive of the rights and properties of particular perfons, that his little 
. ** finder lay far heavier on the Englifh fubjetts , than the totnsoi all the Favo- 
A rites of the two latt Kings. And that bis roonltrous vices ( moft infupportable 
M^j^ in any other than himfeli) might either be connived at, or not complained of, 
he cloaks them with a feeming zeal to the true Religion, and made himfelf the 
head of the P urn An fa&ion, who fpared no pains in letting forth bis praifes up- 
on all occafions, making themfe Ives the Iromparti to efc is. Bragadocio ; Nor 
was he wanting to carcfle them after fuch a manner , as he found molt agreea- 
ble to thofe holy hypocrites , ufrng no other language in his fpeechand let- 
ters than pure-fcripture phrafe , in which he was become as dextrous , as if he 
had received the fame infpirations with the facred Pen-men. Of whom I had 
not fpoke fo much , but that he fcemed to have been born for thedeftruaion 
of thc-Church of England , as may appear further in the profecution of the 
. Prtfijterian or Puritan Hitfory , whenfoevcr any able Pen (hall be cxercifed 
in it. 

But leaving this Court- Meteor to be gazed on by unknowing men, let us 
attend the Obfequies of the Emperor Ferdinand, who died on the' 
of in the year now being , leaving the Empire and the reft of his 

Dominions to Max.mtUan hi* el del* too , whom he had before made King of 
• the Romans. A Prince he was who had deferved exceeding well of the Queen of 
" England, and fhc refolved not to be wanting to the due acknowledgment of fo 
great a merit ; the after-noon of the fecond day of QlUber y and the fore-noon 
of the third, are fct apart by her command, for this great folemnity , for which 
there was erected in the upper part of the Quire of the faid Church a goodly 
Herfe, richly garmfhed and fct forth, all the Quire being hanged with black 
cloth,adomcd with rich Scutcheons of bis Arms of fundry forts : At thefo- 
lemnication of which Funeral there were twelve Mourners, and one that 
prefemed the Queens perfon , which was the Marquis of winckefter Lord 
Treafurerof England, the other twelve being two Earls, fixLorfls, and four 
Knights; the facred part thereof performed by the Archbifhop of Canterbury , 
aflilted by theBifhcps of London and Roebefter, the funeral Sermon being 
preached by the Bifhop of London, which tended much unto the praife and 
commendation of that famous Emperor. By which folemnity , as fhe did no 
fmall honor to the dead , fo fhe gave great contentment to the living alfo , the 
people being generally much delighted with fuch glorious pomps , and the' 
Church of England thereby held in eftimation with all forein Princes. 

Nothing elie memorable in this year but the commine out of certain books, 
and the death of Calvin, Dor man, an Englifh fugitive, hrft publifheth a book 
for proof of certain of the Articles deny ed in Bifhop Jewel's challenge ; en- 
countred firft by AUxanderJVowel Dean of the Cathedral Church of St. Paul, 
who firft appeared in print agaimt thofe of Lovain, and is replyed upon by 
DermjH, in a book,entituled, ^ Difcovery of Mr. Nowel's untruths , not pub- 
lifhed till the year next following. But of more confequence to this Church 
was the death of Calvin , by whofe authority fo muchdiforder and confufion 
was to be brought upon it in the times fncceeding ; a name much reverenced, 
not onely by thofe of his own party and perfwafions , but by many grave and 
moderate men, who did not look at firft into the dangers which enfuedupon 
it. His platform at Geneva made the onely pattern , by which alt reformed 
( Churches were to frame their Government ; his Writings made the onely 
rule, by which all Students in Divinity were to fquare their Judgments. What 
, Peter Lomban was eftecmed to be in the Schools of Rome , the fame was Cal- 
vin reckoned inall-thofe Churches, which were reformed according to the 
Zninqlian do&rine in the point of the Sacrament. But , Hie Magifter mm tt- 
netur, as the faying was, he was not fo efteemed in England, nor was there any 
reafon why it mould be fo ; for though fome zealous brethren of the Pre/byte, 
terian or Puritan fa&ion appeared exceeding ambitious to wear his Livery, and 
thought no name fo honorable as that of Cdlvinifi , yet the founder members 
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Atmo Reg. EU%. 7. A. D. 1564, 1565. 

WE {hall begin this year with the concernments of the Kirk of Scot- 
land , where Queen Eisuabeth kept a Stock ftill going , the Returns 
whereof redounded more to her own fecurity,than to the profit and advantage 
of the Chnrch of Eng land. The Queen of Sect* was young , poflefTed of that 
Kingdom , and next Heir to this ; fi rft married to the Daulphin of France, and 
fued coafrer hisdeceafe in behalf of Charity the younger fon of the Emperor 
MaximUian , as alfo of the Prince of Conde , and the Duke of Btvart*. Bu£ 
Queen EU*.abeth had found fo much trouble and danger from her firft alliance 
with the French , that (he was againft all Marriages which might breed the 
like, or any way advance the power of that Competitor: But on the contrary, 
(he commended to her the Earl of Leictfrer , whom fhe pretended to. have 
raifed to thofe eminent honors , to make him in fomc fort capable of a Queens 
arTe&ion. Which propofirion proved agreeable to neither party, the Queen of 
Scott difdainiog that unequal offer, and Leicefrer dealing underhand with 
Randolph the Englifh Relident , to keep her ftill in that averfenefs. He had 
foolifhly given himfelffome hopes of marrying with Elizabeth his own dread 
Miftrefs , interpreting all her favours to him to proceed from arfa&ion, and 
was not willing that any Propofition for that purpofe with the Queen of 
£<wfhould be entertained. During thefe various thoughts on both fides, the 
Englifh began to be divided in opinion concerning the next heir to the Crown 
Imperial of this Realm ; One Htiet had writ a difcourfe in favour of the Houfe 
of Sufol^ but more particularly in defence of the late marriage between the 
Earl of Hertford and the Lady Katherine , for which he was apprehended and 
committed prifoner. The Romifh pajty were at the" fame time fub-divided , 
fome landing for the Queen of Scott as the next heir apparent, though an 
alien born; others for Henry Lord DarnUe 3 z\t\z[\ fon to the Earl of Lenax^horn 
in the Realm , and lineally defcended from the eldeft daughter of King Henry 
the 7th. from whom the Queen of Scott alfo did derivejjer claim. 

The Queen of Scott alfo at the fame time, grown jealous of the prattices of 
the Lord James her baftard-brother , whom fhe had not long before made 
Earl of Murrey ; and being over-powered by thofe of the Congregation, was 
at fome lofs within her felf for finding a fit pcrfon , upon whofe integrity fhe 
might depend in point of counfel, and on whofe power fhe might rely tn point 
of lafety : After a long deliberation , nothing feemcd more conducible to her 
ends and purpofes than the recalling of {.Matthew Earl of Lenox to his native 
Country, from whence he had been forced by the Hamiltoniam in the time of 
King Henry, Being of great power in the Weft of Scot/and, from the Kings 
whereof he was extracted , Henry conceived that fome good ufe might be 
made of htm for advancing the fo much defired marriage between his onely 
fon Prince Edward and the Infant-Queen : The more to gain him to his fide , 
he beftowes upon him in marriage the Lady Margaret Dowglat , daughter of 
Qaeen Marram his cldeft fifter , by Archibald Dowglat Earl of Angus her fc- 
cond husband ; of which marriage were born Henry Lord Darnly (of whom 
more anonejand Chtrlt the fecond fon ( whom King J*ntet created Earl of 
Lenox') father of Arabella , before remembrcd. Andthat they might fupporc 
tbemfelves in the nobler equipage , he beftowes upon him alfo the Mannor of 
Setrmrtan, with other good Lands adjoyning , in the County of To> k , parting 
fince by the name of Lenox his Lands in the ftyle of the people. In England he 
remained above twenty years , but kept himfelf conftant in all changes to

.* Queen, and the Englifh Papitts . Being returned into his Country, he found

It was about the middle of Ftbrnary tha^f the Lord D*r»lj cam 



It was about the middle of February \hy the Lord D*r*lj came to the Court 
ol Scotland. \Vho being not full twenty years old,of lovely pcrfon, fwee* be- 
haviour, anda.molt ingenuous difpohtion, exceedingly prevailed invjhorc 
time on the Queens affections. She hid now met wiih fuch a man asmighc 
pkafeher fancy, and more fecure her title to the Crown of £»£/W, than 
any ot the great Kings in Europe What then fhould hinder her from making 
up a mariage fo agreeable to her, fo acceptable to the Catholick party ip both 
Kingdoms; and which {lie thought withjll of fo faj'e a condition, as could 
create no new jealouiies in the brell of EE^b.tb I But thofe of the Leiceflrian 
faition conceived otherwife ol it, and had drawn moll of the Court and Coun- 
cil to conceive fo to. For what could more fecure the interefs of the Queen 
cf Scots, than to corroborate her own Title with chat of D*.-nij} from.which 
# two/what children foever fhould proceed, they would draw to them many 
hearts in the Realm of England who now Hood fairand faithful to their na- 
tural Queen. In this great fear (but. made much greater of fet purpofe to 
create fomc trouble) it was advifed that the Queen fliould earncllly be intrea- 
tcd to't hi nk of mariage, totheend, that the fucceffion might be fetledinher 
ownpollerity ; that all Popifh Jufliccs (whereof there were many at that 
time) might be put out of Commilfion, and none admitted to that office, but 
fuch as were fmcerely affcSed to the Reformed Religion ; that the old depri- 
ved Bifhops, which for the mofl part lived at liberty, might be brought to a 
more dofc redrainr, for fear of hardnirg fome in their crrours, and corrup- 
ting others with whom they had the freedom of converfation ; that a grearer 
power might be conferred upon the Englifh Bifhops, in the free exercife of 
their jurifdi&ion, for fupprelTmg all JuchPopifh Books as were fent into 
England, depriving the Englifh Pugitives of all thofe Benefices in this King- 
dom,whichhithertotru;y had retained; and all this to be done without incur- 
ring the danger of a PremunirejNxih which they were fo ofren threarnedby the 
common Lawyers. It was advifed alio, that for a counterpoifc unto the Title 
of the Queen of ScoU, fome countenance fhould be given to the Houfe of 
Suffolk^ by fhewing favour to the Earl of }l*riford and the Lady Kaihtrint; 
and that to keep the ballance even with the Romifh Cat hoik ks, fome mode- 
ration fliould be ufed to fuch Proteltant Miniilcrs, (you may be furc the 
Earl of Lcicefter had a hand in this) as hitherto had been oppofire inexter- 
{ nal matters, to the Rites and Ceremonies of the Church, here by Law ella- 

blifhed. 

Nor was this mariage very plealin" to the Sco s rhccnfelves ; the chief Lords 
of the Romifh party, who faithfully had adhei'd to their natural Queen in 
all her former troubles, conceived that for»e of them might be a* capable of 
the Queens affe&ions, as a young Gentleman born in £»//W, and one that 
never had done any fervice whic h might enoblc and prefer him before all 
the relh The Miniilcrs exclaimed againfi ir in their common preachings, as if 
ir were defignedof purpofe to dellrov Religion, and bring them «nder their 
old vjffalage ro the Church of Rome. The Noble men and others of the Con- 
gregation, who had fold themielves to Queen Elisabeth, were governed whol- 
ly oy her Counfels, and put themfelvcsintoapoHure of Arm? to diHurb the 
Match, the Edtnbvrftri do the like, but are quickly fcatter'd, aodforc*d to 
fubm'tt themfelves to their Queens good plealura, whowjs fo bent upon her 
mariauc with this young Nobleman, that pc'uh*r threat ning? nor penwafions 
could divert her from it. And that he might appear in fome capaciry fit for 
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the matiageof a Queen, (he full confers upon him the Order of Knighthood, An. Req 
and afterwards creats him Baron of Ardamjmack^, Earl of /f«j^> and Duke of pi:l _ 
Retbjay, which are the ordinary Titles of the eldcftand fecondfons of Scot- 'J' 
land. In iM»y (he had convented the Eftates of Scotland, to whom (he com- 4 
monicated her intention, with the reafons of it. Which by the greatert pare 
of the Affembly feemed to be allowed of, none but the Lord Ocbiltrie oppo- 
fing what the reft approved. About the middle of July, the mariage Rites 
were celebrated in the Royal Chapel by the Dean of Rejiang, and thenexc 
day the new Duke was proclaimed King by found of Trumpet, and declared 
to be aflfouited with the Queen in thepublick government. The ncwes where- 
of being brought unto Queen Elix,4betb t (he feemed more offended than in- 
deed ihe was. For well fhe knew, that both the new King, and the Earl his 
Father, were men of plain and open natures,not apt to entertain any dange- 
rous counfels to the difturbance of her quiet 5 that as long as fhe retained the 
Countefle with her (who was the Mother of the one, and the Wife of the o- 
ther) they feemed to (land bound to their good behavionr, and durft ad no- 
thing to the prejudice of fo dear a pledge ; but by the precipitation of this ma- 
riage, the Queen of Scots had neither fortified her felf in the love of her peo- 
ple, nor in alliances abroad; and that it could not otherwife be, but fome 
new troubles muft break oat in Scotland upon this occafion, by which it 
would be made uncomfortable and inglorious to her. And fo it proved in the 
event, for never was mariage more calamitous to the parties themfelves, or 
moredifhonourableto that Nation, or finally more fcandalous to both Reli- 

fions; in nothing fortunate but in the birth of J*«« the 6*th. born in the 
'alaccof Edenboro tgb on the 19th. of J*(7, Anno 1566. folemnly Crowned 
King of the Scots on the fame day of the Month, Anno 156*7. and joyfully re- 
ceived to the Crown of England, on the i4th.of March, Anno 1602. 

In greater glory and felicity reigned the Queen of England. Whofe praife 
fefounding in all Kingdoms of the North and *fV/?,invitcd Cacille, fifter to the 
King of Sweden, and wife of Cbrifiopher, Marquiffe of B*'Jen 9 to undertake a 
tedious journey both by land and fea, from the furthelt places of the North, 
to fee the fplendor of her Court, and obferve the prudence of her Govern- 
ment Landing at Dover in the beginning of September, they were there recei- 
ved by the Lord Cobbans, with a goodly trainof Knights and Gentlemen; ac 
Canter bury by the Lady Cobbans, with the like honourable train of Ladies and 
Gentlewomen; zzGtavtfendby the Lord Hnnfdon, with the band of Penfio- 
ncrs j at London on the 1 1 rh. of September by the Earl of Sufex and his Coun- 
tcflc, who waited on them to the*Lodging appointed for them. Scarce had 
(he refted there four dayes, when fhe fell into a new travel, of which fhe was 
happily deli vered by the birth of afon ; whom the Queen Chriftned in her 
own perfon, by the name of Edwardsu Fortunatw, the Archbilbop of Canterbury 
and the Duke of Norfolk^ being Sureties with her at the Font. She called him 
Edward, with relation to the King her brother, whofe memory fhe dearly lo- 
ved s and Fcrtmnatm in regard that he came fo luckily into the world,when his 
Mother after amoft painful pilgrimage, wasfafely come to pay her Devotions 
at that S brine which fhe fo much honoured. Having remained here till the 
April following, they were difmift with many rich Prefencs, and an annual 
penfion from the Queen ; conducted honourably^ the Lord Abitrgavenny 
to the Port of Dover, and there (hipped for Calais ; filling all places in the way 
betwixt that and Baden, with the report of the magnificence of their enter- 
tainment in the Court of England. And that the Glories of their entertain- 
menc mteht appear the greater, it hapned that Kambonillet a French Ambaffadot 
came hither ac that time upon two folemnities ; that is to fay, to be inftal- 
Ied Knight of the Garter in the place and perfon of that King, and to prefent 
the Order of Sc Michael, (the principal Order of that Kingdom^ to Tbonsat 
Duke of Norfolk^ and the Earl of Lcicefter, The one performed with the accn- 
ftomed Pomps and Ceremonies in the Chapel of St George at fVi»dfor,iht other 
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a Re* wuh like Sme and fplendour, in the Royal Chapel at Such a well 

[' tS * tempered piety did at that rune appear in the Devotions of the Church of 
Eliz. 7. £»j/w,'har generally the Englifh Papirts,aod the Ambafladors of foreinPrin- 

15^5- ccs Hill retorted to them. 
v^/W^^ But true it it, that at that time fome zealots of the Church of Runt had be- 
gun toflacken their attendance, not out of any new diflikc which they took ac 
tbefervice, bucin regard ol a Decree let forth in the Council of lren' y prohi- 
bitingall refort to the Churches of Hereticks. Wh'u h notwithHandingthe 
far greater pirt continued in their firft obedience, till the co r.ingover of that 
Roaring Bull from Pope Pius the $th. by which the Queen was excommuni- 
cated, the fubje&s diftharged from their obedience to the Laws, and the go- 
ing or not going to the Church, made a ftgm dfthn&ive to difference a Ko~ 
wAn ( a: hoi from an Engli\h Prottft*m. And it is pofftblc enough that 
they might have Hood much longer to theit ftrlt conformity , if the dif- 
cords brought into the Church by the Zmnglian faction , together with 
their many innovations both in Doctrine and Difciplinc, had not afforded 
them fome further ground for the defertion. For in this year it was that the 
Zuingliun or Ca/viniar. faction beg*n to be firlr known by the name of Puri- 
tans, if Gencbrtrd, Gvalie*, and Spond*nus (being all of them right good Chro- 
nologers)benot mittakeninrhetime. Which name hath ever fince been ap k 
propriate to them, becaufe of their pretending to a g-eater Parity in the fer- 
vice of God, than was bt'd fjrtb unto them (as they gave it out) in the Com- 
mon Prayer Book ; and to a greater oppofition to the Rices and Ufa^es of the 
Church of Rome, than was agreeable to the conftitmton of the Church of 
En land. But this Purity was accompanied with fuch itreverence, this oppofi- 
tion drew along with it fo much liccncioufncfTe, as grve great fcandaland 
offence to all fober men; fothat it was high time forthofe which had the 
care oftheChurch,to look narrowly unto them,to give a check tothofe difor- 
ders and confu Hons, which by their practices and their preachings they had 
brought into it, and thereby laid the ground of that woful fchifm which foon 
after followed. And for a check tothofe diforders, they publifhed the Ad- 
vcrtifemcnt before remembred, fubfejibed by the Archbifhop of Cantrbury, 
the Bifhops of London, Wlncbefttr, Ely, Linc*!n y Rochefter ,and other of her Ma- 
jcflies Commiffioners for Caufcs Ecclefiaftical, according co the Stature made 
in that behalf. 

This was the only prefent remedy which could then be thought of. And 
to prevent the likeconfufions for the time to come, tProtejh:icn^z$ d^vifed 
to be taken by all Parfons, Vicars and Curates in their feveral Kations, by 
which they were required to declare and" promife, t{ That they would not 
«• preach, nor publickly interpret, but only read that which is appointed by 
"publitk authority, without fpecial Licence of the Bifhop un'der his Seal ; 
"that they would read the Service plainly,di(tin£ly, and audibly, that all the 
*' people mi<;ht hear and underhand ; that they would keep the Regifter book 
•• accordingto the Queens Majcliies Injunctions ; that they would ufc fobri- 
"ety in apparel, andefpecially in the Church at Common Praye-s, accordir^ 
" to Order appointed ; that they would move the Parifhioners to quiet and 
"concord, and not give them caufe of offence, and help to reconcile them 
«' that be at variance, to their utmoft power ; that they would read dayly ac 
"t he leaft one Chapter of the Old Tellament, and another of the New, with 
" good advifement,to the increafc of their knowledge; that they would in 
4t their own perfons,nfe and exercife their Office and Place, totbe honour of 
€l God,and the quiet of the Queens fnbje&< within their charge, in rrmh,con- 
*' cord and uniry $ asa1foobferve,kcep and mainrain fuch Order and Unifor- 
"mityinall external Policy, Rites and Ceremonies of the Church, as by the 
*' Lawessood ufages and|Orders, arealready well provided and eCablifned; 
* c and finally, that they would not openly meddle wirh any Artificers ocru- 
• parhns, as covetouflyto feek a gain thereby, having in Ecclefiaftical Li- 
vings 
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M vings, twenty Nobles or above by the year. Which proteftarion, if it ei- An Rco 
ther bad been generally prefled upon all the Clergy (as perhaps ic was not) or r; ' » 
better kept by them that took it , the Church might queftionleiTc have 
been fayed from thofe diltraaions,which by the Punt*n Innovators were occa- 1 5 6 i' 
fibned in it. L^*W

rHus have we fcen the publick Liturgy confirmed in Parliament, with di- 
vers penalties on all thofe who either did reproach ir, or negleft to ufe ic 
or wilfully withdrew their attendance from it - the Doarine of the Church 
declared in 1 he Book of Articles, agreed upon in Convocation, and ratified, 
in due form of Law, by the Queens authority ; external matters in officiating 
Gods publick fervice, and the apparel of the Clergy, regulared and reduced 
to their firii condition, by the Books of Orders and Advertiftments. Nothing 
remaineth, but that we fettle the Epifcopal Govemrnent, and then U will be 
time to conclude this HUtory. And for the fetlingof this Government by as 
good authority as could be given unto it by the Lawes of the Land, we are be- 
holden to the obftiuacy of Dr Edmond Bonntr, the lare great flaughter-man of 
Lo»d*». By a Statute made in the Ult Parliament, for keeping her Majefties 
Subje&s in their due obedience, a power was given unto the Bifhops to ten- 
der and receive the oath of Suyrtm*cj, of all manner of perfons, dwelling and 
refidingin their fcveral Dioceffes. Bonner was then prifoncr in the Clht^ or 
Marfha/fe*, which being in the Burrough of Southward brought him within 
the Jurifdiaion of Horn Bifliop of mnchefier, by whofe Chancellor the Oatb 
was render'd to him. On the refufal of which Oath,he is endiaed at the Kings 
Bench upon the Scacuce.co which he appeared in fome Term of the year fore- 
going,and defires that counfel be afligned to plead his caufe, according to 
the courfe of the Court. The Courc affigns him no worfe men than Chnjlo~ 
fber w * Jt afcerwardschief luflicc of the Common Pleas, that famous Law- 
yer Edmond Pltydon, whofe learned Commentaries do fufficiently fet forth his 
great abilities in that Profeffion ; attd one Mr. Uve/ace, of whom we find no- 
thing but the name. 

By them and their Advice, the whole pleading chiefly is reduced to thefc 
two heads, (to omit the nicitics and pundilioes of lefler moment) the firft 
whereof was this, Thac Bonner was not ac all named in the indiament, by 
the ftile and title of Bifhop of London, but only by the name Dr. Edmond 
Banner \ Clerk, Dr. of the Lawes, whereas at that time he was legally and aan- 
ally Bifhop of London, and therefore the Wric to be (as our Lawyers 

phrafeit)and the caufe to be difmuTcd out of the Court. But Ploy don found 
here that the Cafe wm a'tered, and that this Plea could neither be allowed by 
Cati/ine, who was then Chief Juftice, nor by any other of the Bench, and 
therefore it is noted by Chief Juftice Dyer who reports the Cafe, with a No n 
tlUcMur. The fecond principle Plea was this, That Horn ac the time when tho 
Oath was tendered, was not Bifhop of Wmchefter, and therefore not impow- 
red by the faid Statute, to make tender of it by himfclf or his Chancellor. And 
for the proof of this, true he was no Bifhop, ic was alleged that the form of 
Confecration of Archbifhops and Bifhops, which had been ratified by Parlia- 
ment in tbetimeofKingEi/wW, had been repealed in the firft year of Queen 
Mmj % and fo remained ac Horn's precended confecration The Caufe bein<> 
put off from Term to Term, comes at the laft to be debated amongft the JucC 
ges ac SerjgMts Inne. By whom the caufe was finally put upon the iflue, and 
thetryal of that iffue Ordered to be committed to a Jury of the County of 
Sttrry. But then withall it was advifed, thac the decifion of theVoint fhould 
rather be referred co che following Parliament, for fear that fuch a weighty 
matter might mifcarry by a contrary Jury, of whofe either partiality, infuffi- 

Z 2 z ciency, 
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An Kef. cicncy, there had been fome proof made before, touching the grants made by 
..* g King Edward's Bifhops ; of which a great many were made under thi.< pre- 
iJy fence, that the Granters were noc actually Bifhops, nor legally poflelTed of 
l ir_ their feveral Sees. 

According to this found advice, the bufinefs comes under confederation in 
the following Parliament, which began on the 30th. of September, where all 
particulars being fully and considerately difcourled upon, it was fir it declared, 
"That their not restoring of that Bbok to the former power trJ terms figni- 
"ficant and exprcfs,was but CafHtomiffus; and Secondly,Thar by the Statute 
" $th. and 6tb. Edw. 6th. it had been added to the Book of Common Prayer 
"and adminiltration of the Sacraments, as a member of it> or at lead an ap- 
pendant to it; and therefore by 1. Eliz,. was reftored again, together 
" with the faid Book of Common Prayer, intentionally at the lealt, if noc 
«« in te rmiris. But being the words in thefaid Statute were not deer enough 
* to remove all doubts, they did therefore revive ic now ; and did accor- 
dingly Enaft, that all perfons thar bad been, or fhould be made, Ordered, 
<c or Confecrate Archbifhops, Bifhops, Priefts , Mioiflers of Gods Holy 
*' Word and Sacraments, or Deacons after the form and order prefcribed in 
*' the faid Book, be in very deed, and alfo by authority hereof, declared and 
4i enacted to be, andfhallbe, Archbifhops, Biffiops, Prielts, Miniilcrs and 
"Deacons, rightly made, Confecrate, and Ordered, Any Stature, Law, 
" Canon, or any thine to the contrary notwirhftanding. Nothing elfc done 
in this Parliament which concerned the Church, nor any thing at all in the 
Convocation, by which it was of courfe accompmied, more than the granting 
of aSubfidy of fixfhiUings in the pound out of all their Benefices*^ promo- 
tions. And as fo: Bonner, who was the other party tothecanfe in queltion, 
it was determined, that neither he, nor any other perfon or perfon?, fhould 
be impeached or moletted in regard of any refufal of the faid Oath heretofore 
mads, and hereafter to be made before the end of that Parliament. Which 
favour was indulged unto them of the Laity, in hope of gaining them by fair 
means to a fence of their duty ; to Banner and the reft of the Bifhops, as men 
that had fuffkiemly fuffered upon that account, by the lofs of their Bi- 
fhopricks. 

By this laft Act the Church isftrongly fetlcd on her natural pillars of Do- 
ctrine, Government and Worfhip, not otherwife to have been fluken, than 
by the bHndz,eaioi all fuch furious Samp fens is were refolvcd to pull it on their 
own heads, rather than furTer it to ftand in fo much glory. And here it will be 
time to conclude this Hiltory, having taken a brief view of the State of the 
Church, with all the abberrations from its firlt conftltution as it flood at this 
time, when the Puritan faction had began to difturb her Order, and that ir, 
thaybe done with a greater certainty, I fhall fpeak it in the words of one, 
who lived, and writ his knowledge of it n this time, I mean John Raflel, in 
his anfwer to the Bifhops challenge. Who though he were a Papift, and a fu- 
gitive Prieft, yet I conceive that he hath faithfully delivered to many fad 
truths in thefe particulars. Three books he writ within the compafs of three 
years now lalt part againlt Bifhop Jewel, in one of which he makes this addrefs 
MntO him, viz. And though yon Mr. Jewel (** I have heard fay} do take the 
tread into your hands when you cetebrate folemnly^yet thoufands there are of your in- 
feriour Msnifters, whofe death it is to be found to any fuch external fajhion, and 
your Order of celebrating the Communion is ft unadvisedly conceive d y that every 
man is left unto his private Rsslt or Canon, whether he will take the bread into 
hu hands, or let it (laud at the end of the table, the Bread and Wine being 
laid upon the table, where it pleafes the Sexton or Pari(h-C lerl^ to ftt them, 
p. 28. g "

Whereat the Church of G.d fowell ordered with excellent m e n of learning and 
god/inefe,is con ft 'rained tofuffer Coblers, Weavers, linkers, l'a»ners,Cardmakers , 
J apft ers, F idlers, Goo 'ers,and other of li^e profrffion, not only to enter mto difputing 
with her, but alfo to climb up into Pulpits, and i j \eep the place of Pr ieft s and M.ni- 
fttrj^c.p.t.Or that any Bagpiper s,H or fecourfers t faylers,<yr Alebafters, were ad- 
mitted then into the Ciergy,without ^ood and long tryal of their converfationf p.\&%. 
Or that any Bifhop then did [wear by his honour, when in his vi fit at ion ab oadm
